\HOU mafft believe we {gentle 
Reader) without /wearing^ that I 
could willingly dejire this Book (as 
a Child of Under/landing) to be the 
mofi beautiful^ gallants and difcreet^ that might 
pojjibly be imagined. But I could not tranfgrefs 
the Order of Nature^ wherein every mng be- 
gets bis like : PThicb being fo, what could my 
fteril and ill-tilPdlVit ingender^ but the Hiflory 
cf a dry toaji^d and humorous Son^ full ofva- 
.rious noughts and Conceits never before ima- 
gined of any other /^ much like one who was in- 
gendred within fome noifom Prifon^ where all 
Difcommodities have taken foffeffon^ and all 
A 4 doleful 
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doleful Noifes wads iheir Habitation ? Seeing 
that Reft^ fleafant Places^ Amenity of the 
FieldSy the Cbearfulnefs of clear Sky, the mur- 
muring Noife of the cryjldl Fountains^ ani^ 
the quiet Repofe of the Spirit^ are great Helps - 
fcr the moft barren Mufes to fhew themfehes 
fruitful Md to bring into the fFbridfuvt Births ' 
as may enrich it with Admiration and Delight. 
It oft-times befals that a Father hath a Child 
both by Birth evil-favoured^ and quite devoid 
of all Perfetlicn ; andyet the Love that be bears 
him is fuch^ as it cafts a Mask over his Eyes^ 
"ivhich hinders his difcetning of^be Faults and 
Simplicities thereof^ and makes him rather deem 
them Bifcreticms and Beauty^ andfo tells them 
tci his Friends^ for witty Jejis and Conceits. 
But I {tho^ in fhew a Father^ yet in truth but a 
Step father to Don Qjixote) will not be born 
away by the violent Current of the modern Cuf- 
tomnow-a-days^ and therefore entreat thee with 
the Tears almoji in mine EyeSy as many others 
are wont to do (mqft dear Reader) to pardon , 
and diffemble the Faults which thou fhalt dif- 
crn in this my Son -, for thou art neither his 
Kinfman nor Friend^ and thou baft thy Soul in 
thy Body^ and thy Free-will therein as abfolute 
as the befi^ and thou art in thine own Houfe^ 
wherein thou art^ as abfolute a Lord^ as the . 
King is of his Sub/tdieSy and thou knowefi well 
the common Proverb^ that under my Cloak a 
Fig for the King 5 all which doth exempt thee^ 
and makes thee free from allRefpeS and Obti- 

gation^ 
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gation ; and fo thou may eft boldly fay of this 
HiftoryyWbatfoever thou fhalt think good^ with* 
cut Fear either to he controuled for the Evil^ 
er rewarded for the Good that thou fhalt fpeak 
thereof. 

I would very fain have prefented it unto* 
thee pure and naked, without the Ornament of 
a Preface, or the Rabblement and Catalogue of 
the wonted Sonnets^ Epigrams, Poems, Elegies^ 
&c. which are wont to be put at the Beginning 
of Books. For I dare fay unto thee, that {altho^ 
it coft me fome Pains to compofe it) yet in na 
RefpeSt did it equalize that, which I took to 
make this Preface, which thou dofl now read^ 1 
t-ook oftentimes my Pen in my Hand to write it^ 
and as often fet it down again, as not knowing • 
what Ifljould write \ and being once in a Mufr 
with my Paper before me, my Pen in mine pMr^ 
fnine Elbow on the Table, and mine Hand on, 
my Cheek, imagining what I might write, there- 
entered a Friend of mine unexpectedly, who- 
was a very difcreet and pleafantly wit ted Man ;, 
who, feeing me fo penfative^ demanded of me\ 
the Reafon of my mufing v. and not concealing it 
from him,faidy that I bethought myfelf on my 
Preface I was to make to Don Qu \xott*sHiftoryy, 
which didfo much trouble me as I neither meant 
to make any at ally^nor publijh the Hift/ny of the 
A£is offo noble a Knight, For how can I chufe- 
(quoth I) but be much confounded^ at that which 
the old Legiftator {the Vulgar) will fay, when 
itfeesy that after the End- of fo many Tears (as . 
A 5 an^ 
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are fpent Jince Ifirft Jlepi in the Bofom of Obli- 
vion) I come out loaden with my grejHairSy 
and bring with me a Book as dry as a Kex, void 
if Invention J barren of good Phrafe^ poor of 
Conceit ^y and altogether empty loth of Learning 
and Eloquence \ without Rotations on the 
Margins^ or Annotations in the End of the 
Booky wherewith I fee other Books are ft ill a^ 
domed y be they never fo idle, fabulous ^ and pro- 
phane-^ fo full of Sentences of Ariftotle and 
Plato, and the other Crew of the Philofophers^ 
as admires the Readers, and makes them believe 
that thefe Authors are very learned and eloquent. 
And after, when they cite Plutarch or Cicero, 
what can they fay, but that they are the Sayings- 
of St. Thomas, or other DoSfors of the Church ;• 
cbferving herein fo ingenious a Method, as in 
me Line theywill paint you an enamoured Gull ^ 
and in the other will lay you down a little feeming • 
devout Sermon^ fo that it is a great Pleafure - 
t:77d Delight to read or hear it ? All which ' 
Things muft be wanting in my fiook \ for nei^ 
ther have I any thing to cite in the Margin^ ' 
cr note in the End^ and much lefs do I know 
what Authors I follow, to put them at the Be- 
ginning, as the Cujiom is, by the Letters of the 
A. B. C. beginning with Ariftotle, and ending , 
in Xenophon,* or in Zoylus or Zeuxis. Altho* • 
the one was a Railer, the other a Painter ; fo 
Ukewife fhall my Book want Sonnets at the Be-^ 
ginning, at leaft fuch Sonnets whofe Authors be 
Dukes ^ Mairquf'fj'es^ Earls ^ Bijhops, Ladies, or ' 

famous 
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famous Poets. Althff if I would demand them 
of two or three Artificers of mm Acquaintance^ 
I know they would make me fome fuchy as thofe 
of the moft renowned in Spain would in no wtft 
he able to equal or compare with them. 

Finally^ good Sir^ and my very dear Friend^ 
(quoth I) I do refolve that Sir Don Quixote 
remain intombed among the old Records of the 
Mancha, until Heaven ordain fome one to adorn 
him with the many Graces that areytt wanting i. 
for I find fnyfelf wholly unable to remedy them^ 
through mine Infufficiency and little Learning ; 
and alfo becaufe I am naturally lazy and un^ 
willing to go fearching for Authors to fay tbat^ 
which I can fay well enough without them. And 
hence proceeded the Perplexity and Extafy^ 
wherein you found me plunged. My Friend 
bearing thaty andftriking himfelf on his Fore- 
heady after a long and loud Laughter ^ faidy In 
good faith y Friend^ 1 have now at laji delivered 
myfelfofa long and intricate Error y where- 
with I was poffeffedallthe Time of our Acquain- 
tance 5 for hitherto I accounted thee even to be 
difcreet and prudent in all thy ASionSy but now 
I fee plainly y that thou art as far from that I 
took thee to bCy as Heaven is from the Eartf?. 

How is it poffibky that 'Things of fo fmallmo^ 
menty andfo eafy to be redrejfedy can have Force 
tofufpendandfwallow upfo ripe a Wit as yours 
hath feemed to bey and fo fitted to break up and .. 
trample over the gredteft Dijficulties that can 
be^ propounded. This proceeds not in good fdotb . 

from 
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from "Defect of fVilU hut from Superfluity of 
$lotb^ and Penmff of Difcourfe 5 wilt thou fee 
whether that I fay he true or no ? Liften then 
attentively a while^ and thou flaalt perceive how 
in the Twinkling of an Eye^ I will confound all. 
the Difficulties^ andfupply all the Wants which 
do fufpend and affright ihee from puhlifhing to 
the Worlds The Hiftory of thy famous Don ^ 
^ixote^ the Light and Mirrour of all Knight- 
hood-Errant. 

Say^ I pray thee, quoth I (hearing what he 
had faid) After what manner doft thou think. 
to replenifh the Vacuity of my Fear^ and reduce 
the Chaos of my Confujion to any Clearnefs and 
Light ? And he replied, *ThefirJi Thing where^ 
atthouftoppeft, of Sonnets, Epigrams^ Eclogues, 
Sic, (which are wanting for the Beginning, and 
ought to be written by grave and noble Perfons} 
fnay be remedied, if thou thy felf wilt but take a 
little Pains to compafs them, and thou mayejt 
after name them as thou pleafeft, and father 
ibem on Prefter John of the Indians, or the 
Emperor of Trapifonde, whom I know w£r& . 
held to be famous Poets ; andfuppofe they were 
not, but that fome Pedants and prefumptuous 
Fellows would backbite thee, and murmur a^ . 
gainft this Truth, thou needeft not weigh them 
two Straws ; for altho^ they could prove it to 
be an Untruth, yet cannot they cut off thy 
Hand fcr it. 

As touching Citations in the Margin, and 
Authors, out of whom thou may eft coUeS Sen^. . 

fences 
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fences and Sayings ^ to infer i in tbyHiftory^ there 
is nothing elfe to be done^ but to bob into it fome 
Latin Sentences^ that thou kncweft already Jy 
rote^ or may eft get eaJUy with a little Labour : 
As for example^ when thou treat eft of Liberty 
and Thraldom J thou may^ft cite thaty Non bene 
pro toto libertas venditur auro v and prefently 
quote Horace, or he whofoever elfe that faidity 
on the Margin. If thou fb&uldft fpeak of the 
Power of Deathy have prefently Recourfe to 
that ofy Pallida mors aequo pullat pede pau- 
perum tabernas, Regumque turres. If of the 
Inft ability of Friends^ thou haft at hand Cato 
freely offering his Diftichon ; Donee eris fae- ^ 
lix, multos numerabis amicos. Tempera fi 
fuerint nubila, folus eris. If ofRiches^ Quan- 
tum quifque fua nummorum fervat in arca^ 
Tantum habet & fidei. IfofLovCy Hci mihi 
quod nullis amor eft medicabilis berbis ! And 
fo with thefe Latin Authorities^ and other fucb 
like^ they will at leafi account thee a good Gram- 
marianj and the being fuch a one is of no little 
Honour and Profit in this our Age. As touch - 
ing the Addition of Annotations in the End of 
tk^ Booky thou may ft boldly obferve this Courfe: 
If thou nameft any Giant in thy Booky procure 
that it be the Giant Goliah, and with this alone 
(which almoft will coft thee nothing) thou haft 
gotten a fair Annotation 5 for thou may ft fay j 
The Giant Golias^r Goliat w^j a Philiftine, 
whom the Shepherd David flew with the Blow 
of a Stoncy in the Vale of Tcrebintho, as is re- . . 

counted 
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counted in tie^Book of Kings, in ibe Chapter 
wherein thou Jhalt find it written. 

After all this^ tojhew that thou art learned 
in humane Letters ^ and a Cofmograpber^ taki^ 
fome occafion to make mention of the River- 
Tagus, and thou /halt prefently find thyfelf 
Jiored with another notable Notation^ f^yi^gn 
^he River Tagus was fo called of a King of 
Spain •, it takes itsBeginningfromfuch a Places 
and dies in the Ocean Seas^ kiffmgfirft theWaUs^ 
of the famous City of Lisbon ; and fome are of 
Opinion^ that the Sands thereof are ofGold^ &c. 
If thou wilt treat of Thieves^ I will recite the 
Hiftory of Caeus to thee^ for I know it by Me- 
mory. If of Whores or Curtezansy there thou 
haft the Bijbop of Mondonnedo, who will lend 
thee Lamia, Layda, andFloTSL^ whofe Annota^ 
tion will gain thee no finall Credit. If of cruel 
PerfonSj Ovid will tender Medea. If of In- 
chanters or Witches ^ Homer hath Calypfo, 
and Virgil, Circe. If of valorous Captains^ 
Julius CxtdLrJhall lend himfelf in hisCommen-' - 
taries to thee, and Plutarch fhall give thee a 
ihoufand Alexanders. If thou dqft treat of ^ 
Love^ and haft but two Ounces ^/i&^Thufcane 
Language^ tboufhalt encounter with Lion the 
Hebrew, who will replenifh thy Veffels with 
Store in that kind 5 but if thou wilt not travel ^ 
for it intoftrange Countries ^ thou baft here at 
home in thy Houfe Fonfeca, of the Love of 
God, wherein is deciphered all that either thou^ ' 
i/rtbe moft ingenious Capacity can defire to learn • 
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of tbatSubjeSl. In conclujion^ there is nothing 
elfe to he done^ but that thou only endeavour to 
name thofe Names^ or to touch thofe Hijlories in 
thine own^ which I have here related^ and 
leave the adding of Annotations and Citations 
unto me \ for I dofromife thee^ that I mil both 
fill up the Margin^ and alfofpend four or five 
Sheets of Advantage at the End of the Book. 

Now let us come to the Citation of Authors^ 
which other Books have^ and thine wanteth \ 
the Remedy hereof is very eafy ; for thou needejh 
do nought elfe but feek out a Booky that doth 
quote them ally from the Letter A. until X, as 
thoufaidft thy f elf but even now, and thoujhali- 
fet that very fame Alphabet to thine own Book. 
For altho^ the little Necejpty that thou hadjl to- 
ufe their Affifiance in thyWorky will prefently^ 
conviH thee of Falfhoody it makes no matter^ 
and perhaps there may not a few be found fo\ 
fimpliy as to believe that thou hafi holp thyfelf 
in the Narration of thy mojifimple andfincere 
Hiftoryy with all their Authorities. And tho* • 
that large Catalogue of Authors do ferve to ' 
none other purpofey yet will it at leaft givefome 
Authority to the Book at the firfi Blujh j and"" 
the rather y becaufe none will be fo mad as to 
ft and to examine v^hether thou doft follow them ^ 
or noy feeing they can gain nothing by the Mat^ 
ter. Tety if I do not err in the Confideration • 
-offo weighty an Affairy this Book of thine needs • 
none of all thefe Things y for afmuch as it is only 
an Inve Stive againft B^oks of Knighthoody a 

Subjeif 
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SubjeSl whereof Ariftotle never dreamed^ Saint 
B'ihl /aid nothings Cicero never henrdanyfVord. 
Nor do the Punaualities of Truthy nor Obfer- 
vations of Aftrology fall within the Sphere of 
fuch fabulous Jejtings. Nor do Geometrical D/- 
menftons impart it any things nor the Confuta^ 
tion of Argument Sy ufurp^d by Rhetorick ; nor 
ought it to preach unto any the Mixture of holy. 
Matters with prophane {a Motley wherewith no 
ChriAmn well Jhould be attired) only it hath 
ne£d to help itfelf with Imitation : for by how 
much the more it fball excel therein ^ by fo much 
the more will the fVork be ejleem^d, Andfince 
that thy Labour doth aim at no more^ than to^^ 
diminifh the Authority and Acceptance that 
Books of Chivalry have in the Worlds and a^ 
mong the Vulgar y there* s no Occafton why thou 
Jhoula'fi go begging of Sentences from Pbilofo^ 
phersy Fables from Poets y Orations from Rheto^ 
riciansy or Miracles from the Saints \ but only 
endeavour to deliver with Jignificanty^plainy ho-^ 
nefiy and well' ordered Wordsy thy jovial and 
cheerful Difcourfcy exprejftng as near as thou 
fnafft pojfibly thy Intentiony making thy Conceit s^ 
deary and not intricate or dark :. And labour 
alfo that the melancholy MarCy by the reading 
thereof y may beurg^d to Laughter ^ the pleafant 
Bifpojitim encreas^dy the Simple not cloy% and 
that the Judicious may admire thy Invent iony . 
the Grave not defpife //, the Prudent applaud 
it. In conclujiony let thy Projelf be to over- 
throw the ill -compiled Machina and Bulk of 

thefe 
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tbefe Knightly Books y abhorred by many, hut ap- 
plauded by more ; for if thou bring this to pafs^ 
thou haft atchiev^d not afmall matter. 

I lift'ned with very great Attention to my 
Friend's Speech, and bis Reafons are fo firmly 
imprinted in my Mind, 'as without making any 
Reply unto them, I approved them all for good, 
and framed my Preface of them. Wherein 
(fweet Reader) thou maffi perceive my Friend! s 
hifcretion, my Happinefs to meet with fo good a 
Counfellor at Juch a pinch, and thine own Eafe 
in finding fo plainly and ftncerely related, the 
Hijlgry of the famous Don Quixote of the 
Mancha, of whom, it is the common Opiftionof

was befides Maftcr of an ancient Target, a lean Stallion, 
and a Iwift Greyhound. His Pot conhfted daily of Ibme- 
what more Beef than Mutton ; a Galli-mawfiy each 
Night, Collops and Eggs on Saturdays. Lentils on JV/- 
VOL. I. • B . iiaff. 
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[days^ and now and then a lean Pigeon on Sunday Sy did 
coniumc three parts of his Rents : The reft and'rem- 
nant thereof was ipent on a Jerkin of fine Puke, a pair 
'of Velvet Hole, with Pantofies of the lame, for the 
Holidays, and one Suit of the fincft Vefture ; for thefe- 
. wuhal he honoured and let out his Perlbn for the Wpj^- 
days. He had in his Houfea Wbman-lcrvant'of about 
feme Forty years old, and a Niece not yet Twenty, 
and a Man that ierved him both in Field and at Home, 
«nd could laddie liis Horle, and Ukewife nxaeos^ a 
Pruning hook. The Mafter himfelf was about Fifty 
years old, of a ftrcmg G>mplexion, dry Flelh, and a 
withered Face. He was an early Rifer, and a great 
Friend of Huntii^. Some affirm that his Sirname was 
^xada or §uefada (for in this there is fome Vari- 
ance amone^the Authors that write his Life) altho* it 
may be gathered by very probable G)nje6hires, that he 
was caird Suixana. Yet all this concerns our hiftori(;aI 
Relation butlittle ; let it then ftffice, that in the Nar- 
ration thereof we will not vary a jot from tjie Truth. 

You Ihall therefore wit, that this Gentleman above 

named, tlie Spirts that he was idle (which was the Ion-- 

ger part of the Year) did apply himfelf wholly to the 

reading of Rjoks of Knighthood, and that* with iudi 

Gufts and Delights, as he almoft wholly neglected the 

. Exercife of Hunting, yea, and the very adminiftration 

of his Houlhold Asairs. And his Curiofity ^nd Folly 

came to tliat pals, that he made away many Acres of 

arable Land, to buy him Books of that kind ; and 

therefore he brcni^ht to his Houle as many as ever he 

. could eetof that Simjedt : And am<m^ them all, none 

plcafed him better than thofe which Famous Felicias 

of Silua compofed : For the Imoothnels of his Prole, 

with now and then Ibme intricate Sentence medled, 

ieem'd to him peerlels ; and principally when he did 

read the Gxirtings, or Letters of Challenge, that 

Knights lent to Ladies, or one to another : where, in 

many places, he foimd written — — the Realbn of the 

Unreaiooablenefi, which againft mV Realbn is wrought, 

i^h lb weaken myKeafiMi, as wit& all Realbn I do 

juftly 
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juftly complain on your Beauty. And alio when he read 
. — the high Heavens, which with your Divinity do for- 
tifj^ you divinely widi the Stars, and make you Deferve- 
reis of the Deierts that your Greatnefi defcrves, fcfr. 
With thefe and other fiich Paflages the poor Gentleman 
grew diftraded, and was breaking his nrains Day atid 
. Night, to underftand and unbowel their Senfe. An end* 
lefs Labour 1 for even jirifiotU himfelf would not under- 
flaud them, tho' he. were again relulcitated only for that 
inirpoie. He did not like lomuch the Unproportionate 
I)lows that Don J3e///m// gave and took in Fight; for, 
as he imagined, were the Sur^ons never ^o cunning that 
cured them, yet was it imp<3fiblc but that the Patient's 
Face, and all his Body, muft remain full of Scars and 
Tokens: Yet did he praifc notwithftanding, in the Au- 
thor of that Hiflory, the Conclufion of his Book, with ' 
the promile of the eildlefs Adventure ; and many times 
he himfelf had ^defire to take Pen and finifli it exadtly 
as it is there promiled ; and would doubtlefly have per- 
fcrm'd it, and that iurely with happy Succcis, if other 
inore urgent and amtinuai Thodghts had not difturb'd 
him. 

Many times did he fall at variance with the Curate 
of his Village (who was a learned Man, graduated in ^ 
O'ffteMo) touching who was tfie better Knight, Palme- 
rin of Ei^landy or Jma^s Icle Gaule : But Mailer Ni- 
cboUs the Barber of the lame Town would afi&rm, that 
non^ of both arriv'd in worth to the Kmght of the Stm^ 
and if any one Knight might paragon with him, it was 
inMlibly DoKxCdlaor^jimaMs de Gaule* s Brother, whole 
Nature might fitly be accommodated to any tiling ; &r 
he was not h coy and whining a Knight as his Bro- 
ther, and that m Matters of valour he did not abate 
himanAce, ■ 

In Refiilution, he plunged himlclflb deeply in his 
reading of thele Books, asnelpent many times in the 
Led:ure of them whole Days and Nights ; and in the 
end, thro' his litde Sleep and much Reading, he dry'd up 
his Brains in lix:h Ibrt^ as he Idl: wholly his Jud^ent. 
His Fantafie was filled with thole things that he read of 
3 2 £n- 
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Fnchantmcnts, Quarrels, Battels, Challenges, Woiiids, 
Wooings, Loves, Tcmpcfts, and other impofliblc Follies. 
And thefe Toys did fo firmly poflefs his Imaeination 
with an infallible Opinion, that all that Machina of 
dreamed Inventions wliich he read was true, as he ac- 
counted no Hiftory in the World to be lb certain and fin- 
* cere as they were. He was wont to lay, that the t CSd 
' Ruydhx. was a very good Knight, but not to be comj^a- 
red to th! Krtight of' the Burning Swordy which with 
one thwart Blow cut afiinder two fierce and mighty 
Giants. He agreed better with Bimardo del CarpU^ 
becaufe he flew the enchanted Rov^land in RmcefuaUs. 
He likewife Kkcd of the Ihift HercuUs ufed when l>e 
imodier'd /intecn^ the -Son of the Earth, between his 
Arms. Hepraifed^he<jiant Miw^^wf marvclloufly,-be- 
caufe, tho' he was of that monflrous Progeny, who are 
commonly all of them proud and rude, yet ^e only was ' 
affable and courteous. But he agreed ^ft of all with 
Reirmuld of Mount jilhan \ and moft of all then, when 
■ he fiiw him (ally out of his Caftlc to rob as many ms 
c /er lie could meet : And when moreover herobb'd the 
Idol oi Mahomet, made all of Gold, as his Hiftory re- 
counts: and would be content to give his old Wontan, 
yea, and his Niece al fb, for a good Opportunity on the 
Tray tor Gdalony that he might lambskin and trample 
him into Powder 
Finally, his Wit being wholly cxtinguifli'd, he fell 
• into one of the ftranpcft Conceits that ever Mad-man 
ftumbled on in this World \ to wit, it feem*d unto him 
very requifite and behovefiil, as well for the Augmenta- 
tion of his Honours, as alfo for the Benefit of the Com- 
monT/ealth, that he himlelf ihould become a Knight- 
^Errant, and go throughout the World with his Horfe 
and Armour to ieek Adventures, and pradile in Pcrfon 
all that he had read was ufcd by Knights of yore ; re- 
vengingof all kinds of Injuries, ando&ring himl^f to 

4: Afamout Capain of the Spamfli N^/;o«. 

Occa- 
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OccaHons and Dangers ; which bsing oacc happily a^" 
chievcd, might gain him eternal Renown. The poor 
Soul did already tigiire himfdf crown'd, thro* the Va- 
lour of h's Arm, at lead Emperor of r/-/i/f/5«i^ ; and : 
led thus by thole foothing Thoughts, and bor» away with . 
the exceeding Delight he found in them, he haften*d all 
that he might to eSedt his urging Defircs. 

And firltofall hecaufed certain old rudy Arms to be 
fcDured, that belong'i to his Great Graadfathcr, a'>i lay 
many Ag.*s negleded and forgotten in a by-corner of his 
Houfc : He trimmed hem, and dr;;li'd them th<i beft he 
inouglir, and then percei/'d a great dcfcGt they bad ; for 
they wanted a Kelmct, aid liad only a phln Morrion : 
But he by his Induftry fupply'd tbit Want, and framed 
wirh certain Papers paftcd together, a beaver for hik 
Morrion. True it 3s, tliat to make tryal whether his 
pafted Beaver was fh-ans; enough, and might abide the 
Adventure of a Blow, he out with his Sword and gave 
it a Blow or two, and with the very firft did quite \\ndo 
his wliole Week's Labour: The facility whercwitlial it 
was diflTolv'd liked him nothiag ; wherefore to aHiirc 
himfelf better the next time from the like Danger, he 
made it anew, placing certain Iron Bars within it,4n fo 
aitificial a manner, ffiat he reftedatonccfatisfied, bodi 
with his Invention, and alfo the Solidity of the Work ; 
and without makmg a lecond Trial, he deputed and held 
it in Eftimation of a moft excellent Beaver. Tiie i did 
he prefently vifithis Horfe, who tho* he had more Quar-i 
ters than Pence in a Sixpence, thro* Lc^nncls, and more ^ 
Faults than Gcneliasy having nothing on him but Skin 
and Bone ; yet he tliought that neitner jilcxandsrs Bu- 
ce^halusy nor the OVs Horfe BaUecay yrcrc in any re- 
ipe«5t equal to him. He fpent four Days in de/i<i ig him 
a Name : For (as he rea^6n*d to himlclf) it was not 
fit that fo famous a Knight*s Horfe, and chiefly being fb 
good a Bcaft, fliould want a known Name ; and there- 
tore he endeavoured to give him 'uch a one, as fhoul 1 
both declare what feme .time he had b^cn, before he 
pertained to a Knight-Errant, and aVb what at prefcnt 
he was : For it ftood greatly with Rea^n, feeing his 
^Bj Lord 
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Ix»d and Mafter chang'd his Eftate and Vocation, that 
he fhould alter likewile his Denomination, and get a 
new one, that was famous and aitifbnant, as becomed 
the new Order aAd Exercifc which he -now profefi'd : 
And therefore, after many other Names which he fra- 
med, blotted out, rejected, added, undid and turned 
again to frame in his Memory and Imagination, he 
ffially concluded to name him f Roziname, a Name in 
his Opinion lofty, full, and ftgniiicant of what he had 
been when he was a plain Jade, before he was exalted 
to his new Dignity ; being, as he thought, the bcft 
carriage Bcaft of the World The Name being thus gi- 
ven to his Horfe, and fo to his Mind, he refolv'd to 
give himielf a Name alio, and in that Thought he la- 
oour'd other eight Days ; and in conclufion call*d him- 
fclf Don §^ixote ; whence (as is laid) the- Authors of 
tJiis moft true Hiftory deduce, that he was undoubtedly 
named Sjuxada^ and not Sfffr^t ^ others would 
have it. iAnd remembring that the valorous Amttdis 
was not iadsfied only witn the dry Name of Amadis^ 
but added thereunto the Name of his Kingdom and 
Country, to render his own more undoubted, terming 
himfeit u^adisde Gauie ; ib be, like a good Knight, 
would add to his own, diat alio of his Province, and call 
himielf Don gluixue of the Mancha ; wherewith it ap- 
peared, that he very lively declared his Lineage anc! 
Country, which he did honour by taking it fe^ his Sur- 
name. 

His Armour being.foourcd, his Morrion transformed 
into an Helmet, his Horie named, and himielf confir- 
nied with a new Name alio ; he forthwith bethought 
himielf, that now he wanted nothing but a Lady, on 
wkom he might beftow his Service and Aflfedfcion ; for 
the Knight-Errant that^is Loveleis reiembles a Tree that 
wants Lea'/es and Fruit, or a Body without a Soul :

And 
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And therefore he was wont to fay. If I fhoiild for my 
Sims, or by good hap encounter there abroad with ibme 
Giant (as Knights-Errant do ordinarily) and that I 
fliould overthrow him with one Blow to the Ground, 
or ait him with a ftroke in two halves, or finally over- 
come," and make him yield to me, would it not be very 
expedient to have Ibme Lady, to whom I might prefent 
him ? And that he entring m her Prefencc to kneel be- 
fore my fwect Lady, and (ay unto her with an humble 
and fubniiflive Voice : Madam ! I am the Giant Caracu^ 
llamhroy Lord of the liland called MaHndrama, whom 
the never-too-much-pr^(cd Knight Don §^ixote de la 
Maricha bath overcome in (ingle Combat, anu hath com- 
manded to prelcnt mylclf to your Greamcis, that it may 
pleale your Highneft to difpoie of me according unto 
your liking. O ! how glswl was our Knight when he 
iiad made this Diicourfc to himfelf, but chiefly when 
he had found out one, whom he might call his Lady 1 
For, as 'tis imagined, there dwelt in the next Village 
unto his Manor, a young handibme Wench, with whom 
he was ibme time m Love, altho*, as is ipderftood, (he 
never knew or took Notice thereof. She was call'd vf/- 
dmfa Lorenfij and her he thought fitted to entitle witli 
the Name of Lady 'of his Thoughts \ and iearching a 
Name for her that Ihould not vary much from her own, 
and yet ihould draw »id aveer ibmewhattothat of a 
Princefs or great Lady, he called her Dukima del To- 
^o/o (for there (he was born) a Name in his G)nceit 
harmonious, ftrangc, and fignificant, lilce to all the o- 
ihers that he had given to his Thmgs.

Ofthefirft S alley that Bon Quixote made to 

feek Adventures. 

THINGS being thus order'd, he would defer the 
Exeaitionof his Defigns no longer, being fpur'd 
on tlie more vehemently by the Want which he 
cftcem'd his Delays wrought in the World, accordirg 
to tlie Wrongs that he refblv'd to right, the Harms he 
meant to redrefs, the Exceffes he would amend, the Abu- 
ies that he woiid better, and the Debts he would fa- 
tlsjie. And therefore, without acquainting any living 
Creature wirh his Intention, he uniecn of any, upon a 
certain Morning, ibmewhat before Day (beuig one of. 
tiie warmefc ofjufy) arm*d him^lf Cap-a-feey mounted 
on <Ro^/;//rz;/^, laged on his ill-contriv*d Helmet, embra- 
ced his Target, took his Launce, and by a Poftern-door 
of his bafe Court iflued out to the Fiela, marvellous jo- 
cund and content to fee with whatB'acility he had com- 
nienced his good Defires. But fcarcc had he lally*d to 
the Fields, when he was luddenly ailkulted by a terrible 
Thought, and iuch a one as did well-nigh overthrow 
his former good Purpofes ; which was, he remember'd 
that he was not yet dubb'd Knight, and therefore by 
the Laws of Knighthood neither could nor ought to 
combat with any Knight. And.tho* he were one," yet 
ought he to wear white Armour, like a new Knight, 
witiiout any Icvice in his Shield, iintil he did win it 
by force or Arms. 

Thcle Thoughts did make- him ftagger in his Purpo- 
les; but his Follies prevailing more than any .other 
Reafbn, hepurpos'd to caule himlelf to be Knighted by 
«he firft he met, to the Imitation of many others that 
<lid the f^me, as lie had read in the Books which di- 
ftraciicd him. As touching white Armour, he refolv'd 

with 
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with the firft Opportunity to Icour his own fo well, that 
they fliould reft whiter than Ermins : And thus he pa* 
cificd his Mind, and proJecuted his Journey, without 
chufing any other Way than that which liis Horfe 
pleas*d, believing that therein confiftcd the Vigour of 
Knightly Adventures. Oiirbumifli'd Adventurer travel- 
ling thus onward, did parley with himlclf in this manner: 
" Wlio doubts in thecnfuing Ages, when the tinje Hi- 
" ftory of my famous A6ts ihall come to light, but that 
•* the wile ^lan who iliall write it will begin it, when 
** he comes to declare this my firft oalley ib early in the 
** Morning, afccr this manner ? Scarce had the ruddy 
** Apollo Jpnad over the Face of the vafi /ind fpac^'ous 
" Earthy the golden Twifis of his beautiful Hairs ^ and 
** fcarce had the little enamelfd Birds with tJoeir naked 
•* Tongues falutedy mth fweet and ynelUfuous Hait9nonj\ 
" the Arrival of Rofis Aurora ; when abandm?jg her 
*• jealous Husband* s fift Couch^ fhe Jhcws ker.felf to 
** mcrtifl H^izhts thorough the Gates and Windows of 
" tise Manchegal Horizm : When the fomous Knight 
" Don g^uixote of the Mancha^ abandoning the (lothfiil 
** Plumes, did moitnt upon his renowned norH: RozJ - 
" nante^ and began to travel through the ancient and 
" known Fields o^ MonteiP (as mdeed he did.) And 
following ftill on with his Difcourfe, be iaid, ** O ! hapu 
** py the Age, and fortunate the Time, wherein my fit- 
**- mous Feats fhall be reveal'd, Feats worthy to be gra- 
** ven in Brafs, carv'd in Marble, and delivered with^ 
** moft curious Art in Tables, for a future Inftrudionf 
** and Memory. And^ thou wife Enchanter, whofbever 
" thou becft, whom it fhall concern to be the Chroni- 
" cler of this flrange Hiftory, I defirethee not to forget 
" my good Horfe Roztnante^ mine eternal and inlepara- / 
*; bie Companion in all my Journeys and Gaurfes." [ 
And then, as if he were venly enamour*d, he faid,'^ 
" O Princels Dulcinea, Lady of tiiis captive. Heart, 
" much wrong hail thou done me by difmiffing me, and 
" reproaching me with the rigorous Decree and Com- 
" mandmentnot to appear before thy Beauty: I pray 
** thee,(wcct Lady, daignmc to remember thee of^thw 
B ^ " po7r

*• poor (ubjc^ted Heart, that for thy Love luffcrs fo many 
** Tortures." And with thcfe Words he inicrted a 
thouiand other Ravings, all after the lame manner that 
his Books taught him, imitating as near as he could 
their very Phrafe and Lang\iage, and did ride there^ 
withal lb flow a pace, and the Siin did mount fo Iwift- 
ly, and with lb great Heat, as it was fuffident to radt 
his Brains if'he had had any left. 

He traveled almoft all that Day without encountering 
any thing worthy the Recital, which made him to fret 
for Anger ; for he defired to encounter prelcntly lorae 
one upon whom he' might make trial of his invincible 
Strength. Some Authors write, that his firft Adv,ca- . 
tvire was that of the Laptcean Straits ; others, that of 
the Wind-mills ; but what I could only find out in tliis 
Affair, and that which I have found written in the An- 
nals of the Mancha^ is, that he travel'd all that Day 
long, and at Night both he and his Horfe were tired, 
and marvelloufly preft by Hunger, and looking about 
him, on every fide, to fee whether he could difcover any 
Caftle or Sh^epfold,' wlierein he might retire hira'elf 
for that Night, and remedy his Wants, he perceiv'd an 
Inn, near unto the Highway whferein he travel'd ; which 
wqs as welcome a fight to him as if he hadfeen a Star^ 
th^tdid addrels him to the Porch, if not to the Palace 
*af his Redemption. Thenfpurring his Horfe, he hy'd 
all he might towards it, and arriv'd much about Night- 
fall. I'here ftood by chance at the Inn-door two Wo^- 
men, Ad/enturers like wife, which travel'd toward Str- 
viile^ with certain Carriers, and did by chance take up 
their Lodging in that Inn the fame Evenmg ; and forr- 
alinuch as our Knight-Err^nt efteem'd au which he 
thot^ht,faw, or imagined, was done or did really pafi 
in the very lame form as he had read the like in Ins 
Books ; forthwith as loon as he elpy'd the »Vent, he 
feign"d to himfelf that it was a Caftle with four Turrets, 
whereof the Pinacles were of glittering Silver, without 
- omitting the DrawbVidge, deep Fols, and other Adhe- 
rents belonging to the like Place's : And approaching By 
little aftd little to the Vent, wlien he drew near to it, 

check- 
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checking; Rozinant€ with the Bridle, he refted a while* 
to fee whether any Dwarf would mount on the Battle- 
ments, to give Warning with the Sound of a Trumpet, 
that Ibme Knight did approach the Caftle ; but feeing 
they (laid fo long, and alio that RozJnante kept a cou 
to go to his Stable, he went to the Inn-door, and there 
beheld the two loofe Baggages that flood at it, whom 
he prefently fiippofed to be two beautiful Damfels, or 
lovdy Ladies that did fblace themfelvcs before the' Ca- 
ftle Gates. And in this Ipace it befcl by chance, that a 
certain Swineherd, as he gather'd together his Hogs* 
blew the Horn, whereat they are wont to come toge- 
ther ; and inffcmtly^ Don §(uixote imagined it was what 
he defir'd, to wit, 'fbmc Dwarf who cave Notice of his 
Arrival ; and tliercforc with marvcUous fatisfadtion of 
Mind he approached to the Inn and Ladies ; who be- 
holding one arm'd in that manner draw fb near with 
his Launce and Target, they made much haflc, being 
greatly affrighted, to get to their Lodging. But Don 
Sfuixote perceiving their Fear by their Ffight, lifting 
up his polled Beaver, and difcovering his withered and 
dufly Countenance, did accofl them with gentle Demea- 
nour and grave Words in this manner : Let not your 
Ladiftufs fy^ nor fear any Outrage, fir to the Order of 
Knighthood which I do frofepy it toucheth nor apfer- 
taineth not to wrong any body^ and leafl of all fuch 
worthy Damfils as your fre fences denote you to he. The 
Wenches look*d on him very eameftty, and did fcarch 
^ with their Eyes lor die Vifage, which his ill-fafhion'd 
Beaver did conceal : But when they heard themlclvcs 
tcrmM Daraiels, a thing ib far from their Profeflion^ 
. they could not conflrain their Laughter, which was & 
loud, as Don G^uixote waxed afham'd thereat, and there- 
fore laid to them, Modejiy is a comely Omar/jent of the 
Beautifulj and the excejpve Laughter that firings from 
a light Occajion maft be reputed great Folly : But I do 
not objeSl this unto you to wake you the more ajhamed^ 
or. that you Jhould take it in ill fart; fir my Defire is 
none other than to do you all the Honour and Service 1 
may. This he Ipake unto them m Hich uncooth Words 
B <^ • as 
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as they could not underftand him, which was an Oc- 
cafion, piti'd witli his own Uncomdinels, to encreafc 
their Laughter and his Wrath, which would have pals'd 
the Bounds of Rcafon, if the Inn-keeper had not come 
out at the inftant : being a Man who, oy reaibn of his 
exceeding Fatnefs, muft needs have been of a very 
peaceable Qindition ; who beholding that counterfeit 
r igure, all arm*d in fo unfiutable Arrtwur, as were his 
Bridk, Launcc, Tareet, and Qirflct, was very near to 
have kept theDamfels company in the pleafant Shews 
of hi« Merriment ; but fearing in effect the Mackina 
and Bulk, contrived of lb various Furnitures, he deter- 
pin'd to fpeak him fairly, and therefore began t3 him 
in this manner x If yottr Worjhi^ (Sir Knight) do feek 
for Lodging y you may ckjlk your [elf a Bedy for there's 
•none in this Irmy vherdn you jhall find all other things 
in ahttrJoTice, Don §^ixote noting the Lovrliatis of 
tlie Conftable of thatFortrefs (^for fuch the lin and 
Inn-keeper fecm'd unto him) anfwer'd, yifty Thing 
(^ir II Cc'fijlabk) may ferve msy for mine Arms are 
wine OrnamentSy and Battles mine Eafe, &c. The 
Hoft thought he had caird him a Cafle l/a?io ov Con^^ 
ble, becaufe he eftcemM him to be one of the fincere 
jind honeft Men of CaJIilley whereas he was indeed, an 
j^ndalujimi^ and of the Com mark- of S. Lucars ; nolefs 
than Cacusy nor lefS malicious and crafty than a Stu- 
dent or Page ; and therefore he anfwer'd him thus : 
Jfthat be fo, ycur Bed muft be, hard Rocks y and jour 
SUep a fcrpeiual Watching ; Md being fuchy you may^ 
hidly ailghty and fhall find certainly here Occafion and 
Ojj^ortunity to hold you wab'ng this Imlve-month more^ 
for One Night. And fajlng fb, laid hand on Don 
g^uixote^s Stirrup, who did forthwith alight, though it 
was with great Ditficulty and Pain, ^ one that had

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not eaten all that Day one crumb ; .and then^ he re- 
quefted the Hoft to ha/e fpecial Care of his Horfe, lay- 
ing, lie was one of the bcl: Pieces that e/er eat Bread. 
The Inn-keeper view'd and re/icw'd him, to whom he- 
did not feem half Co good as Don gluixote valued him ; 
and fetting him up in the Stable, he turn'd to fee what 
his Gueft would command, who was a disarming by 
both the Damfels (which were by tliis time reconciled 
to him) who, tho* they had taken oiF his Breaft-platc 
and Back-parts, yet knew they not how, nor could any 
ways undo his Gorget, nor take oflFhis counterfeit Bea- 
ver, which he had faften'd on with green Ribbons ; 
and by reaibn of the Knots were 16 mtricate, itwa» 
rc]uiute they Ihould be cut; whereunto he would not 
in any wife agree, and tlierefore rcmain*d all the Night 
with his Helmet on, and was the ftrangeft and plea- 
lanteft Figure thereby that one might behold. And as 
he was a dilarming (imagining thofe light Wenched 
that help'd him to be certain principal Ladies and 
Dames of that Caftle) he laid unto them with a very 
good Grace, Never was any Knight lb well attended 
on, and .ferv'd by Ladies as was^Don §>uixote ; when 
he departed from his Village, Damfels attended on him, 
and Princefles on his Horfe. O KozJnante I for (Ladies) 
that is the Name of my Horfe, and Don §^xote de la 
Manch> is mine ov/n : For alcho* I meant at the firft 
not to have dilcover*d my felf, until the K6cs done in 
your Service and Benefit ihould manifeft me, yet the 
jNeceiTity of accommodating to our prefent Purpofe the 
old Romance of Sir Launcetoty has been an Occafion that 
you Hiould know my Name before the right fealbn ; 
i3ut the Time will come wherein your Ladifliips may 
command me, and I obey ; and then the Valour of 
mine Arm Ihall difeover the defire I have to do you 
Service. 

The Wenches being unaccuilom'd to hear liich Rhe- 

, torical Terms, anfwer'd never a W^ord to him, but on-» 

Iv demanded whether he would eat any thing ? That 

4 would, reply 'd Don §^ixote^ for as much as I think 

• the jaking a little Meat would be -very behovefol fop 

' . me. 
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mc. It chanced by hap to be on fV/iijy, and therefore 
there was no other Meat in the Inn than a few Pieces. 
of a Fifli cjdl'd in CMlUy jibadexo', in Ariddufia^ 
BacalUo; and in ibme Places Curadilloj and in others 
TruchUehj and is but ?<?»• 7a)&w. They demanded of* 
him therefore whether he would eat thereof, givbg it 
the Name ufed in that place of Truchuela, or little 
Trout ; fbr there was no otlicr Fiili in all the Inn ta 
prcfent unto him but fiich. Why then (quoth Don 
Simxcfe) bring it in, for there be many little Trouts, 
they may fervc me inftead of a great one ; it being all 
one to me to be paid my Money (if I were to receive 
any) in eight (ingle R^is, or to be paid the lame in 
one Real of eight. And moreover, tnpfe little Trouts 
are perhaps like unto Veal, which is much more delicate 
Flcfli than Beef ; or the Kid, which is better than the 
Goat : But be it what it lift, let it be brpught in pre- 
fcntly, for the Labour and Weight of Arms cannot be 
well bom without the wdl fupplving of the Guts. 
Then was there ftrait laid a Table at the Inn-Door, 
that he might take the Air ; and the Hoft brought him 
a Portion of evil-water'd and woric-boil*d Poor Jphn^ 
and a Loaf as black and hoary as hisHameis: But 
tlie only Sport was to behold him eat ; for, by reafb-*x 
his Helmet was on, and his Beaver lifted, he could put 
nothing into his Mouth himfelf, if others did not help 
hfm to find the way ; ' and therefore one of thofe Ladies 
fcrv'd his turn in that : But it was altogether impoffi- 
ble to give him D|:ink after tfeat manner, and would ' 
have remain*d fo for ever, if the Inn-keeper had not 
bored a Cane, and letting the one end in his Mouth, 
j>oured down the Wine at the other ; All which he luf- 
fer'd moft patiently, becaufc he would not break the 
' Ribbons of his {ielmet. And as he fate at Supper, 
there arriv'd by chance a Sow-gelder, who, as fbon as he 
came to the Inn, did found four or five times a Whiftlc 
of Cane, the which did confirm Don §iuixotey that he 
was in fome famous Caftle, where he was lerv'd with 
Mufick, and that iht» Poor John vrasTroutSy the Bread 
©f the fincft Flojvcr, the Whores Ladies, and tlie Inn- 
keeper 
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keeper Qinftable of the Gtftle : Wherefore he* accoun- 
ted his Reiblution and Departure from his own Houfe 
very well cmployU But that which did mod: afflids 
him, was, that he was not yet dubb*d a Knight, foraf^ 
roudi as he was fully perfwaded, that he could not law- 
fully enterprize, or follow any Adventure, until he re* 
cdv'd^he Order of knighthood. - 

CHAP. III. 

fFherein is recounted the^leafant Manner ob* 
fenfd in the Knighting wD^» Quixote. 

AN D beii^ thus tqfs*d m Mind he made a Qiort 
.beggarly Supper j: which being finilli'd, Ii^ cal- 
led for hisHoft, and (hutting the 'Stable Door 
very faft, he laid himfelf down uj)on his Knees in it 
before him, fayjng, I will never rife fiom the place 
where I am, valorous Knight, until your Courteiy ih'all 
grant unto me a Boon that I mean to demand of you, 
the which will redound unto your Renown, and alto to 
the Profit of all Human Kind. The Inn-keeper feeing 
his Gueft at hisFect,and hearing himfpeak thofe Words, 
remain'd confounded, beholding him, not knowing what 
he might do or lav, and did fradyand labour to make 
him arife ; but all was in vain, until he mu(} have pro^ 
mifed unto hini, that he would grant him any Gift 
that he fought at his hands. I did never espeo; lefs 
(reply "d Don Sluixote) from your great Magnificence, 
my Lord, and merefore I fay unto you, that the Boon 
wnich I demand of you, and that hath been granted 
unto me by your Lioerality, is, that to-morrow in the 
Morning you will dub me a Knight; and this Nkjht 
I will Watch mine Armour in the ^.^hapel of your Caftle, 
and in the Momiog^ as I hi^ laid, the red; of my De- 
fires fhall be accompliHx ij that I may go in due man- 
/ ner

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ncr throughout the four Parts of the World to feek 
Adventures, to the Benefit of the Needy, as is the Dutjr 
of Knighthood and of Knights-Errant, as I am, whole 
Dcfires arc wholly inclined and dedicated to ftich At- 
chievcments. l*he Hoft, who, as we noted before, was 
a ^at Giber, and had before gadicr'd Ibme Arguments 
otthc Defedt of Wit in his Gueft, did wholly now per- 
luade himfelf that his Sufpicions were true, when be 
heard him (peak in that manner: And that he might 
have an occafion of Laughtpr, he refblv'd to feed his 
Humour that Kight, and therefore anlwer*d him, That 
he had very great Reafon in that which he defir'd and 
Ibught ; and, that liich Projefts were proper and natural 
to Knights of the Garb and Worth he Icem'd to be of ; 
and, that he himfelf likewife, in his youthful Years, had 
followed that honourable Exercife, going thorough di- 
vers Parts of the World to leek Adventures, without 
either omitting the * Dangers of Af^//?^^, the Ides of 
Utaran^ the Copals of SevilUy the f C^ickfilver-houfe 
of Segovia, the Olive -field of Falentiay Ae Circuit of 
Granada^ the Wharf of S. Lucary the :[: PotroorG>wlt 
ofCori^/ova, and the little Taverns of Toledo, and ma- 
ny other places, wherein he pradtis'd the Dexterity of 
his Hands, doing many Wrongs, Iblliciting many Wi- 
dows, undoing certain Maidens, and deceiving many Pu- 
pils, and finally making himlclf known and famous in 
all the Tribunals and Cx)urts almoft of all Spain ; and 
that at laft he had retired himfelf to that his C^ftlc, 
where he was luftaih'd with his own and other Men's 
Goods, entertaining in it all Knights -Errant, of whatlo- 
ever (Aiality and Condition they were, only for the great 
Aflfeftton he bore towards them, and to the end they ' 
might divide with him part of their Winnings, in re-

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compcnfe of his Good-will He added befides, That 
there was no Chapei m his Caftle, wherein he might 
watjh his Arms, for he had broken it down, to baild it 
up anew : But notwithllaidiiig he knew very well that 

. in a Cafe of Necelfity they might lawfiilly be watdi'd in 
any other pla::c, and therefore he might watch them that 
Kight in the ba(e G)urt ol the Caftlc ; for in the Mor- 
nirg, an't pleas'd God, the Ceremonies requifite (hould 
be done in fiich fort, as he Ihould remain a dubb'd Knight 
in 16 good falhion as in all the World he could not be 
bccter'd. He demanded of Don ^xote^ whether he had 
any Money ? who anfwer'd, That he had not a Blatik, 

. tor lie h^d never read in any Hiftory of Knights-Errant, 
that any one of them ever carried any Money. To this 
his Hon reply 'd, That he was deceived ; for admit that 
Hiftorics made no mention thereof, bccaulc the Authors 
of them deem'd it not neceflary to exprefs a Thbg ^o 
manifeft, and needful to be carried^ as v/as Money and 
dean Shirts; it was not therefore to be credited that they 
had none, and therefore he Ihould hold for moft certain 
and manifcft, that all the Knights- Errant, with theStoiy 
oSF whole A6ts lb many Books are re^enilk'd and heap'd^, 
had their Purles well lined for that which might bcfel, 
and did moreover carry with them a little Casket of Oint- 
ments and Salves, to cure the Wounds which they recei- 
ved; for they had not the Commodity of a Surgeon to. 
cure them, every time they fought abroad in the Fields 
and Dc^rts, if they had not by chance Ibme wife En- 
chanter to their Friend, who would prcfently luccour 
tliem, bringing unto them, in Ibme Cloud through the 
Air, lome Damfel or Dwarf, with a Vial of Water of 
lb great Virtue, as tailing one Drop thereof, they rc- 
inam*d as whole of their Sires and Wounds, as if^they 
had never received any ; but when they had not that 
Benefit, the Knights of Times pafl held it for a very 
commendable and lccureCourle,that their Sguires Ihould 
be j)rovidcd of Money, and other neceflkrv Things, 
as Lint and Ointments for to cure themfelves : And 
when it befcl that the like Knights had ng Squires to. 
attend upon them (which happened but very fcldom) 

then 
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then would they themfelves carry all this Provi/ion be- 
hind 'era on their Horfes, in ibme flight and iiibtile 
Wallets, which could icarcc be perceiv'd, as a Thing of 
very great G>nfcquencc : For if it .were not .upon rach 
an Occafion,the Carriage of Wallets was not very tole- 
rable among Knights-fi-rant. Arid in this relpedt he 
did advife him, feeing he might yet command him as one 
that by receiving the Order of Knighthood at his hands, 
llioula very Ihorrly become hisGod-child, that be ihould 
not travel rom thenceforward without Money, and o- 
ther the Preventions he had' then given unto him ; and 
he Ihould perceive himlelf how l^ehovefiil they Would 
prove unto him, when he leaft expedbd it. 

Don Siuixote promis'd to accomplifli all that he-had 
counfel'd him to do, with all Punctuality; and lb Ordei* 
was forthwith given how he ihould watch his Arms in 
a great Yard ^ that lay near unto one iide of the Inn : 
W herefbre Don Qidx^e gatheybg all his Arms togiethei*, 
laid them on a Qikm that flood near tmto a Weu ; and 
biKkling on his Target, he laid hold on his Launce, and 
Tvalk'd up and down before the Ciftem very demurely ; 
"nd when he began to walk, theKight likewife began 
to lock up the Splendour of the Day. The Inn-keeper 
in the mean iea^ recounted to all the reft that lode'd 
in the Inn the folly of his Guerf, the watching of hiis 
Arms, and the Knighthood which he expeded to receive. 
They all admired very much at fo ftrange a kindof Fol- 
Iv, and went out to behold him from afar ofl^ and law 
that Ibmetimcs he pranced to and fro with a quiet Gc- 
fiure ; other times leanbg upon his Launce, he look'd 
upon his Armour, without oehoiding any other Thing; 
lave his Arms for a good Ipace. 

Ihe Kight being ihut up at laft wholly, but with 
liich clearneis of the Moon, as it might well compare 
with his brightncfs that lent her her Splendour, every 
thing which our nev Knight did, was eafily percciv'd 
by all the Beholders. In this Sealbn one of the Car- 
riers that lodg'd in the Inn relblv'd to water his Mules, 
and for that purpofc 'twas ncceffary to remove Don 
^xoiTt's Armour that lay on the Cillem; who feeing 
• hinx 
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him approach, &ki unto him with a loud Voice, O 
fhou I whpfoever tkw heft, Md Knight^ that comeft t9 
touch ths Amamr of th$ mofl vakrws Mventurer that 
e^er girded Swtrdy kfik well whsu thmt doft^ mid touch 
them mty ifihou memtft nvt tP leave thy JJfe in Pdj^ 
meftt of thy Prefum^tioK. The "Carrier made no ac- 
count of thole Words (but it were better he had, for it 
wouldhave redounded to his benefit) but rather laying 
hold on the Leatherings, threw the Armour a pretty 
way off from him; which being percciv'd by Don 
Quixote^ he lifted up hisE^es towards Heaven, and ad-- 
dreffing his Thoughts (as it icemM) to his-Lady Dulci^ 
neay he £iid, j4jpfi me^ dear Ladjy in this firft dange-- 
rouf j^ont mid jtdventure offer d to this Breafl that 
is ititkralied to tbety and let not thy Favostr and Pro- 
teBim fail me in this my fir^ IVance, And uttering 
theie iod other iuch Words, he^let flip his Target, and 
\^&xa^ lip his Launoe with both his Hands, be paid the 
Oumer £>' round a Knoek therewithal on the Pare, 
as he overthrew him to the Ground in ib evil taking, 
as if he had feconded it with another he ihould not 
have needed anv Surgeon to cure Mm. This done, he 
gather'd xse^ his Armour again, and laying them where ' 
tney had been before, hewalk'd after up and down 
by them, with as much Quietneis as he did at the 

But very ibon after, another Girrier, without knowing 
' what had happen'd (for his Companion lay yet in a 
Trance on tne Ground) came alk> to cive his Mules 
Water, and coming to take away tlie Arms, that he 
might free the Ciftem of Incumbrances, and take Wa- 
ter the eaficr ; Don §Huxote faying nothing, nor im- • 
plorifig Favour of his Miftrefs or any oth^r jlet ilip again 
his Target, and lifting his Launce, without breaking of 
it in pieces, made more than three on the iecond Car- 
rier's Noddle, for he broke it in four places. All the 
People of the Inn, and ^moneft theni the Hod likewife 
rcpsur'd at this time to the Noife : Which Don Quixote 
perceiving, embracing his Target, and laying Hand on 
his Sword, he laid, O Udy of alt Beauty^ Courage^ 
^ • mtd 
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and yigour of my weakncd Hearty it is mr» high time 
that thou do convert the Eyes of thy Greatnefs to this thy 
captive Knight y who doth expeB fo Tnarveilous great an 
yldventure. Saying thus, he recovered , as he thought 
io great Courage, that if all the Carriers of the World 
had^alFaird him, he would not go one Step backivard. 
The wounded Mens Fellows, feeing them ib evil 
dight, from afar off began to rain Stones on Dorf 
^ixote, who did defend himielf the beft he might 
with his Target, and durft not depart from the Ciftem, 
left he Ihoul d fecra to abandon his Arms. The Inn-'' 
keeper cry 'd to them to let him alone, fwhehadaU 
readv infbrm'dthem that he was mad, and lb fiich a one 
would Tcape fcotfrec altho* he had flainthem all. Don 
Siuixote likewife cry'd out louder, terming them all 
Difloyal Men and Traytors, and that the Lord of the 
Caftle was a treacherous and bad Knight, feeing he 
Confentcd that Knights-Errant ijiould be ib bafely ufed ; 
and that, if he had not yet received the Order of Knight- 
hood, he would make him underftand his Treaton : 
But of you bafe and rafial/y Kennel (quoth he) / make 
no reckoning at all: Thnfof at me^ approach^ draw near ^ 
and do. me all the Hurt you mayy for you Jkall ere long 
ferceive the Reward you Jhall carry for this ycnr- Mad^ 
Kefs and Outrage, Which Words he fpolcc with fb 
great Spirit and Boldnefs, asheftrucka terrible Fear 
into all thofe that aflaulted him : And therefore, mo- 
ved both by it and the Inn-keeper's Perfiiafions, they 
left off throwing Stones at him, and he permitted them 
to carry away the wounded Men, and retum'd to the 
guard of his Arms, with as great Quietnefi and Gravity 
as he did at the bqjinning. 

The Inn-keeper did not very much like thefe Tricks 
of his Gueft, and therefore he determin'd to abbreviate, 
and give him the unfortunate Order of Knighthood 
forthwith, before Ibme other Difafter befel : And with 
this Reiblutu>n coming unto him, he excufed hinifelf 
of the Infolcncics thofc bale Fellows had ufedto him, 
without his Privi.y or Condudt, but their Ralhneis, as 
he ftid, remained well chaftis'd. He added how he had 

47 
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already told unto him, that there was no Chapel m his 
Caftlc, and that for what yet refted unpcrtc^fted of their 
-Intention, it was not ncceflkry ; bccaufe the chief Pomt 
remaining of being Knighted, confifted chiefly in Blows 
of the Neck and Shoulders, as he had read in the Cere- 
jnonial Book of the Order ; and that, that might be gi- 
yen in the very midft of the Fields ; and, that he had 
already accomplifti'd the Obligation of watching his 
Arms, which with only two Hours watch might be 
fulfilled ; how much more after having watch *d fbiur^ 
as he had done ? All this Don §^txote believ'd, and 
therefore anlwer'd, That he was moft ready to obey * 
him, and requeftcd hirii to conclude with all the Brevi- 
ty poiltble : For if he law himfelf Knighted, and were 
once again aflaultcd, he meant not to leave one Perlbn 
alive in all the Caftle, except thofe which the Cony 
Aable Ihould command, whom he would fparc for his 
iake. 

The Conftable beit^ thus advertiied,. and fearful that 
he would put this his Deliberation in execution, brought 
out a Book preiently, wherein he was wont to write 
down the Accounts of the Straw and Barky which he 
<ieliver*d from time to time, to liich Carriers as lodg'd 
in his Inn, for their Beafts : And with a Butt of a Can- 
dle which a Boy held lighted in his Hand before him, 
accompanied by the two Damiels above-mention'd, he 
came to Don g^rnxstey whom he commanded to loieel 
upon his Knees, and reading in his Manual (as it feem- 
ed fbrae devout Oratioti) he held up his Hand in the 
midft of the Le^hire, and gave him a good Blow on the 
Neck, and. after that gave him another trim Thwack 
over the Shoulders wirli his own Sword, (always mur- 
mu^g (bmething between the Teeth as if he pray*d.) 
Th:s being done, he coifimanded'one of the Ladies to 
' gird on his Sword, which ihe did with a fingidar good 
Grace and Dexterity ; which was much, the Matter 
being of it felf ib ridiculous, as it wanted but little to 
make a Man burft for Laughter at every PaiTage of the 
Ceremonies : But the Prowefs which they had already 
beheld in the new Knight did limit and conflrain their 

Dc- 
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Delight. At the girding on his Sword the good Liady 
izld, G§d make, you a furtunate Knight^ and gi've you 
good Succefs in all your Dtbates. , Don §mxofe deman- 
ded then how Ihc was call'd, that he mig^ht thencefor- 
ward know to whom he was fo much obliged for the 
Favour received ^ And ihe anfwer'd with great Buxom- 
nels, That ihe was named Tolofay and was a Etcher's 
Daufi;hter of Toledo that dwelt m Sancho-^Benegas Street ^ 
and mat ihe would ever honour him as her Lord. Don 
Swxote reply*d, rcquefting her, fo/ his lake, to call her' 
mEficom tlicnceforth tlie Lady Tolofa ; which flie pro- 
mised him to perform. The other Lady buckled on his 
Spur, with whom he had the very like Conference ; 
andaskbg her Name, ihe told him, ihe was call*d 
MoHnera^ and was Daughter to an hcmeft Miller of 
.jSbaeytera. Her likewile our Knight .entreated to call 
herielf tlie Lar^ Molinera^ proffering her new Services 
and Favours. The new and ncver-lcen-befbre Ceremo- 
nies being thus fpeedily fmiih'd, as it icem'd with a 
/Gallop, Don Quixote could not reft until he were moun* 
.ted on horieback, that he might go to feek Adven- 
tures ; wherefore caufing Rozinante to be inOantly lad- 
died, he leap*d on him, and embracing his Hoft, he 
laid unto him luchdrai^ Things, gratinring the Fa- 
vour he had done him in dubbing htm ICnight, as it is 
impoflible to hit upon the manner of recounting them 
ri^t. The Inn-keeper, that he might be quickly rid of 
him, did aniwer his Words with others no leisRlieto^ 
rical, but was in his Speech ibmewhat briefer : and 
without demanding any thing of him for his Lodgitig, 
he iiificr'd him to depajrt in a fortuna^s Hour. 
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CHAP. IV. 

Of that which hefel to our Knight after he bad 
departed from the Inn. 

jfy^ OKA began to difplajr her Beauties atxntt 
^j^^ thetinle that Don^iutxvte ifliiedoutofthe Inn, 
fo concent, lively, ami jocund to behold Iiimfelf 
knighted, as his very Horfe-girts were ready to burft 
for Joy ; But calling, to Memory the Counfels that 'Iiis 
Hoft had given him touching the moft needful Imple* 
mcnts that he was to carry [about him, of Money 
and clean Shirts, he determined to return to his Houte, 
and to provide himfelf of them, and alio of a Squire ; 
making account to entertain a certain Labourer his 
Neighbour, who was poor, and had Children, but yet 
one very fit for this Purpofe, and Svjuirdy Fundion, 
belonging to Knighthood. With this Determination 
he tum'cT RoxJnante towards the Way of his own Vil- 
lage, who knowing in a manner his Mind, began tp 
trot on widi 9^ good a Will, as he leem*d not. to touch 
she Ground. He had not travel'd far, when he thought 
that he heard certain weak and delicate Cries, like to 
thofe of one that complain'd, to iflue out frbm the 
thickeft of the Wood that flood on die Right-hand: 
And icarce had he heard them, when he &id, / render 
infinite Thanks to Heaven fir the Favoitr itjotk wi#, hjf 
froffering me fo fcm Occapons wherein J may accmnpUp^ 
the Duty of my ProftJJim^ and gather the Fndts of my 
good Dejsres: Thefe Plaints douitlefs be of feme difiref^ 
fed Man or Woman^ vho needetk my Favotir and Aid 
Then turning the Reins, he guided Rozinante towards 
the place from wheiKe he thought the Complaints lal^ 
iy'd ; and within a few Paces after he had cnter'd into • 
le Thicket, he law a Mare ty'd unto an Holme Oak^ 
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and to another was ty'd a young Youth all naked from 
the middle upward, of about the Age of Fifteen Years, 
and was he that cry'd lb pitifiilly : And not withouj 
Caule ; for a certain Qjuntryman of comely Perlbnage 
did Whip him with a Gir4k, and accompanied every Blow 
,vridi a.Reprehenfion and Counlel, for he (aid, The Tongue 
muft feace^ and the Eyes be vary • And the Boy anfwcr'd, 
/ will mver dp it sgalny ^ood M4fft£r; for the 'Pajfim of 
Godj I Will never do it again ; and I fromife to have 
.more care of your Things from henceforth. 

But Tkxi ^§^xote viewing all that pafled, iaid with 
nn angiy Voice, Difcowaeous Kn'ght^ it is very un- 
comely to fee thee deal thus -with' me that cannot 
defend himfelf: Mount therefore on tJorfeback^ and 
[take thy Launce (for the Farmer had alfb a Lannce 
leaning to th^ very fame Tree whereunto his Mare 
was ty'd) for I will make thee know^ that it is the 
life of Cowards to do that which thnu doft. The other 
'bcholdinjg luch an Antick to hover over him, -all la- 
jdcn with Arms, and brandishing of his Launce to- 
wards his Face, made full account that he fhould be 
'flain : and therefore he anfwer'd with very mild and 
iiibmiflive Words, faying. Sir Knighty the Boy which 
I chaftifc is mine own Servant y and keepeth for me a 
Flock of Sheep in this Comrnark^ who is gromm Jo neg- 
ligent y as he lofcth one of them every other Day, and 
becaufe I correh him for his Carelejhefi and Knavery y 
h^ jflys I do it throi^h Ccvetoujhefs and Ptnchingy as 
, meaning to defrmd him of his Wages ; but before 
^Cody and in Confcience^ he belyes me. " What ! the 
" Lye in my Prefencc, rafcaliy Clown ? (quoth Don 
*' g^ixote) by the Sun that fhines on ns, I ani about 
" to run thee thorow and thorow with my Launce, 
** bafe Carl ; oay him inftantly, without more rcply- 
** ing, or elfc by that God, which doth manage our 
'•* Suolunary Affairs, I will conclude thee, and anni- 
** hilate thee in a Moment: Loofc him fbrth with." 
The Countryman hanging down of his Head, made no 
Reply, but loofed his &rvant, of whom Don SiMy-ote 
demanded, how much- did his Mafter owe imtcThW? 

He 
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He faid, Nine Months Hire, at Seven Reals a Month. 
Don Sluixote made then the Account, and ibund that all 
aroonnted to Sixty-one Reals, and therefore commanded 
the Farmer to pay the Money prelently, if he meaned 
not to die for it. The fcarral Countryman aniwer'd^ 
That by the Trance wlierem he was then, and by the 
Oath he had made, (which was none at all, for he iwore 
not) that he ow*d not fo much ; for there fliould be 
dedu<5t:ed out of the Account three pair of Shoes he had 

fiven unto htm, and a Real for twice letting him 
lood, being iick. ** All is well, quoth Don G^rnxote ; 
** but let the Price of the Shoes, and letting blood, go 
** for the Blows which tliou haft givai him without any 
" Defert; for if he have broken the Leather of thole 
*' Shoes thov haft beftow'd on him, thou haft likewife 
'* torn die Skin of his Body ; and if the Barber took a- 
** vrsLy his Blood, being (ick, thou haft taken it out, he 
** being in health ; fo as in that refpeA he owes thee no- 
•* thing." The Damage is, Sir Kn%ht,. replied the Boy's 
Mafter, that I have no Money here about me : Let ^t- 
drew come with me to my Houfe, and I will pay him 
his Wages, one Real upon anmher. I go with him ! 
(quoth the Boy :) Evil befel me then : No, Sir, I never 
meant it, for as loon as ever he were alone, he would 
- flay me like St Barthokmev^. He will not dare to do 
it, quoth Don §^xate^ for my Command is Hifficient to 
niake him relpedk me ;and ^o that if he will (wear to mc 
to oblcrve it by the Order of Knighdiood which he 
hath receiv'd, I will let him free, and afTure thee of 
the Payment. Good Sir, quoth the Youth, mark well 
what you lay, for this Man my Mafter is no Knighr, 
nor did ever receive any Order of Knighthood ;for he 
is J9lm UaUudo^ the rich Man, a Dweller of ^'nta^ 
nor. That makes no matter, quoth Don g^xote ; for 
there may be Knights of the HaUudos; and, what is 
nx)re, every one is Son of his Works. That's true, 
quoth ./fndrew : But of wliat Works can this my Mafter 
be Son, leemg he denies me my Wages, and my Sweat 
and Labour ? I do not deny thy Wages, Friend Andrtw^ 
quoth his Matter i do me but the plcafiire to come witl/

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me, and I iwear by all the Orders of Knighthood that 
arc in the World, to pay thee as I have faid, one Real 
upon another, yea, and thofc alio pcrfbm'd. " For the 
*' perfuming I thank thee, quoth Don ^mkote^ give it 
** him in Reds, and with that I will reftfetisficd; and 
** ice that thou fulfilleft it as thou haft fwom : If not, I 
** Iwcar again to thee by the lame Oath, to return and 
" fearch thee, and chattiic thee, and I will find thee 
•* out, tho* thou didft hide thy felf better than a JJzard: 
** And if thou defireft to note who commands thee this, 
** that thou may'ft remain more firmly oblig'd to ac- 
•* complifh it, know that I am the valorous Don g^txote 
•* of the M.inchay the Righter of Wrongs, and Undoer 
•* of Injuries, and (b farewel : And do not forget what 
** thou haft ptomisTd and (worn, on pam of the Pains 
** already pronounc'd." And faying thefe Words, he 
Ipurr'd RozJnmtey and in fliort fpace was. jgot far off 
from them. The Countryman puriuing him widi his 
iSyCy and perceiving that he was paft the Wood, and 
quite out of fight, he retum'd to his Man y^dreVy and 
laid to him. Come to me. Child, for I will pay thee 
what I owe thee, as the Righter of Wrongs hath left 
me commanded. That I Iwear, quoth jindrew^ and you 
fliall deal difcreetly m fulfilling that good Knight's Com- 
mandment, who I pray God may live a thouland Years : 
For feeing he is ^o valorous and {6 juft a Judge, I Iwear 
by Rocquey tliat if you pay me not, he mall return ^nd 
execute what he promis'd. I alfb do Iwear the lame, 
quoth the Farmer, but inrelpedfc of the great Affe<ftion 
I bear unto thee, I will augment the Debt, to encreafe 
the Pa^hient: And catching the Youth by the Arrrf, he 
' ty*d him again to the Oak, where he gave him {o many 
Stripes as he left him for dead. Call now, Mr. Andrtm 
(quoth he) for the Righter of Wrongs, and thou Ihalt 
Ifee that lie cannot undo this, altho' I believe it is not yet 
ended to be done ; for I have yet a Defire to flay thee 
alive, as thou didft thy felf fear. Notnritliftanding all 
thelc 1*hreats, he unty'd him at laft, and gave'fiim leave 
to go leek out his Judge, to the end he might execute 
the Sentence pronounc'd. Mdt-cw departed Ibmewhat^ 

difcontent. 
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dilcontcnt, (wearing to learch for the valorous Don §(tu^ 
xote of the Mmcha^ and recount unto him Word for 
Word all that had paft'd, and that he fhould pay the A- 
buie with Ulury: But, for all his Threats, he departed 
weeping, and his Mafter remained behind laughing; and 
in ttiis manner the valorous Don ^«/Wtf redrefs'd that 
Wrong: Who glad above meaiiire for his Succels, zO^ 
counting himfeirto have given a moft noble Beginning 
to his Feats of Arms, did travel towards his Village with 
very great Satisfajftion of himlclf, and laid in a low Tone 
thcfe Words cnfuing: « Well mav'ft thou call thy felf 
** happy above all omer Women or the Earth, O (above 
** all Beauties) beautiful Dulcinea ofTobofiy fince thy good 
** Fortune was luch, to hold fubjed and proftrate to thy' 
•* Will and Defire fb valiant and renown'd a Knight ar 
** is, and ever fhall be, Don §iuixQte of the Mancha ; who, 
** as the World knows, receiv'd the Order of iCnight- 
** hood but yeftcrday,and hath deftroy'd to-day the great- 
** eft Outrage and Wrong that want of Reafbn could 
*' form, or Cruelty commit. To-day did he take away 
*• the Whip out of that pitileis Enemy's Hand, whicn 
** did io cruelly fcourge without occafion the delicate 
« Infant." ^ . ^ 

And now he came to a Way which divided it (elf into 
four ; and prefently thefe thwarting crols Ways prelcnt- 
ed themfelves to his Imagination, which oft-times held 
Knights-Errant in fufpence which Way they ihould 
take ; and, that he might imitate thctn, he ftood ftill a- 
while, and after he had bethought himfelf well, he let 
flip the Reins to RozJnante^ fubjedting his Will to that of 
hisHorfe, who prefently purliied his firft Dcfign, which 
was to return Home unto his own Stable : And having 
travel'd Ibme twq Miles, Don §^xote dilcover'd a great 
Troop of People, who, as it was after known, were cer- 
tain Merchants of ToUdoy that rode towards Murcia to 
buy Silks ; they were fix in number, and came with their 
* SujtafileSy ot Shadows of the Sun, four Serving-men 

* ji Thing made like a Canojj/y and is ufed by Travillers 
tQ ktef away the Sftn, 
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on horfe-hack, and three Lackevs. Scarce had Don 

Simxote perceiv'd them, when he ftraight imagin*d 

them to be a new Adventure ; and becaufe he would 

ihiitate as much as poffible the Pail&ges which he read 

in his Books, he reprefented this to himlelf, to be 

juft iuch an Adventure as he iuppos'd to atchieve: 

And fo, with comely Gefturc and Hardincfi, fettling 

..himielf well in the. Stirrups, he fct his Launce into 

his Reft, and embraced his Target, and placing him- 

felf in the midft of the Way, he flood a waiting 

when thoie Knights-Errant Ihomd arrive, for now he 

ju^g^d and took them for liich : And when they were 

fo nc^r as they might hear and fee him, he lifted up his 

Voice, and laid, Let all the World ftandy, and fafs m 

JiirtheTy if ail th World will not confefsy that there /> 

not ijh-all the World a fnoris beautiful Damfel than the Em- 

,frejs of the Mancha, the feerlejs Dulcinea of Tobolb. 

.The Mcrdiants ftay'd at thelc Words, to joehold the 

marvellous and ridiculous Shape of him that (pake 

them, and by his Faihion and them jdin'd, did incon- 

-tinently gather his Folly and Diftradfcion, and notwith- 

ftanding would leilurely behold to what tended that 

G)nfeifion which he exacted of them ; and therefore 

,4)ne of them who was Ibnlewhat given to eibinff, and 

. was withal very difercet, laid unto him. Sir Knight, we 

do i>pt know that good Lady of whom you (peak ; fliew 

her tiierf fore to us, and if Ihe be lb beautiful as you 

. affirm, we will willingly, and without any Compulfion, 

confels the I'ruth, which you now demand of us. If 

I did iliew her tp you, reply 'd Don ^xotey what 

Maftery were it then for you to acknowleilge a Truth 

lb notorious 1 The Confequcncc of mine Afeirs con- 

Hfts in this ; that without beholding her, you do believe, 

. confels, fvvear, and defend it ; which if you refufe to 

- perform, , I challenge you all to Battel, proud and un- 

. Tealbnablc Folk ; and whether you come one by one Cas 

the Order of Knighthood requires) or all at once, as 

, is the Cuftom and diflionourable Practice of Men oF 

vvour Brood, here will I expedi; and await you all, truft- 

iTig in the Realbn which I blve on my fide. Sir Knight, 

re- 
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ret)Iy*d the Merchant, I rcqueft you in all thefc Princes 
Names, as many as we be here, that to the end we itisLj 
hot burthen our Conlciences, confeffing a Thing which 
we never beheld nor heard, and chic Hy being fo preju- 
dicial to the Emprefles and Queens of the Kingdoms of 
jflcarria and EfiredamurAy you will pleafc to fhew us 
Ibme Portraiture of that Lady, altho* it be no bigger 
than a Grain of Wheat ; for by one Thread we may 
judge of the whole Clue, and we will with tliis Favour 
reft fecure and latlsfied, and you likcwi(e remain content 
and appaid. And I do believe moreover, that we arc 
already fb inclined to your fide, that altho* her Pidhire 
ihew'd her to be blind of the one Eye, and that fhe r^n 
Fire and Brimftonc at the other, yet we would notwith- 
ftanditig, to pleafe you, (ay in her favour all that you 
lifted. There drops not, bale Scoundrels, quorh Don 
Sluixotej all enflam'd with Choler, there drops not, I 
lay, from her that which thou %*ft, but Amber and Ci- 
vet anxKiff Bombafej and ftie is not blind of an Eye, or 
crook~bacK*d, butisftreighter than a Spindle of Guada- 
rama : But all of you together fhall pay for the great 
JBJalphemy thou haft Ipoken againft h immenfe a Beauty 
as is that of my Miftrefs. And faying io^ he abafed h-s 
Launce againtt him riiathad anfwer'd, with luch Fury 
and Anger, as, if good Fortune had not 9:^ ordain'd it, 
that RoxJnante fhould ftumble /and fall in the midft ci 
the Career, it had gone ill with the bold Merchant." 
KoxAnante fell in fine, and his Mafter reel'd over a good 
Piece of die Fidd; andtho* he attempted to arife, yet 
was he never able, he was (b incumbred by (his Launcc, 
Target, Spurs, Helmet, and his weighty old Armour. 
And in the mean while that he ftrove to arifc, and could 
not, he cry'd, Flie not, cowardly Folk ; abide, bale. 
People ; for I lie not here thro* mine own Fault, but 
thro* the Defefl: of my Horfe. 

One (rf^the Lackeys, which came in the Company, and 
fecm'd to be a Man of none ofthe beft Intentions, hear- 
ine the poor overthrown Knight fpeak luch inlolent 
Words, could not forbear them, without returning him 
sen Anlwer on his Ribs ; and with that intention^ap^ 
Q 3 proachirg 
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proaching to him, he took his Launce, and after he had 
broken it in pieces, he gave Dob S^xote fo many Blows 
with one of them, that in defpitc of his Armour hethrelh- 
cd him like a Sheaf of Wheat. His Mailers cry'd to him, 
Gcunmandrng him not to beat him fb much, but that he 
fliould leave him ; but all would' not fcrve, for the Youth 
was angry, and would not leave off the Play until he had 
voided the reft of his Choler ; and therefore running 
for the other Pieces of the broken Latince, he broke 'em " 
all on the miferable fallen Knight, who for all the Tcm- 
peft of Blows that rain'd on him, did never ifliut his 
Mouth, butthreatncd Heaven and £arth, and thofe 
* Murderers, for (uch they feem'd to him. The Lackey 
tired hiraielf at Laft, and the Merchants followed on 
their Way, carrying with them Occaiion enough of 
• Talk of the poor bclaoour'd Knight ; wKo, when he law 
himielf alone, turn*d again to make trial whether he 
might arife ; but if he could not do it when he was 
whole and found, how was it pofliblc he being lb bruis*d 
and almoft deftn>y"d 1 And yet he accounted himfelf very 
happy, pcrfoading himfelf that his Diferacc was proper, 
and incident to Knights-Errant, and did attribute all 
the Fault to his Horie, and could in no wife e;et up, all 
his i3ody was ib j- bruifed and loadeti with Bfows. 

CHAP. V. 

Wherein is frofecuted the former Narration 
of our Knight's Misfortune. 

BV T feeing in cffed that he could not ftir himfelf^ 
he reiblv'dto have recourfeto his ordinary Reme- 
dy, which was, to think on Ibme PafTage of his 
Hiftories ; and in the inftant his Folly prefented to his 
Memory that of ydUovinos, and the 'Marqubof AT/wr- 

* MaUmdrines* f Bruauktt, 
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tua^ then, when CarltHQ had left him wounded in th© 
Alountain. A Hiftory known by Children, not hidden 
to, young Men, much celebrated, yea, and beliey'd by 
many dd Men, and is. yet, for alj that, no more au- 
thenticaL than arc Mahomet's Miracles. This Hiftory, 
as itfecm'd to him, was moft fit for the Trance wherein 
he was, and therefore he began with Signs of great 
Pain to tumble up and down, and pronounce with a 
languifliing Breath the feme riiat they icign the wounded 
Knight to have laid in the Wood : 

l^ere art thouj Lady dear^ that grUvfi Ttit at wy Smart ? 
Or thou dofi it not knov, w thou dljl^al art. 

•^, 
And after this manner he did profecute the old Song un- 
til thcfe Verfes that fey> O noble Marquis of Mmtua^ 
my carnal Lord and Unde ! And it befel by chance, that 
at the very lame time there pafs'cf by the Place where he 
hey a Man of his own Village, who was his Neighbour, 
and retum'd after having carried a Load of Wheat to the 
Mill ; who bcholdbg. a Man ftretch'd on the Ground, 
lie canoe over to him, and demanded what he was, and 
what was it that cauied him to complain ib dolefolly ? 
Don Slmxote did verily brieve that it was his Uncle 
the Marquis oi Mantua^ and fo gave him no other An- 
Iwcr, but only followed on in the Repetition of his old 
Romance, wnerein he gave him Account of his Misfor- 
tune, and of the Love the Emperor *s Son bore to hi» 
Spoufe, all in the very lame manner that the Ballad 
recounts it. The Labourer remained much aftoni/h*d, 
hrarinjg thofe Follies : and taking oft^ his Vilbr, which 
with the Lackey's Blows was broken all to pieces, hp 
wiped his Face that was fiill of Duft; and Icarce had 
he done it when he knew him, to whom he laid, Mafter 
Siuxada (for fb he was probably caird when he had 
h:s Wits, before he left the State of a ftaid Yeom^ to- 
become a wandering Knight) who hath ufedyou after 
this maimer 1 But he continued his Romance, anlwcr- 
i^ out of it to every Queftion that was put tt) him^. 
Which the gpQclMan perceiving, difiirmihg him the 
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beft lie could, to lee whether he had any Wound, bat he 
could fee no .Blood, or any Token on him of Hart : 
Afterward he endeavour"d to railc hinyfrom the Ground, 
which he dtd at laft wkh much ado, and mounted hira 
on his Als, as a Beaft of eafieft Carriage. He gather 'd 
then together all lirs Arms, and left not behind ib much 
as the Splinters of the Launce, and ty'd them all tx)gether 
upon Rozinante^ whom he took bv the Bridle, and the 
Ais by his Halter, and led them Ixxh in that Equipage 
fair and eafily towards his Village, being very penfative 
to hear the Follies that Don g^ixote (poke. 

And Don §hixote was no lefs melancholy, who was 
^ beaten and bruiied, as he could very hardly hold hira- 
Iclf upon the Afs ; and ever and anon he brcath'd forth 
luch grievous Sighs, as he feem'd to fix them in Heaven ; 
which mov'd his Neighbour to entreat him agam to de- 
clare unto him the Ciaufe of his Grief And it feems 
none other, but that the very Devil himfelf did call to 
his Memory Hiftories accommodated to his Succefles z- 
For in that inftant wholly forgetting; Valdovlmsj he rc- 
member'd the Moor JbindaravL^ then, when the Con- 
flable of jfntequera^ Roderick NarvMZj had taken him. 
and carried him Prifbncr to his Caftie.^ So that when 
his Neighbour turn'd again, tb ask of him ]k>w he did, 
and what ail'd him, he anfwer'dthe very ftme Words 
and Speech that Captive jibencerrftfe laid to Narvaez^ 
juft as he ha'i read them in Diana of Maafemayory where 
the Hiftory is written, applying it fo propeny to his 
Purpofc, that the Labourer grew almoft mad for Anger, 
to hear that Machina of Follies ; by which he coUe&ed 
that his Neighbour was diftrafted, and therefore hehy^d 
as faft as podible he could to the Village, that {o he 
might free himfelf from the Vexation that Don §liUxote*% 
prdix Dilcourlc gave unto him. At the end whereof 
the Knight faid, Don Roderick of N^trvaeZy you fhall 
underftand, that this beautiful Xarifay of whom I (poke, 
in now the feir Dukinea of Tubofoy for whom I have 
done, I do, and will do fuch famous A6h of Knight- 
hood, as ever have been, are, and fhall be Icen in all the 
World- To this his Neighbour anlwcar'd. Da not you 

per- 
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perceive, Sir, (Sinner that I am) howl am neither Doa 
Roderick de Narvaezy nor the Marquis of Mmttua^ but 
Peter y^lmfo your Neighbour ? Nor are you Valdovinos 
nor ^Undaraety but th c honeft Gentleman hir.S^lxmia, 
I know very well who I am, quoth Don ghuxotCj and 
alio 1 know that I may not only be thofe whom I ha/e 
named, but alfo all the twelve Peers of Franccj yca^ 
and the nine Worthies, fince" mine Adts ihall (urpafs all 
thofe that ever th^ did together, or every one of them 
apart. 

With thefe, and fuch other Difcourfes, they arriv'd 
at laft at their Village about Sun^t ; but the llabourer 
awaited until it waxed Ibmcwhat dark, bccaufe Folk 
fhould not view the Knight lb fimply mounted. And 
when he (aw his Time, he enter'd into the Town, and 
went to Don ^ixotis great Friends ; to whom the old 
Woman of the HouS iaid in a lamentable manner. 
What do you think. Matter Licenciate Pero Perez (for 
fo the Curate was call'd) of my Matter's Misfortune ? 
Thcfe fix Days neither he nor his Horfe have appeared, 
nor the Target, Launce, or Armour: Unfortunate Wo- 
man that T em I I do. (ufpedt, and I am as Hire it is true 
as that I ttiall die, - how thofe accurfed Books of Knight- 
hood which he hath, and is wont to read ordinarily, have 
turn'd his Judgment ; for now I remember that I have 
heard him fay oftentimes (fpeakine to himfelf) that lie 
would become a Knight-Errant,andeofeek Adventures 
throughout the World: Letluch Books be recommetidcd 
to Satan and B/jrr^^/i/,. which deftroy'd in this fort the 
mott delicate Underftanding of all the Mancha. His 
Kiece affirm*d the fame, and did add. Moreover you 
Ihall underttand, good Matter Wcholas (for fo hig^tthe 
Barber) that it many times bcfcl my Uncle to continue 
the Ledhire of thofe unhappy Books of Difventures two 
Days and two Nights together ; at the «nd of which, 
throwing the Book away from him, he would lay Hand 
on his Sword, and would fall a flafliing of the Walls ; 
and when he was wearied he would lay, that he had 
flain four Giants as great as four Towers ; and tifc Sweat 
that drop'd down, thro* the Labour he took,, he would 
C 5 %, 
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iay^was Blood which gufk'd outofthofe Wounds which 
he had recei7*d in the Conflict ; and then would he quaff 
oflF a great Pot-fiJl of Water, and fttait he did become 
whole and quiet, faying, That Water was a moft pre- 
cious Drink, which tne wile Man Efyuife^ a great Enchan- 
ter or Sorcerer, and his Friend, had brought unto hira. 
But I am in the fault of all this, who never advertis'd 
you both of my Uncle's raving, to the end you might 
nave redrefs'd it ere it came to thele Terms, and burnt 
all thofe excommunicated Books ; for he had many as 
deicrv'd the Fire as much as if they were heretical. That 
do I likewife afRrm, quoth Mailer Curate, and in fboth 
to-morrow fliall not pals over us without raakme a pub- 
lidc Procels as;ainft them, and condemn them to be burnt 
in the Fire, that they may not minifter Occafion again 
to luch as may read them, to do that which I fear my 
good Friend hath done. 

The Labourer and Don Quixote flood hearing all 
that which was laid, and thoilie perfectly underftood 
the Dileale of his Neighbour ; and therefore he began to 
cry aloud. Open the Doors to Lord FaUovimSy and to 
the Lord Marquis of Mantua^ who comes very lore 
wounded and hurt, and to the Lord Moor j^h'indaraezy 
whom the valorous Rodtrick of Narvaez (Conftable of 
jlnte^uert^ brings as hisPrilbncr. All the Houlhold 
im out, hearing thele Cries, and Ibme knowing their 
Friend, the others their^ Matter and Uncle, who had 
not yet alighted from the Als, becaulc he was not able, 
they ran to embrace him ; but he fofbade them, laying, 
, Stand ftill and touch me not, for I return very lore 
wounded and hurt, thro' Default of my Horlc: carry 
me to my Bed, and (if it be pofTible) lend for the wiie 
Vrganda^ that Ihe may cure ^nd look to my Hurts. See, 
in an ill Hour (quoth the old Woman ftraightway) if ray 
Heart did not very well foretell ,me on which Foot my 
Matter halted : Come up in good time, for we Ihall 
know how to cure 'you well enough, wit;hout lending 
^OTxhdxUrganda you have mcntioa'd. Accurledtnay 
thole Books of Knighthood be, which have brought you 
to fiich a ftate. With tliaf, they bore him up to his 

Bed 



Bed, and fearching for his Wounds, could not find any ; 
and then he laid, All was but Bruifing, by reaibn of a 
great Fall he had with his Horfc RoxJnsmte^ as he 
fought with ten Giants, the mofl- unmeafiirable anct 
boldeH that might be found in a great part of the Earth. 
Hearken, quoth the Curate, we have alio Giants in the- 
Dancx: ; by mine Honefty, I will bum them all before 
to-morrow at "Night. Then did they ask a thoufand 
Oueftionsof Don Smxote^ but he would anfwer to none 
of 'em, and only requefted them to gi'/e him ibme Meat, 
and fuffer him to fleep, leebg Reft was moft behoveful 
for him. All which was done, and the Curate inform'd 
himfelf at large of the labouring Man, in what Ibrt ho 
liad found Uon S^xote^ which he recounted to him, 
and alio the Follies he laid, both at his finding and 
brmging to Town ; which did kindle more eameftly the 
Licentiate's Defire to do what he had refblv*d the next

WH I L E he flcpt (bundly, the Curate (ought for 
the Keys of the Library, the only Authors of 
his Harm ; which the Gentleman's Niece gave 
unto him very willingly. All of them enter'd into it, 
and among the reft the old Woman; wherein they found 
more than a hundred great Volumes, and thofe very 
well bound, befide the finall ones. And as fbon as the 
old Woman had feen them, fhe departed very haftily odt 
of the Chamber, and eftfoons retum'd with as great 
Q)ced, with a Holy-water Pot and a Sprinkler in her 
C 6 Hand| . 
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Hand, and (aid. Hold, Mailer Licenciatc, and Q)rinkle 
this Chamber all about, left tliere ihould lurk in it 
ibme one Enchanter of the many which thele Books 
contain, and cry quittance with us for the Penahies we 
mean to infli6t on thefe Books, by banifhin£; them out 
of this World. The Simplidtv of the good old Woman 
cauied the Licenciate to laugn ; who commanded the 
Barber to fetch him down the Books from their Shel\res, 
one by one, that he might perufe their Arguments, fer 
it might happen (bme to be found which in no ibrt de- 
icrv'd to be chaftb'd with Fire. No, reply *d the Niece^ 
no, you ought not to pardon any of 'em, leems; the\r 
have aU been Ofienders; 'tis better you throw em aU 
into the bafe Giurt, knd there make a Pile of them, ' 
and then let them a-fire ; if not, they may be carried 
into the Yard, and there make a Bonhre of thcra, and 
the Smoak will offend no body. The old Woman laid 
as much, both of them thirlted fo much for the Death 
of thefe Innocents;, but the Curate would notconde- 
Icend thereto, until he had fidt read the Titles at th« 
leaft of every Book. 

'i*hc firft that Matter Nicholas rut into his Hands 
Dvasthatofy^i«fl//VofG/w/!f, which tne Curate perufing. 
awhile, faid, This comes not tomefirft of all others 
without ibme Myftery ; for, as I have heard told, this 
is the fird Book of Knighthood that ever was printed ia 

gajfty and all the others have had their Beginning and 
rieinal froiti this ; and therefore methinlcs that we 
' muft condemn him to the Fire without all Remiffion, 
as the Do^matizer and Head of lb bad a Scdi. Not €o^ 
fie, quoth the Barber, for I have heard that it is the 
very heft contriv'd Book of all thofe of that kind, and 
therefore he is to be pardon'd as the only compleat one 
of his Profeffion. That's true, reply 'd the Curate, and 
for that Reaibn we do give him nis Life for this time. 
Let us fee that other which lies next unto him. It is^ 
cjuoth the Barber, The jldventures if S^landiOHy j^na^ 
dis ofGmle& lawfully begotten Son : Yet, on mme Ho« 
Hour, reply *d the Curate, his Father's Goodneis ihall 
£j»cking avail him; take this Book, dd Miftr^Is, and 

open** 
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opening the Window, throw it down into the Yardyimd 
let it £y the Foundation of our heap for the Fire we 
mean to make. She did what was commanded witji 
great Alacrity, and h tliegood S^landim fled into the 
y ard, to exped with all Patience the Fire which he was 
threatned to abide. Forward, quoth the Curate. This 
that comes now, laid the Barber, is j^adis of Greece ; 
and, as I conjecture, all thofe that lie on this fide arc of 
the lame Lineage of Amadis. Then let them go all to 
the Yard, quoth the Curate, in ejcchange of burning 
C^een Pintiquineflray and the Shepherd Darinely with 
his Eclogues, and the liibtile and intricate Difcourles of 
the Author,, which arcabk to entangle the Father that 
tngender'd me, if he went in form of a Knight-Errant. 
I am of the lame Opinion, quoth the Barber. And I 
alio, laid the Niece. Then lince it is fo^ quoth the old 
Wife, let them come, and to the Yard with them all. 
They were rendered all up unto her, which were many 
in number ; wherefore ta lave a Labour of going up 
and down the Stabs, Ihe threw 'em out at the Win- 
dow. 

What Bundle is that, quoth the Curate? This is, 
anfwer'd Mafter Nicholas^ Don OUvante of Laura. The 
Author of that Book, quoth the Curate, composed like- 
wile The Garden of Fl(n»ers\ and in good Iboth I can 
fcarce relblve which of the two Works is trueft, or, to 
ipeak better, is lels lying : Oily thus much I can de- 
termine, that this mufl: go to the Yard, being a Book 
fcolilh and arrogant. Thiy that follows is Florifmarte 
of Hircaniay quoth the Barber. Is Lord FlorifmarH 
there (then reply'd the Curate) ? I'hen by mine Ho- 
nefty he Ihall briefly make his Arreft in the Yard, iti 
delpight of his wonderfol Birth and famous Adventures ; 
for the Drought and HarlKnels of his Stile delerves no 
greater Favour. To the Yard with him and this- other, 
(good Mafl«rs.) .With a very good Will, Sir, quoth 
fSd-Mumffimus ; and ftraightway did execute his Com- 
mandment with no fma 11 Gladnels This is Sir Platp^^ 
(quoth the Barber.) It iis an ancient Book, reply •d the 
Curatei wherein I find nodiing meriting Pardon^ let

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him without any Reply keep company with the rerf. 
Forthwith it was done. Then was another Book 
open'd, and they faw the Title thereof to be Knigh of 
the Oofs. For the Holy Title which this 'Book bear- 
cth, quoth the Curate, his Ignorance might be pardon'd ; 
but it is a common Saying, The Devi I lurks behind the 
Crofsy wherefore let it go to the Fire. The Barber ta« 
king another Book, laid, this is The Mirrour of Kmght— 
hood, i know his Worfliip well, quoth the Curate. 
There goes among thofe Books I fee, the Lord Kaynald 
of MmtaWan^ with his Friends and Companions, all of 
them greater Thieves than :^ Cacusy and the twelve 
Vttrs o( France^ with the true Hiftorwgrapher 7^r])/>i. 
I am in truth about to condemn them only td £xile» 
forafmuch as they contain Ibmc part of the famous Poet 
Matthew Boyardo s Invention J out of which the Chri- 
ftian Poet Ludo^nc j^iofto did likewife weave the Woijc, 
which if I can find among thefe, and that he Ipeaks not 
his own native Tong[ue, 1*11 ufe him with no Rclpeft ; 
but if he talks in his own Langua^, I willputhim^ 
for Honour's fake on ray Head. It that be io^ quoth. 
the Barber, I have him at home m the Italian^ but can- 
not underftand him. Neither were it good yo\i fhould 
undcrftand him, rcply"d the Curate : And here we would 
willingly have cxcus'd the good Captain that traniflated 
it into S^anijh from that Labour, or bringing it into- 
Sp(.in if it had pleas'd himlelf ; for he hath deprived it 
of mu:h natural Wonh in the Tranflation; a Fault 
incident to all thofe that prefiimc to tranflate Verfes out 
of one Language into another : For tho' they employ 
all their Induftry and Wit therein, they can never ar- 
rive to the height of that primitive Conceit which they 
bring with them in their firft Birth. I iky therefore, 
tliat this Book, md all the others that may be found 
in this Library to treat of B-ench Affairs^ be caft and

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depofited in fomc dry Vault, until wc may determine 
with more Deliberation what we ihould ddr with them ;

there among tlie reft, and another call"d Rmceftudieri 
ibr thefe two coming to my hands, (hall be render'd up 
to thofe of the old Guardian, and from her*s into the 
Fire's, without any Remiffion, All which was confirm'd 
by the Barber, who did ratify his Sentence, holding it 
for ^ood and dilcreet, becaufe he knew the Curate to be 
fi) virtuous a Man, and ^o great a Friend of the Truth, 
as ht would fay nothing contrary to it for all the Goods 
of the World. 

And then opening another Book, he law it was Pal^ 
merin de Oliva ; near unto which flood another, enti- 
tled, Palmenn rf England'^ which the Licentiate per- 
ceiving, laid, het Oliva prclently be rent to pieces, and 
burnt m liich Ibrt, that even the very alhcs thereof may 
not be found : And let Palmerin ofEnda^td be prefer- 
ved, as a Thfiig rarely delegable, and let fuch another 
Box as that which Alexander found among Darms 
Spoils, and deputed to keep Homers Works, be made 
for it; for, Gofnp,this Book hath liifRcient Authority 
for two Realons ; the firft, becaufe of it felf it is very 
good, and excellently contriv'd ; the other, ibrafmuch 
as the Report runs, tliat a certain dilcreet King of Por- 
tugal was the Author thereof All the Adventures of 
the Caftle of Miraguarda are excellent and artificial, 
theDifeourfes very clear andcourdy, obferving ever- 
more a Ditorum in nim that fpeaks, with great Propriety 
aod Conceit : Therefore I lay, Maftcr ^icholas^ \£ you 
think good, this and Amadis dt Gauk may be prefcrv'd 
from the Fire ; and let all the reft, without further 
Search or Regard, perilh. In the Devil's Name do not 
ib, gentle Gomp (reply 'd the Barber) for this which I 
hold now in my Hand is the famous Don Bell'anis. 
Wjiat he ! quoth the Curate, the fecond, third, and 
fourth Part tliereof have great need of feme Rhubarb 
to purge his exceffive Choler ; and we muft moreover 
take 6ut of him all that of the Caftle of fatne^ and o- 
ther Impertinences of more coofet^uence. Therefore we

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give him a Terminus UitrMurrims^ and as they ihaH be 
oorrci^ed, fo will we ufe Mercy or Juftioe towards 
them : And in die mean (pace, oodipy you may keep 
them at your Houie, but permit no Man to reaa diem: 
I am pleas'd, quoth the Barber, and being unwilling to 
tire himielf any more by reading of Tides, he bade rhe 
old Woman to take all the great Volumes and throw 'em 
into the Yard. Tiie Words were not fpokcn to a Aiome 
or deaf Peribn, but to one that had more defire to bum 
them, than to weave a Piece of Linnen, were it never 
£> great and fine : And therefore taking eight of them 
together, flic threw them all out of the Wmdow : and 
remming the iecond time, thinking to carry away a 

f rear many at once, one of them fell at the Barber's 
'cet, who defirous" to know the Title, law that it was 
2he H'fiiry of the famous Knight-Tyrant the P0jite. Good 
God- ! quoth the Curate with a loud Voice, is Tyrant 
she Hljife here ? Give me it, Goflip, for I makt account 
to have foimd in it a Treafiire of delight, and a co- 
pious Mine of Paftime. Here is Don ^rekifon of 
hfoTttalban^ a valiant Knio;ht, and his Brother Thomas 
of Mvntalhan^ and the Knight Fknfeca ; and the Combat 
which the valiant Detriante ibiu;ht wi^ AlanOj and 
the witty G)nceits of the Ddmicl Plaz^demividaj with 
the Love and Guiles of the Widow Re^ofada^ and 
oftheEmpreisenamour'd on her Sqiiire /ptf//ro. I lay 
unto you, Golfip, that this Book is, tor the Stile, one 
of the beft of the World: In it Knights do eat, and 
drink, and fleep, and di^ in their Beds naturally, and 
make their Tcftaments before their Death ; with many 
fHher Things, which all other Books of this Subjed do 
want: Yet, notwichftanding, if I might be Judge, the 
Author thereof dclerv'd^becaufe he purpolcly penn'd and 
writ 06 many Follies, to be lent to the Galleys for all the 
Days of his Life. 

Carry it home and read it, and you fliall fee all that 
1 have laid thereof to be true. I believe it verv-wdJ, 
<^uoth the Barber ; but, What Ihall we do with diefe 
little Books that remain ? Thefe, as I take it, laid the 
Curate, are not Books of Knighthood, but of Poetry ;

O good Sir ! quoth Don g^uixote's Niece, your Reve- 
rence fhall likcwifedo well to have them alio burnt, left 
that mine Uncle, afcer he be cured of his Knightly DiA 
ea(e, may fall by reading of thefe in an Humour of be- 
coming a Shepherd, and (b wander thro* the Woods and 
Fields, finging of Roundplays, and playing on a Croud. 
And what's more dang.erous than to hfioomz a Poet^ 
which b, as fbme lay, an mcurable and inf^dtious Diieafe 1 
This Maiden lays true, quoth the Curate, and 'twill not 
be amifs to remove this Stumbling-block and Occaftoa 
out of our Friend's Way : And Unce we b^^in with the 
Diana vf UmemayoTy I am of Opinion that it be not 
burnt, but only that all that which treats of the wi& 
Felicia^ and of tlie enchanted Water, be taken away, and 
alio all the longer Verles, and let him remain with his 
Proles, and the Honour of b^ng the beft of that kind 
This tliat follows, quoth the Barber, is the Diana callU 
die Second, written by him o^ Salamanca ; and this o- 
thcr is of the lame Name, whole Author is Gil P9I9. 
Let that of Salamanca^ anlwer*^d Mr. Parlbn, au&;ment 
the Number of the Condemn'd in the Yard, and that of 
Gil Polo be kcjpt as charily as if it were j^ollo's own 
Work ; and go forward Ipeedily, good Golfip, for it grows 
late. This i3ook, quoth the Barber, opening of another, 
is The twelve Books of the Fortufie ofLove^ written by 
Mthony Lofrafi the Sardinical Poet. By the Holy Or- 
ders which I have receiv'd, quoth the Curate, fince A- 
folio was Jfollo and the Mufes Mufesy and Poets Poets^ 
was never written lb delightful and extragavant a Work 
as this ; and that, in his Way and Vein, it is the only 
one of all the Books that have ever iillied of that kind 
to view the Light of the World ; and he that hath not 
read it, may make account that he hath never read Mat- 

4:cr 
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ter of Delight: Give it to me, Golfip, for I do prize 
more the finding of it, than I would the Gift of a (^fl 
fock of the beft Sattin in Ftwence. And fb with great 
Joy he laid it afide, and the Barber proceeded, laying, 
rhefe that follow be The Shefherd of Iberia, The Nymphs 
•fEnares, at^d The Reclaiming ofjealoufies; then there 
IS no more to be done, but to deliver them up to Hie (e- 
cular Arm 6f the old Wife ; and do not demand the Rea- 
ibn, for that were never to make an end. This that 
comes is, The Shepherd of Filida. That is not a Shep- 
herd, quoth the Curate, but a very compleat Courtier, 
let it be preferv'd as a precious Jewel. This great one 
that follows is, laid the Barber, entitled, The Tyeafkre 
rf divers Poems. If they had not been ^o many, repty'd 
the Curate, they would have been moreefteem'd: "Tis 
neceflary that this Book be carded and purg'd of certaia 
bale Things, that lurk among his high Conceits. 

Let him be kept, both bccaufe the Author is my very 
great Friend, and in regard of other more heroicd and 
lofty Wwks he has written. This is, ftid the Barber, 
The Ditty-Uok of Lopci Maldonado. The Author of 
that Work is likewife my great Friend, reply'd the Par* 
fim, and his Lines^ pronounced by himlHf, do ravilh. 
the Hearers; and ^h is the Swectnels of his Voic^ 
when he (ings them, it doth enchant thie Ear : He's fi>me- 
what pfolix in his Ecl^uesy hwx that which is good is 
never ftperfluous: Let him be kept among the choiceft. 
But what Book is that which lies fiext Unto him ? fhi 
Galatea of Michael Cervantes, quoth the Barber. ^ That 
Cervantesy laid the Curate, is mine old Acquaintance 
this many a Year, and I know he is more pra^tis'd in 
Misfortunes than in Verfes! HLs-Book hath Ibme good 
Invention in it ; he intends and propounds Ibmcwhat, 
but concludes nothing ; therefore we muft expert the 
Second Part,which he has promised, perhaps his Amend- 
ment may obtain him a general Remiflion, which until 
then is deny'd him ; and whilft we cxpe»5t the Sight of 
his lecond Work, keep this Part clofely imprifbn'd in 
your Lodging. I. am very well content to do ^y good 
GoIIip, laid the Barber, and here there come three toge- 

th«i\ 
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thcr, The Auracana of Dm Alonib dc Efcilla, The Au- 
firianda tf/John Rufio, one of the Magiftrates of CordiH 
va^ and The Monferrato tf Chriftopher de Virnes, a Vi^- 
kvaim Poet. All thcfe three Books, quoth the Curate, 
arethebeft that are written in Heroical Verfcinthc 
CafiiUm Tcxigue, and may compare with themoft famous 
^ Italy : Reierve them, as the richeft Pawns that S^aiu 
cnjoycth of Poetry. The Curate with this grew weary 
to fee fb many Books, and Co he would have all the reft 
burnt at all adventures. But the Barber, ere the Sen- 
tence was given, had open d by chance one entitled. 
The Tears tf/ Angelica. I would have Ihed thole Tears 
my lelf, faid the Curate, if I had wittingly caufed luch 
a Book to be burnt ; for the Author thereof was one of 
the moft famous Poets of the World, not only of Sfain ; 
and was moft happy in die Tranflation of certain I^ables 
6k Ovid, ' ' 



CHAP. VII. 

Of tht fecmdDeparture which our good Knight 
jD(?» Quixote made from bisHoufetofeek Jd* 
ventures. 

WHILE thiey were thusbufied, Tkfd §iidx9t0t 
began to cry aloud, faying, Hercy here^ val^ 
rous Knights^ here it is needfid that you Jhem 
the Ftrce rf your valiant AnnSy for the Courtiers ^eg/n to 
kear in»ay the heft of the Tourney. The Folk repairing 
to this Kumour and Noiie, was an Occafion that anv 
farther Speech and Vi/itation of the Books was omittea, 
and therefore 'tis to be iufpe6bed that The Caroleay and 
lion of Spain J with the A6ifcs of the Emperor Char let 
the Fifth, written by Don Lewis SAvHa^ were burnt, 
. withoiit being ever fcen or heard ; and perhaps if the 
Curate had feen them, they ihould not nave pafs'd un- 
der fi> rigorous a Sentence. 

Whoa 
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When they all arrived to Don ^ixote*s Chamber', he 
tp-as rifen already out of his Bed, and continued ftill his 
Outcries, cutting and flaihitig on every fide, being as 
broadly awake as if he never had flept Wherefore ta • 
king him in their Arms, they return'd him by main force 
into his Bed : And after he was fbmewhat quiet and 
fettled, he iaid, turning himlclf to the Curate, In good 
iboth, Lord Archbifliop Turpin^ 'tis a great Difhonotfr 
to us, that are call'd The twelve Feersy to permit the 
Knights of the Court to bear thus away the Glory of 
the Tourney without more ado, feeing^that we the Ad- 
venturers havegain'd the Prize thereof the three fore- 
moft Days. Hold your peace, good Goflip, quoth the 
Curate, for Fortune may be pleas'd to change the Sac- 
•eft, and what is loft to-day, may be won again to-mor- 
row ; look you to your Health for the prelent, for you" 
fcem at leaft to be very much tired, if befides you be not 
fore wounded. 

Wounded I No, quoth Don Simxotey but doubtlcfs I 
am fomewhat bruis'd ; for that Baftard Don Rowland 
hath beaten me to ^w:der with the Stock of an Oak- 
Tree, and all for Eri^, becaufe he fees that I only dare 
•lyofc my felf to his Valour : but let me be never again 
call'd Rapioldde MontalhoHy if he pay not dearly for 
it, as loon as I rife from this^Bed, in defpight of ^aifhis 
Enchantments. But, I pray you, call for my Breakfaft, 
for I know "twill do me much good, and leave the Re- 
venge of this Wrong to my charge. Prefently Meat was 
brought, and after he had eaten ne fell afleep, and they 
Tcroam'd aftonilK'd at his w<»derful Madnefe. 

That Night the old Woman burnt all the Books that 
ftc found in the Houfe and Yard ; and Ibme there were 
burnt that defervM for their Worthine^ to be kept lip 
in everlafting Treafurics, if their Fortunes and the La- 
ainefs of the Searchers had permitted it ; And fo the 
Proverb was verified in them, that the 'juft pays fome^ 
times for Sinners. One of the Remedies which the Cu- 
rate and Barber prefcrib'd for that present, to help their 
Friend's Di(eafe, was that they fliQuld change his Cham- 
ber, and dam up his Study, to the end mat when he 
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arofcf, he might not find them ; for perhaps by removing 
the Cade, they might alio take away the E&St : And 
moreover they bade them to iay. That a certain En- 
chanter had carried them away Study and all ; which 
Device was nrclcntly put in pradice. And within two 
days after, Don G^tuxote got up, and the firft thing he 
did, was to go and vifit his Books ; and feeing he could 
not find the Chamber In the lame Place where he had left 
it, he went up and down to find it. Sometimes he 
came to the place were the Door flood, and felt it with 
his Hands, and then would turn his Eves up and down 
here and there to feek it, without fpeating a Word ; but 
at lafl after Deliberation, he ask'd of the old Woman 
the Way to his Books : fhe, as one well fchool'd before 
that fhe fhould anfwer, faid. What Study, or what No- 
thing is this you look for ? There is^now no more Stu- 
dj nor Books in this Houie, for the Devil himlelf ear- 
ned all away with him. It was not the Devil, faid his 
Niece, but an Enchanter, that came here one Night 
upoti a Cloud, the Day after you departed from hence ; 
and alighting down from a Serpent on which he rode, 
he cntcr'd into the Study, and what he did therein I 
know not , and within a while after, he fled out at the 
Roof of the Houie, and left all the Houfc full of Smoak ; 
and when we accorded to fee what he had done, we 
could neither fee Book or Study : Only thus much the 
old Woman and I do rememoer very well, that the 
naughty old Man, at his departure, faid with a loud 
Voice, That he, for hidden Enmity ^Ithat he bqre to 
the Lord of thofe Books, had done all the Harm to the 
Houfe, that they might perceive when he was depar- 
ted ; and added. That he was named The wife Munia* 
ton. Frefirm you would have faid, quoth Don gfuixote. 
I know not, quoth the old Woman, whether hehight 
Frefirm or Fritm^ but well I wot that his Name ended 
in tm That is true, quoth Don ^xQte^ and he is a 
very wife Enchanter, and my great Adver&ry, and 
locwis.on me with a finifler Eye, for he knows by his 
Art and Science, that Ifhall in time fight a fingle Cork 
faat with a Knight his very great Friend, and overpome 
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him in Battel, without being able to be by him afflfted, 
and therefore he labours to do me all the Hurt he may ; 
and I have fent him word^ that he drives in vain to 
divert or Ihun that which is already by Heaven de- 
creed. Who doubts of that, quoth his Niece ? but I 
pray you, good Unde, lay, What Need have you to 
thriift your fdf into thcle Difficulties and Brabbles? 
Were it not better to reft you quietly in your own 
Houie, than to wander thorow tlic World, fearching 
Bread of * blafted Com, without once confidering how 




per- 
mit my felf to be fliom, I will pill and pluck away the 
Beards of as many as Ihall dare or imagine to touch 
but only an Hair of me. To thcie Words the Women 
would make no Reply, bccaufe they fiiw his Choler ca- 
creaic. 

Fifteen Days he remain'd quietlv at home, without 
|;iving any Argument of ieconding his former Vanities, 
m which time pals'd many pleafant Encounters between 
him and his two Goffips, tne Curate and Barber, upon 
that Point which he defended, to wit, that the World 
needed nothing io.much as Knights-Errant, and, that 
the Errantical Knighthood ought to be again renewed 
therein. Mafter Paribn would contradi<% him Ibmetimcs, 
an4 other times yield unto what he ui^'d ; for had they 
not obfcrv'd that manner of proceeding, 'twere inipofli- 
ble to bring him to any Conformity. In this Space 
Don §)uixote dealt with a certain Labourer, his Neigh- 
bour, an honeft Man (if the Title of Hmefiy may be 
pvcn to the Poor) but one of a very ih allow Wit; in 
Kefolution he faid ^o much to him, and persuaded him 
. io cameftly and made him ^o large Promifes, as the 
voor Fellow dctcrmm'd to go away with him, and ferve 
fiim as his Squire. Don §^ixotej among many other 
Things, bade him to diipoic himfelf wulingly to dc- 
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part with him, for now and then fuch an Adventure 
might prcfent it felf, that in-as ihort ipace as one would 
take up a couple of Straws an Ifland may be won, and 
he be left as Governour thereof With theft and Cudi- 
like Promifes Sanchc Pancha (for {o he was call'd) Idt 
his Wife and Children, and agreed to be his Squire. 
Afterward Don g^ixote began to caft Plots how to come 
by Ibme Mdney, which ne atchiev'd by felling one 
Thing, pawning another, and tiumin|r all up/ide down. 
At laft got a pretty Sum, and accommodated himftdf 
with a Buckler, which he had borfow'd of a Friend, 
and patching up his broken Beaver again as well as he 
could, he advertis'd his Squire Sanchv of the Day and 
Hour wherein he meant to depart, that he mi^ht like- 
wife fumifh himfelf with that which he thouglit need- 
ful ; but, above all Thbgs, he charg'd him to provide 
himfelf of a Wallet; which hp promis'd to perform, 
and faid, That he meant alio to take a very good Afs, 
which he had of his own, becauic he was not wont to 
travel much a-foot In that of the Afs Don ^'xote 
ftood a while penfive, calling to mind whether ever he 
had read, that ever any Knight-Errant carried his Squire 
affiihly mounted, but he could not remember any Au- 
thority for it: Yet notwitbllanding he reiblv'd, that he 
might brine his Beaft, with Intention to accommodate 
him more Tionourably when Occafion were oflfcr'd, by 
difmoiinting the firfl difcourtcous Knight thev met from 
his Horfe, and giving it to his Squire : He alfo fumifh'd 
himfelf with Shirts, and as many other Things as he 
might, according unto the Inur-keeper's Advice. All 
which being finim'd, Sawfjo Pancha^ without bidding his 
Wife or Children farewel ; or Don girnxote^ his Nieoe 
and old Servant; they both departed one Nieht out of 
the Village unknown to any Perton living ; and they tra- 
veird fb fcir that Night, as they were liire in the Morn- 
ing not to be found, altho' they were purfiied. Sancho 
Pancha rode on his Beafl like a Patriarchy with his Wal- 
let and Bottle, and a marvellous Lotiging to fee himfelf 
Governour of the Ifland wfafich his Mafter had promis'd 
unto him. 

Don 
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Don ^{xote took by chance the fame very Gourfe 
and Way that he had done in his firft Voyage, thro' the 
Field or Mvntiel^ wherein he travel'd then with left 
Vexation than the firft ; for, by reafbn that it was early, 
and the Snn-beams ftruck not directly down, bat a - 
thwart, the Heat did nop trouble them much. And 
Smuho Pancka feeing ihe Opportunity good, laid to his 
Mafter, 1 ^ray pu have a care^ gooa Str Knight ^ that 
y9% forget not that Government of the IJland which you 
have fromifed me^ for I Jhall be able to govern it were it 
never fo great. 

To which Don gkixote reply *d, " Youmuftimder- 
•* ftand, Friend Sancho Panchay that it is a Cuftom very 
** much ufed by ancient Kniehts-Erratit, to make their 
** Squires Governours of the Jflands and Kingdoms that 
" they conquer'd, and I am relblv'd that to good a 
** Cdiom fliall never be abolifli'd by me, but rather I 
** will pals and exceed them therein ; for they Ibme- 
** times, as I take it, did for the greater part expedt un- 
** til their Squires wax'd aged, and after they were cloy'd 
** with Service, and had luflfer'd many bad Days and 
•* Nights, then did they bellow upon them Ibme Title 
•* of an Early or atlcaw of a Marquis of ibme Valley 
•* of more or lefs account." 

But if thou liveft, and I withal, it may happen that 
I may conquer fiich a Kingdom within nx Days, that 
kath other Kingdoms adherent to it, which v/ould fall 
out juft as "twere caft in a Mould for thy Purpofe, whom 
I would crown prefently Kbg of one of them. And 
don't account this to be any e;reat Matter, for Things 
and Chances do happen to iucn Knights Adventurers as 
I am, by fb unexpected and wonderfia Ways and Means, 
as I might give thee very eafily a great deal more than 
I |)romifed. After that manner, laid Sancho Panehay if I 
were a King, thro* Ibme Miracle of thole which you 
lay, then mould Joan Gutierez ray Wife become a 
. Queen, and my ChUdren Princes. Who doubts of that, 
laid Don gfrnxote ? That do T, rcplyM Sancho Panchay 
for I am fully periuaded, that altho* God would rain 
Xingdrans down upon the Earth, none of them would 

fit 
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fit well on Mary Gutterez*s Head For, Sir, vou muft un- 
derhand that file's not worth a Dodkin ror a Qiieen. 
To be a Countcls would agree with her better : And yet 
I prav God flic be able to difchargc that Gilling. Com- 
mend thou the Matter to God, quoth Don ^ixotCy that 
he may give her that which is moft convenient for her. 
But do not thou abafe thy Mind fa much, as to content 
thy Iclf with left than (at Icaft) to be a Vice-roy. I will 
nor, good Sir, quoth Sanchoy eipeciallv feeing I have fo 
worthy a Lord and Mafler as your ielf, who knows how 
to give me all that may turn to my Benefit, and that I 
ihall be able to difcharge in good K>rt - 



CHAP. VIII. 

Of the good Sue cefs D^» Quixote had in the 
dreadful and never-imagined Adventure ^ of 
the fVind-mills ; with other Accidents wor^ 
thy to be recorded. 

AS thus they difcoursM, they difcovcr'd fbmc thirty 
or forty Wind-mills, that are in that Field, and 
as ibon as Don §ituxote efpy'd them, he laid to his 
Squire, Fortune doth adSrcfs our AflFdirs better than wci 
our lelves could defire ; for behold there. Friend Sancho 
Panchay how there appc^s thirty or forty monftrousGiants, 
with whom I defign to fight, and deprive them all of 
their Lives ; with whole Spoils we will begin to be ricfi ; 
for this is a good War, and a great Service unio God, 
to take away io bad a Seed trom the Face of the 
Earth. 

What Giants, ouotii Sancho Pancha ? Tliofe that thou 
leeft there, quoth nis Lord, with the long Arms ; and 
fbme there are of that Race, whole Arms arealmoft t^^o 
Leagues long. I pray you undcrftand, quoth Samho 
Pancha^ that thofc which arpCar there, arc no* GLmts. 
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but Wind-mills ; and that which ieems in them to be 
-Arms, arc their Sails,' that are Iwing'd about with the 
Wind, do alfb make the Mill go. It fecms well, quoth 
Don ^"xotiy that thou art not fct acquainted with 
Matter of Adventures : They arc Giants ; and if thon 
beeft afraid, go afide and pray, whilft I enter into cniel 
and unequal Battel with them. And l|yin2; fo, he fpur- 
rcd his horfe RoxJnantey without taking heed to hi& 
JCcjuireSii»fA»'s Cries, ad\rertifing him how they were 
doubtlefsly Windmills that he did aflault, and no G xants ; 
but he went fo lidly peHiiaded that they were Giants, 
as he neither heard bis Squire's Outcries, nor did dif- 
ccm what they were, akho* he drew very near to them, 
but rather ^ia as loud as he could. Flic not, ye Cowards 
;|ind vile Creatures, for 'm only cxie Kn^ht that af&alts 
you. 

With tiiis the Wind encreas'd, and the Mill-fails be- 
gan to turn about ; ^which Don §ltdxote cfpying, (aid, 
Jlkho' thou moy^dft more Arms than the Giant Br/V 
reusy thou flialt ftoop to me ; and after laying this, and 
commending himlelfmoft devoutly to h\»LaSy Dukinea^ 
■dcjfiring her to fijccour him in tnat Trance, covering 
himielt weH with his Buckle, dnd letting his Lance on 
his Reft, he fpurr'd on Rczinante, and cncounter'd with 
the firft Mill that was before him, and (Iriking his Lance 
Jnto the Sail, the Wind Iwing'd it about with &ch Fury, 
that it broke his Lance into Shivers, carrying him and 
his Horfe after it, and finally tumbled him a good way 
off from it, on the Field in very evil plignt Smt* 
the Pancha repair'd prelendy to iuccour him, as faft as 
his Ais could drive ; and when he arrtv'd he found him 
not able to ftir, he had gotten (iich a Crufh with RnJ* 
nanfe. Good God ! ouoth Sancho^ did I not foretell un- 
to you, that you fhould look well wliat you did ? for 
they were none other than Wind-mills, nor could any 
think othcrwife, unlcfs he had alfb Wind-mills in his 
Brains. Peace, Sanchoy quoth Don ^xottyfpt Matters 
of War are more liibjedfc than any other Thing to conti- 
nual Change ; how much more, feeing I do verily per- 
iiiade myieif, that the lagc Frejhniy who robb*d my Study 
« and 
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and Books, hath cransferin'd theie Giants into Mills, to 
deprive roe of the Glory of the VifiDory, Inch is the En- 
mity he bears towards me ? But yet, in fine, all his bad 
Arts fhall but little prerail againft the Goodnefs of my 
Sword. God grant it, as he may, laid S/mcho Pancha^ 
and then help*d him to ariie, and presently lie mounted 
on RoxJnant€y who was j- half Shoulder-pitch'd by the 
rough Encounter ; and difcourfing upon that Adrcnmre^ 
they foUow'd on the Way which guided towards the 
Paflage or Gate of Lapice ; for there, as Don ^'xote a- 
vouch'd, it was not poffible but to find many Advenmres, 
becayifc it was a Thorowfiire mudi frec^uented ; and yet 
he affirm'd, that he went very much griev'd, bccaufe he 
wanted a Lance ; and telling it to his Squire, he laid, 
I remember how I have read, that a certain S^ani^ 
Knight called Diego Peres of yargasj having broke his 
Sword m a Battel, tore off a great Branch or Stock from 
an Oak-tree, and did luch Marvels with it tliat Day, and 
batter'd fb many A/oor/, as he remaia'd with the Sur«- 
name of Machucay which fignifies a Stump, and as well he, 
as all his Progeny, were ever after that Day call'd Var^ 
gas and Machuca, I tell thee this, becauie I mean to 
tear another Branch, luch, or as good «t leaft as that, 
from the firft Qak we fhall encounter ; and I mean to 
atchieve liich Adventures therewithal, as thou wilt ac- 
count thy lelf fortunate for- having merited to behold 
them, and be a Witnefs of Things almoft incredible. 

In God's Name) quoth Sanchoy I do believe every 
Word you lay ; but I pray you fit right in your Saddle, 
for you ride iideling, which proceeds, as I fuppofe, of 
the bruifing you got by your Fall. Thou fay*ft true, 
qiioth Don Quixotty and if I do not complain of the 
Grief, the Reafbn is, becaufe Knights-Errant ufe not to 
complain of any Wound, altho* their Guts did iCTue 
out thereof If it be fb (quoth Sancho) I know not witat 
to fay, but God knows I would be glad to hear you to 
complain when any thing grieves you. Of myfclf I 
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dare affirm, that I muft complain of the lead Grief that 
I have» if it !be not likewiie meatit that the Squires of 
Knights^rrant miift not complain of any Harm. Dm 
^'xQte could vat refrain Laughter, heanne; the Simpli- 
city of his Squire ; and after fliew'd unto him, that he 
might lawfully complain, both when he pleafed and as 
much as he lifted, with Defire or without it, for he had 
never yet read any thing to the contrary in the Order 
of Knighthood. 

Then &»«•** laid unto him, that it was Dinner-time ; 
to wliom he anfwcr*d,That he needed no Reoal!, but if 
he had Will to eat, he might begin when he pleafed. 
Sancho having obtam*d his Licence, did accommodate 
himfelf on his A(s-badc the beft he might, t^ing out rf 
his Wallet fomc Belly-munition, he rooe after his Mafter, 
travelling and eating at once, and that with great leiiure, 
and ever anon he lifted up his Bottle with mch pleafiire 
as the beft-fcd Vi£hialler of Malaga might envy his 
State ; and whilft he rode multiplying of (^fis in that 
manner, he never remember'd'anv of thePromiies his 
Mafter had made him, nor did he hold the Fetch of Ad- 
ventures to be a Labour, but rather a great Recreation 
luid Eafe, were they never (b dangerous. ' 

In condufioD, they pafled over that Night under cer- 
tain Trees, from one of which Don §iufxiote tore a wi- 
ther'd Branch, which might ierve him in ibme Ibrt for 
a Lance, and therefore he fet thereon the Iron of his 
own, which hehad re<erv*dwhen 'twas broken. All that 
Jsight Don^Ik'ote flept not one Wink, but thought up- 
on his hadyDulcineay that he might conform himfclf to 
Tvliat he had read in his Beoks of Adventures, when 
Knights paflTed over many Kights without Sleep in Fo- 
refts and Fields, only entertain d by the Memory of their 
MMlrefles: But Sancho fpent not his Time io vainly ; 
for having his Stomach well (Kiff 'd, and that not with 
6;.^'tfr/Water, he carried fmoothly away the whole Night 
in one Sleep ; and if his Mafter had not call'd him up, 
ncirher the Sun-beams, which ftruck on his Vifagc, nor 
the Melody of the Birds, which W.erc many, and did 
cheerfully welcome the Approacji of the new Day, could 

have 
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Iiave been able to awake him. At his arifing he gave 
6nc efTay to the Bottle, which he found to be ibmewhat 
more weak than *twas the Kight before, whereat his 
Heart was griev'd, for he miftrufted that they took not a 
Courie to remedy that Defeat ib ibon as he wiih*d ; nor 
could Don g^uix^e break hisFaft, who (as we have (aid) 
meant only to fudain himfelf with pleafant Remembran- 
ces. Then did th^ return to their commenced Wavtp- 
wards the City of Lapice^ which they difcovcr'd about 
Three of the Clock in the Afternoon. , Here (laid Don 
ShixotCy as fbon as he kcn'd it) mav we (Friend Sancho) 
thruft our Hands up to the very Eloows into that whicli 
is caird y^vcntwres : Butobferve well this Caveat whi:;h 
I fhall give thee, that altho* thou fecft mc in the grcateft 
Dangers of the World, thou muft not fct Hand to thy- 
Sword in my Defence, if tliou doft not fee that thole 
which afTaiilt roe be bafc and vile vulcar People, for in 
filch a Cafe thou may'f! aflW me ; Marry, if they b^ 
Knights, thou muft not do lb in any wile ; nor is ic per- 
.jnitted by the Laws oF Arms that thou may"!! help mc, 
Until thou beeft like wife dubb'd Knight thy felf. 

I do affore you, Sir, quoth Sancho^ toat herein you fhall 
be mo2l pundxially ohcy*d ; and therefore chiedyf in 
rcfpedfc that I am, of mbeown Nature, a c^uiet and peace- 
able Man, and a mortal Enemy of thrufting my feif into 
Stirs or Quarrels, yet it is true, tliat touching rlie Defence 
of mine own Perfbn, 1*11 not be altogether to oblervant of 
thofe Laws, feeing that bo:b divine and human allow e- 
very Man to defend himfelf from any one thai would 
wrong him. I lay no Icfs, anlwcr'd Don g^'xotCy but in 
this of aiding me againft any Knight, thou muft let Bounds 
to thy lutural Impulles. 1 fay that I will do ^^ quorh 
Sanchoj and I wili obferve this Commandment as punc- 
tually as that of keeping holv the Sabbath-day. 
' W hilft thus they realbn'd, there appeared m the Way 
two Monks of St Bemtt*% Order, nwunted on two Dro- 
medaries ; for the Mules whereon they rode were but 
little lefs : They wore Masks with Speaacles in them, 
to keep the Duft from their Faces, and each of them be- 
•fidcs bore their Umbrilles ; after them canica Coach and 
D 3 r-/ 
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four or five a horleback accompanying it, and two Lac- 
keys that ran hard by it. There came thercb, as 'twas 
after known, a certam Bifcaine Lady, which tra/el'd to- 
wards SevilUy where h^r Husband Ibjourn'd at the pre- 
lenc, and was going to the India with an honourable 
Charge : The Monks rode not with her, altho* they 
traverd the fame Way. Scarce had Don §^ixote per- 
eciv'd them, when he faid to his Squire, Either I am de- 
ceiv'd, or elfe this will prove the mod famous Adventure 
that ever hath been feen : For riiele two great black Bulla 
which appear there, are queftionlefs Eiichanters, that 
fteal or carry away perforce fbmc Princefs in that 
Coach ; and therefore I muft with all my Power undo 
that Wrong. T his will be Worfe than the Adventure 
of tlie Wind-mUls, quoth Sancbo. Do not you ice, Sir, 
that thofc are Friers of St.B^ww^'s Order I And the Coach 
can be none other than of fbme Travellers. Therefore 
lifkn to mine Advice, and fee well what you do, left that 
the Devil do deceive you. I have feid already to thee. 
Sane ho y tliat thou ai*t very ignorant in Matter of Adven- 
tures ; what I fay is true, as now thou fhalt lee : And 
laying fb, he fpurr'd on his Horfe, and placing hirafelf 
juft in the midft of the Way by which the Friers came ; 
and when they approach'd fb near, as he fiippos'd they 
might hear him, he faid with a loud Voice, DevUiJh m4 
vickedPeopUj Uave prefently thofe hl^h Prlnceffes which y(M 
n^ioUntly carry away with you in that Coach ; or, if you will 
noty pre fare your filves to receive fudden Death^ as a juft 
Punijhment for your tad If'drks. 

The Friers held their Horfes, and were amaz'd both 
at the Shape and Words of Don Quixote ; to whom they 
anfwer'd. Sir Knight, we are neither devililh nor wic- 
ked, but religious Men of St. Benneis Order, that travel 
about our Amiirs, and we ktiow not whether or no there 
come any Princelles forced in this Coach. With me 
fair Words take no Efl-eft, tjubth Don Quixotey for I 
know you very well, treacherous Knaves. And then, 
without expecting their Reply, he fet Spurs to koztnatite^ 
and laying his Lance on the Thigh, charg'd the firft 
Frier with fuch Fury and Rage, tnat if he had not fiif- 
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fer'd himlclf willingly to fell off his Mule, he would not 
tmly have overthrown him againft his Will, but likewifc^ 
haveflain, or at leaft wounded him very ill with the 
Blow. The Iccond religious Man feeing how ill his 
Companion was ufed, made no Words, but letting Spurs' 
to tliat Caftel, his Muk did fly away thro' the Field, as 
fwifr as the Wind itfelf Sar.cho Pancha feeing the Monk 
overthrown, difmounted very speedily off his Als, and 
ran over to him, and would have Vanflick'd his Habits, 
In this arrived the Monk's two Lacker's, and demanded' 
of him why he thus defpolled the Frier r Sancho reply'd; 
That it was his Due by the Law of Arms, as lawful- 
Spoils gain'd in Battel by his Lord Don SuixoPe. The 
Lackeys, which underftood not the Jeft, nor knew not 
what tnc Words of Battel or Spoils meant, feeing that 
Don S^'xote was now out of the ¥ray ipeaking wich'thofe 
that came in the Coach, fet both at once upon Sancho ^ 
and left him not a Hair in his Beard but they pluck*i^ 
and did fb trample him under their Feet, as they left him 
ftretch'd on the Ground, without either Breath or Feel- 
ing. The Monk, cutting off all Delays, mounted agai^r^- 
on horfeback, all affrighted, having fcarce any Drop of 
Blood left in his Face thro* Fear : Ard being oiice up, 
he fpurr'd after his Fellow, who expcftcd him a good 
waj off, fbyiog to fee the Succef^ of that Affault, a d 
Being unwilling to 3t:cnd the End of that ffrange Ad- 
venture, they did proftaite their Journey, blcfSng an4« 
croflingtbemfelves, as if the Dcfvil did [nirfue them. 

Dop S^uixotey as is rchearlcd, was in this Seaibn fpeak- 
Jig to the Lady in the Coach, to whom he fliid, " Your 
** Beauty, dear Lady, may difpofe from lienceforth of 
•* you^ Perfbn, as bcft ye liketh ; for the Pride of your 
•* Robbers lies now proftrated on the Ground, by thi3 my 
** invincible Arm : And becaufc you may not be troubled' 
** to know your Deliverer's name, know that I am caird 
•* Don §^xote de la Mtmcha, a Knight-Errant and Ad- 
♦* venturer, and Captive to the peerlels and beai^tiful La^ 
♦* dy Dulanea of Tohofi ; and m Reward of the Benefit - 
«* which you have receiv'd at my hands, I dems^nd no- 
*• thing elfe^ but that you return to Jbhcfry and there 
D 4 *^ ^ 
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*• prdcnt yourfelves in itiy Narnc before my Lady, and 
*^ recount iinta her vhat 1 have done to obtain your Li- 
** hcrtyr 

To all thcfe Words which Don gtaxtte faid, a certain 
Bifcayan Squirt that accompany' d the Coach gave ear ; 
who feeing tliat Don Smxote fufferM not the Coach to 
pais onward, but laid that it muft prefentlv return to Ta- 
ho fry he drew near to him, and lay iiij^ hola on his Lance, 
he iaid in his \kA Spanijh and wode Bifymjhy Get thee 
away, Knight, in an ill Hour ; by the God ti»at created 
jne, ^dion leave not the Coach I will kill thee, as fiire 
as I am a Bifiahie. 

Don^'x9fe underftandm^ him, did an(wer with great 
ftaidnefs. If thou wer'ft a tonight, as thou art not, I 
would by this have punifli'd thy Fdly and Prefumpdonf 
CaitiflF (Jrcatitfc ! The Bifcsine reply *d with great Fury, 
Koc I a Gentleman? I (wear by God thou ly'ft, as well 
as I am a Chriftian : If thou caft awsy thy Lanoc, and 
4raw thy Sword, :^ thou ihalt lee the Water as feon as 
thou fhalt^arry away the Cat : A Btfcaine by Land, and 
a Gentleman by Sea, a Gentleman m defpite of the 
Devil, and thou ly*ft if other Things thou fiy*ft. Strait 
thoii ihalt fee that &id jip'jfgeiy repW'd Poni^'xif«,and 
throwing his Lance to the Ground, he out with his 
iSword, and todc his Buckler, and let on the Bifcaiue with 
Reibludontokillhim. ^ * ** 

...The BifcMne feeing htm approach in that manner, al« 
iho' he defir'd to alight off his Mule, which was not to 
be trufted, being one of thoie naughty ones which are 
wont to be hired, yet had he no Leifhre to do any other 
thing than to draw out his Sword ; but ic bciel him hap- 
pily to be near to the Coach, outof which he fnatch'd a 
Cufhion that icrv'd him for a Ihield ; and prefendy die 
one made upon the other like mortal Enemies. 

Thofc diat were prclent laboured all that they might, 
but in vain, to compound the Matter between them ; 
for the Bifiiune fwore in his bad Language, that if they

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hinder'd him from ending the Battel, he would put this 
' Lady and all the reft that dared to diftarb him, to the 
Sword. 

The Lady aftoniih'd and fearful of that which (he 
beheld, commanded the Qjachman to go a little out of 
• the way, and fat aloof beholding the rigorous Conflict, 
hi the pr^els whereof the Blfimne gave Don ^xote 
Over the Target a mighty Blow on one of the ShouTdcrs, 
where, if it had not round Refiftance in his Armour, .it 
would doubtlefsly have cleft him down to the Girdle. 
Don ^xotCy feeling the Weight of that unmeafiirable 
Blow, cry'd with a loud Voice, , faying, O Dulcinea ! 
Lady ofiny Soui^ the FUwer ^ all Beauty y Juccottr this thy 
Knighty whoy to fet forth thy Worthy folds himCelf m this 
dangerous Trance. The faying, of thefe Words, the gri- 
ping &ft of- his Swordr the covering" himflflf well witli 
liis Buckler, and the afTailing of the Rifcaine^ was done 
all in one Inftant, refblving to venture all the Succcfs 
of the Battel on that one only Blow. The BifiainSy 
who perceiving him come in that manner, perceiv'd by 
his Doughtinels his Intention, and rcfblv'd to do the^ 
like : and therefore expected him very well cover- d witb 
his Cufhion, not being able to manage^ his Mule as he 
wifh'd, from o?ie part to another, who was not able to 
gt^ a ftep, 'twas (a- wearied, ^ a Beaft never before ufcd 
» the like To^yts. . 

Don giuixotf^ as we have faid, came againft the wary 
Bifcaine with his. Sword lifted aloft, with a fiill refblu- 
tion to part him in two; and the Beholders flood with 
Fear fiilpended^ to fee the Succefs of thofe monflrous 
Blows, wherewithal they threatnedo^iC another. And 
the Lady of the Coach, wijh her Gentlewoman, made a 
thoufand Vows and Offerings to all the devout Places of 
S^atTty to the end that God might deliver the Squire 
and themfclves out of that great Danger wherein they 
were. 

But it is to be deplor'd, how in this very Pomt and 
Term, the Author ofthis Hiflory leaves this Battel de- 
pending, excufing. hrmfclf, that ne could find' no more 
written pf the A^as of Don ^xo^^, tbanthde which "^ 
D 5 he 
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he hath already recounted. True it is, that the lecond 
Writer o' this Work would not believe, that fb curious 
a Hiftory was drown'd in the Jaws of Oblivion ; or that 
the Wits of the Mancha were ^o little curious, as not to 
rcierve among their Treaiuries or Records, Ibme Papers 
treating of this famous Knight ; and therefore, encou» 
rag'd by thJs Prefiimption, he did not defpair to find the 
End of this plcafant Hiftory, which, Heaven being pro- 
pitious to him, he got at laft, after the manner that fliall 
DC recounted in the Second Part

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CHAP. I. 

Wherein is related the Events of the fiarful 
Battle^ which the 'valiant Bifcaine fought 
with Don Quixote. 

^E left the valorous Bifcahey and the famous 

^ Don §iuixotey in the Firft Part, with their 

Swords lifted up and naked in Terms, to 

difcharge one upon another two furious 

Cleavers, and iiich as (if they liad alighted 

rightly'^ would cut and divide them both from the Top 

to the Toe, and open them like a Pomegranate. And 
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that in fo doubtful a Taking the delightful Hiftory flop- 
ped, and remained difraembcr"d, the Author thereof leav- 
ing us no Notice where we might find the reft rf the 
>varration. This griev'd me not a little, but wholly 
turn'd the Pleafure I took in reading the beginning tB^rc- 
of into Di^gulf , thinking how finadl Commodity was^f. 
fer'd to find out fb much as in mine Opiaion wanted rf 
thb fb delegable a lale. It fecm'd unto me almoft im • 
pofljble, and contrary to all good Order, that fo good » 
iCnight Ihould want fbme wile Man, that would under- 
take his wonderful I^oweflcs and Feats of Chivalry ; a 
thing that rone of thofe Knieht?-Erratit ever wanted, of 
whom People fpeak : for each of them had one or two 
wife Men of purpofe, that did not only write their Adr^ 
but alfo depamted their very leaft Tnot^htt andTo)'s^ 
were thdy never Co hidden ; amd fore fo good a Knight 
cculd not be fb unfortunate as to want that wher.ewith 
P/^fjr, and others his like, abounded; and therefore could 
not irducejny fdf to believe, that fo jgallant a Hiftory 
might remain maim'd and lame, and did rather caft the 
Fault upon the Malice of Time, who is aConfiimer and 
DevourerofallThhigs, which had either hidden or 
ccnfiimed it. 

Methought on the other fide, feeing that among Ixis 
Eooks were found fbme modern, Works, fiich as 7h* Urt- 
dtiii'iting of jeakuficy and 7he Nymphs and Shepherds if 
Her ares, that alfbhis own Hiftory muft have been new ; 
und if it were not written, yet was the Memory of 
him fielh among the Dwellers of hb own Village, and 
the other Villages adjoining. Tliis Imagination held 
me fuippndcd, and defirous to learn really and truly all 
tht Life and Miracles of our famous Sfmuard IXm 
^r.<Qte of the Manchay the Light and Mirrour of all 
>:mchiial Chivalry ; being the firft who, in this our 
Ai^e andT'ime fb full of Calamities, ^\<di undergo the 
TVavcIs and Exercife of Arms-Errant; and undid 
Wrongs, f iiccour'dWidows, proteiSked Damfels that rode 
up and down with their Whips and Palfreys, and with 
ajl vhcir Virginity on their Backs, from WUI to Hill, 
and l>ale to Dale : For if it Iiapf ened not that fbme lewd 
Z\ Mif- 
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Mii^reant, ot fome Clown with a Hatchet and Iom; Hair, 
or feme monftroiis Giant did force them, DamfeS there 
were in times paft, tliat at tlie end of Fonrfoore Yc^rs 
old, all which rime they never flept one Day under a 
Roof, went as entire and pore Maidens to their Graves 
as the very Mother that boi^ them. Therefore, I %, 
that as well for this, as for many other good Refpedb, 
our gallant Don ^xvte b worthy of continual and 
memorable Prailcs : Nor can the like be juftly deny'd, 
to my felf, for the Labour and Diligence which I ufed, 
to find out the End of this grateful Hiftory ; altho* I 
know vcnr well that if Heaven, Chance, and Fortune, 
had not autfled me, the World had been depriv'd cf the 
Delight and Padime they may take fer almoft two Hours 
.togetner, who fliall with Attention read it. The Man- 
ner therefore of finding it was this : 

Being one Day walking on the Exchange of Tole49y a 
certain Boy by cliance would have fold divers old 
Quires and Scrolls of Books to a Squire that walk'd up 
and down in that EJice ; and I bemg addi<5ted to read 
/iich Scrolls, tho* Ifound them torn in the Streets, bora 
away bythis.my itaturdl Inclination, took one of the 
Quires in my Hand, and perccivVl it to be written irt 
j^akick Chara^rs> and feeing that altho' I knew the 
Letters, yctco^ f ,not read the Subftance, I lodk'cl a>- 
bout to view, whether I coold perceive thereabouts any 
Moor mrfi"d Spaniard^ that could read them ; nor was it 
very difficult to find there fuch an Interpreter: for if 
I had iearch*done of another better and more ancient 
+ Language, that Place wodd eafily have aftbrded hiir^ 
Ih fine, my good Fortune prefcnted one to^me, to whcm. 
telling my Defire, and giving him the Book in his Hand, 
he open'd it, and laving read a firtlc therein, began to 
lai^h. I demanded of him, why he laogh'd ; and he 
anlwer'd, At that marginal Nore which the Book had. 
I hid him to expound it to rhe, and with that took 
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him a little afide ; And he continuing fttll his Laugh- 
- tcr, (aid/rhere is written here on this Margin thefe 
Words: This Duleinea ^/Tobofb, fo many times fpoken 
9f in this Wfivry^ had the heft Hoftd fcn^ powdering of 
Porky 9f any Woman in all the Mancha. When I heard 
it make'mention of Duleinea of Tttbofo^ I reded amat'd, 
.and fuipended, and imagin'd forthwith that thofe C^ires 
contain*d the Hiftory of Don efuixote.^ With this Con- 
ceit I hiuden'd him to read the Beginning, which he 
did, and tranilating the Arabiek into Sfant% in a trice, 
he ikid that it begun thus : The Hiftory of Don (^ixote of 
the Mancha, written by Cyd Hamct Benengeli, an j4np- 
hical Hiftoriografher. Much Diicretion wasreauifite 
to diflemble the Gmtent of Mind I cx3nceiv'd, when I 
heard the Title of the Book ; and preventing the &uire, 
I bought all the Boy's Scrolls and Papers ior a Real : 
and had he been of Diicretion, or known roy Dc/ire, he 
inighthave promised himfUf eafily. and alio bom aw^ 
wiui him, more than fix Reals for his Merchandife. 
1 departed after with the Mm to ^e Qoyftcr of the 
great Church, and I requcftcd him to turn roe all the 
jfrabick Sheets that treated of Don S^'xott into Sfa- . 
vijh^ witliout adding or taking away any thing from 
them, and I would pay him what he would defire 
far his Pains. He demanded Fiftv pounds of Raifins, 
and Three Buihels of Wheat, and promis'd to traniSate 
them fpeedily, well, and faithfully : Bnt I, to haften 
the Matter more*, left I fhould lofe liich an unexpe<^ed 
and welcome Treafiire, brought him to my Hduie, 
where he tranflated all the Work b left than a Month 
and a half, even in the manner that it is here res 
counted. 

There was painted in the firft Quire, vcrv* naturally, 
the Battel betwixt Don gfuixote and the Bijcainoy even 
in the fame manner that the Hiflory relateth it, with 
their Swords lifted aloft ; the one covcr'd with his 
Buckler, the other with his Cufhion : And the Bif- 
caine*s Mule was deliver "d fo naturally, as a Man might 
perceive it was hired, altho* he flood farther off than: 
the fhoot of a Crols^-bow. The BJfcaJne had a Title 

written 
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written under his Feet that faid, Doit Sancho de Axfe-* 
tir^ for fi) belike he was call'd ; and at Roxdnante's 
Feet there was another that faid, Don g^uixote. R^zJ^ 
nmte was marvelloiis well pourtray'd, fo long and fenk, 
ib thin and lean, h like one lalxmrmg with an incurable 
Confiimption, as he did Ihew verjr clearly with what 
Confideratk)n and Propriety he had given unto him 
the Name RozJnante. By him ftood Sanch Pancha hold^ 
ing his Afs by the Halter ; at whblB Feet was another 

, Scroll, faying, Sawho Omcas ; And, I think, the rca- 
£»! thereof was, that, as his Pi^hire ihew'd^ he had 
a great Belly, a fhort Stature, and thick Legs ; and 
therefore I judge he was called Pancha^ or Cancan for 
both thcfe Names are written of him indififerently in 
theHiftory. ^ 

^ There were other litdc Things in it worthy the no- 
ting, but all of 'em arc of no great Importance, nor 
any thing neceflary for the true Relation of the Hiftory, 
for none is ill if it be true : And if any Objed:ion be 
made againft the Truth of this, it can be none other 
than that the Author was a Afoor, and 'tis a known 
l?ropricty of thai Nation to . be lying ; yet in reipeft 
that they hate us lb mortally, 'tis to be conjedbir'd, that 
in this Hiftory there is rather Want and Concealment 
of our Knight's worthy A6b, than any Superfluity j 
which I ims^ioe the rather, bccaufc I find in the Pro- 
grels thereof many times, that when he might and ought 
to hav^ adv^nc'd his Pen in our Knight^ Praifcs, he 
does (as 'twere on ^urpoic) pais *em over in Silence. 
Which was very ill done, fecmg that Hiftoriogt*aphers 
ot]ght and fhould be very precile, true, and uapaflionatey 
and that neither Profit or Fear, Rancour or Afiei^ioa 
ihould make them to tread awry from the Truth, whofe 
Mother is Hiftory, the Emulatrcls of Time, the Trea- 
fcry of Adions,theWitnels of Things paft, and Ad- 

/ vertifer of Things to come. 

/In this Hiftory, I know, a Man may find all that he 
csui defire in the moft pleafing maimer; and if they, 
want any Thing to be defir'd, i am of opinion tliat it, 
is thro* the Ikult of that ungracious Knava tl^t tranA 

lated 
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lated ir, rather than thro* any Dcfeft m the Subjcd. 
Finaljv, the Second Part thereof (according to the 
Tranflation) began intliis manner: 
' The trenchant Swords of the two valorous enraged 
Combatants being lifted aloft, it feem'd that they threat- 
ned Heaven, tJie Earth, and the Depths, liich v/as their 
Hardinefs and Courage ; and the firft that diUharg'd his 
Blow was the BifiaifUy which fell with fuch Force and 
Fury, as, if the Sword had not tum'd a little in the way, 
that only Blow had been iiifficient to fet an end to the 
r^rous Contention, and all other the Adventures of our 
Knight : Btit hLs good Fortuve^ which rclcrv'd him for 
greater Affairs, did wreft his Adverfary's Sword awry 
in fiich fore, as tho* he ftroke him on the left Shoulder, 
yet did it no more Harm than dilarm all that H Je, car- 
Tying away with it a great part of Iiis Beaver, with the 
half of his Ear, all which fell to the Ground with a 
<lreadftil Ruin, leaving him in very ill cafe for a good 
time. Good God ! who is he that can well deicribc at 
this prcfcnt the Fury that enter'd into the Heart oFour 
Manchcgany feeing himfelf ufed in that manner? Let us 
lav no more, but that it was fiich, tliat ftrerching him- 
feif again in the Stirrups, and griping his* Sword £i/l in 
both his Hands, he difcharg'd men a terrible Blow on 
the BffcaiKey hittbg him right upon the Cufliion, and by 
it on the Head, that the Strength and Thicknefe tliere- 
of fo little avaird him, that as if a whole Mountain 
had fallen upon him, the Blood guih'd out of his 
^louth, Nofe, and Ears, all at oncei and he totter'd lb 
on hLs Mule, that every Step he took he was ready to 
fell off J as he would indeed if he had not taken him by 
the. Keck ; yet neverthelefs he loft the Stirrups, and. 
looiing his gripe pf the Mule, it being likewife frighted 
by that terrible Blow, ran away as &ft as it could about 
the Fields, and within two or three wmces overthrew 
him to the Ground. 

All whidi Don ^ixete flood beholding; with great 
quietncft, and as fbon as he iaw him fall, he leap d oft' 
his Horfe, and ran over to him very fpcedily, and (ct-- 
ting the Point of his Sword on his £yts^ he bade him 

yidd 
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yield himfclf, or clfe he would cut off his Head. The 
Jiifcaine was fo amaiM, as he could not fpeak a Word ; 
and it had iucceeded very ill with him, confidering Don 
^'xotes Fury, if the Ladies of the Coach (which until 
then had beheld the Conflid with great Angiiiih) had 
not come where he was, and eamcftly befbught hrni to 
do them the Favour to pardon fheir dquire*s jLife. Don 
^ixote iiilwered with great Lofiinefi and Gravity, 
•* Truly, feir Ladies, I am well appaid to grant your 
•* Requc(^, but it muft be with this Agreement and 
•* Cx)ndition, that this Knight fliall promiie ihe to go to 
•* Tdofoy and prefent himielr in my Name to the pcerlels 
** Lady Dulc/nea^ to the end ilie may difpofe of him as 
*Vfhepleareth." 

The timorous and comfbrdcfs Lady, without confider- 
ing what Don ^'x^e demanded, or asking what Dul- 
cirua was, promis'd that her Squire ihouldaccomplifh all 
tliat he pleas'd to command. Why then, quoth Don 

futx^tiy trufting to your Promise, I U do him no more 
farm, altho' he hath well de&rv'd it at my hands. 

c5ap. II. 

Of that which after hefel unto Von Quixote, 
when he bad left the Ladies. . 

BY this Sancho Paneha had gotten up, iho* Ibmewhat 
abufed by the Friers Lackeys, and ftood attentively 
beholding his Lord's Combat, and pray'd to God 
with all his Heart, that it would pleaie him to give him 
the victory ; and that he might therein win fome Ifland, 
whereof he might make him Govcrnour, as he had 
promb'd. , . 

And feeing the Controverfic ended at laft, and that 
his Lord remounted upon Rozinanfej he came to hold 
kim the Stirrup, and caft himielf on his Knees before 

him 
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hini ere he got up, and taking him by die Hand he Idfs'd 
it, faying, J defire that it will pleafe yoii, good my Lord 
Don SlMxafe^ to beftow upon me the Government of that 
Ifland,^ which in this tenible Battel you have won ; for 
the* it WTcre never fb great, yet do I find my felf able 
enough to govern it, as well as any other whatfixrver 
that ever governed lil^ds in diis World 

To this Demand Don ^'x9te anfwcr'd. Thou mull 
note. Friend Sanch^ that this Adventure, and others of 
this Kind, arc not Adventures of Iflands, but of Thwart-^ 
ings and Highways, wherein nothing elfc is gain'd but a* 
broken Pate, or the lofs of an Ear : Have patience a 
while, for Adventures will be dfer'd, wliercby thou 
ihalt not only be made a Gqvemour, but a greater Man. 
Sancbii render'd him manv Thanks, andkiffin^ his Hand 
again, and the Skirt c^ his Habergeon, he dtd hdp him 
to get UD on RexJnantey and he leap'd on bis A& and 
foliow'ci his Lord ; who, with a Iwift Pace, withoot 
pking Leave, or (peaking to thofe of the Coach, enter 'd 
into a Wood that was liard at hand.* Saneko ioUow'd 
him as faft as his Beaft could trot, but RvzSnante went 
oflF lb fwiftly, as he perceiving he was like to be left 
behind, was forced to call aloud to. his Mafter, that he 
would ftay for him ; which DoQjStuxofe did, by check- 
ing Rozinantf with the E^dle, inml his wearied Sajjirc 
did arrive, who, as foon as he came, feid unto him, Xic- 
thinks(Sir) that it will not be amifs to retire oior felvcs 
to Ibme Qiurch ; for, according as that Man is ill dight 
with whom you fought, I certainly perfuadc my Iclf that 
they will give Notice of the Fad: to the holy Brother- 
^^ and tliey w^ill feek to apprehend us, whiai if they 
do, in good iaith before we can get out of their Cilaws, 
I fear me we fhall fweat for it. Peace, quoth Don 

ffix0fe;Whctc haft thou ever read or feen that 
mght-Errant,that hath been brought before th^ Jwigc, 
tho* he committed never ib many Homicides and Slaugh- 
ters ? I know nothing of Omtcidesy quoth Sancho^ nor 
have I cared in my Lite for any ; but well I wot that 
it concerns the holy Brotherhood to deal with fuch as 
ii|;ht in the Fields ; and in that other I will not intcr- 

nicddlc. 
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incddlc. Then be not afraid, Friend, quoth Don ^ixotct 
for I will dcli/er thee out of the hands of t)ie ChaUeaHft 
how much nx>reoiitof thofeof die Brotherhood^ But tell 
me in good earned whether thou didil ever lee a nx>re 
valorous Knight tJian I am, throughout the Face of the 
Earth ? Didff thou ever read in Hiftories of any odies 
that hath, or ever had more Courage in adalling, mora ^ 
dreath in perievering, more Dexterity in offending, or ' 
giore Art m overthrowing than I ? Tne truth Is (quoth 
Sancho) that I have never read any Hiftory, for I can 
neither read nor write ; but that whicli I dare wager, is, 
that I never in my Life icrv'd a bolder Mafter than you 
are; and' I pray 6od that we pay not for this Boldneis, 
there where I have laid. That which I requeft of you, 
is, that you will cure your felf, for you loie mudi Biood 
by that £ar ; and here I have Lint and a little Viigitcn* 
turn j^lbum b my Wallet. 

All this might be excufed, quoth Don Simxote^ if I had 
remembeir'd to make a Vial-full of the Bayamum of FSert^ 
brasy 'or with one drop of it we might ipare bothTimc^ 
and want well all thofe other Medicines. What Vial, 
and what Balfamitm is that, laid Sancho Pancha ? It is, 
anfwer'd Don §imxQtey a BMfamumy whereof I have 
the Receipt in Memory, which one poflcffing, he needs 
no^fear Death, nor ought he to think that he can be 
kill*d by any Wound ; and therefore after I have mad^ 
it and given it unto thee, thou haft nodiing elfe to do, 
but when thou flialt fee that in any Battel I be cleft 
in twain (as many times it happens) thou ihalt take 
iaXt and (bftly that Part of my Body that is fallen to the 
Groutid, and p«t it up again with gr6at Subtilty on the 
Part which reds in tlie Saddle, before the Blood congeal, 
Jiavinjg evermore great Gire tliat thou place it juft and 
equalfy : Then, prefendy after, thou ihalt give me two 
Draughts of that Balfamamy of which I have fpokcn, 
and thou (halt fee me ftrait become founder than an 
Apple. If tliat be true, quoth Sanchoy I do prefently here 
renounce the Government of the Ifland you proml&'d, and 
in Recompcnce of my Services of you, but only thd Re- 
ceipt of this precious Liquor ; for I am ccriain,| that an 

Ounce 
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Ounce thereof will be n^orth two Reals in any Place; 
and when I have it, I Ihould need nothing elfe to gain 
my living eafily and honeftly. But let iftcf know, is it 
coftly m making ? With lefs than three Rials, quoth 
Don SituxotCj a Man may make three Gfallons of it : But 
I mean to teach theie greater Secrets than this, and do thee 
greater Favours alfb. And now let me cure my ^If, 
tor mine Ear grieves me more than I could wifli. Saw- 
tho then took out of his Wallet his Lint and Ointment, 
to cure hb Maftcr. 

But when Dctt Sjuxote few that the Vifbr of his Hel- 
met was broken, he was ready to run mad ; and fetting 
his Hand to his Sword, and liftmg up his Eyes to Heaven, 
he faid, I vow to the Creator of all l^hings, and to the 
fcur Gofbels, where they are largeft written, to lead luch 
another Life as the great Marquis of Mantua did, when 
he fwore to revenge the Death of his Nephew P^aUtvints^ 
which was, not to eat on 'i 'able-cloth, nor Iport with his 
Wife, and other Things ; which altho" I do not now re- 
member, I give them here for cxprefs'd, until I take 
corapleat Revenge on him that hath done me this Outrage. 
Samho hearing this, &id, You muft note. Sir Don Siufxvte^ 
that if the Knight hath accomplilh'd what you ordain'd, 
to go and prcfent himfUf before my Lady Dulcinea of 
7V^fl/J, then nath he fiilly &tisficd his Debt, and defervcs 
no new Paniihmcnt, except he commit a new Fault 
Thou haft fpoken Well, and hit the Mark right, Md 
Don SfuixotCy aid therefore I difannul the Oato in th« 
of taking any new Revenge on him ; but I make it, and 
confirm it again, that I will l^ad tht Life I have' iaid, 
until I take another Helmet, like or as good as this, per- 
. . force from fbnie Knight : And do Hot thmk, Sanchy that I 
make this Refolution lightly, or (as thev %) with the 
Sn)oak of Straws, for I have an Author wliom I may venr 
well imitate herem, for the very like in every rcfpea 
pafs*d about Maynhino^s Helmet, which coft Sacrhhgnte 
fo dearly. I would have you rei^'n thofe kind ofOadis 
to the bevil, guoth Sancha^ for they will hurt your 
Health, and prejudice your Confciencc: If not, tell me 
now, I bcfccch you, tf we (hall uotdicfe many Days cn^ 

counter , 
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counter with any one that wears a Hdmct, what fhall 
wc do 1 Will you acoomplini the Oath in dcfpitc of all 
'die Inconveniences and Dilqomrooditics that enfue there* 
of, to wit, to fleep in your Clothes, not to deep in any 
Dwelling, and a thotiiand other Penitencies, which the 
Oath of the mad old Man the Marqub of Mantua con- 
tain' d, which you mean to ratify now? Do you not 
confider that arm'd Men travel not in any of thelc Ways, 
but Carriers and Waggoners, who not <»ily carry nd 
Helmets, but alfo for the moft part never heard fbeak 
of them in their Lives. Thou doft deceive thy felf in 
faying fo, reply'd Don Simxffte^ for we (hail not haunt 
thefc Ways two hours before we Ihall fee more arm'd 
Knights than were at the Siege of j^lbraca^ to conquer 
Angelica the Fair. 

WeD, then let it be lb (quoth Sancho) and I pray God 
it befel us well, whom I devoutly beieech that theTimc 
may come of gaining that Ifland wjiich coil me fb dear ; 
and after let me die prelcntly, and I care not. I have 
already faid to thee, Sancho (quoth his Lord) that thou 
iboulw not in any wife trouble tliy ielf about this Af* 
fair; for if an Ifland were wanting, we have then the 
Kingdom of Denmark^ or that of SQ^adifa^ which will 
come as fit to thy Purpofc as a Ring to thy Finger ; and 
jvindpally thou art to rejoice, becaufe they re on the Con- 
tinent : But omitting this till its own Time, lee whether 
thou haft any thing m thy Wallet, and Jet us eat it, that 
afterwards we may go fearch out feme Caftle, wherein 
we may lodge tliis Night, and make.the Ba/fanntm which 
I have told thee ; lor I vow to God that this Ear grieves 
me marvelloufly. I have here an Onion, reply'd the 
Squire, a piece of Checfc, and a few Crufts oi Bread, 
but luch grofs Meat& are not befitting Co noble a 
Knight as you are. How ill doft thou underftand it, an* 
iwer'd Don §^xete I I let thee to underftand, Sancho^ 
that it is an Honour for Knights-Errant not to eat oikc 
in a Month's (pace ; and if by chance they fhould eat, 
to eat only that which was next at hand. And thisthoii 
might'ft certainly conceive, hadft thou read fo many 
Books as I have done; for tho' I pais over many»' 

yet 
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]^ dkl I never find recofdcd in 307, dur Knights-Errant 
did ever eat, but bf raeer diance and adventure, or in 
£nne ooftly Bonauets tint were made for them, and all 
the odier thys tney pais*d over with Herbs and Roots z 
Ahd tho' it IS K> be underftood that thev ccnild not live 
without Meaty and fiip^ying the other Needs of Nature, 
becaufe they were in c^e€t Men as we are, 'ns likewife 
to be underllood, that (pending the greater part of their 
Lives in Forefls and Defarts, and that too without a 
Cook, that their rooft ordinary Meats were but coarfe 
and ruftica], iuch as tlion doiVnow ofter unto me. So that, 
Friend Smichy let not diat tiooble thee which is ray Plpa- 
'lure, nor go not thou about to make a new World, or to 
hcaft Knight-firrantry off of her Hinges 

Pardon me, good Sir (quoth $/mcb$) finr by reafbn I 
can neither read nor write, as I have iaid once before, I 
have not fdVn rightly in tli£ Rules and Laws of Knight- 
hood ; and from nencefbrth my Wallet fhall be well fbir- 
oifh'd with all kinds of dry Fruits fiar you, becaufe you 
are a J&night ; and for my ielf, (eeiog I am none, I will 
provide Fowls and other Things, that are of more lub- 
Hance. I fay not, Smcho^ (quoth Don e^rnxvie) that it is a 
forcible Law to Knights-Errant, not to eat any other 
Things than iudi Fruits, but that their moft ordinary 
Subfinence could be none other than thofe, atid ibme 
Herbs they found up and down the Fields, which they 
knew very well, and fb do J alfo. 

*Tis a Virtue, quoth S0nchoy to know thofe-Herbs ; for, 
as I imagine, that Knowledge will £>me day fiand us 
in (lead. And laying fb, he took out the Provision he 
had, which they both eat tc^ether with good Confor- 
mity. Put bemg defirous to iearch out a Place where 
they might lodge that Night, they did much ihorten 
their poor Dinner, and mounting anon on horfeback, 
they made as much hafle as they could to find out iome 
Dwellitigs before the Night did fiiU ; but the Sun and 
their Hopes did fail 'em at once, they^ being near th* 
Gibins ot certam Goat-herds, and therdbre they conclud • 
ed to take up their Lodging there for that Night; for 
tho* Sancho's Grief was |;reat, to lie out of a Village, yet

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Don S^ixotes Joy exceeded it far, confidering he irtuft 
fleep under open Heaven, becaufe he made acccmot as 
oft as this betel him, that he did a worthy Adb, which 
did facilitate and ratifie the Pradicc of his Chivalry. 



CHAP. III. 

Of thai which pafs^d between Dm Quixote 
and certain Goat-herds. 

HE was entertainM very checrfiiliy by the Goat- 
herds ; and Sanch having fet up RoTummcj and 
his Afi, as well as he could, he prelcntlv repair'd 
to the Smell cf certain Pieces of Goat-flelh that flood 
boilmg in a Kettle over the Fire; and altho* he thpught 
in that veiy Moment to try whether they were in ieaibn

Don ^ixofe fat down, and Sancho ftood to Icrve the 
Cup, which was made of Horn. His Mafler feeing 
him a-fbot, faid, Sancho^ to the end that thou may'f^ per-^ 
ceive the Good inclu4ed in wandering Knighthood, and 
alfb in what Poffibility they arc which cxercife them- 
fclves in any Miniftry thereof, to arrive briefly to Ho- 
nour and Reputation in the World, my Will is, that thou 
doft fit here by n^ Side, and in compaiiy wtfh this 
good People; and that thou beeft one and the very felf- 
Ume Thing with me, who am thy Mafler and nam- 

ral 
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ral Lord, that thou rat in my Dtih, and drink in the 
iame Oip wherein I drink ; for the fame may he faid of 
Chivalry that is of Love, to wit, That it makes ail 
Things Muai. 

I yield yoo great Thanks (quoth Sancho) yet dare I 
avouch unto joUj that (q I had wherewitlial to eat well, 
I could eat it as well, or better, ftandine alone, than if 
I (at by an Emperor. And befides^ if I mufl fay the 
Truth, mcthinks, that which I eat if) a Comer without 
Ceremonies, Curiofity, or Refpcft of any, tho* it were 
but Bread and an Qnion, (macks a great deal better 
than Turkey-CQcks at other Tables, where I muftchew 
my Meat leilufcly,' drink but little, wipe my Hands of- 
ten, muft not fhceze nor cough, tho' I have a Pe/ire, or 
be like to chbak, nor do other Things that Solitude and 
Liberty bring with them : So that (good Sir) I would 
have you convert thefc Honours that you would beftow 
upon me, in rclpcdt tliat I am an Adherent to Chivalry, 
as I am being your Squire, into Things more efiential 
and profitable for me than tliefe : And tho' I remain as 
thankful for them !is if they were received, vet do I here 
renounce, from this time until the World's end. For 
all that, thou ihalt fit, for the Humhie Jbali be exalted ; 
and ib taking him by the Arm, he forced him to fit 
down near hmifelf 

The Goat-herds did not underftand this Gibbcrifh of 
Sauires and Knights-Errant^ and therefore did notMng 
clic but cat, hold their peace, and look on their Guefts, 
that tofs'd in with their Fifls whole Slices, with good 
Gi|K:e and Stomachs. TheCourfeof Flcfh being ended, 
they ferv'd in on the Rugs a great quantity of jQieird A- 
coms, and half aChedc, harder than if 'twere made of 
rough-cading. The Horn ftood not the while idle, for it 
went round about fo often, now foil, now empty, much 
like a Conduit of + i^oria^ and in a trice it emptied one of 
the two Wine-bags diat lay there in the piAlicfc View. 
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After that Don §luix9te had Iktisfied his Appetite well, 
Jietookupa hanaful of Acorns, and beholding them 
carneftly» he began to difcourie in this manner : 

" Happy Time, and fortunate Ages were thoie,wherc;, 
*' on our Anceftors beftow'd the Title ofGolden^not be- 
** caufe Gold (ib much prii'd in this our Iron Age) was 
** gotten in that happy I'imc without any Labours, but 
** becaufe thole which livM in diat Time Knew notthefc 
** two Words Ih'ne and Mine, In that holy Age all 
** Things were in common ;no Man needed rbr his or- 
*^ dmary Suftenance to do aught elfe than lift up his 
** Hand and take it from the urong Oak, which did It- 
** berally invite them to gather his Iweet and favoury 
** Fruit. The clear Fountains and running Rivers did 
** ofter them their iiavoury and tranfparent Waters ia 
•* magnificent abundance. In the Qifrs of Rorks, and 
** hollow Trec^, did the careful anddifcreet Bczs erecx 
** their Commonwealth, offering to every Hand, witli- 
" out intereft, the fertile Crop of tlieir fweeteft Triv- 
" vels. The lofty Cork-trees did dilmils (of therafclves, 
** without any other Art than tliat of their native Libera- 
" lity) thjcii? Uroad and light Rhinds, wherew ithal Horlcs 
** were at firft cover'd, being iuftain'd by ruftical Stakes, 
** to no other end, but to keep back the Inclemencies of the 
** Air. All then was Peace, all Amity, and all Concord ; as 
" yet the Plow-fliare prefumed not with rude Encounter to 
** open and (earch the compaflicMiateBowels of our firftMo- 
" ther ; for flie, without Compulfion, offcr'd up thro* all 
** the Partsof her fertile and fpacious Bo{bm,all that which 
** mightfatisfy,fiiftain, and delight thoie Children which 
** it then had ; yea, 'twas then that tlie fimple and beau- 
** tifiil young Shcpherdertcs went from Valley to Valley, 
** and Hill to Hill, with their Hair ' lomstimes plaited, 
** fometiroesdiiheverd, without other Apjparet, than that 
" which was requifite to cover comclily that which Mq- 
** dcfty wills and ever would have concealU Then were 
** of no requeft the Attires and Ornaments which arc 
" now ufcd, by thole that efteeiuthePiirple of TVrf, and 
** the fb-many-ways martyriz.*d Silk fo much ; our only^ 
** certain greeivLcaves of fiiu?dock and Ivy intcrtcx'd and 
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** woven together, wherewithal perhaps they went as 
•* gorgcouf^ and comelily dcck'd, as now our Court- 
** Dames with all the rare and outlandifh Inventions that 
, ** Idlcnefi or Curiofity hath found out Then were the 
** amorous Conceits of the ^ Mind (imply and finccrcly 
** deliver'd and embellifli*d in the very fo.-m and manner 
** flic had conceived *em, without any artificial Contcx- 
** ture of Words to endear *em ; Fraud, Deceit, or Ma- 
«* lice had not then meddled themlclves with Plainnefi 
** and Truth ; JulHcc was in her proper Terms, Fa- 
•* vour daring not to trouble or confound her, or the Re- 
** lpe& of Profit, which do now perfecute, bleini/h, and 
" difturb her ^o much : The Saw of Corruption, or ta- 
*• ing Bribes, had not yet poffeis'd the Underftanding of 
^* the Judge; for then was ncithrr Judge nor Peribn to 
" be judged : Maidens and Honcfty'wanderM then, I lay, 
•* where they lifted alone ; fignorifing fecure, that no 
** ftranger Liberty or lalcivious Intent could prejudice it, 
** or their oWn native Defircor Willany way endamage 
** it. But now, in thefe our deteftable Times, no Dam- 
•* icl is fafe, altho* flie be hid and fhutup in another new 
** Labyrinth like that of Cr^r* ; for even there it (elf the 
^ amorous Plague wbuld enter, either by (bme Craniw, 
*' or by the Air, or by the continual Urgings of curled 
" Care to infcd her ; for whole Protection and Security, 
** by (uccefi of Time, the Order of Knidithood, todc- 
** fend Dam(eU,protea Widows, and affift Orphans and 
•* diftreffed Wights. Of thb Order am I, Friends Goat- 
" herds, whom JL heartily thank for the good Entertain- 
** raent which you give unto me and my Squire: for al- 
" tho' that every one living is oblig'd hy the Law of 
" Nature to favour Kiights-*rrant, yet notwlthftanding, 
*^ knowing that you knew not this Obligation, and yet 
♦* did receive and make much of me, it ftands with allRea- 
" (on that I do render you Thanks with all my heart." 

Our Knight made this •long Oration (which might 
have been well excusM) becaufe the Acorns that were 
given unto him call 'd to his mind the Golden World ; 
and therefore the Humour took him to make the Goat- 
herds that unprofitable Difi:o;frfe| who heard him all 

amaz'd 
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amaz'd and (ufpended with very great Attention ; all the. 
while Sfmcho likcwife held his peace, eating Acorns^ 
and in the mean while vifited very often the fecond 
Wine-bag, which, becaule it might befrefli, washang'd 
upon a G>rk-tree. 

Don S^Ixote had Ipent more Time in his Speech than 
in his Supper, at the end whereof one of the Goat-herds 
laid. To tlie end that you may more aHiiredly know, Sir 
Knight-Errant, that we do entertain you with prompt 
atid ready Will, we will likewiie make you Ibrae Paftime, 
by hearing one of our Companions (ing, who is a Herd 
of good imderftanding, and very amorous withal, and 
can befides read and write, and plays ib well on % Re- 
beck, thit there is noth'mgtobe dcfirU Scarce had the 
Goat-herd ended his Speech, when the found of the Re- 
beck touch'd his Ear, and within a while after he arriv*d 
that play'd on it, being a Youth of ibme Twenty Years 
old, atid one of a very good Grace and Countenance. 
His Fellows demanded if he had lupp'd, and anfwering. 
That he had, he that did offer the Courtefy (aid, Then, 
j^kmj^ thou may*ft do us a pleafure by finging a little, 
that this Gentleman our Gueft m^ ice, that we enjof 
amidft thefe Groves and Woods, thofe that know what 
Mufick is : We have told him dready thy good Quali- 
ties, and*therefore we defire that thou fhew them, to 
verify, our Words. And therelbre I defire thee, by thy 
Life, that thou wilt fit and fing the Ditty which thy 
Uncle the Prebendary made <S thy Love, and was lo 
well liked of in our Village. I am content, quoth the 
Youth ; and. without farther Entreaty, fitting aown on 
the Trunk ofalopp'd Oak, hfc tuned his Rebeck, and 
after a while began with a fingular good Grace to fing 
in this maimer:

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Here the Goat-herd ended his Ditty ; and altho' Don 
S^ixote er treated him to fing fbmewhat elle, yet would 
not Sancho Pancha con ent to- it, who was at that time 
better difpos'd to fleep than to hear Mufick ; and there- 
fcre faid to his Mafter, Yon had better provide youdclf 
of a Place wherein to ileep this Night, tli^n to hear Mu- 
iick; for tlie Labour that thele goocTNlen endure all the 
JDay long, doth not permit that they likcwile fpend ihe 
Kightinfing;ing. 

J underttand thee well enough, Smcho^ anfw^r*d 
Don Sufxote ; nor did I think lefs, but that thy mkni- 
ibld Visitations of the Wine-bottle would rather dciire 
to be recomnenc'd with Sleep than Mufick. I'hc Wine 
li!<ed .us all- well, qtiotli Sancho. I do not deny it^ 
re ' ly*d Dpn Quixete ; but go tliou, and lay thee down 
Where thou pleafell, for it becomes much more Men of 
my Proftflion to watch than to fleep : Yet notwith- 
ildpdvD^ it will not be amifs to lay ibmewhat again to 
mine fir, for it grieves me very xnudi. One of the 
Goat-herds beholding the Hurt, bade him be of good 
cheer, for he would apply a Remedy that fliould cure 
iteafily: And taking ibme Kolemaiy-leaves of many 
that grew thereabouts, he hew'd them, and after mix'd 
a little Salt among them, and apply 'd this Medidne to 
the Ear : He bound it up weU with a Qoth, aflhrinj^ 
him that he needed to uie no other Medicine ; as it 
prov'd after in cffcd. 
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Of that which ontoftht Goat-herds recouuied to 
tbofe that were with Don Quixote. 

ABOUT thw time arriv'd another Youth, one of 
thofe that brought them Provifianfrom tlie Vil- 
lage, who faid. Companions, do not you know 
what pafleth in the Village ? How can we know it be- 
ing abfent, lays another of them? Then wit, quoth the 
Youth, that the famotis Sh^i?^^*^^^ ^m^cntChryfoflmn 
died this Morning, and they murmur, that he died for 
love of that devUilK Lafs Marcelay PTilUam the Rich his 
paughter, Ihe that goes up and down thefe Plains and 
Hills among us, in the Habit of a Shepheniefs. Doft 
thou mean Marcela^ quorfi one of them 1 Even her, I 
Iky^anfwer'd the other; and the Jeft is, tliat he hath 
commanded in his Teftament, that he be buried m the 
Fields, as if he were a Moor ;^and,that it be at the foot 
of the Rock where the Fountaui ftands of the Cork-tree ; 
for that, accordir^ to Fame, and as they fay he himlelf 
afFirm'd, was the Place whercb he view'd her firft. And 
he hath likewifc cornmanded liich other Things to be 
done as the ancientcr fort of the Village do not allow, 
nor thbk fit to be perform'd, for they leem to be Cere- 
monies of the Gentiles: To all which Objedions his 
great Friend Amlrofio the Student, who likewiic appa- 
rel'd himfelf like a Shepherd at once widi him, anfwers, 
That all ft all be accomplifli'd, without omiffion of any 
tiling, as Chtyfofiom hathordain'd ; and all the Village 
is in an Uproar .about this Aflfair ; and yet it is faid, 
that what jimlrofio^ and all the other Shepherds his 
Friends, do pretend, fliall in fine be done: At le^t- 
wifc I will not omit to go and behold it, J:ho' I were 
ifiire that I could not return the lame Day to the Vil- 
lage. We will all do th« fam^, quoth the Goat-herds ; 
E 4 and 
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ard win draw Lots who ihall tarry bere to keep all our 
Herds. Tlioo %*ft well, Paer^ quoth one of them, 
ahho* that Labour may be cxcus'd, for I mean to flay 
behind for you aU ; u hkh you muft not attribute to 
a ly Virtue, or little Curiofity in roc, but rather to the 
Fork that prick'd my Foot die odier day, and makes me 
unable to travel from hence. We do thank thee not- 
vithrtandbg, quoth PMr^ for thy Good-will. And I>oa 
S^'xifU^ who beard all their Dilcourfe, entreated Peter 
to tell him who that dead Man ^as, azKl what the 
SlKpherdefs of whom they fpoke. 

Faer made anfwer, Tliat what he knew of the Affkit 
was, that the dead Perfon was a rich Gendeman, of a 
certain Village feated among thole Mountains, who had 
l!udicd many Years m Sahm/n«0j Bxnd after return 'd 
iiome to his Hoofey with the Opinion to be a very wife 
and learned Man; but prmdpaUy 'twas reported of him, 
that he was skilful m Afhxxiomy, and all diat which 
pafled above in Heaven, in the Son and the Moon ; fer 
he would tell us mnft punfboally die Qiple of the Sunr 
and die Moon. Friend, quoth Don S^^xoSe^ the dark- 
rfig of thele two greater Luminaries is cail'd an EeUpfi, 
snianotsiClhfi : But Peter flopping not at tiiofc 'J ri- 
fles, did prosecute his Hi(h)ry, laying, He did alfb prog- 
nollicate when the Year would be abundant or efit'L 
Thou wouldfl iky [teriU^ quoth Don §UiX9te. Stert'U 
or efti'ly fiid Parr^ all is one ror my Purpoic ; and I ^, 
that by his Words his Father, and his other Friends 
that gave credit to him, became very rich ; for they did 
all that he counfcl'd them, who would iay unto them. 
Sow Barley this Year, and no Wheat : In this you may 
ihw Peafc, and no Barley: The next Year will be good 
for Oil : The three enfuing you fhall not gather a drop. 
That Science is call'd y^Jh-eior/^ quoth Don Qtuxate. 
I know not how 'tis call'd, reply 'd Peur^ but I Know 
very well he knew all this, and much more. 

Finally, ^ few Months after he came from Salamanca^ 
he appeared ope day apparcl'd like a Shepherd wi.h 
his Flock, and Leather Coat, havbg laid aftde the loni; 
Habits that he wore^ being a Scholar, and joindy wi h 

him 
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Km came alfb a great Friend of his, and Fdlow-Studcnr, 
caird jfmhrojtoy apparel'd like a .Shepherd. I did almoft 
forget to tell how Chryfiftmiy the dead Man, was a great 
Maker of VcHes ; infomuch that lie made the Carrols 
of Qhrifimas-daj at Night, and the Plays for Qarfrnt- 
Chnfii^day^ which the Youths of our Village did rcprc- 
feit, andf all of 'em aflRrm'd, that they were moft cxcel- 
lenr. When thofe of the Village fiiw the two Scholars 
fefiiddenly clad like Shepherds, they were amai'd, and 
could not gucft the Cabfe that mov'd them to make ib 
wonderful a Qiatigc. Ai^J about this time ChryfQp§m*s 
Father died, and he rema^i'd polKrft'd of a great deal 
of Goods, as well moveablfc as immoveable, and no lit- 
tle quaiitity of Cattle, great and finall, and alio a great 
Sum of Money ; of ill which tlie young Man reroain'd 
a diilblute Lord. And truly, he dc(crv*d it all, for he 
was a good Fellow, and a charitable, und a Friend of 
good Folk, and he had a Face like a BleOing. Itcame 
atlaft to be underflood, that the Caule ofchanginehis 
Habit was none other than for to go up and down tnro' 
th;;ic Defarts after ihe ShephcrdeS Marcela^ wliom our 
Herd named before, of whom the poor dead Chryfifiom 
was become cnamoiir*d. And I will tell you now, be- 
^ie 'tis ^t you fliould know it,, what this wanton Lafs 
is, perhaps, and I tliink, without fe^hafs^ you have 
not neard the like thing in all the I^ys or your Life, 
altho' you had lived more Years than Sofna. Say Sarra^- 
quoth Don guixote^ being not able to hear liim any 
KMiger to change one Word for another. 

The Sarna or Scab, quoth Piter^ lives long* enough 
too; andif you go thus. Sir, interrupting my Talc at 
every pace, we in all not be able to end it m a Year. 
Pardon me. Friend, quoth Don Smxote^ for I Ipcal^to 
ihee by reafbn there was fiich diference between S:%ntd 
and Sarra ; but thou didft anfwer well, for the Sam*^ot 
Scab lives longer than Sarra ; and therefore proiecutc 
thy Hiftory, for I will not interrupt thee any mofc. I 
iay then, dear Sir'of my Soul,'qi»tn the Goat-herd, that 
tHere was in our Village a Farmer that was yet richer 
than Chryfoftom% Father,' who was caU*d H^liiam^' to 
£ 5 whom 
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whomFortane nve in the end of his great Rtchesa 
I>uigfater, call'd MarceUy of whole Birth her Mother 
died, who was the beft Woman that dwelt in all this 
Circuit: Methinks I do now ice her quick before nie» 
with that Face which had oo die one ude the Sun, smd 
on theodier the M«n ; and^ above all,ihe wasa thnf. 

?Houiewife, and a great Friend to the Poor, for wliich 
beliere that Iter Soul is this ver^ Hour enjoyiri^ of the 
Gods in theother World. For grief of the lofsofibgood 
a Wife, her Husband WiUiim ukewUe died, leaving his 
J>iugbter IdarceUy young and rich, in the Cuftody of 
his Uncle, who was a Prieft, and Cufatc of our Village. 
The Child grew with fuch Beauty^as it madeusremem* 
ber that of her Mother, which was verv great ; and yet 
notwithfbnding diey judg'd that the Dai^hter*s wc^d 
fiirpafs her5, as indeed it^ did ; for when flie arrived to 
die Age of Fourteen or Fifteen Years old, no Man be- 
lield her, that did tsot bleis God for making her ib &ir, 
and moi^ Men remain'd enamour'd and cscft away for her 
Love 

Her Uncle kept her with vety great Care and Clofc- 
ne^, and yet neverthelcfs the Fame of her great Beauty 
did fpread it felf in ibch fort, that as well tor it, as for 
her great Rkhcs, her Uncle was nottmly requeued by 
choie of our Village, but alfo was pray'd, foUcited, and 
importuned by all tbofe who dwelt many Leagues a- 
bout, and that by the very bcft of [em, to give her to- 
them in Marriage : £ut he {yt\\o is a good Cbriftiaa 
c /cry Inch of him) altho' he dcfir'd to marry her pre- 
iently aslb(xi as ihe was of Age, yet would he not da 
it without her Good-will, without ever refpeddng the 
Gain and Profit he m^ht make by the poiieffion oiF her 
Goods whilft he defer d her Marriage.

And in the 
reft you fliall underfiand, that altho' her Uncle pro- 
pounded and told to his Niece the Quality of every 
Wooer of the many that defired her for Wire, and en- 
treated her to marry andchulc at her plcaiiire, yet would 
ihe never anlwer other, but that flie would not marry a» 
then ; and, that in refpc^l: of her over-green Years, flie 
Aid not find her fclf able enough yet to bear the Bur- 

. then of Marriage. With thefc juft Excules which flie 
icem*d to give, her Uncle left offimportuningof her, 
and did expert until fhe were fiirther entered into Years, 
and that fhe might know how to chufe one that nwht 
like her ; for he was wont to fay, and that very well^ 
that Paretits wefemt toplact or beftoi» their Childrm vbers 
they b^re no liking. But fee here, when we Icaft iraa- 
gin'd it, the coy Marcela appeared one Morning to be- 
come a She^herdefs, and neither her Uncle, nor all thofe * 
of the Village which difluadcd her from it, could work 
any Effe6t, but fhe would needs go to the Fields, and 
keep her own Sheep with the other young Lafles of the 
Town.

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Hope that may be to obtain his Defircs: For altho* fhe 
did not "fly nor ihun the Company and Conver(ati<xi of 
Shepherds, and doth ufe them courteouflv and friendly, 
whenfbcver any one o£ them begin to dilcover their In- 
tention, be it never h juft and holy, as is that o£ Matrix 
tnmy^ ihe cafls them away from her, as witli a Sling. 
And with this m4nner of proceeditig flie does more 
Harm to the Country than if the Plague had enter'd into 
it by her means; for her Affability and Beauty did draw 
to It the Hearts of thofe which do ferve andf love her ; 
but her Difdain and Refolution do condiift them to 
'J crras of Delperation, and fb they know not what to 
iay to her, but to call her with a loud Voice Cruel and 
XJn^ateful^ with other Titles like unto this, which do 
^dearly manifeft the Nature of her Comficbn. And, Sir, 
if you ftay'd here but a few Days, you fltall hear thefe 
Mountains refbiind with the Lamentatixu of tbofe 
Wretches that follow her.

And ibroc other there is, who, without givbg Way or 
Tru^e to his Sighs, doth amidft the fervour of the moft 
fajl'dious Heal of the Summer, ftretch upon the burning 
Sand, breathe his pitiful Complaints to Heaven ; and c3' 
This, '^nd of him, and of thofe, and thefe, the beautiful 
^oT'-ela dodi indifterendy and quietly triumph: All we 
that k^ow her, do await to fee wherein this her Lofci- 
rdtwUl finiflii or who ibail be lb happy as tx> gaiu. 

I>omi- 
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Dominion over & terribje atZIcMidition, and enjoy 16 
peerleis a Beauty. And becaufe all that I have recoua- 
ted is io notorious a Truths it rankes me more ea/ily be* 
lievethat our Companion hath told, that is fiidofthe 
Occaiionof C^r;;/^ow>Death: And therefore I coan- 
lei you, Sir, that you do not omit to be prefent to-mor- 
row at hi» Burial, whkh will be worthy the ieeing, for 
Chryfofimn hath many Friends, and the Place wherein he 
commanded himfelf to be buried is not half a League 
from hence. I do mean to^ be there, laid Doa §ltj}xoy^ 
and do render thee many Thanks for the Delight thou 
haft given me, by the relation of fo pleafant a Hiftory 
O; qttoth the Goat-herd, I do not yet ^arowthe half of 
the Adventures luccceded to Marcela^ Lovers, but per- 
adventure wc" may mtet fbme Shcfrfierd on the Way to- 
morrow that will tell them unto us : And for the prefent 
you will do well to go take your reft under fbme Roof, 
for tbe Air might hurt your Wound J altho* the Medi- 
cine be fUch that I have apply'd to it, that any contra- 
ry Accidents need not much to be fear'd.' Sancho Fancha 
being whoUv out of patience with theGoat-herd's loxig. 
Difcourie, aid Ibllictte for his part his Matter fo eC^ 
fc6tually, as he brought him at laft Inxxy Peter s Cabih^ 
to take nis Reft for that Nighty whereinto after he had- 
enter'd, he beftow*d the remnant of the Night in re- 
membrance of his Lady Dulcinea^ in imitation of A//«r- 
celas Lovers. Sancho Pancha did lay himfelf down be- 
tween Rozinanteand his Afs, and' iiept it out, not like 
a dblavour'd Lover, but likeaMan ftamp'd and bruis'di 
with Tramplings.

BUT fcarcebaJthe Day began todifbovcr itfelf by 
the Oriental Windows, when five of die fix GoaN 
herds arifine, weqt to awake Don Smxote^ and de- 
manded of him whether he yet intended to go to Chry 
Moms Burial, and that they would accompany him.

* ^tus? of whom *tis an ancient and common Tradi- 

* dition in the Kmgdom of Great -Brit ain^ that he nevpr 

* died, but that he was tum'd by Art of Enchantment 

* into a Crow ; and, that m proceft of Time he fliall re- 

* turn again to reign, and recover his Sceptre and Kkig- 

* dom: For which Reafon it cannot be prov'd that evtr 

* fincc that Time until tliis, zrxvEngiiJbman hath kiil'd 

* a Crow. In this good King's Time was firft inftitutcd 

* the famous Order of Knighthood of the Knights of th« 

* Rmfd Talkie ; and the Love that is there recounted di^ 

* in every refpe& pals as 'tis laid down, between Sir 
' * Lancelot du Lake and j[^een Guenever^ the honourable 

*'Lady gmnfamum being sk Dealer^ and privy ther^. 
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to* Whence Iprung that fo famous a Ditty, and fe 
celebrated here in S^afny of, N«/fr was Knight of La- 
dits fi "Veil firvedy as Lancelot, jifbiH he in Britain 
arri'nedy &c. With that Progrcfs, (b fwcct and delight- 
ful, of his amorous and valiant Adrs, and from that time 
forward, the Order of Knight went from hand to hand, 
dilanng and irareading itlelf thro' many and fiindry 
Parts ot the World : And in it were renowned for their 
Featsof Arms, the valiant Jmedls oiOaule^ widi all his 
Progeny until the fifth Generation ; and the valorous 
FcL'xfnarte o£ Hircama^ mid the ncver-duly prais'd T/- 
ranti the Ul^itey together whh Sir Bevis o^ Hamft9Hy 
Sir Guy of Warwiclty Sir EglenKrrCy and divers others 
of that Nation and Age. Andalmoft in our Days we 
faw, and communed^ and' heard of the invincible and 
valiant Knight Don BeUanis of Grt€ce. This theia, 
eood Sir, is to be a Knight-£rrant, and- that which I 
haveiaid is the Order of"Chivalry, wherein, a» 1 
hx9c ali^ady fiid, r(altho*^a Sinner) have made 
ProfefBon; and the fame I do profelsrthatthoic Knights 
profcfs*d whcJm I have above mention*d ; and there- 
fore I travel thro' thefe SoHmdes and Defarts, feek* 
ihg Adventures, with fiiH Refblution to ofier mine 
own Arm and P^rfbn to the moft dangerous that For- 
tune fhall pre&nt, in the Aid ofii^ak and needy Per* 
fons/ 

Bv theft Rea^s of Donr gmxvPe the Traveller pcr- 
fcftiy perceiv'd that he was none of the wifefl, and knew 
the kind of Folly wherewithal he Tiras crois'd, whereat 
fhofe remained wonderftilly admir'd, that by the Rela- 
tion of the others came to underfland it ; and VivMldi^ 
who was very difcrcet, andtikewiieof a pleafint Difpb- 
fition, to the end they might pafs overthc reft of the wav 
without heavincfi unto me kock of the Burial, whicli 
the SheDherds laid was near at hand, he reiblv*d to g've 
him farther Occaiion to pais onward with his Follies, and 
therefore faid unto him, Meth]nks,Sir Knigh^£rraRt,dbt 
you have profe(s*d one of the raofl aitflere Prefeffioos in 
the World ; and I doconfbntly hold, that even tkitt oT 
the Usartir-ljoufc Mmks is not near fi^ ftreigbt * It 

« may 
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may be as freight as our Prof^flkni, quoth Don Quixote^ 
but that it fliould be ^o neceflary to the World, I am 
within the breadth of two Fingers to call it in doubt ; 
for, if we would fpeak a Truth, the Soldier that puts 
in execution his Captain's Command, doth no le(s that\ 
the' very Captain that commands him. Hence I infer, 
that Religious Men do with all Peace and Quictriefi 
fcek of Heaven the Good of the Earth •, but Soldicrsj^ 
and we Knights, do put in execution that which they 
demand, defending it with the Valour ofour Arm^, ancf 
FilS^ of our Sword^ ; not under any Roofs, but under 
the wide Heavens, made as 'twere in Summer a Mark 
to the inliipportable Sun-beams, and in Winter to the 
Rage of withering Frofts : So that we are-the* Minifters 
of God on Earth, and the Arms- wherewith he ezecu- 
teth here his Juftice. ^ And a» the A£Fairs di War, and 
Things thereto pertaining^ cannot be put in execution 
without Sweat, Labour,^ and Travel, it follows that, 
thole which profefi Warfare take,que(lionlefs, greater 
Pains than thole that in quiet E'feace and Refi do pray' 
unto God, that he will &voar and aflift thoie that neecf 
it. I mean not therefore ta aflBrm^ nor doth it once 
I>a(s thro* my Thought, that the State of a Knight- 
Errant is asperfe^ as that of a retirU religious Man|^ 
but only would infer from that which I my felf (ufl^r, 
that it IS doubdeily more laborious, more batter'd, hun- 
gry^, thirfty^ miferable, torn, and louiy : For the 
Knights-Ermnt of Times pafl did, without doubt, fufler 
much Woeand Mifery in the dilcoSlrfe of their Lives. 
And if ibmc of 'em at laft afcended to Empires, won 
by the Force of their Arms, in faith it coft *em a great 
part of their Sweat and Blood: And if thofewhich* 
mounted to ^ high a Degree had wanted thole En* 
clianters and Wi(c-men tliat aflilledthcm, they woul(f 
have remain'd much defrauded of their Defires, andr 
greatly deceived of their Hopes.' I am of the fame 
^^pinion, reply'd the Traveller ; but one Thing among 
many others hath leem'dto me very ill in Knights-Errant^ 
which is, when they perceive themfelves in any Occafioir 
to begin any great and dangerous Adveature;^ in which 

appears 
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appean manifcft Peril of lofing their Lives, they never 
in the infiant c€ attempting it, remember to commend 
themfelves toGod, as every Chriftian is bound to do in 
like Daitfors, but radier do it to* their Ladies, with fb 
great Deureand Devotion as if they were their God ; a 
Thing which, in my Opinion, finells of GentWjm. 
* Sir, quoth Den ^x0/v, they can do no left in any 

* wiie, and the Knight-Enauit that did any other would 

* digreis much from his Cnty ; for now 'tis a received 

* Ulc an4 Cuftom of Errant Chivalry, that ^e Knight 

* adventurous who attempting ofany great Feat oFArma 

* ihall have his Lady in Pla£, do mfldly and amoroufly 

* turn his Eyes towards her, as 'twere by them demand* 

* ing, that flie do favour and proteft hun in that ambi- 

* guous Trance which he undertakes. And moi«over,. 

* if none do hear him,, hc^ h&md tO'% owtain Words 
' between hisTceth,bvirhkhhefhall with all his Heart. 

* oommeikf himidf to oer : And of this we have inoa- 
' merable Bxampki^ in Hiftorks. Nor is it tfaerefere; 
^ $o bcunderflood<diatiiiey<do omit tooommend them- 
^ luv^ to.God, for they have Time and Leiiure enougb . 
•^ to do it in the pppgrcfi of the Work/ 

For all that, reply'd the Trjiveller, there remains in 
ine yet one Scruple;, which, is that oftentimes I have 
md, ibtoe^peechbe^tisbetweentwo Knights-Errant, 
ind from one Word to anodier their Choler begbs to 
beenflaflied,.and.they turn their Hories, and to take 
up a good piece of the Field, and without any ipore ado 
to run as fad as ever they can drive to encounter again, 
and in the midft of their race do commend themlclvca 
to their Dames: And that which commonly eniues of 
diis encountring is, that one of *em fidls down thrown 
over the Crupper of his Horie, pafs*d through and 
through by his Enemy's Lance ; and it befals the other, 
tliat it he had not caught fad of his Horie'sMain, he 
had likewifc fallen. 

And here I cannot perceive, how he that is ilam had 

any Leiiiireto commend himfelf imto God, in the Difl 

^ courlc of this ib accelerate andhafty a Work : Methinks 

^twere better that thole Words, which he.ipent in his

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race oil his Lady% were beftow'd as they GUfi;ht, and as 
every Ghriftian is bound to bcftow tliem : And the ra - 
ther, becaufe I conjedure that ali Knights-Errant have 
not Ladies, to whom they may commend themielves, for 
ail of rhem are not amorous. 

* That cannot be, an(wcr*d Don Sijaxotey I iay it 

• cannot be, that there is any Knight-Errant without a 
^ Lady ; for it is as proper and eftential to foch to be 
' enamour 'd, as to Heaven to have Stars : And I dare 

* warrant, that no Hiftory hath yet been fecn, wherein 
is found a Knight-Errant witKout Love ; for, by the 




*• valry, not by the Gate, but by leaping over the Sfsc^ 
* cad0, like a Rpbher and a Thief 



Yet Dotwithftmding, reply*d the other, I have react 
(if I do not fargpi my fcff ) that Don QaJaor, Brother 
to the valorous Jmsdis iU GMtk^ had never any ce{- 
Uin Mifireii to whom he might commend himfelf ; and 
yet> far ail that, lie was notmnfi^ lefs accouotedof, and 
was a niA vali9at and fonous Knight To that Ob- 
'pBdxnn our Don Smx9fe aniwer'd. Out Swsilov maket 
vof 4^ $mmfir t How much mpre that I Imow, that the 
Knight whom you alledge was lecretiy very much endi- 
nxnir'd ; befides tliat, that his Inclination, of loving all 
Ladies well which he dx>iight were fair, was a natural 
Indination, which he ccR|ldnot govern lb well: But 
it is in coQciufion fulRcicntly verified, tliat yet he 
had one Lady whom he crownM Queen of liis Will» 
to whom he did aUb commend himlelf very often and 
iecredy, for he did not a little glory to be ib fecret in his 
Loves.

All the Company travel'd, giving marvellous Atten- 
U^ to the Reaibos of thole two ; and even the very 
Goat-4ierd$ and Shepherds began to perceive the great 
want of Jud^ent that was in.

{>ray'd to one no leis lavage than a Beaft ; he importu- 
hed a Heart as hard 'd& Marble ; he purfu'd the Wind, he 
cry'd to deiarts, he;ierv'd Ingratitude, and he obtaui*d 
for Reward the Spoils of Death .in the micUlof tlie Ca- 
feer of his Life, to whkh a Shepherdefs had[i give i end, 
whom he Iahour'<l lo eternize, to the end ihe might 
3 ever 
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ever live in the Memories of Men ; as thofe Papers 
which yoa lee there might very well prove, had he not 
commanded me to facrikce *em to the Fire as ibon as his 
Bodv was rendered to the Earth. 

Ir you did ib, quoth Vivaldo^ you would ule greater 
Rigour and Cruelty towards *cm than their verv Lord;

• bom free, and becaufiJ might live freely, I made elec- 

• tiott of the Solinidc of the Fields. The Trees of thde 
'Mountains ax!e my Companions, the clear Water of 

• riicfc Streams my Mirrour. With the Trees and Water* 

• I communicate my Thoughts and Beauty : I am a par- 
< ted Fice^iuod a Sword laid alo(^. Thole whom I have

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ctiamourM witli my Sight, f have undcceiv'd widi my 
Words: And if Defires be fliilain'd by Hopes, I never 
having given any to Chryfcftom^ or to any other, it may 
well & iaid, that he was rather flain by his own Ob- 
ftinacy, than by my Cruelty. And if I be chai^^ed 
that his Thoughts were hmeft, and that I was therefore 
oblig*d to aniwer unto them ; I lay, diat when in tJiat 
very Place where you make his S^ulchre, he firft broke 
his Mind unto me, I told him, that mine Intention was 
to live in perpetual Solitude ; and, that only the Earth 
fhould gather the Fruits of my Solitarine^, and the 
Spoils <Jmy Beauty ; and if he would aftertlusmyRe- 
iblution, perAft obmnately without all Hope> and fall 
againft the Wind, no Wonder is it that he fhould be 
drowned in the micMl of the Gulph of his Ka^nels. If 
I had entcrtain'd him, then were I falfe ; if I had plead- 
ed him^ then Ihoold I do againi^ ray better Purpofes 
and Prcjofb. He ftrived,- being periuaded to the con- 
trar)' : He dcfpair'd ere he was hated. Sec then if ft 
be Reafbn that I bear the blame of his Torment : Let 
him complain who hath been deceiv'd ; let him defpair 
to whom his promised Hopes have jfeiled ; let him con- 
fefs it whom 1 fhall ever call ; let him vaunt whc^ I 
fhall adn>it ; but let him not call me cruel, or an 
Homicide, whom I rtever promiled, deceiv'd^ calPd, 
or admitted. Heaven hath not yet ordain'd me to 
love by Deftiny, and to think that 1 would do it by 
Election, may be excuied. And let this general Ca- 
veat lerve every one of thofe which ibllictte me for 
his particular Benefit ; and let it be known^ that \£ 
any fhall die for mv Love^ that he dies not jealous or 
unfortunate ; for wnofoever loves not any, breeds not 
in reafbn Jealoufie in any, nor fhould any Ref^utiotis 
to any be accounted Difdainings He that calls roe a 
Savage, and a Baftlisk, let him fhun me as a hurtful 
and prejudicial Thing : He that calls me Ungrateful, 
let him not ferve me ; he that is ifrange, let nim n6t 
know me ; he that is cruel, let him not fidlow me : 
for this Savage, this Bafilisk, this Ingrate, diis Crud, 
and Strange one, will neither ftck, fcrve, know, or 

' purfiie 
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« jmriue any of 'em : For if Chyfifiom's Impatience and 

• neadlong Defirc flew him, why ihould mine honell 

• Proceedmg and Girc be inculp'd therewithal ? If I pre - 

• fcrve mine Integrity in the Society of theicTrees, why 

• would any defire me to lofe it, (eemg every one covers 

• to have tne like himfelf, to converic the bietter among 

• Men? I have, as you all know, Riches enough of mine 

• own, and therefore do not covet other Men's. I have 

• a free Condition, and I do not plcafe to (iibjcct me ; 

• neither dp I love or hate any. I do not deceive this 

• ^lan, nor fbllicite that other ; nor do I jeft with one, 

• and pais the time with another ? the honeit Converfa- 

• tion of the Paftoras of thefe Villages, and the Care of 

• my Goats do entertain mc . My Defires arc limi:cd b/ 

• thete Mountains, and if they do ifiiie from hence, it is 

• to contemplate the Beauty of Heaven, Steps where- 

• withal the Soul travels towards her firft Dwelling/ 
And ending here, without dcftring to hear anyAnl Wei-, 

flie tum'd her Back, and enter'd mto the thickeft part 
of the Wood that was there at hand, leaving all thofe 
that were prcfent marveiloufly admir'd at her Bcaury 
and Dilcretion. 

Someof the Shepherds prelent, that wercwoundel by 
the powerful Beams of her beautiful Eyes, made proilLr 
to puriiie her, widiout reaping anv Profit out of Fier 
manifefl Reiblution made there in their hearing; whtcli 
Don g^ixote noting, and thinking that the IJic of thin 
Chivalry did jump fitly on that Occafion, by fuccourin^ 
diftrefled Damfcls, laying hold on the Pummel of iiis 
Sword, he faid in loud and intelligible Words, " Ltt 
•**no Perfbn, of whatfbever State or Condition he b:*, 
•* prefume to follow the, fair hJ,v'celity under pain of fil- 
*• ling into my fiirious Indignation.. She hath fhcw i 
•* by dear and- (iifficient Reaions, that little or no Fault 
** ihe had in Chryjhfttnns Death ; and 1>ow*far llie lives 
*' from meaning to condefccnd to the Defirc? of any o ' 
" herLovas; for which refpdd: it !S jiifl:, that'ia- 
" ftcad of b-ing purfiied and perfentcd, Ihe be ho- 
•* nour'd and efleem'd by all the gooi Men of the 
** World ; fjr flieihcws iti ^r, that k is only *^ic alo-.*

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*' that lives therein with honeft Intention." Now, whe- 
ther it was thro* Don Quixotes Menaces, or whether 
becaule y^hrofa rcqucftea them to conclude with the 
Obligation tiiey ow'd to their good Friend, none of 
the Sncpherds mov'd, or departed from thence, vmtil 
the Grave being made, and Chnfepms Papers burnt, 
they laid the Body into it, with many Tears of the 
Beholders. They Ihut the Sepulchre with a great 
Stone, until a Monument was wrought, which Ambrojk 
laid he went to have made, with an Epitaph to this 
fenfe : 

TJLKE 9f a kving Swain 
'*^ The frozen Carcafe lies ; 
Who was a Herd likewije. 
And died through Difdain. 

Stem Rigour hath him flain 

0/ a co/y fair bigrate ; 

By whom Love doth dilate 
Her Tyranny amtdn. 

They prefendy ftrow'd on the Grave many Flowers 
and Boughs, and every one condoling a while with his 
Friend yimhofaj did afterward bid him farewel, and de- 
parted. The like did Vivaldo and liis Companion : And 

• Don Quixote bidding his Hoft and the Travellers adieu, 
they requcfted him to come with them to Seville^ becauie 
it was a Place ^o fit for the finding of Adventures, a» 
in every Street and G)rner of it are ofler'd more than 
in any other Place whatlbever. Don Quixote render'd 
them Thanks for their Advice, and the Good-will they 
feem'd to have to gratifie him, and (aid, He neither 
ought, nor would go ^o Seville^ till; he had freed all 

' thofe Mountains or Thieves and Robbers, whereof, as 
Fame ran, they were full. The Travellers perceiving 
his good Intention, would n6t importune him more, but 
biddmg him again farewel, tliey departed and followed 
cMi their Journey ; in which tney wanted not Matter 

of 
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of Diicourfe, as well of the Hiftory ofMarcela and C/^>u 
foftmy as of the Follies^ of Don ^'xotey who deters 
jnin'd to go in the Search of the Shepherdefi Marce/a, 
and offer unto her all that he was able to do in her Scr^ 
vice. But it befcl him not as he thought ; as fliall be 
rehearsed in the Difcourle of this true Hiftory, giving 
end here to. the Second Part

Wherein is rehearsed the unfortunate Adventure 
happened to Don Quixote, ly encountring 
with certain Yanguefian Carriers. 

[HE wife Cyd Hamete Benengeli recoiinteth, 
tliar as ibon. as Don Quixets had taken leave 
of tlie Goat-herds his Hofts the Night be- 
fore, and of all thoic that were prefent at 
xhc KuriaK <jf the Shepherd Chryfiftom^ he 
arfd hts Sr;uire (\''d prcfcntly enter into the fame Wood 
jflt(ywfiirh t\\cy liad f.'cn tlie beauri'ul Shq)l^rdc:sA;/7r- 
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c«//i enter before. And having travel'd in it about the 
Ipace of two Hdurs, without finding of her, they ar- 
riv'd to a pleaiant Meadow, enrtch'd with abundance of 
fiourifhing Grafs, near unto which runs a deiij?htflil and 
re&eihing Stream, which did invite, yea cont&am them 
thereby to pals over the Heat of the Day^ which did 
then begin to- enter with great Fervour and Vehe« 
nency. 

Don §lidx$te and Sancho alighted, and leavbg the Ais 
and Rosunaute tcrtheripacioufiKis of thele Plains to feed 
on the plenty of Grals that was there, they raniack'd 
their Wallet, where, without any Cereinony, the Mailer 
and Man did eat, with good accord and fellowship, what 
they finind therein. San^ho had negledbed to tie Rozt- 
nanfi fore» that he knew him to be ib ibber and little 
wanton, as all the Mares' of the Pafture ofCorddvacwjld 
not make him to think the leaft finiftcr Thought : But 
Fortune did ordain, or rather the Devil, who fleeps not 
at all Hours, that a Troop of G^Ucim Mares, belong* 
ing to certain Tangueftan Carriers,>did feed up and down 
in the lame Valley, which Carriers are wont with their 
Beafts to pais over the Heats and Pl«xis iituated near 
unto Grafs and Water. 

And that wherein Don §luix9te happened to be> was 
very fit for their Purpofe. It therefore befe^,«hat A*«> 
mmti took a certain De/ire to fi^ace himlelf with the 
Lady-Mares ; and therefore, las he Iiad fmelt themTabati* 
doning his' natural Pace and Cuflom, without takingleave 
of his Mailer, he began a little fwift Trot, and went to 
cemfnunicatse hb Necellities to them ; but they, who, as 
k^lcem'd, had more Defire to feed tlian to iblace them, 
entertsdned him with their Heels and Teeth, in liich 
a^lort as they broke all his Girts, and left hini in his 
naked Hair, l)aving overthrown the Saddle. But that 
which Ibrely grieved hira mofl: was, that the Carriers 
perceived the Violence that w^ offer'd by him to 
their Mares, repaired prefendy to^eir Succour with 
Clubs and Truncheons, and aid S belabour him, as 
they fairly laid him alon^. Kow in this Seafei Don 
§imx9te and Sancko Cwhich behd^l the bombailing of

ii0u;/imt^)appoach*dbreatMeisy.and Don §mx9t€ ^dd. 
toSamhoy Poraimncb as I can perceive. Friend S^w^, . 
thelc Men are no Knights, but bafe rafcally People 
<^vileqaalit7: I &y it, becauie thou mayeftlielp me 
to take due Revenge for the Outrage whidi they have 
done before ouf races to Kmnanti. What a DeviJ, 
quoth. 5oiwi&a,^. what Revenge fliGidd. we take, if thefe 
be more than twenty, and we but two, and peradven* 
tare but one ^d a half? I am worth a hundred, re- 
ply 'd Don §^x9te : And without making any longer 
Diicourie he let Hand to liis Sword and Hew upon the 
Trntgueftansy and Sancho Pancha^ moved by his Lord's 
Example, did the like, when with the firft Blow Don 
Qmxvtt piercing a Buff Coat that one of them wore, 
wounded him grievoufly in the Shoulder. The Tan- 
guipans feeing themielves ib rudely handled by two - 
Men only, they being ^o many, ran to the Stakes and 
Thmcheons 61 their Carria^, and hemmbg in their 
Adver&ries in the midft of them, they laid on them 
with admirable»ipeed and vehemency. True it is, that 
at the iecond Peal they ftruck Sancho down to the Groundy , 
and the like l^ppen'd toJDon §^x9tey his Dexterity and 
Courage being nothing available in that Trance ; and 
his Fale fo ordaining, ne fell juft at his Courier's Feet, 
who had not yet gotten up : By which we may ponder 
the Fury wherewithal Truncheons batter, being placed . 
tii wrathful and ruftical Fifts. 

The Carriers perceiving the Evil they had committed,: . 
truifing up their Loading with all poflible fpeed, fel- 
low'd on their Way, leavitig both the Adventurers in a 
bad Faihion, and a worle Talent. The firft that came 
to himfelf was Sancho Panchay who feeing his Lord near 
imto him, laid witli a pitiful Voice, Sir Don Siuixote ! 
O Sir Don S^xote I What wouldft thoij have. Brother 
Samhoy reply 'u the Knight with the like effeminate and 
doleful Tone ? I would, quoth Sancho, have of your 
Worfliip a Draught or two of the Liquor of Feohlas, if 
you have any of it at hand ; perhaps it is good finr 
broken Bones as well as it helps Wounds. What would 
we want,.un}iappy that J an^ reply'd Don ^xottf if I 
'^ had 
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Had it here ? But I (wear unto thee, Sancho Pancha^ by 
the Faith of a Knight-Errant, that before two days pals 
(if Fortune difpofe not otherwife) I will have it in 
my power, or it fliall hardly efcape n^ hands. I , 
pray you, quoth Sanchoy within how many Days, 
think you, (hall we be able to ftir our Feet 1 I can 
fay or my fclf, quoth the cruili'd Knight, that I cannot 
fet a certain Term to the Days of our Recovery, but I 
am in the Fault of all, for. I mould not have drawn my 
Sword agaii^ Men that are not Knights as well as I 
am : and therefore I believe that the God of Battels 
hatn permitted that this Puniihment fhould be given 
unto me, in pain of tranigreifing the Laws of Knight- 
hood. 

Wherefore, Brother Sancho^ it is requifite that thou 
be'ft advertised of that which I fhall fay unto thee now, 
for it importeth both our Goods very much, and is, that 
when thou behold'ft that the like rafcally Rabble do us 
any Wrong, do not wait till I fet Hand to my Sword .a- 
gamft them, for I will not do it m any fort, but draw 
thou thine, and chaftile diem at thy peaiiire; and if 
any Knights fhall come to their afSilsuice and iiiccour, I^ 
(hall know then how to defend thee, and oflfend them 
with all my Force ; for thou haft by this perceiv'd by a 
thou&id Signs and Experiences, how far the Valour of 
this my invincible Arm extendeth it fclf (lb arrogant 
^ remained the poor Knight, thro* the Vidory heliad got- 
ten of the hardy BJJcaine). But this Advice of his Lprd 
feem*d not fb good to Smcho Panchay as that he would 
omit to anfwer unto him, faying, Sir, I am a peaceable, 
quiet, and fbber Man, and can dillemble any Injury^ 
for I have Wife and Cliildren to mamtain and bring 
up ; wherefore let this likewife be an Advice to you 
(teemg it cannot be a Commandment) that I will not 
ftt Hand to my Sword in any^ wife, be it againft Qown 
or Knight, and, that from tnis time forward I do par- 
don before God all the Wrongs that they have done, or 
fhall do unto me, whether they were, be, or fhall be 
done by high or low Pcr^, rich or poor^ Gentleman 
or Churl| without excepting any StatQ or G>ndition.

Whidi being heard by his Lord» he laid, I oould wifli 
to have Breath enough, that I might aniwer thee with 
a little more Eafe, or tliat die Gnef which I ied in 
this Rib were aflwaged ever fo little, that I n^ght, 
PMubsj make thee umierfiand the Error wherein Sou 
art. 

Come here, poor Fool, if the Gale of Fortune, hither- 
to fb contnuy, do tufn in our fiivour, Iwelling the Sails 
of our Defire, iti fifch fort as we may feaircly, and witb- 
OQt any hindnmoe, arrive at the Haven of any of thoie 
Iflahds whidi I have promis'd unto thee, what^woald 
become of thee, ff I, conquering it, did make thee Lord 
thereof, -fccinfi; Aou would'ft d&ble thy . Iclf • in relbed 
thou artnota Klnight, ncM'defircft to be one, nor womd'ft 
have Valour or Will to revenge thine Irijurie^, or to de- 
■ fehddiy Lordihips? For riiou muft iftidcfftand, that' in 
the Kingdoms and Provinces newly conquered, the Miilds 
of the Inhabitants are never ib thoroughly appeas'd or 
wedded to the AflfcAkm of their new Lord, that it is 
not to be fear*d that they will worfir fbnte Novclry to alter 
things again, and turn, as Mcniay^- afreili to try For- 
tune : And it is therefore requifitctliat the new Poffeflbr 
have Underftanding to govern, and Valour to ofiend and ' 
defend himielf in any Adventure-whatfoever In this 
lail that hath befaH'n us, quoth Sancbo, I would I had 
hid that Underftanding and Valour; of which vou 
Ipeak ; but I vow unto you by the Faith of a po(»- Man, 
tnat I am now fitter for Plaiitersthan Dilcoiit^. I pray 
yoa try whether youcan ariie, and we.* will help R#*/- 
ir/i»^r, although he defcrves it not, for he was the princi- 
pal Caufc of all thefe Troubles ; I would never have 
believed the like before of RoxJnantey whom J ever held 
to be as chaftc and peaceable a Pcffon as my lelf In 
fine, they (ay well, that one muft have a long Time to 
come to the Knowledge of Bodies ; and, that there's no- 
thing in this Life fecure. Who durft affirm, that after 
thofe mighty Blows which you gave to that unfortunate 
Kiiight-Errant, would fuccecd \o in poft, and as it were 
in your purfuit, this fb furious a Tempeft of Staves, that 
hath diicharged it fclf on our Shoulders ? Thine, 5^f*«, 

replied' 
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replied Don gfuixote^ are perhaps accuftomed to bear the 
like Sliowers, but mine nuried between f Cottons and 
Hollands, it is moft evident that they muft feel tl^ 
Grief of this Diigrace: And were it not that I imagine 
(but why do I iay I imagine?) I know certainly that 
all theie Incommodities are annex'd to the Exerciie aC 
Arms, I would here die for very Wr^ and Diipleaiure. 
To this die Squire aniwer'd, Sir, ieeingthefe Oiigraces 
are of the 4: Eiience of Knighthood, I pray you whether 
they iiicceed very often, or whether they have oerciia 
Times limited wiierem they befkl : For methinks that 
within two Adventures morcv^we ihall wholly remain* 
difenabled for the third, if the Gods in mercy do not 
fuooour us. 

Know, Friend Sancho^ reply"d Don Qmxate^ that the 
Lifex>f Knights-Errant is lubjedh to a tfaou&nd Dangers 
and Misfortunes ; and it is alio as well in the next De* 
gree and Powef to make them Kings and Emperors, as 
Experience harii Ihcwn in fundry Knights, of whole 
Hiilories I have entire Kotice. And I could reorxmt 
unto- diee now (did the Pain I iiifier permit me) of 
Ibme of thenrwh jch have nooimted toluch high Degrees - 
which I have fiid, only by the Valour of tneir iSrm;; 
and the very fame Men found them, both before anii^ 
after, in divers Mifcries and Calamities ; fo> the valo- 
rous Amadis de GauU law himfolf in the power of his 
mortal Enem^r Arctdaus the Enchanter,, w whom the 
Opinion runs infkllible, that he gave unto him^ beings 
his Prifoner, more than two hundred Stripes with his 
Horfe-bridle, after he had ty'd him to a Pillar in his bale 
Court And there is moreover a Iccret Author of no 
little Credit, who lays, that the Chevalier del Feb9^ bein^ 
taken in a Gin like unto a Snatch that flipt under his 
Feet, in a certain Caille, after the Fall, round himielf 
in a deep Dungeon under the Earth bound Hands and 
Feet; and there they gave unto him a Glyfler of Snow- 
water and Sand| which brought him almoil to the end 
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•f his Life; and were it not that he was fuocour"d in 
that great Didrefs by a wife Man his very great Friend, 
it had gone ill with the poor Knight So that . I may 
very well pais among fo many worriiy Peribns ; fbpthe 
Dangers and Difgraccs they luficr'd were greater than 
thole which we now endure. For, Sancho^ f would have 
Ace to underOand, that thcfe Wounds which arc given 
to one, with thofc Inflruments that are in one's Hand by 
chance, do not diigrace a Man; and it is written in the 
Laws of fingle Combat in exprcfs Terms, Thdt if the 
Shoe-maker ttrike another with the Laft which he hath. 
in his Hand, aitho''it be certainly of Wood, yet cannot 
it be find that he who was (Iricken had the Baftinado. 
I iay this to the end that thou may*ft not thinks altho" 
we ronain bruifed in this laft Conflidi:, that therefore we 
be diigraced ; for the Arms which thole Men bore, and 
wherewithal tlicy belabour'd us, were none other thanr 
their Pack^ftaves ; and, as far as I can remember,, never- 
aiooe of 'em had a.Tuck, SwtM'd^ or Dagger. They gave 
me* noLcifure, anlwer'd Sancho^ to look to then\ fir 
nearly; for Icarce had I laid Hand oo my Truncheon^ 
when they bleis'd my Shoulders with their Pines, io foch 
fort, as they wholly dcpriv'd me of ray Sight, and the 
Force of my Feet together ftrlkbg roe down on the 
Place where I yet Jic ftreight, and where the Pain of 
the Diigrace receiv'd by our Cudgelling doth not fc 
much pmch me as the Grief of the Blows, which fhall 
remain as deeply imprinted in my Memory as they do 
in my Back. 

For all this thou fhalt underftand. Brother Ban^a^ re- 
jil^'d Don §^'xote^ that there is no Remembrance which 
I une will not end, noc Grief which Death will not can- 
fiime. What greater Misfortune, quoth Sanchoy can 
there be, than that .which only expe<^eth Time and Death 
to end and confhme it ? If this our Diigrace were of that 
kind, which might be cured by a pair ortwoof Plaifters, 
it would not be fo evD ; but I begin to perceive that 
all the Salves of aa Hpipiml wUI not foffice to bring, 
them to any good Terms. Leave oS^.SanchOy and ga- 
ther Strength out of W«aknefs, iaid Don ^x«r#| m 
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& will I likcwife do, and let us iee how doth Kninantt ; 
for metfainks that the leaft part of this Mifhap hath not 
fallen to his Lot. You ought not to marvel at that, quoth 
Sanch%^ feeing he is likewife' a Knight-Errant ; that 
-w^hereat I wonder is, that mme Als remains there with- 
out Payment, where we are come away without Ril». 
Fortune leaves always one Door open in Diiafters, quoth 
Don ^xottj whereoy to remedy them. I lay it, becai^ 
that lirde Beaft may fcpply RozAnante*s want, by carry- 
ing roe fiom hence unto fbme Caftlc, wlierein I may 
be cured of my Wounds. Nor do I lM)ld this kind of 
riding difhonourable, for I remember to have read, that 
the good old Si'lenusy Tutor of the merry God of Laugh- 
ter, when he enter'd into the City of the hundred Gates, 
rode very fairly mounted on a goodly Afs. It is like, 
quoth Sancho, tnat he rode as you fay, upon an Ais, but 
therg is great difference betwikt riding and being ca(t 
athwart upon one like a Sack of Rubbiih. To this, 
Ddi SMXcte aniwerM, The Wounds that are received. 
in Bat^ do rather give Honour, than dcpi:ivc Men 6f 
it ; wherefore, E^iend Panchay do not reply any more 
iintb me, but as 1 have laid, arife as well as thou canft, 
and lay me as thou pleafeft uooti thy Beaft, and let us de- 
part from hence betore the Night overtake us in the& 
Dcfiirts. Yet I have heard you lay, quoth Pancbay that 
it was an ordinary .Cuftom or Knights-Errant to fleep in 
Downs and Delarts the moft of the Year, and that &, 
to do they hold for very good Hap. 

That is, laid Don §^'xotiy when they have none other 
Shift, or when they are in Love ; and this is lb true, a$ 
there hath been a Knight that hath 'dwelt on a Rocfe 
exposed to the Sun, and the Shadow, and other Annoy- 
ances of Heaven, for the fpacc of two Years, without his 
Lady's knowledge, and Amadis was one of that kind^ 
when calling himfelf BdUmbroSy he dwelt in the Pow 
Rock : ' Nor do I know pun^ally eight Years, or eight 
Months, for I do not remember the Hiftory well ; let it 
iiiffice that there he dwelt doing of Penance for Ibme 
Dilgiift, which I know not; that Iiis Lady Oriana did 
him I But leaving tliar apart, Samha, dilpatch,.and away, 

before. 
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before ibme other Di%race happen, like tiiat of R«2i- 
nante^ to the Ais. . 

Even there lurks die Devil, auodi Sanch^ \ '^xA ft 
breadline thirty Sobs, and threeicore Sighs, and a hun- 
dred and twenty Dilcontents and £xecratiotis againft 
him, that had brought him diere, he aroie, remaining 
bended m the midft of the way, like unto a Twkijh Bow, 
without being able to addreis himfeif> andnotwithfiand- 
ing idl this Difficulty, he hameis'd hisAls (who Iiad 
been alio Ibmewhat diflra£bed, hf the overmuch Liberty 
of that Day) and after he hoifted up RazSnante^ who, 
were he endued with a Toqgue to complain, would c^- 
tainly have ix>m his Lord and SanebQ company In the 
end, SauchQ laid Don g^'xHi on the Ais, and ty'd RizJ- 
nantt unto him, and leading the Ais by the Halter, ' 
travel'd that way which he deem'd might conduct him , 
ibonefl towards ihe H%hway ; and Fortune, which gui- 
ded his Afiairs from good to better, after he had traveled 
a little League, difcpver'd it unto him, near unto which 
he law an Inn, which in defpite of him, and for Don 
Suixote's Plealure, muil needs be a Caftle. Sanck^ con- 
tended, that it was an Inn ; and his^Lord, that- it was 
" not ; and their Controveriy endured fo long, s» they haA 
Leifure, before they could decide it, to arrive at their 
. I-odging, into which Sanchy without farther vei^ifying. 
of the Diipute, enter'd widi all his Loading. 

CHAP, H. 

Of that whicbhappen^dunto thi ivgeniousKnigbt 
within tbelnn^ nvbicb befuppos*d to be^ C^le. 

THB Inn-keeper feeing Don Stuxtte Idd over- 
thwart upon the Als, demanded of Samcb^ wliat 
Difeafc he had : Sanch^ anfwer'd. That it was 
. nothing but a Fall down fiom a Rock, and that hb Ribs 
\ircrQ thereby ibmewhat bruiied. This lon-kccpcr had a 

Wife, 
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^ife, not of the Condition that thofc of that Trade are 
front to be, for (he vras of a charitable Nature,^ and 
KTould grieve at the Calamities of her Neighbours, and 
did therefore prefently ocair tp cure Don ^ix«r*, cau- 
bg her Dai^hter, a very comely young Maiden, to at 
fift her to cure her Gueft. There likewife ferv'd . in the 
Inn an jfffttrian Wench, who was broad-faced, flat* 
pated, fidaie-noled, blind of one Eye, and the odier al- 
moft out ; true it is, that the Comelinels of her Body 
fupply'd sJl the other Defeds. She was not (even Palms 
long from her Feet unto her Head, and her Shoulders, 
which did ibmewhat burden her, made her look cAener 
to the Groatid than ihe woilld willingly. Thb beautiful 
Piece did aflift the young Maiden, and bodi of them 
inade a very bad Bed for Don ^ixofe^ in an old wide 
Chamber, which gave manifeft Tokens of it lelf, that it 
had ibmetimes ferv'd many Years only to keep chojy'd 
Straw for Hodes ; ifi which was alio lodg'd a Carrier^ 
whole Bed was made a little way off from Don Sl^'xofe\ 
which, tho' it was made of Canvais and Coverings of 
his Mules, was much better than the Knight's, that only 
contain'd four Boards roughly planed^ placed on two un« 
quil Treflcs ; a Flock Be3, vhich fir tht ihiwtefs fietnd 
mher g ^ihj M\ of Pellets, and had not they mewn 
that they were Wool, through certain Breaches made 
^ Antiquity on the Tick, a Man would by the Iiard- 
nefi radier tdce diem to be Stones; a pair of Sheets 
nade of the Skins of Tai^ets ; and a Coverlet, whole 
'Hireads, if a Man wouldnumber, he fhould not lofe 
^»e only of the account. In this ungracious Bed did 
Am ^'x0te lie ; and prefently the Hoftefi and her 
^^aughtcr anoint him all over, and Maritmttf (for fo 
^^e^hiriiiii Wench was called) did hold the Candle. 
The Hoftefi at the plaifteringof him, perceiving him to 
^ %4>r«ifed in fundry places, fhe &id unto him, that 
th<He Signs rather feemed to proceed of Blows than of 
^ Fall. Theywcre not Blows, replied Sanche^ but the 
Rock had T^om iharp Ends and Knobs on it, whereof 
every one left behind it a Token; and I defire you, 
•good Mifireisy quoth he, to leave fome Flax behind, and 

there 
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there fiKall not want one that necdeth the Ufe of it ; for 
I aflure yon, my Back doth likewife ake. If tha^be Gy^ 

3uoth the Hofteis, 'tis likely that thou dldft alfb fall. I 
id not fall, mioth Sanch§ Pmcka^ but with the fuddea 
Aflri^htthat I took at my ^Matter's Fail, ray Bodv doth 
fo grieve me, as methinks I have been handibmely be- 
labour'd. It may well happen as thou lay 'ft, quoth the 
Hofleis's Daughter, for it hath befallen roe fundry times 
to dream that I fell down from ibme high Tower, and 
could. never come to the Ground ; and when I awaked, 
I did find my felf ib troubled and broken, as if I had 
verily fcdlen. 

There is the Point, Matters, quoth Sancho Pancha^ 
that I, without dreaming at all, but beine more awake 
than I am at this Hour, found my fclf to have very few 
lefs Tokens and Marks than my Lord Don ^xote hath. 
How is this Gentleman caU*d, quotli Maritomes the ^Jht- 
rioH ? Don §^xote of the Manchay reply'd Sanchif Pancha^ 
and he is a Knight-Errant, and one of the heSt and 
V fbongeft that have been feen in the World thefe many 
Ases. What is that, a Knight-Errant, quoth the 
Wpnch? Art thou ^o young in the World that thou 
know'fl it not, anfwer'd Sancho Pancha ? Know thai. 
Sifter mme, that a Knight-Errant is a Thing which, in 
two Words, you fee wdl cudgeFd, and after becomes an 
Emperor : To-day he*s the moft unfortunate Creature of 
the World, and the moft needy ; and to-morrow be*ll 
have two or three Crowns of Kingdoms to beflow up6a 
his Squire. If it be fb, quoth the Hofteis, why dien haft 
not thou gotten at leaft an Earldom, feemg thou art this 
good Knight's Squire 1 Tis yet toaibon, reply'd SarKh9^ 
ror 'tis but a Month fince we began firft to feek Adven- 
tures, and we have not yet encounter'd any worthy of 
the Name: And ibmetimes it befals, that iearching fer 
one Thing we encounter another. True it is, that if 
my Lord Don §iwxote recover of this Wound or Fall, 
and that I be not changed bv it, I would not make an 
exchange of my Hopes for tne beft Title of Sft^n. 
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Don ^xote did very attentively liften unto all thcfe 
Dlfcoiiries, and fitting up in his Bed as well as he couid, 
taking his Hoftels by the Hand, he laid unto her, " JBc- 
** lieve me, beautiful Lady, that you may count your felf 
" fortunate, for having harbour'd my Perfon in this 
" your Caftle, which is luch, that \{ I do not praile it, 
•* It is becaufe Men (ay, that prober praife fiinh ; but 
** my Squire will inform you what I am : On./ this Y\\ 
** lav my Iclf, that I will keep eternally written in my 
** Memory the Service that you have done unto mc, to be 
•* grateful unto you for it whilft I live. And I would it 
** might pleafe the higheft Heavens, thtt Love held me 
*' not (b enthraird and lubje^ to his Laws as he doth, 
** and to the Eyes of that ingrateful Fair whole Name! 
•* fecretly mutter ; then ihould tbofe of this beautifiil 
" Damidl presently figniorize ray Liberty." 

The Hoftels, her Daughter, and the good Maritomet^ 
remain'd confounded, hearing the Speech of our Knight- 
Erraht, which they underftood as well as if he had Ipo- 
ken Greek unto them ; but yet they conceiv'd that they 
were Words of Compliments and Love, and, as People 
imufed to hear the like Language, thev beheld and ad- 
mir'd him, and he feera*d unto mem a Man of atKither 
World; and fo returning him Thanks with Tavemljr 
Phrafe for his large Otters, they departed. And the 
j^fturian Maritomes cured SanchOf who needed her Help 
no leis than his Mafter. 

The Carrier and Ihe had agreed to pals the Night toges* 
ther ; and flie had given unto him her Word, that when 
the Guefts were quiet, and her Mafter fleeping^ flie would 
come unto liim, and fatisfie his De/ire, as much as he 
pleas'd. And it is laid of tlMs good Wench, that fhc 
never pafs'd the like Promife but flie performed it, altha* 
it were given in the midft of a Wood, and without any 
Wimeis ; for flie prefum'd to be of gentle Blood, and 
yet flie held it to be no Diigrace to ferve in an Inn ; for 
flie was wont to affirm, that Difgraces and Misfortunes 
brought her to that State. The nard, tuarrow, n^;gard 
and counterfeit Bed, whereon Don ^ixote lay, was the 
£rft of the four, and next unto it was hu SquireTs^ 

that 
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thatoaljrcontam'd a Mat and a Coverlet, and rather 
ftem'd to be of flibm Canvas than Wool. After theft 
two Beds fbilow'd that of the Qirrier, made, as we have 
laid, of die Pannek and Furniture of two of his beft 
Mtdes, altho* they were twelve all in number, fiiir, fat, 
and goodly fieails ; for he was one of the richdl Carriers 
of Anvakf as the Author of this HiAory affirm'd, who < 
jnsdceth particular mendbn of him, becaufe he knew him 
very well; :t:and befides, ibmeMenfay, that he was 
iomewhat a-kin unto him ; omittii^ that Cyd Mabamef 
Benetigeli was a very ezad Hiftoriographer, and .mc^ 
curious in all things, as may be gathered veiy well, fee- 
iz^ that thofe which are related, being fi> minute and 
trivial, he would not overflip them in Silence. 

By which thofe grave Hiuoriographers may take ex-* 
ample, which recoimt unto us Matters fi) fliort and Hic- 
cindly, as they do fcaroe arrive to our Knowledge, 
leaving the moft iiibftantial part of the Works drowned 
in the Ink-horn^ either thro' Negligence, Malice, or 
Ignorance. 

Many good Fortunes fall the Author of Tahtmie de 
RiV^iintf»^«, and him that wrote the Book, wherein are 
rehearled the Afts of the Count TmuUsf / Lord, with 
what prcdfencfs do they delcribe every Circumflfcance ! 
To conclude, I iay, that after the Carrier had vifited 
his Mules, and given unto them their iecond Refreih- 
ing, he ftretch'd himiHf in his Coverlets, and expected 
the coming of the mod exquifite Maritantes. Saucho 
-was alio by this jplaifler'd, and laid down in his Bed, 
^d tho' he dcfir'a to fleep, yet would not die Grief of 
his Ribs permit him. And Don ^'x^e with the 
Pain of his Sides, lay with both his £yes open, like a 
Hare. 

* All the Inn was drowned in Silence, and tli^erc was 
no other Light in it than that of a Lamp, which hung 
lighting in tnc -midft of the Entry. This marvellous 

:^ Heri the j^htr taxeth fnne 0i€ ctmmngly^ to be eU- 
JciftM of A Mooriih Kact, 

Quietneis, 
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Quictneft, and the dioughts which always *rcj>rcfented to 
our Knight the memory of the Succefics, which at every 
pace are recounted in Books of Knightliood (the prin- 
cipal Authors of his Mifliap) calPd to his Imagination 
one of the ftrarigefl Follies that eafily may be conjcdu:- 
red-; which was, he iraagin'd that he arrivM to a famous . 
Caftle, (for, as we have laid, all the Inns wherein he 
Iodg*d fcem'd unto hinj to be iuch) and that the Inn- 
keeper's Daughter was the Lady's Daughter of the Gaftlc, 
who, overcome by his Gomclinefs and Valour, was ena-' 
raour'd of him, and had promis'd that ihe would come 
to iolace with him for a good ipacc, after her Father and 
Mother had gone to bed. And holding all this Chimsra 
and Fi(9bion,which fee himfelf had built in liis Brain, for 
moft firm and certain, he began to be ycx'd in Mind, and 
to think on the dangerous Trance wherein his Honefty 
was like to fall, and did firmly purpole in Heart not to 
commit any Difloyalty againft ms Lady Dulclnea of 71^- 
hofoy altho* very (^eea Guenevery with her Lady ^;W«- 
noniay fliould come to foUicite Iwm. Whilfl thus iic lay 
thinking of thefe ♦Follies, the Hour approach'd (that 
was unlucky for him) wherein thc^fturian Wench ihould 
come, who enter 'd into the Chamber in Icarch of her Car- 
rier, in her Smock, bare-footed, and her Hair trufs'd up in 
a Coif of B^'uflian, with loft and wary Steps ; but Ihe was 
fcarce come to the Door, when Doa §t^xote felt her, 
and arifing and fitting up in his Bed in defpite of hi« 
t.Plaiflers, and with great grief of his Ribs, he ftretch'd 
forth his Arms to. receive his beautiful Damlel the Afm- 
riauy who crouching and filently went groping with her. 
Hands, to find out her Sweetheart, and encounter *d with 
Don Quixote's Arms, who prelently lciz.*d very ftrongly 
upon one of her W rifts, and drawing her towards hin, 
(flic daring not to Ipeak a Word) he caufed her to fit 
upon his &d*s fide, and prelently eroped her 5mock; 
and altho' it was of 4: the ftrongcft (^anvais, he thought 
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it was moft fubtile and fine Holland. She wore on her 
Wrifts certain Bracelets of Glais, which he efteem'd to 
be precious Oriental Pearls. Her Hair,which was almofl 
as rou^h as a Horfe-tail, he held to be Wires of the moft 
gliftering Gold of ^aUa^ whole Brigjitneft did obfcurc 
that of the Sun : And her Breath, which certainly (melt 
like to ftalc Salt-fifh relcrv'd from over Night, ikcm'd 
unto him a. moft redolent, aroroadcal, and fwcet Smell : 
And finally, he painted her in his Phantaly of thc/ame 
very Form and Manner, as he had read in his Books of 
Knighthood, of a certain Princcls which came to vifit a 
Knight who was grievoufly wounded, being overcome 
by his Love,. embclUfli'd with all the^Qrnaments that 
bere we have recounted ; and the Blindnefe of this poor 
Gallant was fudi, as neither the Touching, Savour, or 
other Things that accompanied the good iJamlel, couli 
undeceive hmi, being fiich as were able to make any 
other, iave » Carrier, vomit up his Bowels, but rather 
he made full accoimt that he Md the Goddefs of Love 
between his Arms ; and holding her ftill veryfaft, he 
begau to court her with a low and amorous Voice, in 
this manner : 
. * I could wifli to find my (elf in Terms, moft high 
. and beautifiil Lady, to be able to recompenfe (b great 
a Favour, as that which with the pre(cnce of your 
matq^ilefs Feature you have fliewn unto me ; but For- 
tune (who is never weary of perleaiting the Good) 
hath pleaicd to lay me in this Bed, wherein I lie (b 
broken and bi-ui(ed, that altho' I were defirous to (a- 
tisfy your Will, yet is it impoffible, efpecially (eeing 
to my Impoffibility may be added a greater, to wit, 
the promi(ed F^ith which I have given to the im- 
matchablc Dulcln^a of Tohofc, the only Lady of my moft 
. hidden Thoughts ; for, did not this let me, do not hold 
me to be fb fcnieleis and mad a Knight, as to overflip 
(b 'fortunate an Occafion as this, which your Bourity 
.hath offcr'd to me.* 
Maritomes rcmain'd (weating thro* Anxiety, to (cc. 
TicV (elf held fb faft by Don ^ixofe, and without either 
«nderftanding or giving Attention to hi& Words, (he la- 

bour'd 
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boui**d all that flie could to free her (elf from jiim with- 
out Ipeaking a Word. ^ The Carrier, whoie bad Inten- 
tion kept him ftill waking, did hear his Lady from the 
time that ihe firft enter'd into the Room, and did atten- 
tively give ear to all Don g^ixdte's pilcourfes ; and 
jealous that j^fhrim fhould break Promifc with him for 
any other, he drew nearer unto Don §^xote\Bc.ii^ and 
flood quiet, to fee whereuntb thofe W' ords which he 
could not undcrftand, tended. 

But viewing that the Wench ftrivM to depart^ and 
Don ^ixote labourM to with-hold her, the Jeft feeming 
evil unto him, he up with his Arm, ^d dufcharg*d lo 
terrible a Blow on the enamdur'd Knights "Jaws, as he 
bathed all his Mouth in Blood ; and, not content here- 
withal, he mounted upon the Knight, and did tread on 
his Ribs, and pals'd them all over with more than a 
Trot. The Bed, which was fbmewhat if. weak, and not 
very firm of Foundation, being unable to fufier the ad- 
dition of the Carrier, fell down to the Ground with fo 
great a Nolle as it waked the Inn-keeper ; who preient- 
iy iiifpe^fclng that it was one of Marhomes's Confliidts, 
becauie flie anfwer'd him not, having call'd her loudly, 
he forthwith aroie, and lighting of a Lamp, he' went 
towards the Place where he heard the Noife.^ The 
Wench perceiving that her Maftei* came, and that he 
was extream cholerick, did all afhkm*d and troubled vuii 
into Sancho Pmchas Bed, who 'flept all this while very 
Ibundly, and there crouchM, and mafdc her felf as little 
as an Egg. Her Maftcr enter'd, crying'; ^5r^, i»here 
avt thuf I dare warrant that thefe are fime of thy Do^ 
ings. By this Sancho awaked, aiid feeling tliat Bulle 
lying almoft wholly upon him, he thouglit it was' the 
Night-mare,' and began to lay with his Fife here and 
there about him very fwiftly, and among others wrought 
hlaritome* (I know not how-J) many Blows, who griev'd 
for the Pain flic endured there, cafting all Honefty a- 
fide, gave SmchQ the exchange of his Blows {q trimly, 

:^ Endeble. 
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as fhc made him to.igiw^ke in defpisc of his SIuggiihnel&; 
Andi finding bimfctf tp be fb.abiilcd of aa uncouth Pcv-l 
Ion, whom he CQuld not behold, hearofe and caught hold 
of Afarif^ornes as well as he could, and they both began 
the bcft Fight ^nd pleafantcft Skirmifli of the World. 

The Carrier perceiving, by the Light which the Inn- 
keeper brought in with him^the bmcutable ftate of his 
Miftrcft, abandoning Don ^'xote, he inftantly rcpair'd 
to give her the Succour that was^ requifite ; which like- 
wife the Inn-keeper did, but with another Meaning, for 
he approach'd with Intention to punifli the Wench, be- 
lieving that fhe was infallibly the Caule of that Harmo- 
ny : And fb, as Men fay, the Cat to the Raty the Rat to 
the Cord, the Cord to the Pcft : So the Carrier ftruck 
Semcho, Sancho the Wench, Ihe returned him agab his . 
Liberality witlj Intcreft, and the Inn-keeper laid 
l6ad upon his lilaid ^lib.: And all of *em did mince 
it with fuch expedition^ as there was no Leilurc at 
all allow *d to any of 'en? ibr breathing. And the 
befl of all was, that the Inn-keeper's Lamp went 
cut, and then finding themfelvo? in Darkneft, they be- 
laboured one another lb without Comp^flion, and at 
once, as wherefoever the Blow fell, itbruileij the PJaqs 
pitifiilly. 

There lodged by chance thauNight m the Ian one .of 
the Squadron of thole which are called of the old ^Jfofy 
Brotherhood of leledt : He liktwife hearing the .wodl- 
derful Koife of the Fi^ht, he laid his Hand on Ws 
Rod of Office, and the fin-box of his Titles, and enr 
ter'd into the Chamber without Light, laying. Stand dili 
to the OlHcer of Juf^ice, and to the holy Brotherhood. 
And Ciying fb, the firft whom he met was the poor bac- 
terid Uon QuixotCy who lay overthrown in his Bed, 
ftretched with his Face upward, without any Feeling ; 
and taking hold of his Beard, he cried out mceflaatly, 

i The holy Brorlierhood, or the Sancta Herniandad, are 
a certain i^umler cf Mefty wJ?ofe ehUf Ofjke if to free the 
yi'/l.rray fro?/? RoH'crs. 
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Help the JufiUe. But feeing that he whom he held fift 
bowed neither Hand or Foot, he prefently thought that 
he wastiead, and thatthofe Battellants that fought fb ea- 
gerly in the Room had (lain him ; wherefore he lifced 
up his Voice, and cried out loudly, faying, Shut the ///«- 
dwTy and fee- that nme ejcapty for here they have killed if 
Man. This Word aftonifli'd aft the Combatants {b much , • 
as every one left the Battel m the Very Terms whereb 
this Voice had overtaken them/ The Inn-keeper retired ' 
himfelf to his Chamber, the Carrief loKis Coverlets, 
the Wench to her Couch, and only the unfortunate 
Don §uixote and Sanc-ho were not able to move them- 
ielves from the Place wherein they lav. The Offic;Jr- 
<jf the Holy Brotherhood^ inthisipace letting flip poor 
Don ^xotes Beard, went out for Light to fearch and 
apprehiind the Delinquents, but he could not find any, ^ 
for the tnn- keeper had purpofely quenched the Lamp, . 
as he retired to his Bed"; wherefore the Officer wa«? 
conftraincd to repair to die Chimney, where, with grea> 
, difficulty, after he had fpent ^ long while doing of i'r, 
k« at lau U{$hted hU Cindle^ 
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ff^erein are rehearfed the ihnumerahle Misfor- 
tunes which Don Quixote and his good Squire 
Sancho fuffer'd in the Inn^ which he to his 
harm thought to be a Caftle. ^ 

BY this time Don fixate was come to himfclf a- 
gain out of his Trance, and with the like lamen- 
table Note as that wherewith he had called his 
Squire the Day before, when he was overthrown in the 
Vale of the Pack-ftaves, he called to him, laying, Friend 
Sancho. art thou afleep 1 Sleepeft thou. Friend Sancbo ? 
G 3 What'' 
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What^ I afleep ! I renounce mv (elf, quoth SsmcJlf$ fult 
of Grief and Dcipair, if I thbk not all the Devils in 
Hell have been vifitips me here this Night. 

7 hou may*ft certaimy bdicve it, reply'dDon §^xtu^ 
for eitlier I know very little, or elfe this CafUe is en- 
chanted : For I let thee to wit, but thou muft firft fwear 
to keep fecret that which I mean to tell thee now, until 
after my Death. So I fwear, quoth Sa^icbo. I iky it, 
quoth Don ^ixote, becauie I cannot abide to take a- 
way any -body's Honotur. Wh)r, quoth Sancho again, I 
iwear that I will conceal it until after your Worfhip'* 
Days, and I pray God that I may difbover it to-nior«- 
row. 

Ha\''e I wrought thee luch Harm, Sancho^ replv'd the 
Knight, as thou wouldft defire to iee me end fi> loon 1 It 
is not for that. Sir, quoth Sancho^ but becauie I cannor 
abide to keep Things long, left they iliould rot in n^ 
Cuftody. " Let it be for what thou pkaieft, laid Den 
** ^ixote, for I dotruft gi-eater Matters than that to> 
*" thy L('ve and Courtefy : And^ tliat I may wrhearfc it 
** briefly, know that a little while fince the Lord of thi» 
** CalHc's Daughter came unto me, who is the moft fair 
" and beautiful Dam(cl that can be found in a great 
>" part of the Earth : What could I fay unto thee of tiie 
•* Ornaments of herPerfbn ! what of hci' excellentWit T 
" w hat of other fecret 1 hings, which that I may preiervc: 
" the Faith due unto ray Ladv Dukinea of Tiiofoy I pafi. 
** over in Silence ! I will only tell thee, that Heaven,. 
** envious of the ineftimablc Good that Fortune had p\it 
•* in my hands, or perhaps (and that is moft pn)babley 
** this CJadlc, as I have iaid, is enchanted, juft at the 
" time when we were in moft fweet and amorous. 
** Speech, I being not able to fee or know whence it 
•* came, there arriv'd a Hand join'd to the Arm of fome 
** mighty Giant, and give me fiich a Blow on the jaws, 
** as they remain all bathed in Blood, and did aner &. 
** thump and bruife me, as I feel my fclf worfe now 
** than yefterday when the Carriers, thro* RoztKoitte's 
** Madnefs, did ufe us as thou know'ft. By which I 
•* cwijeaure, tharthe Treaiure of this Damftrs Beauty 
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<* is kept by (bme enchanted A/wr, is not refervM for 
*« me." - V 

Kor for me, qxioth Sancho^ for I have been bum- 
Baifted by more than ft)ur hundred JMoorSf which have 
hammer *d me in fiich fort, as the bruifing of the Pack- 
ftaves was gilded Bread and ipice Cakes in comparifbn of 
it : But, Sir, I pray you tell me, how can you call this • 
a^ood and rave Adventure, feeing we remain fo pitifully 
uicd after it ? And yet your Harms may be accounted* 
Idkj in refped that you nave held, as you laid, that in- 
vpmp»rabk. Beauty between your Arms : But I, what hav^^ 
f had other thanjjhegreateft Blows that! fhall ever have 
in my Life V Unfortunate that I am, and the Mother 
vrhicn bare me, that neither am an Errant-Knight, nor 
ever means to be any, and yet the greateft part of our 
Miiliaps ftili M to my Lofe It feems that thou waft' 
like wile beaten,, replied Iton ^/jfG^e. Evil befal my 
Lineage, quoth SanCho'^ have I not told you I was ? Be 
not griev'd, Friend, replied the Knight, for I will now 
compound the precious Balfamumj which will cure as • 
ik the twinlding of an Eye 

The Officer having by this time lighted his Lamp, en- 
tfer'd into the Room to lee him, >yhom he accounted «> 
be dead ; and as footi as Sancho faw him, feeincfhim to 
come in his Shirt,4)is Head lap'd up in a Handkerchief^ 
the Lamp in his^Haad, having withal a very ill-favour'd 
Countenance, he demanded of his Lord, Sir, is this by 
chance the enchanted Moinr^ that turns a-new to torment 
us, for Ibmewhat that is yet unpunifli'd 2 He cannot be 
the Moor J anfwer'd Don ^xotey for Necromancers fuSer 
not themfelves to be leen by any. 

If they fi&r not themfclves to be feen, quoth SjntchOf 
riiey liiffcr thcmfelves at leaft to be felt ; if not, let my 
Shoulders bear wimeis. So might mine alfb, md 
Don §^x9U ;. but notwitliftanding this is no fufficient 
Argument to prove him whom we iee to be the enchan- 
ted A/»^. As thus they difcours'd the Officer arriv'd, 
and finding them to commune in lb peaceable and quiet 
a manner, he refted admired. Yet Don ^'xnte lay widi 
Jus Fuce upward^ as he had left him, ^and was- not able 
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lo ftir hinicl^ he was ib beaten and bcplaiflcrU The 
Ofiicer approachii^, demanded of hiniy Well, how doft 
thou, gpod Fellow ? ( wooid (peak more mannerty, qaoth 
Don Ss^'xttSy if I were but itich a one as thou art : Is it 
vheCufhm of diis Ceuntrv, ^ou Bottle-head, to taUc 
aiter ib rude a manner to Knights-Errant ? The other, 
impatient to fee one of ^ vfle a Preiencc ufc him witii 
that bad Language, cooid not endure it, but lifting up 
the Lamp, Od and all, gave Don ^'xote €xh a Blow on 
the Pate with it, as he broke his Head in one or two* 
places, and leaving all in Darkne^ bdiind him^ departed 
preltntly out of & Chamber. Without doobt (quotb 
SaiKif§y ieeing this Accident) Sir, that was die enchanted 
Mc^Tj and I think hekeepeth the Treaiiire fer others, and 
refcrveth only for ns Fifts and Lamp blows. Tis as tlvwr 
lay 'ft, quoth Don S^'xtte^ and therefore we are nor tt> 
make account of thclc Enchantments, or be wrath and 
angry at *em ; for in rcfpeft that they are invifiblc atnl 
fimtaftical, we fhall not find him on whom we may talee 
Kevcrge, tho* we labour ever fb much to do it : AriKr 
therefore, Sancl79^ if thou be'ft able, and call to the Con- 
(Uble- of this Forcre's, and procure mc fbme Oil, Wxt::c, 
^Xkx and Vinegar, that I make die wholeibfnc B.rlfamum^ 
tor virrily I lielitve that I do need it very much at tHb 
time, the Blood runneth fo faft out of the Wound whi jh 
tlic Spirit gave me even now. Sanch then got up, with 
Gricr cnoijgh of his Bones, and went without Light to- 
wards the Inn-keeper's, and cncounter'd on the way the 
Of^ccvof the HefyBrotherhoodyWho ftood hearkening what 
did become of his Enemy ; to whom he ftid, Sir, who- 
iiKrcr thou bc*ft, I dcfire thee to do us the Favour and 
Benefit to give me a little Ro(emary, Oil, Wine, and 
Salt, to cure one of the beft Knights-ferrant that is in the 
Earth, who licth now in tltat Bed fbrely wounded bv the 
Hands of an enchanted Moor that h in this Inn. When 
tlic Officer heard him fpeak in that manner, he held him 
to be out of his wits ; and becaufe the Dawning began, 
he opcn'd the Inn-door, and told unto the Hoft that 
which Sancbo demanded. The Inn-keeper prclendy 
provided all that he wanted, and 5/i»^^ carried^it to Ins 

Mafleri 
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Jslafter, who held his Head between both his Hands, and 
complain'd much of the Grief that the Blow of his Head 
caufed, which did him no other hurt than to raifc up 
two Blifters fbracwhat great ; and that which lie fup- 
p6s*d to be Blood, was only the Humour which the An- 
xiety and Labour of Mind ne pafi'd in diis laft dark Ad- 
venture had made him to fwcat 

In Refblution Don §iuixote took- his Simples, of which 
he made a Compound, mixbg them all together, and 
then boilmg of 'cm a good while, until they came (as 
he thought) to their perfedion, he ask'd for a V ial wher • 
in he might lay this precious Liquor ; but the Inn being 
unable to afibrd him any foch, he refblv'd at laft, to put 
it into f a Tin Oil-pot, which tlie UoA did freely gr/c • 
him ; and fbrthwitli he laid over the Pot eighty Patir^ 
noJfersySnd as 'msrty u4ves), Salve Sy and Creeasy and ac- 
companied ev^ry Word with a Crofs, in form of Bene- 
didtioa ; at all which Ceremonies Sanchoy the Inn-keeper, 
and fhe Officer of the Holy Brotherhood; were prefent, « 
for the Carrier Vent very loberly -to drcfi and malcc 
ready his Mules. 

The Liquor being made, lie himfelf would prclcntly 
make experience of the Virtue of- that precious Balfa- 
jmniy as he did imagine it to be, and fb did drink a gcxxi 
Draught of the overplus that could not enter into his Por, 
being a Quart, or thereabouts ; and (carce had he done it, 
when he began to vomit fo extremely, as he left nothing 
uncaft up hi his Stomach, and thro* the Pain and Agita- 
tion caufed by his Vomits he fell into a very abundant 
and great Sweat, and therefore commanded himfcllFto be 
well cover *d, and left alone to take his Eafc : Which^ 
was done forthwith, and he flept three Hours y and then 
awaking, 'bund himfelf ^o wonderfully cafcd, and free 
from all Bruifing and Pain, as he doubted not but that 
he was thro\ighly whole ; and therefore did verily per- 
fuade himlclf that he had happened on the right manner 
of compounding the Baljamum of Fhrebras ; and, 

- 
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diat having that hfedicinCy he might boldly &ora thence- 
forth undertake any Ruins, Battles, Canfiids, or Adven- 
tures; how dangerous ibever. Sancho Pancha^ who like- 
wiic attributed the iuddenCure of his Maftcr to Miracle, 
requefted, that it would pleale him to give him Leave xo 
fip up the remainder of the Balfamttm^ which refted in 
theKetde, and was no fmall Quantity ; which Don 
^ixofe granted ; and he lifting it up between both Hands, 
dm with a good Fddi, and better Talent, quaff it all off, 
being litde Icfs than his Mailer had drunk The Succcls 
dien of the Hiftory is, that poor Sancho^s Stomach was 
not ib delicate as his Lord's ; wherefore, before he could 
caff, he was tormented with fb many cruel Pangs, Loath- 
ings, Sweats, and Difmays, as he did verily perwade^ him- 
fcff that his laft Hour was come ; and perceiving hinoiclf 
%o be ib afRicbed and troubled, he curs'd the Balfamitm^ 
and the Thief which had given it to him. Don Quixote 
feeing of him in that pitifolTakinfi;, (aid, I believe, San^ 
thoy all this Evil bcfalleth thee DMCcauie thou art not 
dubb'd Knight j, for I pprfiiade my lelf that this Liquor 
cannot help any one that is not. If your Worihip knew 
that, quoth Sancho ^Evil bcfal me and all my Lmeage) 
why did you therefore confcnt that I fhould tafle it ? 

In this time the Drench had made his Operation, and 
the poor Squire did fo fwiftly and vehemendy di(charge< 
himfelf by both Channels, as neither his Mat or Can:- 
vafs Coveritig could ferve after to any Ufe :_ He fweat^ 
and fweat again, with fuch exceffive Swoonings, as not 
only himfelr, but likewife all the Beholders did verily 
deem that his Life was ending. This Storm and Milhap 
. endured about ibme two Hours, after which he remained 
rorcured as his Mafter, but ^o weary and indiipos'd as he 
was not able to (fend. 

But Don ^ixotey-who^ as we have (aid, felt himfelf 
eafed and ^ured, would 'prelcntly depart to feek Adven- 
t\ires, it fecmiDg unto him, that all the time which he 
abode there, was no other than a depriving, both of the 
World and needful People, of his Favour and AfSftance, 
and more thro* the Security and Confidence that he 
kid in bis Balfamum* And, carried thus away by his 

DcfirCy 



Defire, he himfelf laddled his Horie Roztvanti\ "artd did 
empannd his Squire's Beafl, whom he likewiie helped to 
apparel himftlf, and to mount upon his Als. And jpre- 
fently getting a horfeback he rode over to a Q)merof ' 
the Inn, and laid hand on a Javelin that was there, toj 
' make it fcrve him inftead ot a Lance. All the People 
that were in the Inn flood beholding him, which werp - 
about twenty in number. 

The Inn4cceper*s Daughter did -alio look upon him, 
and he never withdrew his jEye from her, and woukl 
ever atid anon breathe forth fb doleful a Sigh, as if he 
had pluck 'd it out from the bottom of his Heart, which 
all tne Beholders took to proceed from the GridFof his 
Kibs, but fpecially iuch as had feen him plaifler*d the 
l^ighi before. And bebg both mounted thus a horle- 
bacLy he caird the Inn-keeper, and ^id unto him with a . 
grave and flay'd Voice, • Many and great are the Favours, , 

* Sir Conflable, which I have receiv'd in this your Caftle, 
' * and do remain moft obliged <o gratify you for *em all 

* the Day5 of my Life : And if I may pay or recorapenlc . 

* them by revenging of you upon any proud Mifcreant 

* that hath daie you any Wrong, know, that it is mine 

* Office to help theWeak, to revenge theWrong'd, and 

* to chaflife "^i^raytors. Call therefore to Memory, and 

* if you find any thing of this kind to commend to my 

* Correftion, you need not but once to lay it, for I do 

* promife unto you, by the Order of Knighthood, which 

* I have receiv'd, to latisfy and appay you accc^ding 

* unto your own Defire.* 

The Inn-keeperanfwer*d him again , with the like gra- 
vity and flay'dnefs, faying. Sir Knight, I fhall not need 
your Afliftance when any Wrong is done to me, for 1 
know very well my felf how to t2ke the Revenge that I 
fhall think good when the Injury is ofter'd : "Fhat only 
which I require, is, that you defray the Charges whereat 
'^ou haye been here, in the Inn this Night, as well for the 
Straw and Barlcygiven to your two tlorfes, as alio for 
both your Beds. This then is an Inn, quoth Don f^xote, 
Tliat it is, and an honourable one too, replie^^ the 
Inn-kccpcr. Then have I hitherto liv'd in an £'r?or, 
G 6 quoth . 
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qiloth Don ^iVoff, for in very good Ibodi I took it till 
now to be a Caftle, and that no mean one neither. But 
fince that is no Caftle, but an Inn, that which you may 
do for the prefent time is, to forgive me thole lixpcnces^ 
for I cannot do aught againft the Cnftoms of Kniffhts- 
Errant ; rf all which l moft certainly know (without 
ever having read, until this prefent, any riling to the 
oontrary) that they never paid for their Lodging, or other 
Thing m any Inn whereibcver they lay ; for by all Law 
and Right, any good Entertainment tnat is given unto 
them is their Due, in recompence of the infiipportablc 
Travels they endure, ieekbg Adventures both Day and 
Nif ht, in Summer and Winter, a-foot and a-horieoack, 
witti Thirft and Hunger, in Heat and Cold, bemg fiib- 
jedt to all the Diftemperatures of Heaven, and Si the 
Difcommoditics of the Earth. All this concerns mc 
nothing, replied the Inn-keeper; pay unto me my Due, 
and leave thdc Tales and Knighthoods ^art, for I care 
for nothing elfe,. but how I may come by mine own. 
Thou art a mad and a bad Hoft, quoth Don §lu!xote. : 
Ard faying (b, hcf^varr*dRozJnante, andilourilhingwith 
his Javelin, he ifiliai out of the Inn in defpite of them 
all, and without looking behind him to fee once whether 
his Squire follow'd, he rode a good way off from it. 

The Inn-keeper, feeing he departed without latisfying^ 
him, came to Sancho Panckay to get his^ Money of him ;. 
who anfwer'd, That fince his Lord would not pay, he 
would likewife give nothing ; for, being as he was Squire 
. to a Kniglit-Errant, the very fame Rule and Reafbn that 
fXi:mpted his M after from Payments in Inns and Ta- 
verns, cu»ht alfb to iirvc and be underftood as well of 
him. The Inn-keeper grew wroth at thefe Words, and 
threaten'd him, that if he did not pay him fpeedily, he 
would recover it in a manner that would grieve him. San^ 
iho replied, fwearingby the Order of Knighthood, which 
. his Lord had receiv d, that he would not pajr one Denier ^ 
tho* it cofl him his Life, for the good and ancientCmfteiTiS 
of Knights-Errant fhould never thro his Defeult be in- 
fringed, nor fhould their Squires, which wereyet to come 
into the World, ever complain on him, or upbraid him. 

for 
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for tranigreffing or breaking lb juft' a Diity. But his bad . 
Fortune ordained, that there were at the very time ia 
tlie lame Inn four Clothiers o^Stgovia, and three Point- 
JBakers of the Stews o( Cordovay and two Neighqours of ' 
the Market of SevitUy all plea(ant Folk, well-minded, , 
malicious, and playibme, all which prick'd and in a man- 
n«r mov'd all at one time, and by the very feme Spirit 
came near to Smch^y and pidling him down off his Ais, . 
ooeof themraninfor tlie Inn-keeper's G)verlet, and' 
caCHng* him into k, they look'd up, and feeing the Houfe 
was fomewhat too low for their mtended Bufineis, they 
determin'd to go into the bale Coun^ which ivas over- 
head' only limited by Heaven ;. and then Sancho being 
laid in die midii oFthe Blanket, thejr b^an to tbfs him 
aloft, and iport themfeltes with him in the manner they 
were wont to ufe Dog» at Shrovtti^.. The Out-cries of 
the miferably-betols'd Squire were ibmany, and ioloud, 
as they arriv'd at4aft to his Lord's hearing, who ftanding. 
a while to liften attentively what it was, believ'd that 
ibme new Adventure did approach, until he perceiv'd at 
kft that he which cry'd was his Squire, wherefore turn- 
ing the Reins, he made towardis the Inn with a loath- 
fbme Gallop, and finding it ihur, he rode aU about it, ta 
iee where he might enter into it. 

But fcarce was he arrived at the Walls of the bafe 
Court, which were not very high, when he perceiv'd 
the foul Play that was ufed towards his Squire ; for he 
few- him deicend and afcend into the Air again with fuch 
Grace and Agility, that, didhis Chder permit, I certainly 
periiiade my felt he would have burft for Laughter. He 
eflay'd to mount the Wall from his Horfc, but he was fe 
bruiied an^ broken, as he could not do as much as alight 
from his Back ; wherefore from his Back he ufed fuch 
. reproachful and vile Language to thofe which tofi*d Satt- 
ek^i as 'tis impoflRble to lay 'dm down in Writing. Atid 
notwithftanding his feomnil Speech, yet did not they 
cei^ from their Lauehtcr and Labour, nor the flying 
Sancho from his Com^aints^ now and then mmgled with 
. Threats, now and then wic]i.£ntreatics, but avail'd very 
little, nor could prevail, until they were conHrain'd 

by 
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hy Wearinefs to give him over. Then did they biibg 
him his Aisa^in^ and helping; him up upon it, they 
lip*d him in his i. Mantle And the compaiikiaate.A&0n- 
tornes beholding him & afflided and a'eflabour'd) . 
thought it needml to help him to a Draught of Water, 
and lo brought it him from the Well, becaufe theWater 
t^aereof was cooled. SaackQ took the Pot, and lAying itto • 
his Lips, he abftain'd from drinking by his Lord's Per- 
iiiafion, who cried tc^ him aloud, ikying^ Son Saiickoj . 
drink not Water, drmk it not, for *twill kill thee ; be- 
hold, I have here with me the moR holy Bdfamtm (and . 
fliew'd him the OU-^ (£ the Drenches he had com- 
pounded) for, with only two Drops that thou drinkeft, . 
thou ihalt without all doubt be made whole and iound. 
At thoie Words Sancho lookmg behind hira, anfwer'd 
his Mafter with a loud Voice, Have you fb^otten perfiaps 
ISd loon, liow that I am no Kjiight ? or. Do you dcfire, . 
that I vomit the remnant of the poor Bowels that remain 
in me fince yefteniight ? Keep your Liquor for your ielf * 
in the Devil's Name, and permit me to live in peace : 
Atid the Gondufion of this Speech, and his Beginning to 
drink, was done all in one infhnt. . But findii^ at the 
firft Draught that it was Water, he would not taile it 
a^ijr mofe, but requefted Mj^nritarner that fhe would giv^e 
him Ibme Wine, which fhe did ftrait with a very gckki . 
Will, and likewife pay'd for it out of her ov/n Puric ; , 
for in cfied 'tis written of her, that tho* ihe follow 'd 
that Trade, yet had ihe foroe Shadows or Lineanients in 
her of Chrinianity. As icon as Sancho had drunken, he- 
rifited his Afs'sRibs with his Heels twice or thrice, and 
the Inn being open'd, he iffu'd out of it, ytry glad that 
he had paid nothing and gotten his Defire, altho^ it were 
to the Coft of his ordinary Sureties, to wit, his Shoulders. 
Yet did the Inn-keeper remain poflels'd of his Wallets, 
as a Payment for that he owed liim ; but Sancho was 
fb difti*a6i:ed when he departed, as he never milled 
them. After he departed, the Jnn-kccper riiought to 

t Qavay, 
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have iiiut up the Inn-door again, but the Gentlemen^ 
toffers would not permit, being iiich Folk, that if Don 
§iuixote were vcriTy one of the Knights of the RehtdJ 
TUhlCf yet would not they cfteehi him two dips.

tPhereirr are rebearfed the Difcourfes paffdl 
' between Sancho Pancha and his I^ord Don * 
Quixote, with other Adventures worthy the- 
RecitaL 

^jfNCHO «rri/d tohisMafter alf wan and difiiiay'd,'. 
a5 inlbmuch as he was Icarce able to fyur on his Beaft. 
When Don j^/aref^ behdd him m that Cafe, he : 
faid to him. Now do I wholly pcrfuade my felf^ , 
Friend 5anch, that that Caftlc or Inn is doubtleil)^ en- 
chanted ; for thofe which made Paftime with thee in ^ • 
cruel a manner, what elfe could they be but Spirits, or 
People of another World ? which T do the rather be- 
lieve, bccaufe I faw, that whilft I ftood at the Barrier of 
the Yard, beholding the A^s of thy fad Tragedy, I was 
not in any wife able ekher ta mount or alight from R<h 
zJnante ; for, as I fay, I think they held me enchanted : 
Fofl vow to thee by mine Honour, that if I could have 
either mounted or afie;hted, I would have taken fuch 
Vengeance on thofe lewd and treacherous Caitifs, as 
tliey Ihould remember the J eft for ever, tho* I had there- 
fore adventured to tranfgrefs the Laws of Knighthood ; 
which, as I have oft-times faid to thee, permitted not 
any Knight to lay hands on one that is not knight^ 
ed, if it be not in defence of his proper Life and rer^ 
Ion, and that in cafe of great and urgent NecefEty. , So 
would I ^fb have revene'd my felf^ quoth Sanchoy if I 
might, were they Knights or no Knights, but I 
could not ; and yet I do infillibly believe that thofe 
which took their pleafure with mc were neither Ghofts 

DOT: 
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nor enchanted Men, as you fay, but Men of Flefli and 
£ones, as we are ; and all or 'em, as I have heard 'em 
caird whilft tliey toflcd me, had proper Names ; for 
one was tcrm'd Peter Ma\-tineZy and another Temrio Htr- 
riamkr; and I heard alio tlie Inn-keeper call'd Johi Pi^ 
Idne^e th deaf: So that for your Inability of not leap- 
ing over the Barriers of tneYard, or alig-hting^ 
your Horfe, was only Encliantments in you : Whercbjr 
I -do dearly collect * this niuch', that tnefe Adventures 
whidi we go in (earch of; will bring us at laft ta ^-aa- 
ny Difveatures, as we fliall not be able to know which 
is our right Foot : And diat which we might da beft, 
according to my little Underftanding, were to return us 
again to our Village, now that it is Reaping-time, and 
look to our Goods, omitting to leap thus, as they fay, oal 
9f.the.Fr/tt1g-pi:n into tke Fire, 

How little doil thou Iditm^ Sitncho^. reply *d Don 
^ixTte^ what appertaineth toCIiivklry I Peace, and have 
. Patience, for a Day will come wherein thou fhaJt fee 
with tliine own Eyes how honourable 'tis to follow thi* 
Exercife: If not, telfrae; What greater Content may 
. there be in this World, or what Pleaiure can equal tiiat 
of winning a Battel, and of triumphing over one's Enc- 
py ? None, without doubt. I think it be fo^ quoth San- 
thoy altho' I do not know it; only this I know, thatfince 
we became Knights-Errant, or that you- are one (for 
there's no Rcaibn why I fliould count my felf in (b ho- 
nourable a number) we never overcame any Battel, if 
it was not that of the Bifcaine ; and you came even out of 
the very fame with, half your* Ear, and Beavcrle/s ; 
and ever after that time we have had nothing but Cud- 
gels and more Cudgels, Blows and more Blows; I car- 
rying with me befides, of Overplus, the tolling in the 
Hanlcet ; and that, by reafon 'twas done to me by en- 
chanted Perfons, I cannot be reveng'd, and by cxwife- 
qnence ihall not know tlut true Guftand Delight that is 
taken by vanquifliing mine Enemies, whereof youfpeafc 
even now. That is it which grieves me, as it £hduld 
thee alio, Sanchoy quoth Don ^ixote ; but I will procwe 
hereafter to get a Sword made, with fucb Art, that 

who- 
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"wholbcvcr ihall wear it, no kind of Enchantment ihall 
hxart him. And perhaps Fortune will prefent me the 
very fame which belonged to .Amadisy wnen he called 
himfelf TJ&e Knight of the burmng Sword, which was one 
ef the befl"i that ever Knight had in this WorM ; for 
befides the Vertue that I told, it did alfb cut like a Ra-^ 
zor, and no Armour, were it ever fo ftrong or enchant- 
ed, could ftancT before it. I am fo fortunate, quoth 5^w- 
c^Oy that when this befel, and that you found fiich a 
Sword, it woidd only lerve and be beneficial, and ftarid 
in ftead fuch as are dubb*d Knights, as doth vour Balfa^ 
wuniy whilft the poor Squires are cramm'd foil with Sor- 
■ rows. Fear not that, Sanch^ quoth Don ^ixot^y for 
Fortune will deal with thee more liberally than fo. 

In thefe Dilcoorfes Don 0^/xote and his Squire rode, 
when Don Quricotey perceiving a great and thick Duft to 
arife in the way, wherein he travelled, turning to Sanckt 
faid, Thh is {Sartcho) the Day, wherein fli all be maai- 
feft the good which Fortune hath referved for nie. 
This is the Day, wherein the Force of mine Arm miift 
be ihewrt as much as in any other whatibever, and in ic 
-will Ido fiich Feats, as Ihall for ever I'cmain recorded hi 
the Books of Fame: Doft thou fccj Sanchoy the DOfl 
which arifeth there ? Know that it is caufed by A migHw 
Army, and liindry and iimuracrable Nations, whita. 
come marching there. If that be (by qiioth Sanchoy^ 
then mwft there be two Armies, for on this other fide is 
railed as great a Ehift. Don §imxote turned back to be- 
hold it, and feeing it was (b indeed, he was marvcUqus 
glad, thinking that they were doubtlefly two Armies, 
which came to fight one with another, in the midft of ' 
that fpacious Plain.

Tlie other who marcheth at oor- 
back, is his Enemy die King of the Garamcntesy Pen- 
tafoUn of the. naked jirm^ lo called, •becaufe he ftdl en- 
tered into .Battlc,,with his right Arm naked i I pK*y y;oa: 
good Sir, quoth Satxho:,. to tell me why thcfe two Prin- 
ces hate one another fb much ? They arc Enemies, im- 
plied Don St^'xoUj b«caufe that this Mlfamfaron is ax 
flirious Pagan, and is enamour 'd of Pefitapollns Daugh- 

• ter, who is avcry.biJautiful and gracious Princels, and 
moreover a Chrirtian. And her Father refuieth to give 
her to the Pagan King, until firft he abandoti Mahoma's- 
felle Scdiy and become one of his Religion. By ray Beard, . 
quoth Sojichoy Ptntafelinhaxh Reafon, and I will help him- 
all that I may. , Bv doing fo, quoth-Don ^ixofe^ thcu« 
pcrformeft thy •Duty; for it is not rc^ui/fte, tliat 
one be a Knight, to the end he may enter in fiich Bat- 
tels.

* and comes armed with a Serpcnt'is Skin, bearing fer 
^ his Shield (as is reporteti) one of the Gates of the*

* revenged of his Enemies. But turn thine Eyes to this ^ 

* other fide, and thou flialt fee firft of all, and in the front 

* of this other Army, the everV i^or andnever vanquifh -

^ that fays, Sotrails my Fortune.* And thus he proceeded> 
forward, naming many Knights of the one and the

Metro's fiiddenly bom away by the ImaginatLwi of lik 
wonicrfiil X)iftradion : And without ftammeriDg he 
proceeded, laying, 'This firft Squadron cocitainetb Folk

'•forgotten their Denominations. In that other Army 

* come thofe that tafte the cryftjlline Streams of the

• Pafhire. Thole that recreate thcmfclvcs in the Llyfm

* ancient Relicks of the Gothifh Blood. Thofe that baoK 

* themfelves in PJJuergay renowned for the Smoothnefs of 
' his Current. Thofe tliat feed their Flocks m the vaft 

* Fields of the wreathing Guadianay & celebrated for hi? 

* hidden Courfe. Thofe that tremble through the Cold 

* of the bufhy Pirem^ and the * lofty yiptnitHs. Finally, 
•all thofe thsiX Europe in it fclf containeth.' 

Good God .' how many Prbvinces repeated he at that 
time, and how many Nations did he name, giving to 
every one of them, with marvellous celerity and 
bHcfiiels, their proper Attributes, being fwallowediip 
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and ingulphed in thofe Things which he read in his lying 
B^oksl Sancho'-Pancha fl(X)d fufpended at his Speech^ ana 
fpoke not a word, but only would now and then turn his 
head to fee, whether he could mark thole Knights and 
Giants, which his Lord had named ; and by rcafbn he 
CQuld not difcover any, he laid, Sir, I give to the Devil 
atiy Man, Giant, or Knight, of all thofe you faid that ap- 
peareth, at leaft I cannot difcem them. Perhaps all is 
but Enchantment, like that of the Ghofts of ycrfernight. 
How ? fa/ft thou fb, quoth Don §itdxote : Doft thou not 
hear the Horfes neigh, the Trumpets found, and the 
Noife of the Drums ? I hear nothing clfe, laid Sancho^ 
but the great Bleating of many Sheep. 

And \o it was indeed, for by this time th^ two Flocks 
did approach them very near. The Fear that thou con- 
cciveft, Sanchoy quoth Don ^ixfffe^ maketh thee that ' 
tlv>u canft neither hear nor fee aright ; for one of the 
Eifeds of Fear is to troublt^ the Senfes, and make 
' Things appear otherwife than they are; and feeing 
thou teareft la much, retire thy felf out of the wav ; 
for J alone am lufficient to give the Victory to tnajt 
part which I Ihall aflift : And having ended bis S^eeclj^, 
he fet Spurs to RozJnantef and fetting his Lance in the 
Reft, he flung down from the Hillock like a Thun- 
derbolt. 

Sancho cried to him as loud as he could, laying, re- 
turn good Sir Don ^ixotCy for I vow unto God, that 
all thofe which you go to charge, are but Sheep and 
Muttons. 

Return, I lay, alas that ever I was bom, what Madnels 
is this ? Look, for there is neither Giant nor Knight, 
nor Cats, nor Arms, nor Shields, parted nor whole, 
nor pure Azures nor devilillx. Whit is it you do. 
Wretch that I am ! Foe all this Don ^ixcu did not 
return, but rather rode fafter, faying with a loud 
Voice, On, on. Knights, all you that ferve and march 
under riic Banners of the valorous Emperor PmapoUn 
of the naked Arm^ follow me, all of you, and you Ihall 
^e how eafily I will revenge him on his Enemy 
^ifamj^an of Trfij^oha^na.. And laying 16, he- entered 

into 
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into die midft of the Flock of Sheep, and began to 
lance them with fach Courage and Fury, as if he did in 
good eameft enooonter his mortal j^emies. 

The Shepherds that came with the Flock, cried to him 
to leave o^ but feeing their Words took no cSc€t, thcj 
unloofed dieir Slings and bc^an to ialute his Pate with 
Stones, as great as one^s Fm. But Den gftuxote made 
DO account of their Stones, and did fling up and down 
among the Sheep, faying. Where art thou, proud jili- 
famfaron^ where art thou ? come to me, for I am bur 
one Knight alone, who deiire to prove my Forces widi 
thee Man to Man, and deprive diee of thy Life, in 
pain of the Wrong thou dofi; to the valiant Pent a- 
foUn^ the Garamante, At that inftant a Stone gave 
him luch a Blow on one of his Sides, as did bury two 
<^ his Ribs m his Body. He beholding himfelf ib ill 
dight, did prefently befieve that he was either flain, 
or ibrely wounded ; and rememhring himfelf of his 
Liquor, he took out his Oil>pot,,and fet it to his 
J^outh to drink ; but ere he could take as much as 
he thought was requifite to cure his Hurts, there con>. 
edi atwtner Almond, which flruck him fo full upon the 
Hand and Oil-pot, as brdce it into pieces, and carried 
awav with it be/ides three or four of his Cheek- 
teetn, and did moreover bruife very forcly two rf 
his Fingers. Such was the firft and me fecond Blow, 
as the poor Knight was conflrained to lie down off 
his Horfe. And the Shepherds arriving did verily 
believe they had (lain him ; and therefore ^thering 
their Flock together with all Ipeed, and ourymg away 
their dead Muttons, which were more than feven, 
they went away without verifying the Matter any fur- 
ther. 

Samh9 remained all this while on the height, be- 
holding his Matter's Follies, pulling the Hairs off his

That Thief the Wifeman, who is mine Adversary, 
qyioth Don ^'xote^ can counterfeit, and make Men to 
icetn iuchy or vanifh away, as he pleafeth ;/ for, Sancho^ 
thou ought'ft to know, that it is a very eaiy thing for 
thoic Jdnd of Men to make us leem what they pleafe ; 
and this Maligne that periecuteth me, envyiag the Glory 
which he law I was like to acquire in this iiattel, hath 
cgnvcrted the Enemy's Squadrons into Sheep ; and if 
thou wilt not believe me, , Sancho, yet do one thing 
. for my Sake, that thou may*ft remove thine Error, and 
perceive the Truth which I affirm. Get upon thy 
Afs, and follow them fair and foftly aloof, and thou (halt 
fee, that as fbon as thou art parted any diflance from 
hence, they will turn to fhew their firft Form, and, lea- 
ving to be Sheep, will became Men, as right and ftrcight 
as r painted *em to thee at the firft : but go not now, 
for I have need of thy Help and Afliftance ; draw nearer 
to mc, and lee how many Cheek-teeth and others I want, . 
for methinks there is not one left in my Mouth. With 
that Sancho approach'd ib near, that he almoft laid his 
Eyes in his Mailer's Mouth ; and 'twas juft at .the time 
that the Bdfamtm had wrought its effe6l in Don. 
.^*:e^^e*s Stomach, and at the very Sealbn t\\2LtSemcho 
went to look into his^Mouth, he di^org'd all that he 
had in his Stomach with as great Violence as if it had 
been ihot out of a Muiquet, juft in his companionate 
Scjuire's Beard. 

O holy Mother M^r^/ quoth Sanchy what is this that 
hath beniUen me 1 the poor Man is mortally wounded, 
without doubtj for he vomiteth up Blood at his Mouth. 
But looking a little nearer to it, he perceiv'd by the ^ 
Colour and Smell, that it was nqt Blood, but the B/r//^ 
mum of his Matter's Oil-bottle, whereat he inftantly 
took luch a- Loathing, that his Stomach likewife tum'a, 
and he vomited out his very Bowels almoft all in his 
Matter's Face : And &> they both remained like Pearls- 
Soon 
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Sooa afier Sancho ran to his Afs to take iboficwhat to 
dear him&lf, and to cure his Lord^ out of his Wallet, 
which when be -fbfuid 4: wanting, he was ready to run 
out of his Wits: '^Therc he began anew to ou-fe himiel^ 
and made a firm Refidution in Mind, that he would leave 
Ins Maftcr, and turn to his Country again, altho' he 
were lure both to lofe his Wages and the Hope rf the 
Government of the promis'd luand. 

By this Don g^'xofe arofe, and letting his left Hand to 
his Mouth, that the reft of his Teeth might not fall out, 
he caught hold on the Reins of Rozinante's Bridle with 
the other, who had never ftirr'd from his Matter (foch 
was his Loyalty and Good-nature) he went towards his 
Sguire, that lcan*d iipon his Als with his Hand under 
his Cheek, like one penfive and malecontcnt And Don 
^xa/tf feeing him in thatguife, with iuch Signs of 
£adnefs, laid unto him, JCnow, SancbQ^ that one Man is 
not more than another, if he do not more than another : 
All thofe Storms that fall on us, are Arguments that the 
Time will wax calm very ibon, and that Things will 
have better Succefs hereafter ; for 'tis not poflible that 
^ther Good or III be durable. And hence we may 
collet, that our Misfortunes having lafted fo long, our 
Fortune and Wealtli muft be likewile near ; and there- 
fore thou ought'ft not thus to afflid diy felf for thy DiA 
graces tliat oefall me, feeing no part of them &11 to 
ttny Lot. 

How! Not, quoth Sancho? Was he whom thqr tofs'd 
jreflerday in the Coverlet, by Fortune, any other Man's 
islon than my Father's ? And the Wallet that I want to- 
day, with all my Puovifion, was it any other's than 
my own I What ! doft thou want thy Wallet, Sancho^ 
quoth Don g^taxote ? Ay, that I do, quoth he. In that 
manner, reply d Don §laixote^ we have nothing left us 
to eat to-day. That would be lb, quoth Stmchoy if* we 
could not And among theic Fields the Herbs which I 

+ Haulng left it behind him in the Inn^ when he rm 
^wajf^ mid fafdmthing for his Lodging. 

hare 
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have heard yoi) lay, you know, wherewithal fuch ua- 
hicky Knights^£rraut as you are wont to fiipply like 
Needs. 

For all that, quoth Don §^ixotej I would rather Iiavc 
now a quarter of a Loaf, or a Cake and two Pilchards 
Heads, than all the Herbs that D/^J^mV^/ dcfcribcth, 
altho*thcy came glofs'd by Dr. Lacuna himfelf: But 
yet, for all that, get upon the Beaft, Smcho the good^ 
and follow roe, for (ixi, who is the Provider tor all 
Creatures, will not fail us ; and priacipallv feeing we 
do a Work fo greatly to his Service as we qo, feeing he 
do:h not abandon the litde Flies of the Air, nor the 
Wormlings of the Earth, nor the Spawnlings of the Wa- 
ter : And ne is Q> merciRil, that hemaketh his Sunfhine 
on the Good and the £vil, and rains on Sinners and 
JuftMen. You were much fitter, quoth Sancha^ to be 
a Preacher, than for a Knight-Errant. Knights-Errant 
know, and ought to know, fbmewhat of all Things, 
. ^uoth Don Siulxcte; for there hath been a Knight-Errant 
in Times pafl, who would make a Sermon or Dilcourfe 
in the midft of a Camp-royal, with as good Grace as if: 
he were graduated in the Univerfity of Paris ; by which 
we may gather tliat the Lance never duU'd the Pcn^ 
nor the Pen the Lance. 

Well then, quoth Sanchoy let it be as you have laid, 
and let us depart hence and procure to find a Lodging 
for tliis Night, where, I pray God, may be no Coverlets 
and Toflers, nor Spirits, nor enchanted Moors ; for if 
there be, I'll bcflow the Flock and the Hook on the 
Devil. 

Demand diat of God, Son Savehoy quoth Don ^ixote 
and lead me where thou pleafeft, for I will leave the 
cled:ion of our Lodging to thy choice for this time ; yet, 
I pray thee, give me thy ftandi and fe(?l how many 
Cheek-teeth, or others, I want in this right fide of the 
upper Jaw, for there I feel moft Pain. Sanchf^^wx in 
hi« Fingers, and, whilfthefelt him, demanded, Hbw nia- 
ny Qheck-teeth were you accuftoni'd to have on this 
fide ? Four, quoth he, befides the hindermoft, all cf 
'cm very whole and found. See well what you fa^^ 
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Sir, quoth Sanch^. I fiy, four, quoth Don ^xQte^ if 
they were not five ; for i never in my Life drew or loft 
any Tooth, nor hath any fall'n, or been worm-eaten, or 
marr'd by any Rheum. Well then, quoth Sanchoy you 
have in this nether part but two Qieck-tceth and a half, 
and in the upper neither half nor any, for all there is 
m plain as the Palm of my Hand. Unfortunate I (quoth 
Don ^x9te^ hearing the forrowfol News that his Squire 
told unto him) for I tiad rather lof^ one of mine Arms, 
ib it were not that of my Sword ; for, Sanchoy thou muft 
wit, tliat a Mouth vithwP Cheek-^eah^ is like a Mill 
without a Miil'Jfene ; and a Tooth is much more to be 
eileem'd than a Diamond. 

But we, which profels the rigorous Xjawsof Arms, arc 
iubje^ to all thele Di(aftei-s ; wherefore mount, gende 
Friend, and give the Way, for I will follow thee what 
Pace thou plcaleft. Sancho obcy'd, and rode the Way 
where he thought he might find Lodging, without lea- 
ving the Highway, which was there very much beaten : 
And goin^ thus oy litde and little (for Don ^xote*s 
Pain of his Jaws did not fuflfer him Reft, or make over- 
much Hafte) Sancho, to entertain him, and divert his 
Tlx)ught by laying fome Thmgs, bc^an to abord him in 
the form we mean torehearie in the Chapter eniiiing. 



CHAP. V. 

Of the difcreetBifcourfes faffed between Sancho 
and his Lord', with the Adventure fucceeding 
of a dead Body ^and other notable Occurrences. 

MEthinks,good Sir, that all the Mifliaps that bc- 
fel us thcfc Days pad are, wit'iout any doubt, in 
punifhment of the Sin you committed againft 
.t'lc Order of Knighthood, by nor •performing the Oath 
A'ou iworc, npx to xat Bread m Mle-ctoths, nor to Jport 

with 
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with the gueen^ with all the reft which enfuerh, and 
you vow"d to accompliih, until you had won the Hel- 
met of Malandrino^ or I know not how the Mo9r is 
. caird, for I have forgotten his Name. Thou lay 'ft right, 
Sanchoy quoth Don ^ixote; but, to tell the Truth in- 
deed, I did wholly forget it: And thou may 'ft likewiic 
think certainly, that bccaufc thou didft not remember it 
to me in time, that of the Coverlet was inflidted as a 
Puniihment on thee; but I will make amends, for wc 
have alfo Manners of Reconciliation for all Things in 
the Order of Knighthood Why, did I by chance fvvear 
any thing, quoth Sancho ? It little imports, quoth Don 
Smxotey that thou haft notfworn; let it iuftice that I 
know thou art not very clear from the Fault of an Ac- 
ceilary ; and therefore, at all adventures, 'twill not be ill 
to provide a Remedy. If it be fo, quoth Sancho^ be- 
ware you do not forget this again, as you did that of 
the Oath, for if you fliould, perhaps thofe Spirits will 
take again a Fancy to Iblace themlelves with me, and 
l^rad venture with you your felf, if tliey lee you obfti- 
nate. 

Being; in thefe and other liich Diicourles, the Night 
overtook them in the Waj^ before they could difco/er ' 
any Lodging; and that which was worft of all, they 
were almoft fimiih'd with Hunger; for, bythelois of 
their Wallets, they loft at once both their Provifion and 
Warder-houlc. And to accompliih whc^ly this Dilgrace, 
there liicceeded a certain Adventure, which certainly hap- 
pen'd as we lay it down, without any Addition m x\\z 
World, and was this-: Tfie Night did fliut uo with ^omt 
Darknds, yet notwithftandim|. they travePd on ftiil, 
Sancho believing that fincc tha^ras the Highway, there 
JMuft be within a League or two in all reaion fbme Inn. 
TTravelHng therefore, as I have laid, in a dark Night, 
the Squire being hungrjr, and the Mafter having a good 
Stomach, they law coming towards them, in tiie very 
"Way they travel'd, a great multitude of Lights, refem. 
bling notning lb well as wandering Stars. Smtcho behold- 
ing them, was ftruck into a wondcrfol Amaiement, and 
his Lord was not much better: The one drew' his Afi- 
' Hz halter, 
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•lialtcr, die other held his Horle, and both of 'em ftood 
^ihlly beholding attentively what that might be, and the^ 
pcrceiv'd that the Lights drew dill nearer unto them, 
and the more they approach'd they appear d the^rea- 
tcr. At the Sigjht Satuho did ttcmble, like one inteded 
by the (avour of Quickfilvcr ; and Ek>n ^'xote's Hair 
-did ihind up like Bridies ; who animating himfelf a lit- 
tie, iaidy Sancht^ this mufl be quedioiJefsagrcat and 
mofl dangerous Advennire, wherein 'tis requiiite that I 
Ihew all my Valour and Strength. 

Unfortunate I, quoth Sancho ! if by chance this Ad- 
venture were of Ghods, as it feemedi to me that it is, 
where will there be Ribs to Hiflfer it 1 Be they never 
fo great Ghofts, (aid Don ^'xote^ I will not conicnt 
that they touch one Hair of thy Garment ; for if diey 
jcftcd Vxih thee the other time, 'twas bccaufe I could 
not leap over the Walls of the Yard; but now we^e 
in plain Field wlierc I may brandiik my Sword os I 
pleafe. 

And if they enchant and benumb you, as they did the 
other time, quoth ' Sancho^ what will it then avail us to 
be in open Field or no ? For all that, reply 'd Don 
^ixotey I pray thee, Sanchoj be of good Courage, for Ex- 
perience Ihall fliew thee how great my Valour is. I will, 
an't pleafe God, quoth Sancho. And ^o departing ibme- 
what out of tlie Way, they began again tp view carncft- 
ly what that of the travelling Lights might be ; and 
after a very little fpace they elpy'd many white Things, 
whole dreadful Vifions did in that very inftant abate 
Sancho Panckas Courage, who now began to chatter 
with his Teeth, like one that had the Cold of a G^r- 
tane', «nd when they did diftindtly perceive what it was, 
then did his beating and chattering of Teeth encreafc, 
for they difcover'd about fbme Twenty all cover'd v/it h ■ 
White a horfeback, with Tapers lighted in their Hands, 
after which follovv'd a Litter cover'd over v/ith Black, 
and then enfiied other {\x a horfeback attired in Mourn- 
ing, and likcwife their Mules, even to the very Ground ; 
ibr they peixciv'd they were not Horlcs, by tlie ^uictnefs 
il^fjthcir Pa;x. The white Folk rode murmuring (bme- 
„ X .wlia 
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what among tkemfelves with a low and compaffive 
Voice. 

Which ftfatige Vifion, at fuch an Hour, and in Places 
ndt inhabited, was very flifficient to ftrike Fear into Sm^ 
cko's Heart, and even into his Matter's, if it had been any 
other than Don ^xate ; but Sancho tumbled here and 
there, being quite overthrown with Terror. Thecontra- 
rf happeri'd to his Lord, to- whom, in that lame Hour, his 
Imagination rcprefentedunto him niolHively the Advcn- 
tutie wherein he was, to be iiich a one as he oft-times Iiad 
read in his Bbc^ of Chivalry ; fqr it figur'd unto him> 
that the Litter was a Bier, wherein was carried Ibme 
grievoufly wounded or dead Knight, whole Revenge was 
onlv referv'd for him : And without making any other 
Diicourie, he let his Lance in the Reft, feared himlelf 
iarely in his Saddle, and put himlelf in themidft of the 
Way by wHkh the white Folk muft forcibly pafs, with 
great Spirit and Courage ; and when he law them draw 
near, he l^id witha loud Voice,Stand, Sir Knight, who - 
Ibevcr yott be, and render me an Account what you are, 
from whence you come, where you go, and what thac 
is which Vnn]^ carry in that Bier ; for, according as you 
ihew, eitner you have done to others, or others to you, . 
Ibme If^ry ; and 'tis convenient and needRil that Ii 
know it, either to chaftile you for the 111 you have com- 
mitted, or elle to revenge you of the Wrong which you 
have Mtr'd. - We are in hafte, quoth one of the white 
Men, and the Inn is far off, and therefore cannot ex- 
pert to give Sy full Relation as you requeft: And with ; 
that, Ipurring his Mule, he rode forward. 

Don ^u/xaft hiehfy dildaining at that Anlwer, took 
by the Bridle and held him, laying. Stay, proud Knight, , 
and be better manner *d another time, and give me Ac- 
count of rfiat which I demanded ; if hot, 1 defy yoii all 
to mortal Battel. 

The Mule whereon the white Man rode was Ibme- 
what fearfid and skitdfh, and being taken thus rudely 
by the ftridle, fhe took luch a Fright, that riling up on 
her hinder Leg9, ihe unhors'd her Rider. One of the Lac- 
Iksjb that came with them, feeing him fWen, began to re< 
H.3 - . vikv. 
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rile Don S^x^^y ^^ being by this throughly enr^M, 
•wichour any more ado, nutting his Lance in the Kcft, 
run upon one of the Moiirncrs, and threw him to the 
Ground very fore wounded ; and turning upon the rcft^ 
•fwas a thine worthy the noticg with wliat Dexterity he 
did aflaiilt, break upon them, and put them all to flight; 
ibr it frem*d none other but that R^xSnente had gotten r 
then Wings, he beflirr'd himielf fb nimbly and coura- 
gioufly. 

All diofe white Men were fearfiil People, and un- 
arm'd, and therefore fled away from the Skirmifh in a 
trice, and b^an to traverfe that Field with their Tapers 
btuning, that they fecm'd to be Maskers, that uie to run 
up and down in Kights of Joi*^ and Recreatioa The 
Mourners likewife were ib lapped upland muffled by 
their mourning Weeds, as tlKy could icairce Qir them vlo 
that Don S^ixQte did, witiiout any danger of his Peribn, 
give *em all the Baftinado, and cauied them to forfake 
their Kctoms whether they would or no; for all of 'em 
did vcrrily think that he was no Man, but a Devil of 
P. ell, that met them to take away the dead Body which 
tiicy carried in the Litter. All thb did Sancho behoUy 
nwr.-clloully acin;ir*d at his Mafter's Boldnefs, which 
J7 adc him lay loiunilelf, MyMafier is infalUhly as fir&g 
Mid *vaUant as he [aid. 

There lay on the Ground, by him whom his Mule 
had firft overthrown, a wax Taper ftill burning, by whole 
light Don Slmxote perceiv'd him, and conunp; over to 
him he laidtlic Point of his Lance upon his Face, iav- 
irg, That he fhould render himfeif, or clfe he would 
l<ay him : To which the other anfwcrM, I am already 
rcrdcr'd more than erough, feeing I cmnotftir meout 
of the Place, for one of my Legs is broxen ; and if you 
.be aChriftian, I dcfire you not to kill me, for therein 
you would commit a great Sacrilege, I being a Licen- 
ciatc, and have received the firft Orders. 

Well then, quoth Don ^x&tty what Devil brought 
thce'htther, being a Chufchman ? Who, Sir, reply 'd 3ic 
Overthrown, but my Misfortune 1 Yet doth a greater 
threaten thee, £ad Don Sj^ixcu^ if tliou doft not iatisfie 

•* inc 
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me in all that which I firft demanded of thee. You fliall 
eafily befatisfied, quoth the Licenciate; and therefore 
you fhall wit, that altho* firft of all J faid I was a Li- 
cenciate, I am none, but a Batchclor, and am calPd >f- 
Im^o LripeZy born at Mcovendas^ and I came from the 
I ^ City <^Baeca with elc/en other Priefts, which arc thofe* 
^ that fled away with the Tapers ; we travel towards Se- 

foviay^ accompanying the dead Body that lies in that 
-itter, of a certain Gentleman who died in ^Saeca^ and 
was there deposited for a while; and now, as I iajr, wc 
carry his Bones to the Place of Burial, which is m Se- 
govia, the Place of his Birth. 

And who kill'd him, quoth Don ^'xote? Qod, 
quoth the Batchclor, with certainpeftUential Fevers that 
he took. In that manner, quoth iJon Sj^'xotey our Lord 
hath deliver'd me from the Pains I would have taken 
to revenge his Death, if any other had flainhim: But 
having kiird him, he that did it, there is no other Re- 
medy out Silence, and to lift up the Shoulders ; for the ■ 
lanac I muft my fclf liave done, if he" were lilce wife plea- 
fed tjo flay me : And! would have your Reverence to 
nnderttand, that I am a Knight of the Manchn, call'J 
Don ^'xore, and mine Office and Excrcile is, to j^o 
throus;hout the World, riglitingof Wrong*!, and undj- 
kicoflnjuries. 

1 cannot underffcmd how that can be of rigluin^ 
Wrongs, quoth the Batchelor, feeing you have made mo, 
who was right before, now very crooked, b^ breaking 
of my Leg, which can never be righted again as long as 
I live ; and the Ii^ry which you have undone in me, is 
none other but to leave me fo injured, as I fhall remain 
injured for ever : And 'twas a very great Difventure to 
have cncounter'd with you, that go a&utto fcek Adven- 
tures. All things, quoth Don §^'xotey fiicceed not of 
one faihion ; the Hurt was. Mailer Batchelor y^lonfo Lo^ 
pez^ that you travel'd thus by Night covered with thofc 
Sun)lices,wich burmng Tapers, and cover'd with Weeds 
of Dole, fb that you appcBir'd moft properly fbme bad 
Thing, and of the other World, and io I could not omit 
to fiilfil my Duty. by af&ulting you, which I would have 
H 4 done. 
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done, altho' I verily knew you to be the Satans them- 
iHves pf Heir, for liich I judg'd and accounted you ever 
till now. 

Then Hnce my bad Fortune hath fb difpos'd it, quoth 
the Batchelor, I defireyou, goodSir Kn^ht-£rrant (who 
liath given me fo evil an Errand) diat you will help mc 
to get up from under this Mule, who hnlds i^ill my L.cg 
betwixt the Stirrup and Saddle. I would have ilaid talk- 
ing until to-morrow Morning, quoth Don StuxoUy and 
why did you cxpe6t ^ IcKJg to declare your.Oricf to mcl 
Heprefcntly cdW d to Sawho Pancha^ to come over, but 
he had litde mind to do ib^ for he was other ways ^^ 
plov'd, ranlackingof a Stimpter-Mulc which tliofc good 
Folk brought widi *cm, well fumifh'd with Belly-ware. 
Savcho ma£ a Bag of hisGifTock, and catching all that 
he might or could contain, he laid it on hh &aft, and 
then prefendy after repair'd to his Mafter, and help'd to 
deliver the good Batchelor from tlie OppreflSon of hi& 
^iule : And mounting him again on it, negave him his 
Taper, and Don ^';c«f^ bade nim to follow his Fellows, 
of whom he Ihould dcfire Pardon, in his Name, for the 
Wrong he had done them, for it lay not in his hands^ to 
have done the contrary. Sanclo faid to him alio, If riioic 
Gentlemen would by chance know who the valorous 
Knight is that hath u(ed them thus, you may lay unto 
them, that he is the famous Don ^'xote of hUmchay 
otherwife call'd Jhe Knight of the Ill-favour d Face. 

With this the Batchelor departed, and Don §^ix9te 
demanded of Samho^ what hadraov'd himtocalJ him 
Ihe Knight of the Jll~favomd Fac€y more at that Time 
than at any other. I will tell you that, quoth Sancho ; 
1 Hood beholding of you a pretty while by the Taper- 
light, which that unlucky Man carrieth, and truly you 
havreone of the evil-favour 'dft Countenances of late that 
ever I law; which either proccedeth of your being tired 
after tliis Battel, or cile thro' the lols of your Teeth. 
This is not the Reaibn, faid Don ^xote ; but rather 
it hath fcem'd fit to the Wife-man, to whoic Charge is 
left the writing of my Hiftory, that I take Ibmc appcl- 
jitlvc ISamcii a^ ^ otlier Kmghts of yore liave done ; 

for 
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for one call'd himfelf The Knight of. the hicndng SrvorU ; 
another, that of the Unicorn ; this, Jiim of the Phtcnix ; 
the other, ihatoftheDamfels; another. The Knight of 
the Griffn ; and Ibnic other, Jke. Knight of Death ; and 
by thefe Karties and Dcvices.they were known through- 
put the Compais of the Earth. And fo I %,. that the 
Wiie-man, whom, I mention'd", let in thy Mind and 
Tongue the Thought to call me The Knight of the Ill- 
favour d Face^ as I mean to call my felf from henceforth: 
And, that the Kame may become mfe better, I will upon 
the firft Occafion caufe to be painted in my Shield st 
moft ill-favour'd G>untenance. 

, You need not, quoth Sanchoy ipend fo much Time 
and Money In having the like Countenance painted, but 
that which you may more eadly. doj is, to difbover your 
own, and look diredbly on thofe fhat behold yoB, and I 
will warrant you, that without any more ado, or new- 
painting, in your Shield, they will call you, Him of the 
IU-favo:trd Face : And let this be iaid in jeft, Tliat Kun- 
er and the want of your T^eth have given you, as I 
avc fa,id, So evil-favour' d a FacSy as you may w'ell excufe 
alj otiier heavy Portraitures. . Don ^ixote laugh'd at; 
his Squire's Conceit, and yet neverthelels he purpofed to 
call himfelf by that Name, as loon as ever hQ could. have- 
commodity to paint his Shield or Euckler. And after he 
had pauS'd a while, he (aid to Sanchoy I believe, Sancho^ 
that I am excommunicated^ for having laid violent Hands 
upon a coniecrated thing, ^ Juxta^ iliud,Ji quhfiadenfe 
diflboloy iifc. altho* Tarn certain 1 laid not niy Hands up- 
on him, but pnly. this Javelin ; and befides, I did not 
any way lulpedt that I offended Priefts or Church-men, 
which 1 do rerj)e<ftand honourasaCatholkk and faith- 
fill Chriftian, but rather, that, thpy were Shadows and 
Spiritsof the other World. ! 

And ifthewQrft happen'd; I -remember well that 
which befel the Cyd Kuy Diasy when he broke that 
other King's Ambaflador 5 Chair before the Pope's Holi- 
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ncfs, fer which lie exoommunkated him ; and yet €<x all 
thac» the good R§iUrick yivsr behav'd himfelf that Day 
like ao honoarable and valiant Knight. 

About diis dme the Batdielor departed, as is laid, 
without fpealdng a Word, and Don ^txofe would hm 
have iecn whcdier die Corps that canie in the Litter 
were Bones, orno; but Smiri&tf would nof permit him^ 
£iyiDg, Sir, you have ftnifhed this perilous Adventure 
taott with your Safety of any one of thdethat I have ieen% 
This People, akho* overcome and lcatter*d, might per- 
haps fall in the Coofideiation, that be who hath over- 
come them is but one Perfbn alone, and growing afhamed 
diercof, would perhaps join and unite themSves, and 
turn upon us and nve us enough Bu^els to do : The 
A(s is m good plight, according to my Defire, and the 
Mountain at haix^ and Hunger opprdleth us, therefore 
we have nodiing elfe to do at this time but retire our 
iblvcs with a good Pace, and, as 'ds laid. To the Grave 
mtb the Dead^ and let them that live f the Bread, 
And pricking on his Afs, he requefted his Mafter to^ 
Ibllow him ; who feeing that Sancho ipoke not with- 
out Bcaibn, he fpurr*d after him without replying. 
And having traverd a little way, between two fttvAl 
Mountains, s*iey found a large and hidden Valley, where 
they alighted, and Sancho lightning his fieaft, and lyings 
both along upon the green Grafs, holpen by the Sauce 
of Hunger, they broke their Fafts, dined, eat their Sever 
and Supper all at ooe time, latisfymg their Appetites 
with more than one Difh of cold Meat, which the dead' 
Gentleman^s Chaplains (which knew how to make much 
of thcmfelves) had brought for their ProvifxotL But 
here fuccecdcd another Difcommodity, which Sancbo ac- 
counted not as the kaft, which was, that they had no 
Wine to drink, no, nor as much as a Drop of Water to 
rince their Mouths ; and being icorch*d with Drought, 
Sancho perceiving the Fields where thw were full of 
thick and green Grafs, laid that which fnall enfuein the 
Chapter fmlowing.

Of a wonderful Jdventure^ atcbiev^d witbkfs 
HaTard than ever any other Knight did any^ by 
the valorous Don Quixote of the Mancha. 

IT is not poflible, my Lord, biit that thcfe green Herbs 
do argue, that near unto this Place mufl be ibme 
Fountain or Stream that watereth them ; and there- 
iwe, I pray jou, let us go a little farther, and we ihall 
meet that which may mitigate the terrible Third that 
affli^s us, which lets us qucftionleis in more Pain than 
did our Hunger. This Counlel was allow *d by Don 
g^ixoti ; and therefore leading Rozinante by the Bridle, 
and Sancho'& Aft by the Halter, after laying up the Re- 
vcrfionoftheirSiipper, they let on thro* the Plain, oniy 
guided by their Guc!s, for the Night was ih dark as 
they could not iec a iot.

Rock. The Noife did cheer them very much, and ftand- 
ing to hear from whence it founded, thcv heard un- 
awares another Noi(^, which watered all the Conti- 
nent. They conceived before, efpecially in Sancho^ who, 
as I have noted, vras naturally very fearftil, and of litih 
Spirit; they lieard (I lay) certain Blows ftruckcn with 
Proportion, with a kind of rattling of Irons and Chains, 
which accompanied by the furious Sound of the VVatci*, 
might ftrikc Teror into any other Heart bat Don 
gl:tix9tes. 

Tlie Night, as wc (aid, was dark, and they happened 
to enter in among certain tall and Idfcy Trees, whole 
Leaves, mov*dby a loft gale of Wind, made a fearfial an4 
ft ill Noife ; fo diatthe Solitude, Siniation, Darkncfs, and 
the Noife of tlic Water, andtreniHing of the Lcaves,con- 
H 6 cu.'ring. 
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curringy did breed Horror and Affright ; but elpecially 
Iccmg that the Blows never ccafed, the Wind flept not, 
nor the Morning approach'd ; whcrcunto may be added, 
tjiat they knew not the Place where they were : But 
Don ^'xotfy accompanied .with his valiant Heart, leap'd 
on Rozinantej and embracing his Buckler^ brandifh'd his 
Lance, and Ikid, 

< Friend SgnchQy I would have thee know, that I was 

* bom by the Diipofition of Heaven, in this our Age of 

* Iron, to rcdifcitatJC^ in -it that of<yold, or theG^iWpw 
^ JVorify as 'tis call'd. I ^m he, for whom are referv'd 

*^ all dai^rous,, great, and valorous Feats. I fay again 

* that J am he which ihall fct up again th<^ o£ the 
*• Rwmd TabU\ the f»(hf$ Peers of France, and the 

* i^ine fVirthUf. I am he who Ihall cauic the A6b to 

* be forgotten of thofe plathefy Tablatuesy OUvanteSj and 

* Jirantes ; thsPhebus^Sy BeHanh*Sy with all the Crew 

* of the fimous Knights-Errant of Times paft, doing 

* in this wherein I live fuch great and wonderilil Feats 
^ of Arms, as Ihall obfcure the braveft that ever they 

* atchiev'd. Thou noteft well, faithful and loyal ^uire, 
*- the Darkncft of this Kight, the flrangc Silence, the 

* deaf and cx)nfiifed Trembling of theie Trees, the 

* dreadful Koife of that Water, in whofe iearch we 

* come, which ieems to throw it felf headlong down 

* from tihe ftcep Mountains of the Moon, the incefllable 

* Blows which do ftill wound our Ears ; all which to- 

* gether, and every one apart, are able to flrike Terror, 

* Pear,^^ and Ama^emeBt into the very Mind of Mnv, 

* how much more into his that is not accudom'd to the 

* like Chances and Adventures 1 Yet all this which I 
^ have depaintedto thee are Inciters and Rouzers of my 
^ Mind, which now cauieth my Heart almoft to burft ia 

* my Breafl,. with the defireit hath to try this Adveiv- 
•- ture, how ilifficult fpever it ihews it fclf Wherefore 
*~ tie m^ Horfc-girts a little fbeighter, and farewel ; here 

* in this Place thou may'fi cxpecb me three Days, and 
*t no more ;: And if I ihall not return in that ipace, thou 

* may 'ft go back to our Village, and from thence (for 
2»y &ke} to Tohofi^ where thou Ihalt fay to my incom- 

' Me. 
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« ^r$bltLaAf.r>iikine0i thai her captive Ktiighr died 

* by attcmptmg Things that might make him wcNtby 

* tobecaffdihrt*/ 

' When SaOchn heaird his Lord'ipfMk thefc Words, he 
faeean to vreep with the greatd^ CoitlpaiSoa of the 
World, and lay unto htm, jStr, I fee no Reaibn why you 
Ihoidd undcrtMBcthk fearfld Adventure ; 'tis now Nigltt, 
andiior body^cati pctceive usy we may very well croft 
the Way, and apart our feives ffom danger, altho' we 
fliDuld therefore want Drink thele thre6 Davs : And fee- 
iiffi; none behold us,- there will be much lels aiiy one-t^ 
ta& notice of otirCbwardiie; die rather becau^ I heard 
oft-^times the Curate ofour Village^ whom you know 
very well, preach,, that He which feeks the Danger ^fg^ 
nfbeth therein ; fo that it is n6t good to tempt God, un- 
dertaking (iich a huge Affair, out of which you canmot ' 
eicape, but by a Miracle ; and let thole which Heaven 
hath already wroiight for you fufiice, in<lelivering you 
from being tois'd in a Coverlet, as I was, and bringing 
you away Vi<5tor, free and iafe from among ib many 
jEnemies as accompanied the dead Man. 

And when all this ihall not move or Ibfien your hard 
Hieart, let this move it, to think and certainly believe, 
that fcarce fhall you depart from thb Place, when thro* 
Fear I fhall give up my Soul to him that pleafeth to 
take it I left ray Country, Wife, and Children to come 
and fer/e you, noping tnereby to be worth more^ and 
not lefs ; but as Oueteujhefs h'eaks the Sacky fb hadi it 
ahb torn my Hopes, feeing when they were moft pr^ 
nant and lively, to obtain that unlucky and aocurled 
Ifland, whidi you promised me Hi often ; I fee that, in 
exchange thereof, you mean to forlafce me here in a De« 
iart out of all fi<equcntatio». For God's lake do not mo 
Inch a- Wrong, my Lord ; and if you will not wholly 
dcfift from your Purpoie, yet defer itatleafl: till the 
Mominr ; for as my little skill, that I learnt when I 
was a Shepherd, telleth me, the Dawning is not three 
Hours off, + for the Mouth of the Filh is over the 
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Heady and makedi Midnight in the line of die le^ 
Ann. 

How canft thou, Saiickoy auoth Don §liux9tiy Ice 
Where is the Lmc,orthat Mouth, or that Tail, ofwhich 
thou ipeak'ft, leeing the Night is (b dark that one Star 
ahone appeareth not? Thats true, quoth Sanch^y but 
Fear hath Eyes, which can fee thbgs under the Ground, 
and much more in the Skies. And beddes, we may ga- 
ther by good Diicourle, that the DaV is not £ir off Let 
it be as Httle ofFas it lifts, quoth Don Stuxvtey it ihall 
never be recorded of me, tlmt citlier Tears or Prayers 
oould ever diifuade me from performing the Duty of a 
Kn^ht ; and therefore, good Santhoy iiold thy peace, 
fer God, who hath infpired me to attempt this unfeen 
andfeaHul Adventure, will have an eye to mv Weal, 
and al(b to comf(»t thy Sorrow. Ana that thou had 
dierdfore to do, is, to make fireight my Girts, and re^ 
main here, for I will return ihortly, either alive or 
dead.« 

Soficho perceiving his Lord's laft Re(blution, and 
how little his Tears, Gounfels, or Prayers could avail, . 
reiblv'd to profit himself a little of his Wit, and make 
him, if he could, to expert until Day; and So when he 
did feften the Girts, he foftly, without being felt, tv*d 
his A&'s Halter to both R^^tf jw»fe*s Legs, fb feft, that 
when Don ^*tfr# tliought to depart, he could^xbr, for 
that his Horfe could not go a Hep, but leaping. 

Sancho feeing the good Succefs of his* Guile, laid, Ee - 
hdd, Sir, how Heaven, mov'd by my Tears and Prayers, 
hath ordainM that R$ziname Should not go a ftcp ; and 
if you will be fHll contending, and Ipurring, and ftr;- 
king him, you will do nothing but enrage Fortune, and, 
as me Proverb fays, But Jfum againfi the Prick. Don 
Quixote grew wood at this, and yet the more he fpur- 
r^ him he was the lefs able to go; wherefore, with- 
out perceiving the Caufe of his Horfe's ftay, he refoiv'd 
at laft to be quiet, and expeft either till the Morning or 
eUe till RozJnanti would pleafe to depart, believing 
verily that the Impediment came of feme other Caufe, 
and not from Sambo, and therefore £iid unto him, 

Since 
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Svacc 'tis ^^ Savchoy that Rozinante cannot ftir him 
I am content to tarry till the Dawning, altho* her Tar- 
dinefs coft me fomc Tears. You fhall have no cauie to 
weep, replied Sancho^ for I will entertain you, telling 
of H^ories until it be Day, if you will not alight and 
take a Nap upon thefc green Herbs, as Knights-Errant 
are wont, that you may be the frefher, and better able 
t6-morrow to attempt that monfbrous Advcnmrc which 
youeitped. 

' What doft thou call alighting or fleeping, ^oth Don 
^ix9te? Am I peradvcnture one of thoie Knights that 
repolc in time <mF Danger 7 Sleep thou, who waft bwn 
to flecp, or do what tlxw pleafe, for I wUl do that which 
I fhali lee IRtteft fi>r my Pretence. Good Sir, be not 
angry^ quoth Sancho^ for I did not ipeak with that In« 
tention: Andlbdrawingncar unto him, he fet one of 
his Hands on the Ptmimel of the Saddle, and the other 
hinder, in iiich fert that he refted imbracing his Lord's 
left ITiigh, not daring to depart from thence the breadth . 
of a Fmger ; fuch was the tear he had of thofc Blows^ 
which aU the while did found without ceafing. 

Then Don Qmxvte commanded him to tdl Ibme Tale 
to pais away the JTime, as he had promifed, and Sanchg 
faid he would, if the fear of that which he heard wou!d: 
fufter him : Yet, quoth he, for all this I will encourage, 
my Iclf to tell you one, whereon if I pan hit aright, and 
tlift I be not interrupted, is the beft Hiftory toat ever 
you heard ; and be you attentive^ fbr now I begin. It 
VMS that itwas^ the Good that Jhatt befaU bejorusali^ 
and the Harm for him that fearcbes it. And youmuQ' 
ht advertiicd, good Sir, that the Beginnmg that ancient 
Men gave to their Talcs, was not of ordinary Things ; 
and it was a Sentence of Cato^ the Roman Qmrozin, 
which fiys, jfnd the Harm be for him that Jearches it ; . 
which is as fit fdr this Place^ as a Ring for a Finger, to 
the end that you may be quiet, and not to go fees your 
own Harm to any Place, but that we turn us another 
Way, fbr 'no body compelleth us to ^low this^ where 
£) many Fears do iiirprize us. 

Pro- 
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Profecute this Tale, Sattfh^ (quoth Don ^ixofe) and 
leave the Charge of the Way we miift go,^ to me. 

J fay then, quoth 5/wif^^, that in a Village of £/&*- 
ffiadura there was a Shepheiyl) I would fay a Goat-herd ; 
and, as I fty of my Talc, this Goat-nerd was call'd 
Lofe Ruyz; and this Loj>e Ru/z, was enamour'd of a 
Shepherdefs, who was cail'd Torfaha ; the which Shep- 
hcrdels, callM Tormha^ was Daughter to a rich Herd- 
liian, and this rich Herd-man 

If thou telleftthy Tale,- 5<i»f/&#/ after that manner 
(quoth Don §iuixcu) repeating, every tKirig twice that 
thou /ay'f!, tliou wilt not end it thefe two Days. Tell 
it iuccindtly, and like one of Judgment^ or efe fay no- 
thing. 

Of the vcr^'famc Fafliion that Ttell, are all. Tales 
told in my Countrj-; and I know not ■Ik)w to tell it 
any other ; nor is it Realon that you ffiould ask of me 
to make new Cuftoms. 

Tell it as thou pleafeft, quoth Don ^xote^ for fince 
fortune will not othcrwife, but that Innifthear thee, 
go forward. 

So thar, mjc dear Sir of my. Soul, quoth Sanchoy that, 
as I have faid already, this Shepherd was in love with 
Torralva the Shepherdefs, who was a round Wench, 
fcornful, and drew fbmewhat near to a Man, for Ihe 
liad Moflachoes ; for methinks I fee her now before 
my Face. Belike then, quoth Don Sstixote, thou know'fl 
her. I did not know her, quoth Sartcho ; but he that 
told me the Tale fa\d it was fb certain and true that 
I might, when I told it to any other, very well fwear 
and affirm that I had fcen it all my felf : So that Days 
pafUng, and Days combg, the Devil, who (leeps not, 
ahd -f Who troubles all, wrought in fueh fort, as the 
Love that die Shepherd bore to the Shepherdefs' tum'd 
into Manflaughter and Ill-will ; and the Caufe was ac- 
cqrdbg to bad Tongues, a cerfain quantity of little - 
Jealouhes that ihe gave him, iiich as . they fafs^J tke 
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hine^ and came tit the. forh'dekn:^.; and tlic Shepherd ^ 
did hate her So much afterward, that he was content * 
to leave all that Country, becaufe he would not fee her, 
and go where his Eyes ihould never look upo» her. 
Torraha^ that law hcrfelf wdain'd by Ltf/«, did pre- 
lently love him better than ever flie did before. That 
is a natural Conditbii of Women j quoth Don^'oeotef 
to difdain tho& that love them, andtoafie^ thofe which 
hate thenx Pad forward^ Samh9: 

It happen'dy quoth Smir^Oy. that the Shepherd ftt his 
Pui^ofe m. execution, and gadisrbgup his Goats, he 
travetd thro* the Field» of Eftrimadurs to pals into 
the. Kingd6m of Pertugah Twralva^ which, knew it 
well, follow'd him a-foot and bare-le^^'d, afar off, with 
a. Pilgrim's Staff iir her Hand, and a Wallet hanging at 
her Neck, where (they fay) that flie carried a piece of 
a Lookinff^glaf^, and Another. di\ a Comb, and I know 
not what litde Bottle of Changes ibr her Face ; but let 
her carry what flic carriesi- for I. will not put my felf 
now to vcrifio that : Only I williay that they, fay, that 
the She]4tttd arriv'd.witn Jiis; Goats to pais over- the 
Biver (jiukiiaTMy which in that Seaion was fw;!>llen very 
much^ and.overfiow'dihe. Banks, and-at that Side where 
he came there was neither Boat, nor Bark, nor any to 
pafl him&lfior his Gootativer the Biiver, for which he 
yfai very much . griev'd, becaufe he law thatTlirraha 
camecvery^near, andJhe would trouble him very much 
with her Prayers and I'ears ,: But he. went fo lone; look'- 
ing up and'down,. that he efpy'd^a Fifherman, who had 
ib little' a Boat . as. it could only, hold one Man and a 
Goat at (Mice; and, foralllhat, he fpoke and agreed 
with. him to pals himfelf and three hundred Goats that 
he had over the River. The Filherman enter'd into 
the Boat, and carried over one Goat, he returned and 
palled over another,, and turn'd bad: again and palled 
over another. Keep you, Sir, good Account of the 
Goats that the Filherman ferries over ; for if one only

%, that die other Side was very dirty and flippeiy, whidi 
Mde the Fifherman ipend much Time coming to and 
no ; yet, fer all that, he tiim'd for another Goat, and 
soother, and another. 

Make account, quoth Don ^'x§t€y that thou haft 
pafled them ail over, for otherwiie tliou wilt not make 
an end of pafling tliem in a whole Year's fpace.

Whata Devil know I, faii Don S^Var^ ? See there, 
that which I £ud, quoth Sancbt^ lAm you ihould keep 
good Acaxmt : By Jrue the Talc is ended therefore, 
for there is no paffing forward. 

How can that be, faid Don §Mix9te? Is it & greatly 
oftheFflcnceofthis Hiftoiy to know the Goats that 
are vsdkd fy exsuQAy and cuftinfdy, that if one of the 
number be mifled diou canft not follow on with thy 
Talc ? No, Sir, in no fort, fsid SancbQ ; for as fooa 
as I demanded of yoa tateil mc how many Goats paP 
fed over, and that yon aniwer*d>nic, vou knew not ; in 
that very Jnftant went from me, out ot ray Memory, all 
that was to be told, and i^ftith it was of great Virtue 
and Content 

^ So then, quoth Tk/a Quixvte^ the Tale is ended? It- 
IS as certainly as is my Mother, quoth SmnckB, Ssrely, 
reply 'd Don ^xvfe^ thou haft recounted one of the 
rareft Tales orHiftorics diat any one of the World could 
thmk upon, and foch a Manner of telling or finifhing 
a Tale was nevcryet fcen, or fliall be fcen i^jain, altho* 
I never expc^cd any other Thing from thy good D\{^ 
courfe: But J do not grcady marvel* for perhaps thole 
fonfeleis Strokes have troubled thine Undcrllanding< All 
that najr be, laid SmchQ^ but I know, in the Dikxjurfc 
of my Talc there is no more to be faid, but that there 
It ends where the Error of counting the Qoats that 
were wafted over the River begins. Let it end in a 
good Hour where it lifts, anfwer'd DaaS^ixote^ and let 
us try whether Rozinanti can yet ftir himfelf Then did 
he turn again to give him the^purs, and he to leap as 

be 
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he did at the firft, and reft anew, being unable to do 
either, he was ib well ihackled. 

It happen'd about this time, that either thro' the Cold 
of the Morning, or that Sancho had eaten at Supper 
fi)me lenitive Meat, or that it was a thing natural (and 
that is moft credible) he had a Defire to do that which 
others could not do for him ; but flicli was the Fear that 
enter'd into his Heart, as he dared not depart from his 
Lord the breadth of a Straw ; and to think to leave 
that which he defired undone, was alio impoflible': 
Therefore his Refblution in that perplex'd Exigent (be 
it fpoken with Pard<xi) was this ; he loofed . his right 
Hand, wherewithal he held feft the hinder part of the 
Saddle, and therewithal very Ibftly, and without any .

Sir, quoth he, I think it be Ibme new Thing, for 
Adventures, or rather Difvefttures, never begin with a 
little, llien turn'd he once again to try hjs Hap, and 
it iiicceeded fb well, that without any Rumour or Noife, 
but that which he did at the firft, he found himfelf free 
of this Loading that troubled him ^o much. 

But Dotx^'xote having the Scnfe of Smellmg as pcr- 
fe6b as that ^liis Hearing, and Sauch flood fo near, or 
rather join'd to him, as the Vapours did afcend^ up- 
ward, almofl by a direct Line, he could notexcufe him- ' 
^ felt 
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^Ifi but that Ibme of thenv muft needs touch his Nofe. 
And icarce had they arriv'd, but that he occur'd to the 
uiual Remedy, and ftout it very well between his Fin- 
gers, and then (aid witli a ftiaming Voice, Mcchinks, 
SoMchoy that thou art much afraid. I am indeed, reply 'd 
^anch^y but wherein, I pray you, do yon perceive it now. 
more than ever 1 In that thou I'melril now more than 
crcr, quoth Don ^V0/«, andtharnot of^4fef^r. 
^ It maf be ib, (juoth Sancho^ yet the Fault is not 
mine but yours, which brings me at fuch unfeafbrjable 
Hf»irs thro' ^o delblate and fearful Places. I pray thee, 
J^Mcnd, retire thyfelf two or three Steps back, quoth 
Don S^iX9te) holding his Fingers ftill upon his Nofe, 
and from henceforth have more Care of thy Perfbn, and 
of the Rei|)e6i:thou oweft to mine ; for, I fee, the o/er- 
^nucb Familiarity that I ule with thee hath engendered 
this Contempt I dare wager, quoth Sanchoy that you 
thmk I have done ibmewhat with my Ferlbn that I ought 
not. Friend Smeh^^ quoth Don ^'xote^ 'tis the worfe 
to ftir it thus. And thus in thclfc and fuchiifce Con- 
ver/ations the Matter and the Man paiTed over the 
Kight: And Sancho feeing that the Morning approach'd, 
heloofed Roz/fumte very warily, and ty'd up nil Hole. 
RoziTi0ftte feeling himfelf (altho* he was not naturally^ 
vcrc courageous) he iceni'd to rqoice, and began to beat' 
the Ground with his Hoofs, for bjr his Leave he cx)uld 
never yet curvet. Don gluixote^ feeing that Roaunante 
could now ftir, accounted it to be a eood Sign, and an 
Encouragement of him to attempt mat timorous Ad- 
venwre. 

By this Jttrera did difplay her purple Mantle over 
the J:'^acc of Heaven, and every thing appeared diftin(ftly, 
which made Don §(kUcte perceive that he was among 
a number of tall Cheihut-trees, which commonly make 
a great Shadow. He heard likewifc thofe inceHable 
Strokes, but could not efpy the Caufe of *cm ; wherc- 
fbre giving Kosunante presently the Spur, and turning 
back again to Sanch to bid him farewell, he oomtfian- 
ded him to ftay for him there three Days at the longeft, 
and that if he rctuin'd not after the fpace, he ihould 

make 
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make full account ^that Jove was pjeas'd he fHould end 

his Days in that dangerous Ad/enture. He repeated to 

him again the Embafiage and Errand he ihould carry in 

this behalf to his Lady Culcinsa ; and tliat, touching the 

Reward of his Services, he fliould not fear any thing, 

for he had left his Teftament made before he departed 

from his Village, where he fhould find himlelf gratified, 

touchbg all that which pertain'd to his Hire, according 

. to the Rate of the Time he had ferv'd; but if God 

would bring him off from that Adventure lafe and 

found, and without Danger, he might fiilly account to 

receive the promiled Ifland. 

^ Here Sancho began anew to weep, hearing again the 
pitiful Dilcourfes of his good Lord, and determined not 
to abandon him until the laft Trance and End of that 
Affair : And out of thefe Tears and honourable Relb- 
lution of Sancho the Author of this Hiftory coUefts, 
that it is like he was well born, or at the very leaft an 
old Chriftim^ whofe Grief did move his Matter a lit- 
tle, but not fo much as he fliould ihew the leaft Argu- 
ment of Weaknefi, but rather diflemble it the beft 
tliat he could ; he foUow'd on his Way towards the 
Way of the Water, and that where the Strokes were 
heard. Sancho follow'd him a-foot, leading as he was 
wont his Afs by the Halter, who was the infeparable 
Fellow of his profperous or adverfe Fortunes. 

And having travelled a good (pace among thoie 
Chefiiut and lliady Trees, they came out into a little 
Plain that ftood at the foot of certain fteep Rocks, from 
whole tops did precipitate it fclf a great fall of Water.

And after thcjr had 
travcrd about a hundred Paces more, at the doubling of 
a point of a Mountain, they &w the very Caule, patent 
and open, (for there could be none other) of tliat lb 
hideous and fearflil a Noife tliat had kept them all the 
Night lb doubtful and affrighted, and was (O Reader ! 

• if thou wilt not take it in bad part) fix Iron Maces that 
foiled Cloth, which, with their interchangeabk Blows, 
did Ibrm that marvellous Noife. 

When Don Simxote law what it was, he waxed mute 
and all afliamed. Sanch9 beheld him, and ftw that he 
hang'd his Head on his Breaft, with Tokens that he was 
Ibmewhat afliamed. Don ^ixote look'd alio on his 
Squire, and law that his Cheeks were Iwoln with Laugh- 
ter giving withal evident Signs that he was in danger 
to bur ft, if he did not permit tiiat violent Paflkm to 
make a Sally; whereat, all Don §luix(fte*s Melancholy 
little prevailing, he could not (beholding Soficho) but 
laugh alio himl^lf : And when Sancho law that his 
Matter had begun the Play, he let (lip the Prilbner in 
fuch violenfmanner, to prels his Sides hardly with both 
his Hands to fave himlelf from burfting. Four times he 
ended, and otiier four he renew'd his Xaughter with as 
great impulfe and force as at the firft ; whereat Don 
§^xote was wonderfully enraged, but chiefly hearing 
him ^y in gibing manner, I would have thee know. 
Friend Smcho^ that I was born by the Dilpofition of 
Heaven in this our Age of Iron, to renew it in that of 
Gold, or the Golden World. I am he for whom are re- 
icrv'd all dangerous, great and valorous Feats. And 
in this Ibrt he went repeating all, or the greateft part, 
of the Words Don ^fxote had laid the firft time that 
they heard the timorous Blows. Don • Quixote percei- 
ving that Sancko mock'd him, grew fo aftiamed, and 
angry withal, that lifting up the end of his Lance, he 
gave him two liich Blows on the Back, as, if he had 

rcpeiv'd riicm on his Pate, would have freed his Mailer 

from 
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from paying him any Wages, if it were not to his 
Heirs. 

Sanch ieein^ that he gained ^o ill Earned by his Jeft.<?, 

fearing that his Mafter fhould go onward with it, he 

ikid unto him with very great Subraiflion, Pacifie your 

felf, i^ood Sir, for by Jove I did but jeft. But why doft 

thou jeft ? I tell thee, I do not jeft, quoth Don g^xote : 

Come here, Mafter Merryman, thinkeft thouthat as 

thofc are Iron Maces to full Qoth, they were fbme other 

dangerous Adventure that I have not fliewn Refblution 

enough to undertake and finifti it ? Ara I by chance 

obliged, being as I am a Knightj to know and diftinguiih 

Koites, and perceive which are of a Fulling-mill or no? 

And more it mi^ht (as 'tis true) that I never law any 

before, as thou haft done^ bale Villain that thou art, 

bom and brought up among the like ; if not, make thou 

tfaele fix Maces be converted into fix Giants, and caft 

them in my Beard one by one, or all tt^ether, and 

when I do not turn all their Heels up, then mock me as 

much as thou pleaieft. 

No more, good Sir, quoth Sancho ; for I confefs I 
have been ibmewhat too laughlbme. But tell- me, I 
pray you, now that we are in Peace, as God Ihall deliver 
you out of all Adventures that may befall you, as wliole 
and found as he hath done out ofthwr;^ hath not the 
great Fear we were in been a goofi^bje A of Lai^hter, 
and a Thing worthy the telling/ At Icaft I, for ofyou I 
am certain that you do not yet know what Fear or Ter- 
ror is. I do not deny, quoth Don ^Ixotty but that which 
befcl us is worthy of Laughter, yet ought it not 
to be recounted, forafinuch as all Perfons are not fo diA 
erect as to know how to diloem one thing from ano- 
ther, and fct every thing in his right Point. You know 
atleaftwife, quotli Sancho^ how to fetyour Javelin in 
his Point, when pointing at my Pate, you hit me on the 
Shoulders, Thanks be to God, and to the Diligence I put 
in going afide ; but farewell it, for all will away in the 
budcing ; and I have heard old Folk fay. That Man loves 
thee well, who makes thee to weep : And be/ides, great 
iords are wont^ after a bad Word which th^y fay to one 
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of their Serving^^en, to beftow on him prtkady a pair 
of Hofc ; but 1 know not yet what they arc wont to 
give him after Blows, if it -be not that Knights-Errant 
^ve, after the Baftinado, Iflands, or Kiogdoms <xi the 
Continent. 

The Dye mkht run fo favourably, ^uofh Don ^ixotc^ 
as all thou hatt laid might come to pais ; and riierefore 
pardon what is done, (ince thou ^rt oifoeet, and know'fl 
that a Man's firft Moti<xis are not in his hand ; and 
be advertised of one thing from henceferward(tothe 
end to abftain, and carry thy felf more re(pe£kively in 
thy overmuch Liberty of ^ech with me) that in as 
many Bodes of Qiivalry as 1 have read, which are in- 
finite, I never found that any Squire (poke lb much with 
his Lord as thou doft with thine ; which in, good Iboth 
I do attribute to thy great Indifcretion and mine ; 
thine, in rcfpcding me lb little; mine, in not making 
my felf to be more regarded. Was not GtmdaUn^ 
jimadis de Gauits Squire, Earl of the Fitm IJland^ 
and. yet it is read of him, that he ^ke to his Lord 
with his Gap in his Hand, his.-Head bow'd, and his 
BoAyh^nditd^ {niwe Ticnefio). -What then Ihallwefiy 
t^Qafabel^ Don Galaors Squire, who was ^o filent, as to 
declare us the Excellency thererf, his Name is but once 
repeated in all that fb great and authentical a Hiftory ? 
Of all which my Words, Saneh^ thou muft infx:r, that 
thou muft make difference between the JMafler and 
the Man, the Lord atni his Servittg-matt, the Knight 
and. his Squire. So that from this Day forward 
we muft proceed with more Rcfpc6t, not letting 
the Que run 'lb much; for after what way fccver 
I grow angry with thee, it will be bad for the 
Pitcher. The Rewards and Benefits diat I have pra- 
mifed thee will come in their Time, and if tlicy do 
not, thy Wages cannpt be loft, (as I have already £iid to 
diec.) 

You fty very well, quoth Sanche ; but fain would I 
learn (in cafe that the Time of Rewards came not, and 
that I muft of neceffify truft to my Wages) how much 
a Knight-£rrant*« Squire did gain in Times paft : 
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Or if they did agree for Months, or by Days, as Malbn's 
Men. 

I do not think, quotji Don Qulxotey that they went by 
the Hire, but only trufted to their Lord's Courtefie : 
And if have aflign d Wages to thee in my feaVd Tcfta- 
ment, which I left at home, ^twas to prevent the worft, 
becaufe I know not yet what Succels Chivalry may have 
in thele our fb milerable Times ; and I would not have 
my Soul fiifFer iij the other Wwld for iiich a minuity 
as is thy Wages; for thou muft underftand, that in 
this World there is no State io dangerous as that of 
Knigfits^Errant. That is moft true, replied Sancho^ 
feeing the only Sound of the Maces of a Fulling-mill 
could trouble and dilquiet the Heart of ^o valiant a 
Knight as you are. But you may be liire that I will 
not hereafter once unfold my Lips to jeft at your Doings, 
but only to honour you as my Mafter and natural 
Lord. By doing isy, reply 'd Don §lutx(ffe, thou ihalc 
live on the Face of the Earth ; for, next to our Parents, 
we are bound to relpect our Matters, as if they were our 
Fathers.

IT began about this time to rain, and Smcha would

own, and brings on • his head fbmewhat that fhine^. 
Why, that is Mamhim*s Helmet, quoth Don §imxete : 
Stand afide, and leave me alone with him, thou.ilialt 
fee how, without Speech to cut off Delays, I will, con- 
clude this Adventure, and remain with the Helmet as 
mine own, which I have defircd fo much. 1 will have 
Care to ftanft off, but I turn again to %, that I prav God 
it be a Purchaie of Gold, and not Fulling milk I 
have already laid to thee, that thou do not make any 

. more 
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mof e mention, no, not in Thought, of thofe Maces ; for 
if thou doft, faid Don ^hixotey I vow, I fay no more, that 
I will batter thy Soul. Hercat Satuho^ fearing left his 
Mafter would accomplifli the Vow which he had thrown 
as round as a Bowl, held his peace. 

This therefore is the Truth of the Hiftory of the Hel- 
met, Horfe, and Knight, which Don Quixote few : There 
was in that G>mmark two Villages, the one ib little ai 
it had neither Shop nor Barber ; but the greater, that 
was near unto it, was farnifh'd of one, and he therefore 
did fcrve the little Village when they had any Occafion^ 
as now it befcl, that therein lay one fick, and muft be 
let blood, and another that defir'd to trim his Beard ; 
for which purpofe the Barber c^mc, bringing with him 
a brazen Bafbn ; and as he travel'd, it^ chance be- 
gan to ram, and tlferefore he clap'd his Bafon on his 
Head, to lave his Hat from (faining, bccaufe it belike 
was a new one, and the Bafoa ocing clean Icoiir'd, 
glifter'd half a League off. He rode on a grey Aft, as 
Sancho laid ; and that was the reafbn why Don ^ixof^ 
took him to be a dapple-grey Steed,' a Ivnight, and 9 
Helmet of Gold; for he did with all facilitj' apply c- 
yery thing which he law to his raving Chivalry and 
ill-errant Thoughts : And wimi hp few that the poor 
Knight drew near, widiout (etding himfelf to commune 
with him, heJnrefted his ^: Javelm low on the Thigh, 
and ran with all the force RvzJnante might, thinking to^ 
ftrike him through and through ; and drawing near unto 
him, without ftopping his Horfe, he cry'd. Defend thy- 
feli; Caitiff; or elfe render unto me willingly that which 
is my Due by all Reafon. 

1 he ^rbcr, who fo without fearing or furmifing any 
liich tiling, few .that Fantafive and spirit come upon 
him, had no other Remedy to avoid trie Blow of the 
Lance, but to fall off of his Aft to the Ground ; and 
.Icarc'c had he touch'd.thc Earth, when rifing up again 
aslightasal)eer, he runaway & fwiftly through the

Plain, as the Wind could Icarce overtake him, leaving 
behind him on the Ground his Bafbn, wherewithal Doti 
Suixofe refted content, and faid. That Pagan whicli loft 
it was dilcreet, and did imitate the C/i/?«r, who feeing 
himielf hotly purfued by the Hunters, which tears and 
cuts away that with his Teeth for which he knows by 
natural Inftinft he is foUow'd. 

Then he comiqmif^d ^Sancho to takcrup tKe Helnact, 
ivho lifting it feid, The Bafbn is a good one, and is b» 
-yirellwonHja Rial of eight as a Marredv;; and giving it 
to his Lord, he jjrefentfy fet it on his Head, turnmg it 
about everjr way^'.tp fee whether he could get the &a- 
ver ; and feeing he could uot find it, he fuid, ThtPa^ 
fan for whom this fapipus Helmet was firft foig'd had 
doubtlelly a very grc^t Hesid*, and tfiat which grieves 
me principaiiy, is, that tiiis Helmet w^nts the one 
iialf. 

When Sancho^ heard him call the Bafon a Helmet, he 
could not contain his Laughter, but prefently remcra- 
J>ring on his Mafter's ChoT^r, he check'd jt in the midft. 
JVhv doll thou laugh, Satjfh^ quoth Don g^rnxote ? I 
hugn, laid he, to tniiik on the great Head the Pagan 
Owner of this Helmet had j for it is for all the world like 
^ Barber'5 Bjilbn. 

Know, Sancho^ that I inaagine, quoth Don Qutxcte,^ 
Jth'dt this ^mous Piece of this enchanted Helmet did fidl 
by fbmc ftrgnge Accident into fbme one's Hands that 
4cnew not the Worth thereof^ and feeing 'twas of pure 
Gold, withCRit knowing what he did, I think He hath 
molten the half to profit himielf therewithal, and made 
of tiie other half this which lepms a Barber's Balbn, a$ 
thou^'ft; but be what it lift, to me, whoJmows well 
yrhat it is, his Tranfmutation makes no matter ; for J'U 
drels it fo in the firft Town where I ihall find a Smith, 
^s that which the Cod of Forges made for the God of 
War fliall not lurpals, no, nor come near it ; and in the 
mean while I will wear it as I may, for iomething is 
better than nothing ; and more, feemg it may very well 
^defoid me fisofD fhe Blow of a Stone. 

That's 
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That's true, quoth Sancho^ if it be not thrown ojut of a 
filing, fuch as that of the Battle of the two Armies, when 
they blefs'd yo\ir Worihip's Cheek-teeth, and broke the 
Bottle wherein you carried- the moft blefled Drench 
which made me vomit up my Gtft^. 

I do not much care for the lols of it> Sancho^ ^uoth Don 
S(Ui'xotey for, as thou know'ft, I have the Receipt in Me- 
ftiory. So have I likewile, quoth Sancko; but if ever I 
make ir or tafte it again in my Life, I pray God, that 
here may be mine End ; liow much more, I never m«an to , 
f hruft rayfelf into anyO^ca^o^ wherein Ifhould have need 
of it; for I mean Vrith all my fivtf Senfes to keep my fetf 
fi'om hurting; any*, or bemg liurt. Of being once again 
tols'd in a (^verier, I lay nothing, for (iicTi Difgraces 
can hardly be prevented ; and if they befal, there^s no 
other Remedy but Patience, and to lih up the Shoulders, 
keep in the Breath, fKut the Eyes, and fiiflFer our ielvcs 
to be born where Fdrtune "and the Coverlet pltaferh. 

Thou art a bad Chttfti^, Sanchoy quoth Don §^ixote\ 
Rearing him (ay lb; for thou never forget'ft the Injuries 
that are oace done to thee : Know, that it is the Duty;' 
of noble and generous Minds, not to make any account 
of Toys. What Leg hdff thou brouglit away lame ? what 
Leg broken, or -what H^ad hurt, that thoU cani> not yet 
forget that left? for, theTliing being :well oiamin'd, it 
was none other than a Jeft or Paftime ; for if I did not 
take it to be fuch, I had returned by this to that Place, 
and done more harm in thy Revenge than that wliich the 
Greeks did for the Rape ot Helen, who, if llie were in thefe 
Times', or my Duhnea in hers, Ihc might be lure Ihe 
fli'ould never havegain'd io much Fame for Beauty as Ihe 
did. And laying lo, he pierc'd the Sky with a Sig!i 
Then, laid Sancho, let it pals for a Jeft, fince the Revenge 
cannot pals in Earneft : But I know well the quality both 
ofthe Jefts and Earneft, and alio that they Ihall never 
falloutof my Memory, as they will never out of my 
Shoulders. But, leaving this apart, what fliall we do witf\ ' 
this dapple-grey Steed, that looks ^o like a grey A15, 
which that Martip left behind, whom you overtlireVt, 
who according as he laid Feet on the Duft; • artd 
I \ f|)ad«' 
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xna.ie haile> he minds not to come back for.him again^ 
and, by my Beard, the jgrey Beaft is a good one. 

1 am not acci»:lom*d^ quoth Don §luixcte\ to ranfack 
and fpoil thofe whom I overcome ; nor is it the practice 
of Chivalry to take their Horfes and let them go a-fbot, 
nnlefs it befall the Victor to lofc in the Conflict his own ; 
for in luch a Cafe 'tis lawftil to take that of the Van- 
quifii'd as won in fair War : So that, Sanchoy leave that 
rJorfe, or Afs, or what elle thou pleafeft to call it, for 
when his Owner leeth us departed, he will return again 
for it. God knows, quoth Sancho^ whether 'twill be 
grxxi or no for me to talcc him, or at lead change for 
mine own, which mcthinks is not fo good. 1 ruly the 
Laws of Knighthood are ftreight, fJnce they extend not 
"tiiem^'1/cs to liccnic the Exchange of one Afs for ano^ 
thcr ; and I would know whether they permit at leaft ta 
cliange the one Hamefs for another. In that I am not 
very fure, quoth Don §^ixotej and as a Cafe of Doubt 
(until I be octtcr informed) I fay that thou exchange 
them, if by chance thy Need, be extream. So extream^ 
quoth Sanchoy that if they were for mine own very Per- 
KMi, I could not need *em more : And prefcntly, enabled 
by the Licence, he made Mutath Caparuvty ana fet forth 
his Beaft like a hundred Holidays. 

This being done, they broke their Faft with the R&- 
*Jicks of the Spoils they had made in the Cam^i of Samp* 
ter-horle, and drunk of the Mill's Streams, without once- 
turning to look on them ((b much they abhor *d *em for 
the marvellous Terror they had ftrucken them in) and 
having by their Repaft ait away all cholerick and me- 
lancholick Humours, they followed on the Way which 
Rounante pleas'd to lead etft, (who was the Deoofitory 
of his Mailer's Will, and alfo of the A(s*s, whofollow"d 
him always wherelbever he went, in good Amity and 
Company). For all this, they returned to the Hignway, 
wherein they travel' d at random,without any certain deli- 
beration which Way to go': And as thejr thustravel'd, 
Sancho faid to his Lord, Sir, will you ^ve me leave 
to commune a little with you ? for nnce you have 
impos'dthat fharp Commandisient of Silence more than 
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fi>ur thingii have rotted in my Stomach ; and one thing^ 
that I have now upon the tip of my Tongue, I would 
not wi(h for any thing that it fhould miicarry. Say ir, 
quoth T^oa §iuix9t€y and be brief in thy Realbns, for 
I^one is asUghtful if it be frollx. 

I % then,(]uoth Sancho^ihi^. I have been thefe latter 
Days conddermg how little is gam'd by following thefe 
Adventures that you do, thro* thefe Defer ts and cro# 
Ways, where tho* you ovcrcx)nie andftnkli the raoft daa- 
g^rous, yet no Man {ez% car^cnows *em, and ib they fhall 
remain m perpetual Silence, both to your Prejudice, and> 
that of the Fame which they dcferve: And therefore, 
methinks, 'twere better (ftilJ excepting your better Judg- 
ment licrein) we went to lerve Ibme firaperor, or other 
giceat Prince,- tliat maketh War, in whole Service you * 
might fliew^the Vak)ur of your Perlbn, your marvellous 
Force, and w^ideriiil Judgment, which being perceived- 
by the Lord whom we fhall ierve, he muft perforce re- 
ward us, every one accc»*ding tK> his De&rts, and in fuch 
« Pkce wilt not want one to record your noble Kdcs 
ikx a perpetual Memory. Of miae, I fay nothing, feeing 
.tkty mutt not tran^reis the Sc^e-like Limits ; altho* 1 
dare avoucl^ that if any Notice be taken in Chivalry 
.of t'le Feats of Squires^ mine ihall not fall* kway be- 
twixt the Lines 
* 5*wf i&tf, thou fay'ft not ill, quoth Don j^^fsc*^^, but 
befere fuch a Thing come to pa&, 'cis requiArc to 
ipend fbme tfine up and down the World, as in Pro- 
badQn> ieekmg of Adventurer, tp the end that by at- 
chieving fbme, a Man may acquire luch Fame and' 
Renown, as when he goes to the Court of any great 
Monarch, he be there already known by hisWorks, and 
that he fhall fcarcely be perceiv'd to enter at the Gates, 
by the Boys rf that City, when they all will follow and 
environ him, crying out aloud, This is the Knight of 
the Smy or the Serpenfy or of fome other Device, un- • 
der which he hath atchie/'d flrange Adventures. 
This is he, (will they fay) who overcame -in fingle 
Fight the huge Giant BrccabrunOy of the invincible 
Soacng^.. Heihatdifenchantcd the great. Sophi of 
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PerJIa^ of the large Enchantment wherein he had lain 
almoft Nine hundred Years ; ^o that they will thus go 
proclaiming his Afts from hand to hand-, and prefecrajr 
the King of that Kingdom, mov'd by the great bruit 
of the Boystind other Pcoplej will ftand at the Win- • 
dows of his Palace to ice what it is; and as loon as he 
ihall eye the Knight, knowing him by his Arms, or by 
the Imfrejfa of his Shield, he mull neceflarily fay, Up,, 
go all ot you my Knights, as many of you as are in my 
Court, forth, to receive the Flower of Chivalry, which 
comes there : At whole Commandment they all will 
ially, and he himlelf will come down to the midft of 
the Stairs, and will embrace him moft ftraightly, and 
will give him the Peace, k^ing hinvontheCheelc, and 
preiently will carry him by the Hand to the Queen'i 
Chamber jwhcrc the Knight ihallfind her accompanied 
by tlie Princels her Daughter, which muft be one of 
the faireft and debonair I)amfels that can be found 
througliout the vaft Comj^is of the Earth.

Face. ^ Never doubt it, SanchHy quoth Don S^uixote; for 
even in the very feme Manner, and by the iame Step^ - 
that I have recounted here, Knights-lsrrant do alccnd, 
arid have alqended, to be Kings and Emperors. I'hiso'i* - 
ly is expedient, that we enquire what King, among the • 
ChriJUans or. Heathens^ makes War and hath a fair 
Daughter: But we 111 all have Time enough to bethmk 
that, fmce, as I have laid, we niuft firft acouire Fame 
in other Places, before we go" to the Court.

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have been famous tnd glorious, wherewithal die King 
my Father-in-law ought to be content, wholbever he 
were : And when he were not, yet ihall the Princcfi 
love me in fiich fort, that flie ihall in defpite of her R- 
tlier's teeth, admit roc for her Lord and Spoufe, altho' 
Ihe knew me to be the Son of a Water-bearer : And iF 
not, here in this Place may quader well the carrying of 
her away perforce, and carrying of her where beft I li-

Here comes well to pa(s, quoth Smtchoj which fome 
dama'd Fellows are wont to fay, Setk net to get that with 
a Cobd'Wiii^ "jchich thcu art woTtt to take perferce ; altfao* 
it wei*c better faid, The Leaj> of a Shrub is more worth 
than good Mens Entreaties. ' I iay it to this purpofe, that 
if the King your Father-in-law will not condefcend to 
4;;ive unto you the Prince(s, my Millrefs, then there's no- 
more to be done, but, as you fay, to f>eal her away^ 
and carry her to another Place; but all the harm is^ 
that in the mean while that Compofition is unmade, and' 
yr.u -poflefs. not quietly your Kingdom, the poor Squii-e 
may whillle for any Benefit or Pieaiiire you are able to

Sanchoy that I would not authorise my L//^o? Thou 
muft lay DiBado or Dignity, qooth Don. §^3(&tey and 
not Utaeloy for that's a barbarous Word. Lee it be fb, 
quotli Sancho Panchay I fay that I would accommodate 
very well, for I was once, by my Life, the Warner of a 
CflwfrWr/Vj', and the Warner's Gown became me fo well, 
chat every one faid I had a Prelence fit for the Provbft 
of the feme; then how much more, when I ihall fet on 
my Shoulders thcRoyal Robe of a Duke, or be apparel'd 
with Gold and Pearls, after the Cuftom of ftrange Earls ? 
I do verily believe that Men will come a hundred 
L^gues to lee me. 

Thou- wilt feem very well, quoth Don gfrnxote^ but 
thou muft (have that Beairi-yery often ; for as thou bal: 
it now fb buihy, knit, and unhandlbme, if thou fhavelt 
it not with a Razor at the.leaft every other day. Men 
will know that thou art as far from Gentility as a MuC 
quet can carry. What more is there to be done, quorh 
Sanchoy than to take a Barber and keep him hired in my^. 
Houle ? Yea, and if it be neceflary, he (hail ride after 
me, as if he were a Matter of Horfe to (bme Noble-* 
man How lmow*ft thou, quoth Don g^ixotCy that. 
Noblemen have their Matters of Horfe riding, after 
them ? Some few Years ago f was a Month in tlie Court, 
and there I law that a young, little Lord rode by for 
his Pleafure ; they faid, he was a great Grandee : There . 
followed him ftul a-horfcback a certain Man turn- 
ing every way that he went, fb as he verily feem'd 
to be his Horle-tail : I then demanded the (Jaufe why 
that Man did not ride by ihc other's Side, but ftill did 
follow him fb ; they anfwer'd me. That he was Matter ^ 
of his Horfcs, and, that the Grandees were accuftomed 
to carry fuch Men after *em. Thou fay'tt true, quoth 
Don ^'xotey and thou may'ft carry thy Barber in thar 
nrnnncr after thee, for Cufioms came not all together^ 
3 nor^ 
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nor were ndt invented at once ; and thou may'tt be the 
firft Earl that carried his Barber after him ; an4 i do 
asHure thee, that it is an OfSce of more Truft to trkn a 
Plan's Beard, than to iaddle a Horfe. I-ct that of the 
Barber reft to ray Charge, (^oxhSanchoy and that of prou 
curine to be a King, andorcreating me an Earl, to yours. 
It Ihdl be iiiy quotli Don g^ixo^. And thus lifting up 
his Eyes, he (aw that which Ihall be recounted in the 
Chapter following. 



C H A P. VIII. 

Of the Liberty Bon Quixote gave to many 
fVretcbes^ who were a carrying to a Place 
where they dejired net. 

jT^TD ' Hamete Brten^eli^ m Arahlaal and Manchegm^ 
v/ Author, recounts m this moft grave, lofty, divSie- 
fweet, conceited Hiftory, that after thefe Difeourles 
pals'd between Don §lmx9ts and \m Squire Smcho Pan^ 
eha^ which we have laid down in the laft Chapter, Don 
!^ix(ffe liftitig up his Eyes, faw, that there came in the 
very fame Way wherein they rode, about fome twelve 
Men in a company, on foot, inlertedl like Bead-ftooes 
In a great Chain or Iron, that 'was ty'd about their 
Kecks, and every one of 'em had Manacles befides 
on their Hands. There came to condud them two 
©h horleback, and two others a-fix)t ; the Horfemcn 
h«i Fuelock Pieces; thofe that came a-ft)ot, Darts and 
Swords. . 

An^s feon as Sanch fiw them, he faid. This is^a- 
Chain oFGalley-flaves, People forced bf the King to ga 
to the Galle);s. How ! People forced, demanded Don 
^'xcPe ! Is it poffibk that the King will force apy bo- 
dy? I lay nor io, zaSwcr'dSawk^ but that it is People 

whicte 
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which are condeitm'd for their Offences to ferve the 
King in the Galleys perforce. In Rcfblution, reply*d 
Don ^W^, (howlbever it be) this Folk, altho* they bc^ 
condudted, go perforce and not willingly. That's io^ 
€^ot\i Sancho, Then if that be fb, here falls in jtiftly 
the execuHon of my Fundion, to wit, the diflblving of 
Violences and Outrages, and* the (uccouring of the At- 
Aided and Needful. I pray you, Sir, quoth Sancho^ to* 
confidcr that the Juftice, who reprcfcntsthe King him- 
fclf, doth Wrong or Violence to no body, but only dotl» 
chaftife them foir their committed Crimes. 

By this the Chain of Slaves arriv'd, and Don ^xqH 
with very courteous Terms refjuefted tho^ that went in 
their guard, that they would plealc to inform him of the 
Caufe wherefore they carried that People away in that 
mannfcr: One of the Guardians a-horicback anfwer'd. 
That they were Slaves condemned by his Majcfty to the 
Galleys, and there was no more to be laid, neither ought 
he to defire any farther Knowledge. For all that, re- 
ply 'd Don §^ix9tey I would fain learn ofeveryoneof *em 
in partiailar, the Caufe of his Diigrace : And to this did 
add other iuch and ib courteous W ords, to move them 
to tell him what he de/ir'd, as the other Guardian a- 
horfeback ^id, 

. Altho* we carry here the Regifter and Teflimony of 
die Condemnations of every one of thefc Wretches, ytt 
this is no Time to hold tHem here long, or take out the 
Procefles to read ; draw you nearer and demand it of 
themlcivei, for they may tell it and they pleafe, and I 
know they will, for they are Men that take delight both 
in ading and relating Knaveries. 

With this Licence, which Don g>idxote himfeirwould 
have taken, altho* they had not given it him, Ac came to- 
the Chain, and demanded of the firft for what Offence 
he went in fb ill a Guile : He anfwer*d, That his Of- 
fence was no other than for being in Love, for which 
' Caufe only he went in that manner. , For that and no 
more, reply'd Don SiuxTie^ Well,, if enamour 'd Folk be 
caf^ into the Galley s/l might have been rowing there . a 
jg(X>d many Days ago. hly Love was not fudi) as you 

con* 
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C3onjc6hirc, quoth the Slave, for mine was, that J lov'd 
ib much a Basket well hcap'd with fine Linen, as I did 
embrace it fo ftraightly, that if the Jufticc had not taken 
it away from me by force, I would not have foriaken it 
to this Hour by my good-will. All this was done iii 
Flagrant ty there was no Leifure to give me Torment, the 
Caule was concluded, my Shoulders accommodated with 
at) hundred, and for a Supplement three Prizes of Gar- 
rufesy and the Work was ended. What are Garrupes^ 
quoth Don §^ixot€ ? Garruper arc Galleys, reply'3 the 
6 lave, who was a young Man of ibme mir and twciitj^ 
Tears old,' and laid he wus bom in Piedrahita. 

Don g^ixou demanded of the fecond his Caufe of 
Offence, who would anfwer nothing, he went -fo fad and 
melancholy; but the firft anfwer'd tor him, and'faid. Sir, 
this Man goes fot a Cananf-Bird^ I mean for a Mufician 
and Singer, fe it poflible, quoth Don Qiuxotey that " 
Muficiaqs and Singers are Hkewife lent to the Galleys ? 
Ye?, Sir, quoth the6kve,for there's nothing worft than 
tor fing in Anguiih. Rather, qnbth Don ^ixote^ I have 
heard fay, that he which Jmgs dorh agjrighr and chafe awaf 
}is Harms. Here 'tis quitt contrar}', quoth ,the Slave ^ 
for He that fmgs mce^ veefs ail his Ufe after. I don't 
undcrfland it,, laid Don ^'xcte; but one of the* 
Guardians faid unto him. Sir Knight, to^^ tn ^n^uSfk 
jsfaid anx)ng this People tim Sanifoj to confels upon the* 
JRack : They gave this poor Wretch the Torture, and 
he confcls'd his Delight, that he was a ^uartrezoy thar 
is, a Stealer of Beafts ; and becaufc he hath confels'd, he 
i*likewifc condcmn'dto thfc Galleys for fm Years, with* 
an y^^w^ii of two hundred Blows, which he bears already* 
with him on his Shoulders : and he goes always thus fad 
g^nd penfetTvc,becaufe the other Thieves that remain be- 
hind, and alio thofc which go here, doabufc^defpife,. 
and fcom him for confcfling, and not having a G)uragc 
to fay No7i; for they fay 3, No lath as many Letters as a 
7V<i, and, that a Delinquent is very fortunate when his 
Life or his Death only depends on his own Tor'^ie,and 
x»t on W'icncfrcs or Prcote ; and, in noineOjjijmon, tliey 

hsivc^ 
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have very great Reaian. 1 1 ikewiie think thcfime, quoth 
Don S^ixote. 

And pafling to the third, he demanded that which he 
fcad done of the reft, who anfwer'd him- out of hand", 
and that pleafantly, I go^ to the Lady Garru^es for five 
Years, becaufe I wanted ten Ducats. I will give twen- 
ty with all my heart to free thee from that Misfortune, 
quoth Don giuSxate. That, quoth the Slave, would be 
like to one that hath Money in the midft of the Gulph, 
and yet dies for Hunger, beqaufe he can ^zi no Meat to 
buy for it : I lay thfe, becaufc if I had had thofe twenty 
Ducats, which yourWorihip*s Liberality oftcrs me in due 
leafbn, I wouki have foanomted- with them the Notary's 
. Pen, and whetted my L^wyer*s Wit ^o well, riiat I 
might to-day fee my lelf in the midft" of the Market of 
Cocwiover dt Tokdo^ and not in this Way traiTd thus like 
a Greyhound ; but God is great r Patience, and this is 
enough. 

Don §^x9te went after to the fourth, who was a Mati 
of a venerable Prefence, with a long^wWte Beard whicE 
reach'dtohis Bolbm:; wlw hearing himlclf demanded 
the Caule why he came there, began to weep, and in- 
fwer'dnot a Word; but the fifth Slave lent him ac 
Tongue, and (aid. This honeft Man goes tothe G^lfeys 
fcr four Years, after he had walk'd the Ordinary appa- 
jpel'd in Pomp, and a-horfcback. 

That is, quoth Sancho Fancha^ as I take it, after he Was 
carried about to the Shame and publick View of the Peo- 
ple. You are in the right, quoth the Slave i and the 
Crime for which he is condemned to this Pain, was, for 
being a Broker of the Ear, ay, and of all the Body too ; 
Ibr in effect I mean, that this Gentleman goeth for a 
Bawd, and likewi(e for having a Kttle fmack and en- 
trance in Witchcraft. 

If that fmack and infight in Witchcraft were not ad- 
ded, quoth Don ^rxotey he m;M-itcd not to go and row in 
the Galleys for being a pure Bawd, buc rather deier/ed 
to govern and be their General ; for the OflSicc of a 
Bawd is not like every other ordinary Office, Uit rather 
of great Discretion, and moll necelHiry b any Common- 

weultlk 
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wealth well eovern'd, and fliould not be pra6i:is*d but by. 
People well bom ; and ought befides to have a :f>?^<^^ 
and Examinator of them, ias are of att other Trades, and 
a certain appointed number of Men known, as are of the 
other Brokers of the Exchange. 

And in this manner many Harms that are done might 
be excuied, becaufe this Trade and Office is pra«ttis'd by 
iudifcrcet People of little Underftanding, liich as are 
Women of little more or left, young Pages, and Jefters- 
of few Years (landing, and erf" left Experience, which 
in the moft urgent Occafions, and when they Ihould 
contrive any thmg artificially, the Crumbs freeze in 
their Mouths and Fills, and they know not which is 
their right Hand. 

Fain would I pals forward, and give Reafons why it 
is convenient to make choice <^ tliole which eiight in 
the Commonwealth to pra^i& tius fenedslSury an. Of- 
fice, but the Place and Sealbn is not Rt for it ; one Day 
I will fay it to tht^ whkh may^ovide and remedy it ; . 
onhrliay now, That the Aibunpt or Adititioa of a 
'Wuch^.hath depriv'd. me of the iCompaflitti. I &ould. 
othenvile have, to fee thoie grey Hairs^ and veneraUb 
Face in iuch Diflreft &r being a B^wd; altho* I kiMMr 
very well, that no Sorcery in the World can morcot 
fcrce the Will, as fomc ienimranc Perfens think, (fortttr ' 
Will is a free Power, and there's no Herb nor Charm can ♦ 
conftrainit.) ' That which certain flmple Women or 
cozen'mg Companions(^make, are Ibme Mixtures and Poi- 
ion,' wherewithal they caufc Men to r^m mad, and in 
the mean while periuade us that they have Force to 
make one love well, being (as I have laid) a thing moft 
impoflSble to conftrsun the Will. That, is true, quoth 
the old Man, and I proteft, Sir, that I am wholly in- 
nocent of the Imputation of Witchcraft ; As for being a . 
Bawd, I could jiot deny it ;. but yet I never thought

that 
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that I did ill therein ; for all mine Intention was, that 
all the Worjd (hcnld difport them, and live together in 
concord and quietnefs without Griefs and Quarrels ; bat 
this my good Defire availed me but little to hinder my 
going there ; from whence I have no hope ever to re- 
turn, my Years do io aburden me, and alfb the Stone, 
which lets me not reft an inftant. And faying this, hfr 
turned again to his Lamentation as at the firft, and San- 
choAook Tuch Compaffion on him, as letting; his Hand 
into his Bofbm he drew out a couple of Shillings, and 
gave it him as an Alms. 
" * P*rom him Don giuixote pafled to another, and de- 
manded his Fault ; w;ho anfwer'd with no lels, but 
with much more pleafahtnefs than the former : I go. 
here, becaiife I have jefted fomewhat too much with 
two Coufin-Germans of mine own, and with two other 
Sifters, which were none of mine. Finally, I jefted 
& much with tliem all, that thence refulted the Increaie 
of my Kindred Ho intricately, as there is noCa&ift 
that can well refblve it : All was proved againft me, I 
wanted Favour, I had no Money, and was m danger ta^ , 
lole my Head. . Finally, I was condemned for fixxcars 
to the Galleys. I confented, it i& a Puniihment fi>r my 
Fault ; I am young, and let my Li& hold out a while 
longer, and all will go well: And if you, Sir Knight^ 
carry any thing to fuccour us poor Folk, God will reward. 
you it in Heaven, and we will have Care here on £arth 
to defire (Sod in our daily Prayers for your Life and 
Health, that it may be as long and as good as your good 
Countenance dcferves. He that (aid this, went in the 
Habit of a Student ; apd one of the Guard told him^ 
that he was a great Talker, and a very good Latinift, 

After all thcfe came a Man of Ibme thirty Years old, 
of very comely Perlbnage, fave only that when he look- 
ed, he fcemed to thruft the one Eye into the other. 
He was difiy^rently tied from the reft ; for he carried 
about his Leg io long a Chain, that it tired all the reft 
of his Body; and he had befides, two iron Rings about 
his Neck, the one of the Chain, and the other of that 
kind which are called ji Kee^-Priendy or^ the Foot a 

Friend 
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Friend. From whence delcended two Irons unto his 
middle^ oiit of which did ftick.two Manacles, wherein 
his Hands were lockt up with a great hanging Lock, io 
as he could neither fet his Hand to his Mouthy nor bend 
down his Head towardis his Hands. 

Don Quixote demanded why he was (6 loaded* with 
Iron more than the reft? I'he Guard anfwered, Bccaufe 
he alone had committed more Faults than all together, 
and was a moft defperate Knave, and that although 
they carried him tied in that fon, yet were they not 
iiire of him, but feared he would make an Eicape. 
What Faults can he have fo grievous, quoth Don 
^ixotcy fince he hath only defervedto be ient to the 
Galleys ? He goeth, replied the Guard to them, for ten 
Years, which is 'equivalent to a civil Death; never 
drive to know more, but that this Man is the notorioos* 
G/wx rf Pajfammte^ who is likewffe called GineftlH •/' 
Parafilla, ^iafter Commiflary, quoth the Slave, hear- 
ing him (ay ^o^ go fair and foftly, and run not thilis 
dilating of Names and Surnames ; I am called Gines^ 
and not Ginejilh^ and Pajfarnvnti is my Surname, and not 
Paratillay as you (ay, and let every one turn about him, 
and he Ihall not do little. Speak with lefs Swelling, 
qur>th the Commifiary, Sir Thief of more than the 
♦ Mark, if you will not have me to make you hold your 
peace, maugre your teeth. It feems well (quoth the Slave) 
that a Man is carried as pleaieth God ; but one- day 
Ibme body Hiall know whetKerl be called Gtnefitio of 
Parttfilla Why, do they call thee io^ Cozener, (jutxfi 
the Guard? They d6, faidGi'«^j, but I will maker that 
they fhail not- call me lb; or Twiil fleece them there 
where I mutter under my Teeth. Sir Knight, if yott 
have any Thing to beftow on us, give it us now, and 
be gone in the Name of God ; for you do tire us 
with your too curious Search of knowing other Men's - 



* Mark, a certain Length appointed in Spain for Svpords^ 
Tphich if any tranj^refs, he it funijhely itnd the Sword 
forfeited ■ ' 
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Lives ; and if jou would know mbc, you fRall undeiv 
ftand that I am Gines of Pa£amonte^ whole Life is written 
(ihewing his Hand) by thefc two Fingers, 

He iays true, quoth the G)mmi{rarv, for he himfeir 
hath penned his own Hiftory fb well, as there is no- 
thing more to be dw fired ; and leaves the Book pawned 
in the Prifon for two liundred Rials : And iikewiie 
means to redeem it, quoth Glnesy tliough it were in for 
as many Ducats. Is it fb good a Work, laid Doa 
^i'xotc? It b lb good, replied Qtnesy that it quite puts 
down Lazarillo de Ijtrmesy and as many others as are 
written or lliall write of that kind ; for that which I 
dare affirm to you, is, that it treats of two Accidents, 
and thole ^o delightfijl, that no like Invention can be 
compared to them. And how is the Book intitlcd, 
quoth Don ^UoteJ It is called, laid he, The Life rf 
Gines vf Paffamonte. And is it yet ended, laid the Knight ? 
How can it be finifhed, replied he, my Life being not 
yet ended? fince all that is written is from the Hour 
of my Birth, until tliat Inffant that I was fent this 
lad time to the Galleys. Why then, belike vou were 
there once before, (quoth Don ^'xote ?) To ferve God 
2tnd the King, I have been in there another time* four 
Years, and 1 know already how the Bisket and Provant 
agree with my Stomach (quoth G/nes) nor doth it grieve 
roe very much to return unto tliem ; for there I fhall 
have leifure to finifh my Book, and I have many things 
yet to fay ; and in the Galleys of Spai\ there is more 
rcflmg time than is requifite for that Bufmcfs, although 
I fhaU not need much time tp pen what is yet unwritten; 
ibr I can, if need were, fay it all by rote. 

Thou fecm^ff to be ingenious, quoth Don ^ixote. 
And unfbrtiuiate withal, quoth G/7ze/, for Mifhaps do 
ftill pcrfecute the bcft Wits. They perfeaite Knaves, 
quoth the Comniiflary. I have already fpokcn toMafler 
Commillary, quoth Pajfamontej to go fair and ibftly ; 
for the Lords did not give you that Rod, to the end 
you Ihould abufe us Wretches that go here, but ra- 
Aer to guide and carry us where his Ms^effy hadi com- 
manded; if not, by the Life of, 'tis enough that perhaps 

one 
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one. Day may come to light, the Sports that were madtf 
in the Inn. And let all the World peace and live well, 
and ft)cak bptter, for this is now too great a Digrcflton. 
TheCommiflary hf Idup his Rod * to ftrike Pajfemonte in 
anfwcr of his Threats ;, but Don g^ixote put himfelf be- 
tween them, and intreatcd him nor to ufe him hardly, 
feeing it was not much that one who carried his Hands 
ft) tied, Ihould have his Tongue Ibmewhat free : aud 
then mmxng himlclf towards the Slaves, he faid ; 

I havegather'd out of all that which you have laid, 
dear Brethren, riiat although they punilh you for your 
Faults, yet that the Pains you go to iuffer, do not very 
well pleafc you, and that you march towards them witk 
a very ill Will, and wholly conftrained, and that per- 
haps the little Courage this Fellow had on the Rack, 
the want of Money that the other had, the finall Favour 
that a third enjoy 'd ; and finally, the wrefted Sentence 
of the Judge, and die not executing that Juftice that 
was on your fides, have been the Caufe of your MUery. 
All which doth prelcnt it felf to my Memory in iuch 
fert, as it perfuadeth, yea, and fiMrceth meto effed: that 
for you, for which Heaven fent me into the World, . 
and made me profefs that Order of Knighthood which 
I follow, and that Vow which I made therein to favour 
and affift the needful, and thoie that are oupreflcd by o- , 
. thers more potent. But -for as much as 1 know that it ' 
h one of the parts of Prudence, not to do that by foul 
means, which may be accomplish *d by fair ; I will in- 
treat thofe Gentlemen your Guardians and GMnmiflTary, 
they will pleafc to loole and let you depart peaceably ; 
for there will not want others to ferve the King, in 
better Occafions ; for it leems to be a rigorous manner 
of proceeding, to make Slaves of them whom God and 
Nature created free. How much more, good Sirs 
of the Guard, (added Don g«/xorO fteing thefe poor 
Men have never committed any Offence aeainft you ? 
let them anfwer for their Sins in the other World ; there 
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h a God ia Heaven who is not negligent of puniflibg 
the Evil, nor regarding tbe Good; and it is no wile 
decent, tiiat hononrabieMen fliould be the Executioners 
of* other Men, feeing the^ cannot gain or loie ranch 
thereby. I demand this of you in this peaceable aftd 
quiet manner, to the end that if you accomplifli my 
Requeft, I may have Occafion to yield you 'rhanks ; 
and if you will not do it willbgly, then (hall this Lance 
and this Sword, guided by the invincible Valcwr of mine 
Arm, force you to it. 

TJiis is a plealant Doting, anfwered the CommiflFary, 
and an excellent Jeft, wherewithal you have luiiihed 
your large Rcaibning. Would you nave us leave unto 

ifou thofe the King torceth, as if we had Authority to 
et them go, or you to command us to do it ? Go on 
your way in a good Hour, gentle Sir, and (ettle the Ba- 
fsxi yOu bear on your Head Ibmewhat righter, and learch 
not thus whether the Cat hath three Feet. Thou art a 
Cat, and a Rat, and a Knave, quoth Don §iutx9H^ and 
io with Word and Deed at once he afEiulted nim fo (ud- 
denly, as without giving himleiHire to defend himfelf, 
he ftruck him down to tlie Earth very lore wounded 
with a Blow of his Lance, and as Fortune would^ this 
was he that had the b ire-lock Piece. The raft of the 
Guard remained aftonifh'd at i^ unexpe<5ted Accident; 
but at laft returning again to ttiemfelves, the Horfemen 
let Hand to iheir Swords, and the Footmen to their - 
Darts, and all of them ict upon Don gfuixQiey who did 
cxpe6? them vqry quietly ; and doubtleily he would 
have been in Danger, if the Slaves perceiving the Occa* 
fion ofiered to be lb fit to recover Liberty, Imd not pro- 
cured it by breaking the Chain wherein they were link- 
ed. TJie Hurly-burly was luch, as the Guards now 
began to run to hinder the Slaves from untying them- 
felves, now to offend Don gltuxote^ who afTaulted 
them ; Co that they could do nothmg available to keep 
their Prifoners. Sawho, for his part, holped to ioofe Gines 
^Pajpnnmtey who was the firft riiat leaped free into the 
Field without Clog, and letting upon the ovenlirowa 
OMnmifla^Ty he di&rm'd him of his Sword imd Piece ; 

and 
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and now aiming at the one, and then at the other, with 
iti without diicharging, made all the Guards to abkndon 
the Field, as well for Fear of Pajpfmmte's ViccCj as alfb 
to fhun the marvellous Shower ot Staacs that the Slaves 
now delivered, poured on them. Sanckq grew marvel- 
lous lad at this Succeis; for he liifpedicd that thofe 
which fled awav, would go and give Kotice of the Vio- 
lence committea to the Hofy Brotherhood^ which wcmld pre- 
Icntly ifTue in Trooos, to fearch the Delinquents ; and 
fiid as much to his Lord, requedin^ him xo depart pre- 
ieptly from thence, and emtiosk himielf in the Moun- 
tib, which was very near. All is well, quoth Don 
^xotCy I know now what is £t to be done ; and fo cal- 
ling to^etlier all the Slaves jthat were in a Tumult, and 
bad llriPt the G>mmi{lary naked, they came all about 
him to near what he commanded, to whom he (aid : 

It is the p4rt of People well boiii, to gratify and ac- 
knowledge the benefits they receive, Ingratitude being 
one of the Sins that moft onendeth the Higheft. I fay 
it. Sirs, to this end, becaufe you have by manifeft Trial 
feen, that which you have received at my hand, in re- 
ward wliercof I defire, and it is my Will, that all of you 
loaden with that Chain from which I even now freed 
your Kecks, go preiently to the City ofTobofi^ and there 
preient your lelves before the Lady Dukinea of Tohojc^ 
and recount unto her that her Knight of the lU-favourd 
Face fends you there to remember his Service to her, 
and the manner of your Freedom ; all you that have had 
foch noble Fortune, and this being done, you may after 
go where you pleafe. 

. GInes de Pajj'amont anfwered for all the reft, ^'i^ng. 
That which you demand, good Sir, (our Relealer) is moft 
impoflible to be perform*d, by reaibn that we cannot go 
all together through thefc ways, but alone and divided, 
procuring each oTus to hide himfelf in the Bowels tk 
tJie Earm, to the end we may not be found by the H^ly 
Brotherhood^ which will doubtlefly fet out to learch for us ; 
that therefore which you may and ought to do in this Exi- 
gency, is^ to change this Service and Homage of the 
Lady DuUinei diT^oJo^ into a certain KunU?er cS Aoe- 

Maries 
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Maries aad Creeds^ which we will lay for your Inten- 
tion, aad this is a Thing that may be accomplilh'd by 
Night or by Day, running or refting, in>Peacc orinWar; 
but to thinlc that we wiQ return again to rake up our 
Chains, or fet our felvcs in the way of Tohfiy is as hard 
as to make us believe that it is now Night, it being yet 
fcarce Ten of the Clock iii the Morning ; and to demand 
fuch a Thing of us, is as likely as to feek for Pears off the 
Elm-tree. I fwcar by (iich a one (quoth Don Quixote^ 
thorowly enraged) Sir Son of a Whore Don GenejtUo of 
/';«'(>p/.///tf, or howfocveryou are call'd, that thou Ihalt 
go thy (elf alone with thy Tail between thy Ijtgs^ and 
bear all the Chain in thy Neck. PafammPe^ who was-by 
Nature very cholerick, knowing alluredly that Don 
^ix9t^ was not very wife (feemg he had attempted fiicb 
a defterate KGty as to leek to give them Liberty) leeing 
himfelf thus abuled, wink'd on his Companions, and go- 
ing a little afide, tliey lent fiich a Shower of Stones on 
Don Quixote^ as he had no Lciliire to cover himielf witk 
his Buckler, and pocr RozJnante made no more account 
of the Spur, than if his Sides were made of Brafs. San- 
ch0 ran behind his Ais, sni by this means flielter'd Wrr-. 
fcilf from the Cloud and Shower of Stones that rain'd 
upon both. 

And Don Sjtaxote could not cover himfelf lb well, but 
that a Ndmber of Stones ftmck him in the Body with fo 
great Fcrce, as they overthrew him at laft to the 
Ground ; and fcarce was he fallen, when the Student 
leap'd uj)Qn him, and took the Bafbn off his Head, and 
gave him three or four Blows with it on the Shoulders, 
and after ftruck it lb oft about the Ground, as he almoft 
broke it to pieces. They took from him likewifc a Call 
lock, which he wore upon his Armour, and thought ^Ib 
to take away his Stockings, but that thcv were hmde-'d 
by his Greaves From Sancko they took away his Cal^ 
io::ky and left him in his Haiir ; and dividing all the Spoils 
of the Battle among themfejves,they depjtrted every one 
by tlie way he pleas*d, troubled with greater Care how 
to efcape from the mfy Br9therh^y which they fear*d» 
than to lade them&Ives with the Iron Chain, and go and 
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preftnt themlelvcs before the Lady Dulcinea of 7&^. 
The Afs and Rozinantey Sanch^ and Don ^xote^ re- 
main'd alone. 

The Afs ftood peniadvc with his Head hanraig 
downwards, ihaking now and then his Ears, thinking 
that the Storm of Stones was not yet paft, but that they 
fliii buiz'd by his Head. Rozinante lay overthrown by 
his Mafler, who was likewiie ihiick ^own by another 
Blow of a Stone. Sanchv in fear of tlie Bullets of the 
Btfy Brvtherh99dy and Don ^xofe mod difcontent to fee 
himfelf (b mifu^ by thole very &nie to whom he had 
done & much Good. 



CHAP. IX. 

Of that which befd the famous Bon Quixote, in 
Sierra Morera, which was one of the moft 
rare Adventures which in this or any other fo 
authentical a Hijiory is recounted. 

DO N ^xete feeing himfelf in fb ill plight, faid 
to hisSquire Sancho^ I have heard fay cn-times, 
that to do Good to Men unthattkful^ it to caft Water, 
into the Sea. Jf I had believed what thou faid'ft to me, I 
might well have prevented all this Grief, but now that 
is paft ; Patience, and be wifer another time. You'll 
take Warning as much by this, quoth Sanchoy as I am a 
Tjfrk : But fince you fay, that if you had believ'd me, 
you had avoided this Grief, believe me now, and you 
fhall eichew a greater ; for you muft wit, that no Kn%ht- 
liodd or Chivalry is of any Authority with the Holjf 
Brotherhood; for It cares not two farthings for all die 
Knights-Errant in the World ; and know, that me- 
thltiks I hpar their Arrows buz about mine Ears al« 
ready. 

3 SMtfio, 
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Sancho^ thou art a natural Coward, quoth Don ^xote ; 
but becaufe thou roay'ft not fay that I am obftinate, and, 
that I never follow thine Advice, 1*11 take thy Counfei 
this time, and convey my felf from that Fury which now 
thou fear 'ft fo much ; but it ihall be on a Condition that 
thou never tell, alive nor dying, to any mortal Creature, 
that I retir'd or withdrew my lelfout of this Danger for 
Fear, but only to latisfy thy Keqtiefts : For if thou fay*ft 
any other thing, tfiou fhalt belye moft falfely, and even 
from this veiy time till that, and from thence until now, 
I give thee the Lye herein, and I fay thouly'ft, and fhalc 
lye as oft-times as thou fay 'ft, or doft think the contrary; 
and do not reply to me : For in only thinking tliat I 
withdraw my felf out of any Peril, but principally this, 
which fccms to carry with it fbme ihadow of r ear, I am 
.about to remain and exped here alone, not only for the 
Hofy Brotherhood^ which thou nameft and fear 'ft, but all6 
for the Brethren of the twelve Tribesy for the /even Mac-- 
chaheesy for Cafttfr and Po/to, and for all the other Bror 
thers and Brotherhoods in the Vyorld. 

Sir, anfwer'd Sanchoy to retire is not to flic, nor to ex^ 
pedfc is Wifdom, where the Danger exceedeth all Hope ; 
and 'tis the part of a wife man to keep himfelf fafe to- 
day for to-morrow, and not to adventure himfelf wholly 
in one day ; And know, that altho* I be but a rude Clown, 
yet do I, for all that,underfland fbmewhat of that which 
Men call good Government ; and therefore do not re- 
pent your felf for following mine Advice, but mount on 
RozJnantey if you be able ; if not, I will help you, and 
come after me, for my Mind gives me, that we Ihall 
now have more ufe of Legs than of Hands. 

Don ^ixote leap'd on his Horfe without replying a 
Word, and Sancho guiding him on his Afs, they both en- 
tered into that part of -^ Siera Morena tliat was near unto 
them : Sancho had a fecretDcfign to crofs over it all, and 
ifTue at Vifo or jirmehvar of Camfo^ and in the mean 
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time to hide thcmfelvcs for ibme days among thofe crag, 
gy and intricate Rocks, to the end they might not be 
tound by the My Brotherhood if it did make after them. 
And he was the more cncourag'd to do this, becaufe he 
#iw, their Provifion, which he carried on his Ais, had 
efcap'd fafelyout of the Skirmilh of the Galley-flaves, a 
thing which he accounted to be a Miracle, confidering 
the Diligence that the Slaves had ufed to fearch and carry 
away all '^Things with 'em. . They arrived that Night 
into the very midft and bowels ctf the Mountain, and 
there Sancho thought it fitteft to Ipend that Night, yea, 
and Ibme few other Days alio, at lead as long as their 
Victuals endured ; and with this Refblution they took up 
their Lodgingamong a number of Cork-trees that grew 
between two Rocks : but fatal Chance, which, accord- 
ing to the Opinion of thofe that have not the Light of 
Faith, guideth, direfteth, and compoundeth all as it li- 
kcih,ordain*d that the famous Cozener and Thief, Glnes 
of Paffamantty who was before deliver 'd out of Chains 
by Don §^ix9te's Force and Folly, perfuaded thro* F'cat 
he conceived of the Hofy Brothirhood^ (whom he had juft 
Caulc to tear) refolv'd to hide himfeif likewife in that 
Mountain, and his Fortune and Fears led him juft to the 
Place where it had firft addreis'd Don g^xtte and his 
Squire, iufl at fiich time as he might perceive them, and 
they both at that infbnt fallen afleep ; and, as evil Men 
are evermore ingrateful, and that Neceffity fbrceth a 
Man to attempt that which it urgeth, and Iikewiie that 
the prcfcnt ^edrefs prevents the fixpcdbation of a future, 
Cines^ who was neither grateful nor gracious, refolv'd to 
Ileal away ^/n^y&p'sAis, making no account cf Roaunaufe^ 
as a Thine neither faleable nor pawnable. Sancha 
flcpt fbund^, and fe he ftole his BeafI, and was before 
Morning fo fer off from thence, as he fear'd not to be 
found. 

AttrordfBiWcd forth at lafl to refrefli the Earth, anda& 
fright Sancho with a mod forrowfiil Accident^ for he pre- 
sently mi6*d his Afs; and fo feeing himfelf deprived of 
him, heb^fan the moft fad and doleflil Lamentation of 
tlie World, in &ch fort as awaked Don S^xott with 

his 
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his Outcries, who heard that he laid thus : O Child of 
mv Bowels, born in mine own Houfe, the Sport of my 
Children, the Comfort of my Wife, and the Envy of my 
Neighbours, the Eafc of my Burdens, and finally, the 
Suftainer of half of my Perlbn I for with fix and twenty 
MaraycdUs that I gain'd daily by thee, I did defray half 
of mine Expences. 

Don ^tuxotty who heard thcttaint, and knew alio the 
Caule, did comfort Sawho with the beft Words he could 
dcvilc, and defir'd him to have Patience, proraifing to 
give him a Letter of Ejcchangeyvtathe end that they of 
his Houfe might deliver him three Affcs of five which 
he had left at home. 

Savcho comforted himfclf again with this Promlfe, and 
dry'd up his Tears, moderated his Sighs, and gave his 
Lord Thanks for ib great a Favour. And as they enter'd- 
in farther among thole Moimtains, we can't recount the 
Joy of our Knight, to whom thofe Places feem'd moft 
accommodated to atchieve the Adventures he fearch*d 
for. They roiuced to his Memory the marvellous Acci> 
dents that had befallen Kn^hts-Errant in like Solitudes 
ahd Deiarts ; and he rode looverwhclm'd and tranfport- 
cd by thefe Thoughts, as he rcmember*d nothing elfe : 
Nor Sancho had any other Gsire (after he was out of Fear 
to he taken) but how to fill hi^Bellv with fomc of thofe 
Relicks which ytt remain* d of tne Qcrical Spoils ; 
and ib he followed his I^^rd, taking now and then 
out of a Basket (which RQzJname earned for want of 
the Afi) feme Meat, lining therewithal his Paunch ; 
And whilft he went thus employed, he would not have 

fiven a Mite to encounter any other Adventure, liow 
onourable ib^ver. 

But whilll he was thus buffed, he efpyM his Maftcr 
labouring to take up with the Point of his Javelb fomc 
Bulk or other that lay oa the Ground, and went to- 
wards him to lee whether he needed his Help, juft at 
the fealbn that lie lifted up a Saddle-cufhion and a Port- 
manteau faft to it, which were half rotten, or rather 
wholly rotten, by the Weather ; yet they wcigh'd fo 
inujch,tharSMir/w*^AfIiftance was requifite ta tSce.'em, 
K 5 up ,• 
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\jp: And ftrait his Lord commanded him to fee what 
was in the Wallet. Sancho obey'd with cicpcdition ; and 
altho' it was (hut with a Chain and hanging Lock, yet 
V)^ the Parts which were tore hefaw what was within, to 
"^it, four fine Holland Shirts, and other Linnens, both ^ 
curious and deatf; and moreover a Handkerchief, where- 
in was a good quantity of Gold ; which he perceiving, 
^id, HJemrd be Heaven, which hath once prefented to 
lis a beneficial Adventure ; and fearching for more, he 
ibund a Tablet very coftly bound. This Don ^/xote 
took of him, commanding him to keep the Gold with 
hjmfelf ; for which rich Favour Sanchp did prelcnrly 
kifs his Hands: And after taking all the Linnen, he 
clapt it up in the fl^ of their Vi<5hials. 

Don S^'xote having noted all thefc Things, fkid, Me- 
thinks, 5i»wfi&a, (and it cannot be poffiblc any other) that 
l<>mc Traveller having loft his W a^r, pals'd through this 
Moun^in, and being encountered bv Thieves, they flew 
biro, and buried him in this fecret Place. It cannot be 
ib, anlwer'd Sanch9^ for if they were Thieves they would 
not have left this Money behmd 'em. Th6u (ay'ft true, 
. quoth Don Siuixotty and therefore I cantiot conjefture 
what it might be : But ftay a while, we will fee whc- 
tlier there be any thing written in thefe Tablets, by ' 
which we may vent ancffind that which I defire. Then 
he opcn'd it; and the firft Thing that he found written 
in it, as 'twere a firft Draught, but done with a very fair 
Charafter, was a Sonnet; which he read aloud, that San- 
tho might alio hear it, and was this which eniiies.

For th* Efvily whofe Caufe is hardly well exfrefi^ 
By hiiracle ahWy true Care may get. 

Nothing can be Icamt by that Vcrfc, quoth Sanchoy iF 
by that ^ Hi/o or Thread which is laid here you gather 
not where lies the reft of the Clue. What Hil» is here, 
quoth Don ^'xote? Methoiight, quoth Sanchoy that you 
read UiU there. I did not, but Fills y laid Dou ^ixote^ 
which is without doubt the Name of the Lady on whom 
the Author of this &nnet complains, who, in good truth, 
ftems to ^e a reafiaiable goodPoct, or cl& Iknow but 
little of that Art 

Why then, quoth Sanchoy beKke you do alfo under- 
ftand Poetry. That I do, and more than thou think'ft, 
quoth Don ^lATtf^^, as thou ihalt ice when thou Ih alt 
carry a Letter from me to my Lady Dulcinea del Tohfoy 
written in Verfe from the one end to the other : for I 
would thou Ihould'ft know, Sanchoy that all, pr the great- 
er Number of Knights-Ermnt, in times paft, were great 
Ver/ifiers and MufiSians; for thefe twoC^lities or Gra- 
ces, as I may better term 'em, are annex'd to amwoos 
Knights Adventurers. -.True it is, that the Verfes of the 
ancient Knights are not fo adorn'd with Words, as they / 
are rich in Conceits. 

I pray you read more, quoth SanchOy for perhaps you 
may find Ibmewhatthat may fatisfie. Then Don^ixote 
turn'd the Leaf, and faid, This is Profe, and it feems to 
be a Letter. Wliat, Sir, a milfive Letter, quoth San^ 
ch'i ? No, but rather of Love, accordbg to the Begin- 
ning, quoth Don ^txote. I pray you therefore, quoth 
Sanchoy read it loud enough, for i take great Delight in 
thefcThingsofLove.. I am content, quoth Don ^/Wf, 

+ ^ Mufm to the Span. mrdlUio, ftgnif/ing a 7h-ead. 
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and reading it loudlyi as Simcb9 had requefted it, laid as 
enfueth: 

Ihfalfe Promife^ and mjf attain Misfvrtuney d» cany 
tne to jkch a Place^ asfiam thence thouJhaU focnar receive- 
News of my De^h^ than Reafnts of my jitji Complaints. 
7hou haft difdaind me (O Ingrate! ) for one that hath 
mere^ kutwtforene that is worth more than I am; hut 
if Virtue were a Dreajkre of Eftimatim^ I would not emulate 
other Mens Fo.tuneSy nor weep thus for my orwn Misfor- 
tunes. That which thy Beauty ere^ed^ thy IVorks harve 
werthrown : By it J dtomd thee to he an Angela and 
hy thefe I certainly knew thee to be but a fVoman. 
' Reft in Peace (O Gaufer of my War!) and let Hea- 
*LHn work foy that thy Sfoufe's Deceits remain ftHl con- 
ceaCdy to the end thou may ft not repent what thou 
didfty and I be conftraind to take Revenge of that J 
dtfire not. 

Having read the Letter, Don §imxote ^d. We cai 
collect lels by this than by the Vertes, what the Autlio^^ 
IS, other than that he is iome diiclain'4 Lover. And fo 
paffing over all the Book, he found other Verfes and 
Letters, of which he cxmld read ibnie, others not at all ; 
but the Sum of 'em all were Accufations, Plaints, and 
Miftruffe, Pleafhres, Griefs, Favours, and Difdains; fbme 
iblemniz'd, others deplor'd. And whilft Don §lmxote 
pafTed over the Book, Concho pafled over the Wallet, 
without leaving a G>mer of it or the Cufliion unlearch'd, 
or a Seam unrip'd,- nor a Lock of Wool uncarded, to 
the end nothmg might remain behind for want of Di- 
ligence, orCareleflhe's. They found Gold which paflfed 
a hundred Crowns, and ftirr'd in him liich a gretdine's 
to have more ; and tho' he got no more than that which 
he found at the firfl, yet did he account his Flight in the 
Coverlet, his vomiting of the Drench, the Boicdidion 
of the Pack-ihives, the Blows of the Carrier, the Lois of 
his Wallet, the R obbing of his Ca<]bck, and all the Hun- 
gcr,Thirfl,and Wear'mets that he liad paffed in the Service 
of his good Lord and Mafler, were well employ *d, ac- 
rounting liimfclf to be more than well paid by tne Gifts^ 
••^•ceivea of the Money they found. The Knight of tlic 
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Ill-favoitr'd Face was the while ooffefi'd with a marvellout ; 
Defire to know who was the Owner of the Wallet, con-* 
jcdturing bv the Soonet^ and Letter, the Gold and Lin;!^ 
nen, that tne Enamour'd was ibnie Man of Worth, whom^ 
• the Di((iam and Kigour of hi» Lady had coadu<^d to^ 
ibme deQ)erate Terms j But by reafbn that no body ap- 
pear'd thro' that uninhabitable and defolate Place, by 
whom he might be infbrm'd, he thought on it no more, 
but only rode on, without chudng any other way than 
that which pleas'd Rmnante to travel, who> took the 
plainefl and eafieft to pais through, having ftill an Iroa^ 
gination that there could not want fbme urange Advcn- 
Jure amidft that Foreft. 

And a* he rode on with, this Gmceit,, he (aw a ^fan 
on the topof a little Mountain that flood juft before his 
Face, leap from Rock to Rock, and Tuft to Tuft, with 
wonderfti! Dexterity ;. and, as he thought, he was naked, 
had a. black and thick Beard, the Hairs many and con- 
fiiledly mingled> his Feet and Legs^ bare^ his Thighs 
were cover '3 with a pair ofHofc, whicli leem'd to be of 
Murry Velvet, but were ib torn that they difcovcrd his 
Flefh in many places ; his Head was likcwifc bare, and 
altho* he paffed by withthe Hkfte we have recounted, 
yet did the Knight of the lU-favwrd Fact note all theft 
rartknilarities ; and altho* heendcavour'd, yet could not 
lie follow him,, for 'twas not vaRozinartte^s power, in thsit 
weak flate wherein he was, to travel lb iwiftly among 
thofe Rocks, chiefly being, naturally very ilow and. 
phlegmatick. 

Don ^ixotey after 'fpying him, did inffUntly imagine 
him to be the Owner of the Cushion and Wallet, and 
therefore reiblv'd to goon in his Search, altho' he fhould 
^cnd a whole Year therein among thofe MountainsV 
and commanded .^^Tir/w. to go about the. one Side of the 
Mountain, and he would go the ether ; and, quoth he,., 
it may befall, that by uGng this Diligencej we may ea- 
Gounter with thatMikn which vaniih d ib.fiiddenly oat. 
of our Sight. 

I cannot do ^o^ quoth Sancho^ for that in parting one 

^tepfromyou^ Fear prefently doth aflault me with s> 
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thouiandVUions and Affrightments: And let this ferve 
yon hereafixrr for a Waminff, to the end "foa may not 
from henceforth part me the olack of a Nail from voor. 
Prcience. It (hall be (b^ anfwcr'd the Knight ot the 
jU-fav9itr*d Face ; and I am very glad that thmi doft thus 
build upon my Valour, the which ihall never fail thee^ 
altho' thou didft want thy very Soul ; and therefore fbl« 
low roe by little and little, or as thou may'ft, and make 
of thine Eyes two Lanterns, for we give a turn to this 
little Rock, and perhaps we may meet with this Man, 
whom we fiw even now, who doubdefly can be none o« 
tUer than the Owner of our Booty. 

To wliich Smch9 rcply'd, 'Twere much better not to 
find him ; for if we fhould meet him, and he were by 
chance the Owner of this Money, 'tis moft evident, that 
I muft reftore it to him ; and diercfore 'tis better, with* 
out ufing this unnrofitable Diligence, to let me pofTels 
it, hnttfide^ until the true Lord ihall appear by fbme 
way I els curious and diligent, which perhaps may fait 
at fiich a Time as it ihall be all (pent ; and in that 
cafe I am freed from all Proceffes by Privilege of the 

1 hou deceived thy ielf, Sancbo^ therein, ^uoth Don 
^'xou; for feeing we are fallen alreadv mto Suipi- 
cion of die Owner, we are bound to fearcn and reflore 
it to liim : and when we would not ieek him out, yer 
the vehement Prciumption that we liave of it, hath 
made usPofTcilbrs mala fide^ and renders us as cul-- 
pablc as if he whom we fiirmiic were verily the 
true Lord. 

So that. Friend Sancho^ be not griev'd to ieek him, ill 
rcfpeft of the Grief whereof thou ihalt free me if he be 
found. And faying fb, he fpur'd Rozinatfte^ and Sofh- 
€U followed after a-foot, animated by the Hope of 
the young AfTes his Mailer had promis'd unto him : And 
'havmg compais'd a ^rt of the Mountain, they found a 
4i!tle Stream, wherein lay dead, and half^evour'd by 
Dogs and Crows, a Mule faddled and bridled; all whick 
tcKiHrrnd more in them the Sufuicion, that he which 
"fiei away was Owner of the Mule and Cuihioo. And 
i . ■ '.. . ' ' as 
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»s they look'd on it they heard a Whiftle, much like unto 
th»t which Shepherds ufe as they keep their Flocks, and 
prcfently appear'd at their left Hand a great number of 
Goats, after whom the Goat-herd- that kept 'em, wha 
was an' aged Man, fbllow'd on the top of the Moun- 
tain ; and Don ^ixote cry'd to him, requefting him to 
come down to them ; who a^iwer'd them a^atn as . 
loudly, demanding of them who had brought them to 
thole Defarts, rarely trodden by any other than Goats, 
Wolves, or other lavage Beafls which frequented thofe 
Mountains t Sancho anlwer'd him, That if he would 
defcend where they were, they would give him account 
thereof. 

With that the Shepherd came down, and arriving to 
the Place where Don Quixote was, he laid, I dare wa- 
ger that you look on the hired Mule, which lies dead 
theifo in that Bottom ; well, in good d^ith, he hath lain 
in that very place thele iix Months : Say, I pray you, 
have not you met in the Way with the Matter thereof? 
We have encounter *d no body but a Culhion and a little 
Mallet, which we found not very far off from hence, t 
didlikewile find the lame, reply 'd the Goat-herd, but I 
would neither take it up, nor approach to it, fearful of 
Ibme Mildemeanor, or tnati ihould be hereafcer deman- 
ded for it as a Stealth ; for the Devil is crafty, and now 
and then Ibmething arifeth, eVen from under a Man's 
Feet, whereat he (tumbles and falls, without knowing 
how, or how not. 

.That is the very lame, I lay, quoth Smichn^ for I like- 
wile found it, but would not approach it the Call of a 
•Stone ; there have 1 left it, and there it remains as 'twas, 
ibr I would not hanjt a Dog wiph a Bell. Tell me, good 
Fellow, quoth Don ^txoUy doft thou know who is the 
Owner of all thele Things? 

That which I can fey, anlwer'd the Goat-herd, is, 
that about feme fix Months paft, little more or lels, 
there arrived at a certain Sheep-'bld Ibme three Leagues 
off, a young Gentleman of comely Perlbnage and Pre- 
ience, mounted on that very Mule which lies dead there, 
ftnd witli the . feme Xluih ion and Mallpt which you fay 
_ K 6 you 
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you met, but touched not: He demanded of am which 
vas the moft hidden and inacceffible part of the Moun^ 
tain, and we told him, That this wherein we arc now ; 
and it is true, for if you did enter but half a League fur- 
ther, perhaps you would not find the Way out g^ain fo 
icadily ; and I do greatly marvel how you could imd the 
Way liicher itfelf, for there's neither Highway nor Path, 
th^ may addrels any to this Place. 

I fay then,, that the young Man, as ^n as he heard 
our Anfwer, he turnM the Bridle and travel'd towards 
the Place we ihew'd to him, leaving us all with very 
great liking dP his Comeline^, and marvel'd at his De^ 
mand and Speed, wherewith he departed, and made to* 
wards the Mountain ; and, a&er that time, we did not 
iee him for a good many Days, until by chance one of 
our Shepherds came by with our Provinon of Victuals,, 
to whom he drew near without ipcaking a Word, 
and fpum'd and beat him well-favour 'dly, and after 
went to the Ais which carried our Vi6buals, and takine 
away all the Bread and Clieefe tliat was there, he fled 
in o the Mountain with gteai fpeed. 

When we heard of this, Ibnic of us Goat-4ierds, we 
went to (earch for him, and fpent therein almoft two. 
Days in the moft iblitary Places of this Mountain, and* 
in the end we found him lurking in the lidlow part of 
a very tall and great Cork-tree ; who, as foon as he per* 
celv'd us,- came forth td meet us with great ftay'dnefi. 
His Api ai el was all torn, his Vifagc disfigur'dand tofted 
with the Sun, in fiich manner as we could fcarce know 
him, if 'twere not that hw Attire, altho' rent, by the 
Ko- ice we had. of it, did give us to underftand that he 
was the Man for whom we fought He falutedus cour- 
teouily, and in brief and very good Reafon he faid, I'hat 
we oughi: not to marvel lecing him go in that manner, 
for that it behovM him to. do fo,: that he might ac- 
complini a certain Penance enjoin*d.to him for the ma- 
ny a ins he liad committed. We pray'd him to tell us^. 
what he was, but we could never perfoade him to it : 
We requefted him likewifc, that whenfoevcr he had any 
Leed of Meat (without which he! couldnot live) h« 

flioiild 
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fitould tell us where we raiglit fiiid him, and we would 
bring it to him with great Love and Diligence ; and, that 
tf he ai(b did not like of this Motion, he would at leaft^- 
wife come and ask it, and not take it violently, as he hacf 
done before from our Sliepherds : He thank*d us very 
much for our Oflfer, and entreated Pardon oTthe Aflaults. 
pafs'd, and promis'd t& a-ik it from thence-forward for 
God's lake, without giving Annoyance to any one Anrf 
fouchthg hb Dwell ing/ or Place of Abode, he laid, he 
had none other than that where the Kijg^ht overtook him;, 
and ended his DHcourle with fo feeling Laments, that 
we might well be accounted Stones which heard* him, if 
therein we had not kept him company, confidiring the 
State wherein we had feen him^ firft, and that whercia 
now he was ; For, as I have laid, he was a very comely" 
^ and gracious young Man, and fliew'd by his courteous. 
and orderly Speech that he was well bom, and a Court- 
like Perlbn ;. for tho" we were a41 Clowns foch as did 
hear him, his Gentiiity was Iticb as codd make itfelf 
known, cv«i to Rudcnels itlelf : And being in the beft 
©fbis Dilcourle, he ftopt and grew filent, fixing his 
Eyes on the Ground a good while, wherein we likewile 
ftood ftill (ulpendcd, expe6Jang in what that Diftra^Sion 
would end^ with no little Coropaflion to. behold it, for 
we eafily pcrceiv'd that ibme Accident of Madne^ Iiad 
lurpriz*d him, by his Raring and beholdmg the Earth lb 
fix idly, without once moving the Eye-lid; and o- 
ther times, by the fhutting of 'em, the biting of 
his Lips, and bending of his Brows.^ But very fpeedily 
after, he made us certain thereof himlclf ; ror, rifing 
from the Ground (whereon he had thrown himlclf a' 
little before) with great Fury he let upon him that 
fsit next unto, him with foch Courage and Rage, that 
if we had not taken him away, he would have (lain 
him with Blows and Bites ;. and he did all this; layings 
O treacherous Fernando I here, here thou Ihalt pay mcr 
the Injury that thou doft me: thelc Hands Ihall rend.

tE>:th€febc added oAcr Wards-, all addfcfi*dio the Dili.' 
- praife 
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praift of that Fenumd^y andtoattach him of Tre^ba and 
trnrruth. 

We todc from hitn at lafl> not without difficulty, oixr 
Fellow, and he without %ing a Word departed from us, 
embufliing htmielf preiently among the Buihes aad 
Brambles, leaving us wholly difabled to follow him ip 
thofc rough and unhaunted Places. • By- this we fi;ath^r'd 
that his Madneis comes to him at times, and that ibme 
one call'd FemandQ had done ibme ill Work, of iiicfa 
weight as the Terms (hew to which it hath brought 
him : All which hath Anoe- been fiirther conflrm'd, a^ 
often (which were many times) as he came out to. the 
Fields, (bmetimes to demand Meat of the Shepherds, and 
other times to take it from 'em perforce : For wjien he 
is taken with this Fit of Madneis, altho' the Shepherds 
do offer him Meat willingly, yet will not he receive unle& 
he take it with Buffets ; and when he's in his r^ht Senie^ 
he asks it for God's Sake, with Gourtefie and Humanity, 
and renders many Thanks, and that not without Tearf« 
And in very truth. Sirs, I iay unto you, ^uoth the 
Goat-herd, that I and four others, whereof two are 
my Men, other two my Friends, reiblv'd yeflcrday to 
fearch until we found hmi ; and being found, either by 
force or iair means we will carry him to the -Town of 
Atmoda^ur^ which is but eight Leay^es from hence^ 
and tliere will we have hkn cured, ir his Diieaie may 
be holpen, or at leail we fhall learn what he is, when 
he turns to his Wits, and whether he hath any Frietids^ 
to whom Kotice of his Misfortune may be given. This 
is, Sirs, all that I can lay concerning that which vou de-r 
manded of me ; and you ihall underiland, tnat the 
Owner of thoic Things which you iaw in the Way is 
the very fame, whom you iaw pais by you 9^ naked 
and nimble For Don ^xott had told him by thisj 
that he had ieen that Man go by, leaping among the 
Rocks. 

Don S}tdx9te refled marvcloufly admir'd at the Goat* 
herd's Tale, and with greater Deiire to know who that 
'Unfoitunate Madman was, purpoied with himfelf^ as he 
had already refi>lv'd| to iearch him throughout th^ 

Mouo- 
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Mountains, without leaving a Corner or Cave of it un- 
£>i3ehty until he had gotten him : But Fortune difpos'd 
the Matter better than he cxpedtcd ; for he appear *d iii 
that very inftant in a Qift of a Rock that anlVer'd to 
'the Place where they flood fpeaking, who came towards 
them; nturmuriog lomewhatto himlelf which could not 
be underftood near at hand, and much lels afar off: His 
Apparel was liich as we have deliver'd, only differing in 
this, as Don fixate perceiv'd when he drew nearer, 
that he wore on him, altho* torn, a Leather Jerkin per^ 
fumed with Amber ; by which he thorowly colleaed, 
that the Perlbn which w6rc iuch Attire was not of the 
lead Qiiality. 

^ When the young Man came to the Place where they 
difcours'd, he ^utcd *em with a hoarfc Voice, but with 
great Ceurtefie, and Don ^xote returned him his Greet- 
ings with no left Complement, and al^hting from RozJ^ 
nantCf he advanc'd to embrace him with very good Car- 
riage and Countenance, and held him a good while 
ftreightly between his Arms, as if he had known him of 
long time.

Knight, and laying his Hand on his Shoulders, began to 
behSd him eameitly, as one defirous to call to mind whe-: 
ther he had ever (een him before, being perhaps no left 
admir'd to fee Don ^'xote*s Figure, Proportion and 
Arms, than Don ^'xote was to view him. In refblu- 
tion, the firft that fpoke after the embracmg» was th<* 
ragged Knight^ and &id what we will prefently recount

TH E Hiterf affirms, that great" was- the Attention^ 
wherewithal Don ^'xcte iiften'd to The Uufortu^ 
nate Knight 9f the Rocky who began his Speeds

^ (for I Imow you not) i do with ^11 my heart gratifie 
*^ the Signs, of Aflfe^ion andCourtefie which you havct 
*■ u(ed towards me, and wiih. heartily that I were iiL 

* Terms, to lervc with more than my WiU the Good^ 

* will you bear towards me, as.your courceous Entertain^ 

* ment denotes; but my Fate is Kb niggardly, as it af- 

* fords roe no odb r Means to repay good Works done^ 

* to me, than only to lend me a good Defire Ibmetimer 

* to fitisfie then%' 

' So great is mine A&dion, reply'dDon ^Vsff, to> 
ferve you, as I was iiilly rciblv*d never to depart out of* 
lhe(e Mountaihs until I liad found you, and known of ^ 
your felf whether there mij^hr be any kind of Remedy 
fbuTid for die Grief that this your ib unuiud a kind of^ 
Life argues doth pofiefs your Soiri ; and,.if 'twere re^uir 
|ke^ te icarch it out with all poiSble Diligence : And 
when yom* Dififter were known of thofe which clap 
theic Doors in the Face of Comfort,. I intended in that 
cafe to bear a Part in your Lamentations, and plaih it 
with the doleforft Note ;' for 'tis a Coniblation in Afflic- 
tions to have one that QpndoiQ.s in them : And if tliis my 
good Intention may merit, any Acceptance, or be grati-. 
ned by any G>urtefic, let me entreat you, Sir^ by the 
Excefs thereof^ which I fee accumulated in your Bofbm ;: 
and jointly I conjure yon by that'^Fhing which you have 
or do prefently moft affe6tj that you will pleafe to diP. 
dofe unto me who you are, and what the Caufe hatb 

bccDft 
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been that jperfiiaded you to oxne to live and die in thefe 
Dcfarts, like a brute Beaft, leeine: you live among; ftich, 
fi) alienated from your fcif, as both your Attire and 
Countenance demonftratc : And I do vow (qnoth Don 
§^X9U) by the high Order of Chivalry, which I (altho* 
uaworthy and a Sinner) have received, and hv tlie Pro^ 
feffion of Knights-Errant, that if you do pleafiire me 
herein, to affS you with as good Eamefl as my ProfeA 
fion doth bind me, either by remedying your Dilafter, if 
it can be hdpen, or cjle by afMtng you to lament it, if 
it be fb defperate. 

The i^i'i^ht of the Rocky who Iieard him of the Ilirfa- 
*vm'd Face ipeak in that manner, did. nothing elfe for a 
great while but behold him again and again, and rebe> 
hold him from Top to Toe : And after viewing him 
well, he laid, If you have any thing to eat, I pray you 
give it me for God*s fake, and after I have eaten I will 
utisfie your Demand thorowljr, to gratifie the many 
Courtenes and undcferv'dProffersyou have made unto rte. 
&»ir/&0 and the Goat-herd preient, the one out of his 
Wallet, the other out of his Scrip, took fome Meat and 

fave it the Kmght oftheJiocky to allay his Hunger, and 
e did eat fb fkft, like a diftrad:ed Man, as he left no 
Intermiffion between Bit and Bit, and clapt *iem up fo 
iwiftly, as he rather feem'd to (wallow than to chew them> 
and whilfl he did eat, neither he or any of the reft ijx>ke 
a Word. And having ended his Dinner, he made 
tjiem Signs to follow him, as at laft they did, unto a 
little Meadow ieatcd hard by that Plrce, at the fold of a 
Mountain ; where being arriv'd, he ftretch'd himlclf^ 
on tlie Grafs, which the reft did likewiic in his Imita-- 
tion, without (peaking a Word, until that he, after (et- 
tlinghim(clf in his Place, began in this manner : If* 
Sirs, you pleafc to hear the exceeding greamefs of my. 
Difafters briefly rehears*d,you muft promi(e me that you> 
will nor interrupt the File of my dolefiil Narration with 
either Demand or other Thing; for in the very Itfftant. 
that you (hall do it, there alfo muft remain that which* 
I % depending. Thefe Words of our ragged Kniglit'i 
call'd to Don S^uixote^s Rcmcmbraucc the Tale 

which 
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which his Squire had told unto hiin» where he enter'd In 
the Account of his Goats which had, paOed the River, 
for which that Hifloiy remain'd fufbended. Bat return- 
ing to our ragiged Man, he laid, Tnis preventioa which 
now- 1 give, IS to the end that I may compendioiifly pais 
O'/er the Difcourfe of my Miihaps, for the rcvdcmg of 
them to Remembrance only ferves me to none other f&ad 
than to encreafe the old oy adding new Misfortunes j 
and by how much the fewer your Queftions are, by ib 
much the more fpecdily fliall I haveiinifli'd my pnifal 
Difcourfe : and yet I mean not to omit the e{lential> 
Point of my Woes untouch'd, that your Defircs may be 
herein luflficiefttly fetisficd. Don ^Ixote^ in his own 
and his other Companions naqie, promis'd to perform* 
his Requeft; whercupoh he began hi« Relation in this 
manner : 

My Name is C0rdeni9ythi^ Place of my Birth one of 
the bcft Cities in AHdaiuJMy my Lineage «oble, my Pa- 
rents rich, and my MisKH-tunes h great as I think my 
Parents have er^ this deplor'd, and my Kinsfolk con- 
doled them, being very litde able with their Wealth to 
rcdreU 'em; for the Goods of Fortune are- but of fmali- 
Virtue to remedy the Difaftcrs of Heaven. There dwelt 
in the fame Cit v a Maiden, wherein Love had placed all 
the Glory that I could defire ; fb great: is the Beauty i£ 
Ijifa'nday a Damiel as noble and rich as I, but more for- > 
tunate, and lefs conflant, than my honourable Defires 
expefted. I lov'd, honoured, and ador'd this Lufc/nda^ 
almofl 6'om my very Infancy, and fhe affb^ed me like- ^ 
wife with all the Integrity and Good-will which with 
her fb young years did accord. Our Parents knew our < 
mutual Amity, for which they were nothing a^riev'd, 
perceiving very well, that altho* we contbued it, yet 
could it have none other End but Matrimony ; a Thing 
which the Equality of our Blood and Subftance did of 
itfelfalmofl invite us to. Our Age and Affe6fcion en- 
crcas'd in fiich fert, as it feem'd fit for Lstfcindas Father, 
for certab good Refpe^its, to deny me the Entrance of' 
his Houfc any longer, imitating m a manner therem 
Tish, fbmuch lblcmniL*d by the Pgets, her Parents, 

which 
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"which Hinderance fer/d only to add Flame to Flame, 
and Defirc to Dcfire ; for altho* it ftt Silence to our 
Tonffues, yet would they not impoie k to our Pens, 
■which are wont to exprcfs, to whom it pleas'd, the molt 
hidden Secrcfids of our Souls, with more Liberty than 
the Tongue ; for the Prcfence of the Beloved doth often 
diftraft, trouble, and ftrike dumb the boldeft Tongue 
and firmed Reiolution. O Heavens! how roaiiy Letters 
have I written unto her T what cheerful and honeft < 
Anlwers have I recejv'd ! how many Ditties and amo- 
rous Verlcs have I cortpofed, wherein my Soul declar'd 
and publifh'd her Paffions,'iieclin'd her enflam'd De- 
fires, cntertain'd her Remembrance, and recreated her 
Will! .Inefleft, perq^iving my lelf to be forced, and 
that my Soul confiimed with a perpetual Defire to be- 
hold her, I refblv'd to put my Defires in execution, and , 
finiih in an inftant that which I deemed moil expedient 
for the better atchievingof my defirM and de(erv*d Re- 
ward, which was (as I did indeed) to deoand her of 
her Father for my lawful Spoufe. 

To which he made anfwer, That he did gratifie the 
Goodwill which I fliew*d by honouring him, and Dciire 
to honour my iclf with Pawns that l«rere his ; but yet, 
feeing my Father yet lived, the Motion of that Matter 
properly moft concem'd him : for if it were not done, 
with his good-liking and pleafure, Lufiinda was not & . 
Woman to be taken or given by ftcalth. I rendered him 
Thanks for his Good-will, his Words iceming unto me 
very, reafbnable, as that my Father ihduld agree unto 
them as loon as I ihould expla'in the Matter, and there- 
fore departed prefendy to acquaint him wijh my Defires, 
who, at the time whicli I enter 'd into a Chamber where- 
in he was, ftood with a Letter open in his Hand, and 
eipying me, ere I could break my Mind unto him, gave 
it me, layina;, Bv that Letter, Cardmo, you may gather 
the Defire that Duke BJcardo bears to do you any Plea^ 
fire or Favour. 

This Duke BJcardo^ as I think you know. Sirs, already, 
is a Grandee of S^ain^ whole Diucedom is feated in the 
bed part of all Amfalufa. 
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I took the Letter and read it, which appeared fo ur- 
gent, as 1 my ielf accouhted it would be ill dcme if my 
Father did not accomplifh the Contents thereof, which 
were indeed, That he fiiould prcfcntly addreis me to his 
Court, to the end I might be Companion (and not Ser- 
vant) to his cldeil Son ; and, that he wodd inchasge 
bimfclf with the advancing of nie to foch Preferments 
as might be anfwerable unto the Value and EiHmation 
he made of my Perfon. I paft'd over Ae whole Letter, 
and was ftrictcen dumb at the reading thereof, but 
chiefly hearing my Father to iay,C4wv^'«, thoti rauft de- 
part within two Days, to accomp4i(h tlie Duke's Dcfire y 
and omit not to render. Almighty God Thanks, which 
doth thus open the Way by which thou ma]j'ft attain in 
fine to that which I know thou doft merit : And to 
thcie Words added certain others of Fatherly Goun'cl 
and Diredion. llie Term of my Departure arriv'd, 
and I fpoke to my Ijtfcimia on a certain Night, and re- 
counted onto her ail that pa<s'd, and likewife to her Fa- 
ther, entraiting him to ovcrflip a few Days, and defer 
the beflowins; of his Daughter elfewhcre until I went 
tounderftand Duk«*Rj>^^/s Will ; which he pronris'rf 
me, and ihe confirm'd with a thou&id Oaths and Pn>- 
mi/es. 

Finally, I came to Duke Ricardos Court, and was 9i 
friendlv received and entertain'd by him, as even very 
Envy tnen began to exercifc her accuflom'd Fim6bion, 
being forthwith emulated by the ancient Scmtors, per- 
ftadmg thcmfelves that the Tokens the Duke fhew'd 
to do me Favours, could not but turn to their Prqudicfr. 
But he that rejoic'd moH at mine Arrival, was a iecond 
Son of the Duke's, call'd Femsmdoy who was young, gal- 
lant, vcfy comely, liberal, and amorous ; who^ within 
a while after my coming, held me ^ dearly, as every 
one wonder'd thereat ; and tlio' the elder lov'd me 
well, and did me Favour, yet was it in no re(pe6b 
comparable to that wherewithal Don Fernando lov'd 
and treated me. It therefore bcfel, that as there 
IS; no Secrefy amongft Friends fb great, but they will* 
communicate u the one xo the otlier^ and the Familia^

rity which I had with Don Femmfdo^ was now paft thcf 
Limits of Favour, and turned into deareft Amity, he 
revealed unto me all his Thoughts, but chiefly one of 
his Love, which did not a little moleft him. For he 
was enaroour*d on a Farmer's Daughter that was his 
Father's Vallal, whole Parents were marvellous rich; 
and flie her fclf Ho beautiftil, wary, difcreet, and honcft^ 
as never a one that knew her, could ablblutel^- deter- 
mine wherein, or in which of all her Perfe6hons IheJ 
did excel or was moft accomplifh'd. And thofe good 
Parts of the beautiful Country Maid reduced Don fb-- 
nand9S Etefircs to fuch an exigency, as he reiblvcd that 
he might the better cain her Good-will, and conquer 
her Integrity, to pais her a Promiic of Marriage, for o* 
thcrwife he ihould labour to efFcft that which was im- 
poifible, and but ftrike againft the -Stream. I, as one 
bound thereunto by Friendlhip, did thwart and difluade 
him from his Purpofe with the beft Reafbns, and moft 
efficacious Words I might; and feeing all could not 

£ re vail, I determined to acquaint the Duke Ricardo^ 
is Father, therewithal. But Don Fimancb being very, 
crafty and difcreet, fuipecfced and feared as much, be- 
cauic he confidered that in the Law of a faithful Ser- 
vant, I was bound not to conceal a Thing that would, 
turn fb much to the Prgudice of the Duke my Lord ; 
and therefore both to divert and deceive me at once,' 
that he could find no means fb good, to deface the Re- 
membrance of that Beauty out of his Mind, which held 
his Heart in fuch Sul^e&on, than to abfent himfelf for 
certain Months ; and he would likewife have that Ab- 
fence to be this, that both of us fhouM depart together 
and come to my Father's Houfe, under pretence (as he- 
would inform tne Duke) that he went to fee and cheapo 
en certain great Horfes that were in the City wherein 
I was bom; a Place of breedmg the befl Horfes in the 
World. 

- Scarce had I heard him fay this (when bom away by 
the natural PropNenfions each one hath to his Country, 
and my Love joined) although his Defignment had 
not been b good, yet wbold I have ratified it, as one 

of 
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of the nx)ft expedient that could be iinagin'd, becaufe I 
law Occaiion and Opportunity ib fairly o&red, to return 
and fee again my Lufcinda. And therefore iet on by 
this Thought and DeAre, I .approv*d his Opinion^ and 
did quicken his Purpoie, perfwading him to profecute it 
with all pofSble Speed, for Alienee would in the end 
work her Efledt in ipight of the moft forcible and urgent 
Thought ; and when ne ^id this to nie, he had already 
under the title of a Husband (as it was afterwards known) 
reaped the Fruits of his longed Dcfircs, from his bcauti- 
fiil G)untry-n)aidy and did only await an Opportunity 
to reveal it without his own Detriment ; fearful of the 
Duke his Father's Indignation^ when he ihould under- 
ftand his Error. 

It afterwards hapned, dis^t as Love in young Men is 
not for the moft part Love, but Luft, the which, as it 
ever propoieth to it felf as hislaflEnd, and Period is De- 
light ; ib as ibon as it obtaineth the lame, it lilcewiie 
decayeth and maketh forcibly to retire that which was 
termed Love ; for it cannot tranfgrefi the Limits which 
Nature hath affigned it, with Boundings or Mears, 
Nature hath in no wife allotted to true and fincere Af- 
iedion. I would lay, that as ibon as Don Fernando had 
enjoyed his Country-Lais, his Defires weakened, and 
his importunities waxed cold ; and if at firft he feigned 
an Excufe to abfent himielf, that he might with more 
facility compafs them, be did now in very good ear- 
ned procure to depart, to the end he might not put 
tiiem in execution. The Duke gave him Xicence to 
depart, and commanded him to accompany him. We 
came to my City, where my Father entertained him ac- 
cording to his Calling. I raw iMfcindM^ and then a^in 
were revived (although they indeed were neither dead 
nor mortify'd) my Defires, and acquamted Don Fer- 
nando (alasi to mv total Huin) with them, becaufe t 
thought it was not lawful by the Law of Amity to keep 
.anyThinfi; concealed from him. There I ailated to 
jiim, on the Beauty, Wit, and Diicrotioci of Lufcinda, 
in ib ample manner, as my Praiies flirred in him a 
Defirc to view a Dam&l & greatly adomed^ and in- 

richcd 
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riched with Ho rare Endowments ; a^d this his Defire, I 
(through my Misfortune) iati^-fied, Ihewing her iintohim 
by the Light of a Candle, at a Window where we two 
lycrc wont to parley tc^ether ; where he beheld her to 
be iuch, as was liifiicient to blot out of Memory all the 
Beauties that ever he had view'd before. He flood mute, 
befide himfell-^ apd ravifhed ; and moreover rcfled io 
greatly enamour'd, as you ji»y perceive in the Difcoiirie 
of this my doleful Narration. And to inflame his De- 
fires the more (a Thing which I fearfully avoided, and 
only difcovered to Heaven) Fortune {o difpofcd, that 
be found after me one of her Letters, wherein flie re- 
quefled that I would demand her of her Father for Wife ; 
which was ^o diicreet, honed, and amoroufly penned, as 
he laid, after reading it, that in LufeMa alone were in- 
cluded all the Graces of Beauty and Underfbnding joints 
ly, which were divided and Icparate in all the other 
Women of the World. - 

Yet in good iboth I will here confefs the Truth, 
that although I law clearly how defervedly lafcinda was 
thus cxtd'd by Don Femandoy yet did not her Prailcs 
pleale me, (6 much pronounced by him; and ther^>re 
began to foar and iuiped: him, becaule he let no Mo- 
ment overflip us, without making fame Mention of 
iMfcinday and would ftUl himfelf begin the Difcourle, 
were the Occaiion ever fo for fetched j a Thir^ which 
rpwied in me I cannot tell what Jealou^ ; not that I 
did fear any Traverfe in Lufcindafi Loyalty, yet for all 
that my Fates made me the very Thing which they moft 
afliired me ; and Don Fernando procured to read all the 
Papers t fcpt to Lufcittday or flie to me, under pretence 
that he took extraordinary Delight to note the. witty 
Conceits of us both. It tnercfore fell out, that Ljifcinda 
having demanded of me a Bodk of Chivalry to read, 
vrheremihe took marvellous Delight, and was that of 
jfmaiiJ de Gaul.''--^ 

. Scarce had Don S^x9pe well beard him mak^ men- 

dpa of Bo3ks of Knighthood, when he replied to 

^-him. If you had, good S^Xf but once have told me at 

tbc b^inniog c^ your Hifiorical Narration, that your 

Lady 
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Lady LMJttnda was aficded to the reading of Kniehdy^ 
Adveimircs, you needed not to liare uiea any amplifica- 
tion to indcar or make plain uato me the Eroioency of 
her Wit, which certainly could not in any- wife be fb 
excellent and perfpicuous as you have fi£;ured it, if ihe 
wanted the Propenfion, and Reeling }-ou have rehcaricd, 
to the pcrufing ^o pleafing DiicoUrlcs ; fo tliat hence- 
forth with me, you need not Ipend any nxH-e Words 
to explain and manifefl the Heig.'it oi her Beauty ,Worth 
and Underftandmg; for by this onlyr Notice I have 
receiv'd of licr Devotion to Books of Knighthood, I 
do confirm her for the mod fiir and accompliih'd 
Woman for all Perfections in the World ; and 1 would 
to God, good Sir, that you had alio ient her together 
with Ama£sj the Hiftories of the good Don Rxgei 
•f Grecia; for I am certain the Lady LuJcimU woi3d 
iiave taken great Delight in DaraydA and Garayay 
;ni in the witty Conceits of the Shepherd DMriwly and 
in thofe admirable Ver(es of his Biicolk:ks, iiing and 
reheard by him with liich Grace, Difcretum and Li- 
ber^ : But a time may come wherein this Fault may be 
recompenled, if it iliall pleale thee to come with me to 
my Village; for there 1 may give you three hundred 
Books, vmich are my Soul's greateft Contentment, and 
the Entertainment or my Life ; although I do now ve- 
rily believe that none of them are left, thanks be to the 
Malice of evil and envums Enchanters. And I be/eech 
you to pardon me this Tran^re£Son dF our Agreement 
at the hrfi, promiled not to mterrupt your Difcouries, 
for when I hear any Mention made of Chivalry or 
Knights Errant, it is no more in ray power to omit to 
fpeak of them, than in die Sun-beams to leave off warm- 
ing, or in the Moon's to render Things humid. And 
therefore I mtrcat pardon, that you would profecute 
your Hiflory, which is that moft imports us. 

Whilft Don ffrnxote (poke thcfc Words, CardenU 
hang'd his Head on his Bread, giving manifell Tokeiis 
that he wa^ exceeding fad ; and although Don ^ix9t€ 
requefled him thrice to follow on with his Diibourfe, 
yet neithgr did he lift up Ins Head, or iiniwer a 
9 Word, 
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Wdrd, till at laft, after he had ftood a good while mu- 
fing, he held up his Head, and laid, It cannot be taken 
out of my Mind, nor is there any one in the World can 
deprive roe of the Conceit, or make me believe the 
contrary ; and he were a Botttehead that would think 
or believe otherwife, than that the great Villain, Maf- 
ttrEirfabia the Barber, kept Queen A£(m6»/^4 as his 
Lemman. 

That's notib, I vowby luch and iuch, quo* Don 
ify'x9tc in great Chder (and, as he vraswont, rapt out 
three.or four round Oaths) and *tis ^reat Malice, or ra* 
ther Villany, to fay luch a thitig ; for Queen Mauia/ana^ 
was "a very noble Ladv, and oiight not to be preium'd 
that fb high a Prince^ would fau in love with a (>iack* 
. ialver ; and whofbever thinks the contarv, lyes lite an 
errant Villain, as T will make him unaeftand a>horfe 
back, or a-foot, arm'd or di(arm*d, by Night or by Day, 
or as'he beft likech. Cardeni9 ftood beliolding him very 
eameftly as he ipoke thefe Words, whom tfe Accident 
ofhisMadneis had by this po{feis*d, and was not in 
plight to profecute his Hiftory ; nor would Don g^'xote 
give ear to it, he was ib mightily di%u(led to hear Queea 
Madapma dctra6ted. 

. A marvellous Accident! for he took her Defences as 
eameftly as if ihe were verily his true and natural Prih- 
ocfi ; bis wicked Books had ^o much diftradted him : 
And Cardenh being by this flirioiifly mad, hearing him- 
iclf anfwcr'd with the Lye, artd the Denomination of a 
Villain, with other the like Outrages, he took the reft 
in ill part, and lifting in) a Stone that was near unto 
him, gave Don ^'xote fuch a Blow therewithal, as he 
overthrew him to the Ground on liis Back. Sanehp 
Pancha (eeine; his Mafter fb roughly handled^ fet upoi 
the Fool witn his Fifl fhut ; and the ragged Man recei- 
ved his Affault m fiich manner, as he likewiie overthrew 
him at his Feet with oneFiil, and mounting afterward 
UDon him, did work him with his Feet like apiece of 
Dough : And the Goat-herd, whip thought to fiiCGour 
him, was like to incur the fame Danger. And s^ter he 
had ovathrown and beaten them all very well, he dc- 
VOL. L , L parted 
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parted from them, and cnter'd into the Wood veiy quiet- 
ly. SanchQ^ arofe, and with Rage to fee himfelt (o bc- 
labour'd without Defert, he ran upon the<joat-herd to 
be revcng'd on him, laying. That he was in the Fault, 
who had not premomln'd them how that Man's raving 
Fits did not take him at times ; for had they been adver- 
tised thereof, they might have flood all die while on 
their Guards. 

The Goat-herd anfwcr'd, That he had already ad- 
▼ifed them thereof, and if he had not been attentive 
thereunto, yet he was therefore nodiing the more cul- 
pable. 

Sancho Pancba reply'd, and the Goat4)erd made a Re- 
joinder thereunto, but their Difputation ended at h£t in 
the catchbe hold of one another's Beads, and befifHng 
themfelves 1o uncompaflionately, as if Don ^X9ti haa 
not pacified *em, they would have torn one another to 
pieces.

quoth Don SniX9fey but I know well that he is no ways 
culpable of that which hadi hapfihen'd. And^ dying toy 
he appeas'd 'em, and turned ^va to demand of the 
Goat-nerd, whether 'twas pofEble to meet again witli 
CardenUy for he remain'd {)oflefs'd with an exceeding 
Defire to know the end of his Hiflory. 

The Goat-herd tum'd afi;ain to repeat what he &id at 
thefirfl, to wit. That he knew not anycertam Place 
of his firfl Abode, but if he haunted that Commark anjr 
while, he would fome time mtet with him, either in his 
mad or modcfl Humoun

^jF other thing than Tramplinfi;si^Eider Feet,Toffing$!A 
Coverlet^ Blows of Stones^ dnoBufl^ets; and be, belidei^ 
all this, forced to few up our Mouths, a Man daring no) 
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tt> break his Mind, but to fbndmut^, iike-a Poft. San- 
cb9y I undeHland thee now, qiioth Don Smxttt^ thou 
^y'& with Longing to fpcak that which Ihave fi>rbid- 
den thee to fpcak ; account therefore that Command- 
mcnt revoked, and (ay what thou pleaief^, on condi- 
tion that this Revocation be onlv availaUe and of 
force whilil we dwdl in thefc Mouncains, and no 

■ loiter. 

So be it, quoth Sanch9^ let me fpeak now, for what 
may after be&l, God only knows: And then beginning 
tottke the Benefit of his Licence, he &id, Iprav you 
tdl rac, What Benefit couW you reap bv taJdng Queen 
Madafanas part \ Or, what was it to tne Purpofe that 
that Abbot was her Friend, or no? For it*vou had let 
it iliu,iecingvouwerenothis Ji]dge,Iverily believe that 
the Fool hadprolecuted his Tale, and weihould have 
elcaped the Blow of the Stone, the Trampling under Feet, 
and Spumings,yea,and more than five or fix good BuF- 
fits. I'fidth Smiclfy quodi Don Smxtiiy if thou knew*(l 
,as well as I did, how honourable and principal a Lady 
Vas Queen Madafima^ tliou would'ft rather fav, that I 
.had great Patience, ^ing I did nor.firike thee on the 
Mouth, out of which fiich Blafphemies liKied, for 'tis g 
very great Difhonour to aver or think tliat any Queen 
would fall in love with a Barber : For the Truth of the 
Hifbry is, that Mafter EUfahaty of whom the Madman 
fpoke, was very prudent, and a Man of a found Judg- 
ment, and ferved the Queen as her Tutor and Phyfician ; 
but to think that ihe was his Lemman, is a Madnefs 
^rorthy the ievereft Puniihment : And to the end thou 
may'ft fee that Cmrdenh knew not what he fiiid, thou muft 
unaerftand, that when he fpoke it, he then was wholly 
befidehimiclf. 

That's it which I fay, quoth Sanchoy that you ought 

.not to make account of Wotdsfpoken l^a Fool; for 
if Fortune had not aflifbd you, but addreu'd the Stone 
to your Head, as it did to your Breafl, we ihould have 
remained in ill pl^ht, for liaving tum"d fb eame(U\r 
in that my Lady's Defence, whom God confound : And, 
think you that Cardcni9 would not efcape die Dangers of 
. the 
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the Law by reafon of his Madncfs ? Any Kbkrht Er-^ 
r^t, anfwer^d Don ^x^e^ is boimd to turn, for the 
Honour of Women, OTwhat Quality (bcvcr, againft mad 
orunmadMen; how much more rorQieens of ib high 
Degree and Worth as was Queen Mada/may to whom 
I bear particular Aft6Hons for her good Parts? For, be- 
fides her being marvellous beautifld, flie was moreover 
very prudent, and patient in her Calamities, which were 
very many ; and the Company and Counleh of Mafter 
EUJabat prov'd very beneficial, and neoeflary to induce 
her to bear her M ifhaps with Prudence and Patience ; 
and henoe the ignorant and ill-meaning Vuligartookoc- 
cafion to (ufpe^k and aflitm that Ihe was his Friend ; 
but I fay again the^ lye, and allthofe that do cither 
think or fay it, do lye a thouiand times. 

Why, quoth Ssncho^ I neither lay it or think it, let 
thofe that affirm any (uch thin^ eat that Lye, and iwal^ 
low it with their Bread ; and if they of whom you ipoke 
liv'd lightly, they have givct> Account to Goa thereof 
by this : I come from my Vineyard, I know nothing,! 
am not a Friend to know other Men's Lives; for ha 
that buys and lyef^ Jhallfeel it in his Purfe : How much 
more, feeing I was bom naked, and am now naked, I 
can neither win nor lofe 1 A Man is but a Man, tho' ht 
have a Nole on his Head ; but howfbevcr, what is that 
to me ? And many think there is a Sheep where there's 
no Fleece; but, Whofhall bridle a Man's Undcrftanding 
when Men are j^rofane ? Good God, quoth Don g^tuxote t 
how many Follies haft thou infcrted here ? and. How 
wide from our Purpofc are thofe Proverbs which thou 
hafl recited? Uonc^ SsnchOyhoiithy ipeskce, and from 
henceforth endeavour to fcrve thy Mailer, and do not 
meddle in Things which concern thee nothing ; and un-^ , 
derfbindwith all thy five Senfes,that whatfbever 1 havt 
done, do, or fhall ao, is wholly guided by Reafon, and 
conformable to the Rules of Knighthood, which I know 
better than all the other Knights that ever profefs'd "era 
in the World. Sir, quoth Sancho^ ai>d is it a good Rule 
of Chivalry that we go wandering and lofl among thefc 
Mountains in this fort, without rath or Way, in the 
L} Search 
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Search of a Madman, to whom pteradventtire afcer he is 
founds will return a Defire to finiihwhat hebegan^not 
of Iiis Tale^ but of your Head and roy Ribs, by endca* 
vouring to break 'em fiiundly and thorowly. 

Peace, I fey, Saifck^y once a^in, quoth Don §imxote^ 
for thou muft wit that the DeUre of finding the Mad- 
man alone, brings me not into theie Parts fb much as 
that which I have in my Mind to atchieve a certain Ad- 
venture, by which I (hall acauire eternal Renown and 
Fame throughout die univerial Face of the £arth ; and 
I ihall therewitiial ieal all that which mav render a 
Knight Errant coropleat and famous. And is the Ad- 
venture very daneerous, quoth Sgncho Pamha? Ko, an- 
fwer'd the IMghf rf the Jll-fmmrd Face^ altho* the 
Dye might ran in iuch fort as we might caft a Hazard 
inftead o^'an Encounter, but all confifts in thy Diligence. 
In mine, quodi SancM Yes (quoth Don ^xote) for 
if thou retum"ftlpcedily from the Place wnercunto I 
mean to lend thee, my Pam will alio end fhordy, and 
my Glory commence very ibon after : And becanlc 1 will 
not liold thee long fiiipended, awaiting to hear the £f^ 
fe6b of my words, I would have thee to know, that the 
famous Amidis de GauU was one of the moft accom- 
pliih'd Knights-Errant : I do not lay well, %ii^ he 
was one, for he was the only, the firft, and prime Cord 
of as many as liv'd in his Age ; an evil Year, and a worie 
Month, tor Don Belial's or any other that fliall dare 
Iprciume to compare with hiih ; for I iwear, that they 
all are queftionlcfi deceived. I alio fay, that when a 
Pamter would becpme mre and excellent in his Art, he 
procures to imitate the Patterns of the moft fingular. 
Maftcrs of his Science : And this very Rule runs current 
throughout all other Trades and Exercifes of accouht, 
which ferve to adorn a weU<diQ)ofed Common-wealth; 
and fb ought and doth he that means to obtain the 
Kame of a prudentand patient Man, by imitating Xllypf^ 
in whole Peribn and Dangers doth Homer delineate unto 
us the true Portraimre or Patience and SuflFcrance ; as 
likewife Virgil demonftrates, under the Peribn of jEneas^ 
4Ehc Duty and Valour of a pious Son,aiid the Sagacitv of a 

Mrdy 
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hardy and expert Captain, not (hewing them fiich as in- 
deed they were, but a(s they fhould be, to remain as an 
Example of Virtue to enfuins Pofteritics. And ip this 
vei7 Manner was Amadis the North Star and Sun of 
valorous and aniorous Knifi;hts, whom all we ought to 
imitate, which mardi under the finfipis of Love and • 
Chivalry. And this bein^ io manifeft as it is^ I find, .^ 
Friei^d Sancho^ that the Knight -Errant who fliall imitate ' 
him moft,lhaU likewife he nearett to attain the Perfecti- 
on of Arms: And that wherein this Knight bewray 'di' 
jBoft his Prudence, Valour, Courage, Patience, Conftan-i 
<y^ and Love, was when he retir'dhimfelftodo Penance, - 
being dildarn'd by his Lady Orlanaj to the Pwr Rocky 
changing his Name into that of Btlthubros^ a Name 
certamly mod flgmficati\^e and proper for the Life which 
he had at that time -wiQingbr choien : And I may more - 
esfily imitate him 4ierein, tnan in deaving of Giants, be- 
heading of Serpaits, killing of Mongers, overthrowing 
of Armies, putting Navies to flight, and finifhbgS' 
Enchantments. And feeing that »tis Mountain is ^o fit 
ftr that Purpole, there's nokeaibn why I fhould over- 
flip the Occafion, which doth i6 comniodioufly proftcr 
me her Locks. 

In eflfcft, quoth Sancho^ what is it you mean to do in 
tkeie remote Places ? Have I not told thee already, laid- 
Don gluixQtBy that I mean to follow AmadUs^ by play- 
iftg here the delpaired, wood and fiirbus Man ? tp imi- 
tate likewife the valiant Orlando^ wlicrc he found the 
Tokens by a Fountait?, that j^elica the fair had abu- 
fcd htrfclt with MedozA^ for grief whereof he ran mad, 
and plucked up Trees by their Roots, troubled the Wa- 
ter of clear Fountains, flew Sheplierds, dcftroy'd their 
Flocks, fired the Sheepfolds, overthrew Houfes, trailed 
Mares after him, and committed a hundred thoufand o- 
ther Infblencies worthy of eternal Fame and Memory ? 
And altho* I mean not to imitate Roldan^ or Orlando^ 
or Rowland, (for he had all thefe Names) exactly in 
every mad Prank which he play'd, yet will I do it the 
- beft X can, in thofe ThiAgs which fliall feem unto me 
inoileflential<: Aad perhaps I may reft contented with 
L^4 . the 
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the onhrlmitarioaofw^ir/^/, who, withdCtt eadamaging 
*Qy by fais^avingSy and only ufing thoie of feeling La^ 
nerns^ arrived to as great Fame thereby as any one what* 
ibcvcr. 

1 believe, reply*d Sambo^ that die Knights which per- 
fcrm'd the like Penances were moved by fomc Reafixis 
to do the Itte Aufleriries and Follies; but, good Sir, 
what Occadon hath been ofier'd unto yotf to become 
mad } What Lady hath diidain'd you 1 or. What Argu- 

. meats have you mand that the Lady Dulcima of Tobof$ 
hath ever dallied with M99r or Chrifiiaut There's the 
Pdnt, anf wer'd our Knight, and therein conGfts the Per- 
iedioa of mine A&irs : tot that a Knlght-£rrant do run 
mad upon any juft Occafion, deferves neither Praife nor 
llianks; the Wit is in waxing mad without Cau&, 
whereby m)- Miftrefs may imderfond, that if dry I could 
do this, what would I have done beii^ water'd ? How 
much more, feeing I have a juft Modve through the 
j>ralix Abience that I have made firom my evet^ 
iiipremeft Lady Dulclnea of T^fo? For, as thou 
might'ft have heard read in Marias, ^imknjlos Shep- 

, herd, 

T9 him that ahfent Jf 
jSU Things fucceed ami ft. 

So that. Friend Sanchc^ I would not have thee ta vifli Time 
longer in advifing to let flip fe rare, ii> happy and fin- 
' gular an Imitation ; I am mad, and will be mad, until 
mou remm again with Anfwer upon a Letter which I 
mean to fend with thee to my Luiy Duiciwa ; and if 
it befuch su my Loyalty deierves, my Madne^ and Pe- 
nance ihall end : but ii the contrary, I fhall run mad iii 
good eameft, smd be in that State that I fhall not appre- 
hend no^ feel any thing : So that howibever I be an- 
fwer *d» I fhall iflue outof theG>ntti^ and Pain wherein 
thou le^vefl me, by joying the Good diou fhalt bring roe, 
as wife, or not feeling the Evil thou fhalt denounce, as 
mad. But tell me, Sanchs^ kttp'A thou charily yet the 
Helmet of Mamhrino^ which I faw thee take up from

Behold, Sancho^ quoth Don giulxatey I do likewife 

. fwear that thou hah the fhallow*ft Pate that evernmy 
Scuire had or hath in tlie World : Is it poffible, that in 
all the Time thou haft gone with me, thou could'ft not 
perceive that all the Adventures of Knights-Errant do 
appear Chimaera's, Follies and defperate Things, being 
quite contrary 1 Not that th^ are mdeed fuch, but ra- 
ther by rcafbn that we are ftul haunted by a Crew of 
Enchanters, which change and transform our A6ts, ma- 
king them feem what they pleafe, according as they like 
to favour or annoy us : And fo this, which fcems to thee 
a Barber's Baibn, is in my Conceit Mamlrtno^s Helmet ; 
and to another will appear in fome other ihape : And it 
is doubtlessly done by the profound Science of the Wife- 
man my Friend, to ;nake tnat feem a Baton which really 
and truly is Mfimbrtm^s Helmet; becaufe that it being 
fo precious a Jewel, all the World would puriue me to 
deprive me ofit ; but now, feeing 'tis lb like a Barber's 
Bafon, they endeavour not to g^init; as was clearly 
L J fliewr'-d 
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ihew'd in him that thought to break it the other Day, 
and would not carry it with him, but left it lying be- 
hind him on the Ground,^ fori'fkith he had never left it, 
did he know the Worthmeft thereof. Keep it, Friend, 
for I need it not at this prefcnt, wherein I muft rather 
difarm myielf of the Arms I wear, and remain as naked, 
as I was at the Hour of my Birth, if I (hall take the Hu- 
mour rather to imitate Or/zm^tf in doing of my Penance 
than yfmadis.

And mounting 
ypon RoxJvante^ whom Don gjuix^ti commended very 
feriouflv to his Care,*that he ihould tender him as he 
would nis own Peribn, he made on towards the Plains, 
ftrewing here and there on the Way h*s Branches, as 
his MaSer had advifed him, and with that departed, 
altho* his Lord importuned him to behold two or 
three Folijcs before h^ went away. But (carce had ho 

gOQQ 
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foac a hundred Paces, when he rcturn'd and faid, I fay, 
ir^ that you faid well, that to the end I might fwcar 
with a ikfe Q)nicience that I have fecn vou play thefe 
mad Tricks, 'twere neccflary that at leaft I fee you do 
one, altho* that of your Abode here is one great c- 
novgh. 

Did not I tell thee ib, quoth Don Sjuxue? Stay, 
Sanchc^ for I will do it in the Space of a Creed. And 
taking off with allhafte his Hole, he rcmain'd the half 
of him naked, and did inftantly give two or three 
Jerks in the Air, and two Tumbles over and over on the 
Ground with his Head downwards and his Legs aloir, 
where he (Ufcover'd fuch Things, as Sanck^^ becaufe he 
vrcfold not fee them again, tum'd the Bridle, and rode 
away, reiHng contented and &tisfied that he might fwear 
that his Lord was mad. And fo we will leave him tra- 
velling <Mi his Way, until his Return, which was very 
ibon after. 

CHAP. XII, 

WBeretn are profecuted the Pranks played hy 
DonQmxoxt in his amorous Humours^ in the 
Mountains of Sierra Morena. 

AND turning to recount what ihc Knl^kt of the 
Ill-f/nmrd F^e did when he wasall-^one, the 
Hittory.lays, That after Don ^x9te had ended 
his Frisks and Leaps, naked fK>m the Girdle down* 
ward, and from that upward appaj^l'd, feeing that his 
Sc^uire Stmcho wis e;one, and wculd behold no more of 
his mad Pranks, ne alcended' to the^ top of a high 
Rock, and began there to think on that wherepn he had 
thought oftentimes before, without ever making a full 
Re^ution therein, to wit, whether *twere better to 
• imitate Orlando in his unmeafarable Furies, than Ama- 
dif in his melancholy Moods ; aad ipeaking to himlelf, 

would 
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would £iy. If OiHsmU was 06 valorous and good a 
Knight as Men Otjr, what Wonder, iqebg iir fine he was 
enchanted, and could not be ilainy if 'twere not hy clap- 
ping a Yixk to the Sole of his Foot, and therefore did 
wear Slioes ftiU diat had ieven folds of Iron in the Sol&? 
Altho' theie his Draughts ftood him b no fteadat Rm- 
ftjiuUSf miVtA BensardM del Carpi 0, who underflanding 
them, prcs'd him to death between his Arms. But lea- 
ving his Valoor apart, let us come to the lofing of hu 
Wits, which 'tis certain he loft thro' the Signs he found 
m the Fofcft, and by the News that the Shepherd gave 
unto him, that Angtlics had flept more dian two Nooi^ 
tides with the Imle Moor Med9r9 of the curl'd Locks^ 
Urn that was Page to King ^Mmtmu : And if he un- 
derfiood this and knew his Lady had play'd befide the 
Cufliion, what Wonder was it that he mould nm mad? 
jBut how can I imitate him in his Furies, if I cannot 
imitate him in their Occafion ? For I dare (wear for 
my Dukinea€^Tob^j diat all the Days of her Life ihe 
hstthnotieoioiieJ^Mr, even in his own Attire as he 
is, and ihe is now right as her Mother bore her, and 
I fliould do her a manifeft Wrong, i^ upon anv fal& 
Suipicion, I fhould turn mad, of that kind of Folly that 
^ difiraft fiirious Orlando. 

On the other fide, I fee that Amadis de GauUy with* 
cut lofing his Wits, or ufing any other raving Tridkr, 
gain'd as great Fame of being amorous as any one elie 
whadbever ; for that which his Hiftory recifes, was none 
other than that feeing himielfdildain'dby liisLadv Orim- 
iM, who had commanded him to withdraw himieif from 
lier preience^and not appear again in it until fhe pleas'd, 
he retired himieif, in the company of a certain Hermit,to 
the Poor Rock^ and there cramm'd himieif with weeping, 
until Heaven aiMed him in the midft of his greatS 
Cares and Neccflity. And this being true, as *tis, whv 
fliould I take now the P^bs to ftrip myielf all naked, 
and oflend theie Tr^s^which never yet did meimy harm? 
Kor have I any realbn to trouble the dear Water of thefc 
Brooks, which muftgiveme Dmkwkca FmthiHly. Let 
the Remembrance ot^^mmb'fUrc^xadbc imitated in every 
3 thing 
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thine a$ much as may be by Don e^xote of the Mancha 
of whom 'may be faid whar was laid of the other, That 
tho' he atchievM not great Things, yet did he die in their 
purfuit: And tho* 1 am not contemii'd or dilciairi'd by 
my Dulcinea, yet 'tis Efficient, as I have iaid already 
that I ^c abfcnt from her : Therefore, Hands, to ydur 
Task ; and, ye famous Actions oi Amadh^ occur to my 
Remembrance, and mftrufl: me where I may beft be^ia 
to imitate you : Yet Iloiow already, that the greateft 
Thing he did ufc was ?rayer^ and fb will I. And faying 
fo,he made him a Pair of Beads of great Gauls, and w^ 
very much vex'd in Mmd for want of an Ertmite^ who 
might hear his CcMi£el&on,and comfort him in his Affli&i- 
ons •, and therefore did entertain himfelf walking up and 
down the little gre«n Field, writing and graving m the 
Rhinds of Trecs^ and on the fmooth Sands many VcrioL 
all accommodated toto Sadncfi, andlbme of 'em in tSc 
Praife of jyukima : But thofe ihat were found thoiowlv 
finifh'd, and were legible afcer his own ftidiog again in 
»that Place wcremnlythefccnfuing; o b ^

DulcineaV Want to lament ,

The addition OfThbofi to the Name o^Dukmea^ did 
not caufe finall Laughter in thofe which found the Ver- 
f^ recitedy becaufe they imagin'd that DcxiS^'^^^ con- 
ceiv'd, thatif in the xamrn^ oiDulcinea he did not alio 
add that Of Tdfofo^ the Time could not be underftood ; 
and in truth i^was ib, as he himlelf did afterward oon- 
k^. He compos'd manyothers, but, as we liave rela- 
ted, none coiUd be well copied or found entire but thefe 
three Stanza's. In this, and in /ighing, and invoking 
the Faimes and Silvanes of theie Woods, and the Nymphs 
of theadjoinbg Streams with the dolorous and hollow 
Echo, that it would aniwer, and they conlbrt and Men 
unto him ; and in die iearch of ibme Herbs to fuftain his 
languiihing Forces, he entertain'd himielf all the time 
ofSancho's Abfencc ; who, had he ftaid three Weeks a- 
way, as he did but three Days, the Knight of the IlU 
fkvour'd Face fhoald have remain'd ib disiigur'd, as the 
very Mother that bore him would not have known 
kira, 

8« 
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But now 'tis congruent, that leavings him fwallow'd 
in the Gulphs of Sorrow and Verfifying, we turn and re- 
count what happen'd to Sancho Paricha m his Embaffage ; 
which was, that iiTuing out to the Highway, hcpreiSit- 
ly took that which led towards Tobojoy and arriv'd the 
next Day following- to the Inn where the Dilgrace of 
the G)verlet befel him ; and Icarce had he well Ipy'd it, 
but prefently he imagin'd that he was once again flying 
in the Air, and therefore would not enter into it, altho* 
his Arrival was at liich an Hour as he both might and 
ought to have ftay'd, being Dinner-time, and he himielf 
likewife poffefs'd with a marvellous Longing to tafte lomc 
warm Meat ; for many Days pad he had red altogether 
on cold Viands. This Deiire enforced him to approach 
to the Inn, remaining ftill doubtful notwithftanding whe- 
ther he Ihould enter into it or no. And as he ftood thu$ 
liilpended, there iflued out of the Inn two Perlbus, which 
prcfently knew him, and the one laid to the other, Tell 
me, Matter Licentiate, is not that Horfeman that ride* 
there Sancho Pancha^ he whom our Advetjmrer's old Wo- 
man laid, departed with her Mafter for his Squire ? It is, 
quoth the Licentiate, and that is our Don §^{x6tes 
Horle : And they, knew him (b well, as thofe that were 
the Curate, and Barber of his own Village, and were 
tliofe riiat made the Search and formal Proccfe againft the 
Books of Chivalry ; and therefore, as loon as they had 
taken filll notice of Sancho Pane ha and Rozimmtey defi- 
rous to learn News o(Dox\ ^uxotCy they drew near unto 
him, and the Curate caird him by his Name, faying, 
Friend Sancho Pancha^ where is your Matter ? Sancht 
Pancha knew them ihftantly, and defirous to conceal ih-^ 
Place and Manner wherein his Lord remain*d,did aiilWer 
them, That his Matter was in a certain Place withheld 
by Affairs for a few Days tliat were of great conlequciice, 
and concem'd him very much, and, that he durtt no*, 
for both his Eyes, difcover the Place to them. No, no, 
(quoth the Barber) Sancho Pancha^ if thou dott not tell uk 
where he Ibjourneth, we mutt imagine, as we do already, 
that thou haft robb'd and (lain (iim, efpecially feeing 
thou comeft thus on his Hoi-fe \ and therefore tnou mult

in good faith, get us the Horfe's Owner, or clfe ftand to 
thine Anlwer. Your Threats fear me nothing, quoth 
.Simckoy for. I am not a Man that robs or murthers any 
one ; every Man is (Iain by his Deftiny, or by God that 
inade him : My Lord remains doing df Penance in thp 
midft of this NIountab, with very great Pleafiire. And 
then he preiently recounted unto them, from the begin* 
ning to the end, the FafKion wherein lie had left him» 
the Adventures^which h^d befall'n, and how he carried 
a Letter to the Lady Dulchiea of Tohofiy who was Larcnc% 
C9rcuiU\ Daugliter, of whom his Lord was enamour'd 
up to the Livers. 

Both of Vm flood grcady admir'd at' 5iiw^tf's Rela- 
tion, and altho* they knew Don ^/xot^'s Madncls al- 
ready, and the Kind thereof, yet as often as they heard 
Ipcak thereof they reftcd newly amat'd. They requefled 
SanchQ to fhcyr them the Letter that be carried to the 
Lady Dulcinea of Tobofo ; he told them. That it was 
•written in Tablets, and, that he had.exjprefs Order from 
his Lord to have it fairly copied out m Paper, at the 
/irft Village whercunto he flioiuld arrive. To which tlie 
CJuratc anfwer'd, bidding ihew it unto him, and he 
would write out the Copy very fairly. - 

l^hen Sancbo thruft his Hand into hfs Bofbm, ^nd 
5carcii*d the little Book, but could not find it, nor fliould 
not, tho' he had fearch'd till DoomVd^y, for it was in 
Don ^uiXQte's Power, who gave it not to him, nor did 
he ever remember to demand it When Sancho percei-' 
ved that the Book was loft, his Vilage waxed as pafe 
and wan as a dead Man, and turnmg again very ipeedl- 
ly to feel all the Parts of his Body, Jie law clearly that 
•it could not be found; and therefore, without^ making 
any more ado, he laid hold on his own Beard with both 
his Fifts,and drewalmoft the one half of thq Hair away, 
and afterward beftow'd on his Face and Nofe, in a Afr- 
Vnajto, half a dozen fiich Cufls, as he bathed 'em all in 
Blood ; ^ hich the Curare and Barber beholding,they ask'd 
of him, what had befallen him that lie entreated himfelf (b 
ill: What fliould befall me, anfwer'd S^cho^ but that I 
;ha7s loft at one Hand, and ia an Inftant, three Colts, 

whereof 
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whereof the leaft was like t Caftle ? How lb, quoth the 
Barber ? Marry, (aid Sanchoy I have loft the Tablets 
> wherein were written Dulcineas Letter, and a Schedule 
of my Lord's, addrels'd to his Niece,whereiti he comman- 
<dcd her to deliver unto me three Colts of four or five that 
remairi'd in his Houfe. And laying fb, he recounted tbc 
Lois of his grey Als. The Curate comforted him, and faid, 
that as loon as his Lord were found, he would deal with 
him to renew; his Grant, and write it in Paper, accord- 
ing to the common Ulc and Praftice, foralmuch as 
thole which were written in Tablets were of no Value 
and would never be accepted, or accoraplifh'd. 

With this Sancho took Courage, and laid, If that was 
foy he cared not much for the IjO^so^ Dulcineas Letter, for 
he knew it almoft all by rote. Say it then, Sanchoy quoth 
the Barber, and we will after write it. Then Sancho 
Hood (till, and began tp Icratch his Head to call the Let- 
ter to memory, and now would he ftand upon oqc Leg, 
and now upor> the other ; Ibmetimes hf look'd on the 
Earth, other whiles upon Heaven; and after he had 
gnawn off almofl: the half of one of his Nails, and held 
them all the while liilpended, expefkitig his Recital there- 
of, he laid, after a long Paule, On my &ul, Mafter Licen- 
tiate, I give to the Devil any thir^ that I can remember 
of that Letter, altho* the Begirming was thus ; High and 
Unfavoury Lady. I warrant you, quoth the Barber, he 
laid not, but Super-humane or Sovereign Lady. 

'Tis iby quoth Sancboy and prcfently followM, if I . 
can well remember, He that is wotmded and vants i^leef^ 
4md the hurt Man doth kifs your Worjhifs Handsy Ingrate 
and very fcornful Fair ; and thus he went roving until he 
ended m Tours until Deathy the Knight of the nlfav9ur*d 
Face. Both of *ern took great delight to hear Sancho's 
good Memory, and praifcait to him very much, and re- . 
quefted him xo repeat the Letter once or twice more to 
them, that they might alio bear it in Memory, to write 
it at the due Seafon. Sancho turnM to recite it again 
and again, and at every Repetition told other three tnou- 
faxid Errors : And, after this, he laid other things of his 
Lord^ but fpoke not a Word of his own toSing m a Co- 
M z Tci-let, 
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vcrlct which had befallen him ia that Inn, into which 
he rcfiis'd to enter. He added befides how his Lord, in 
l}rfoging him a good Di (patch from his Lady DulcineaoE 
TsbojOy would fortnwith endeavour how he might become 
an Emperor, or at leaft a Monarch, for they had fb agreed 
"between themlelves ; and 'twas a very eafie matter for 
him to become one, fiich was the Valour of his Perlbn, 
and Strength of his Arm ; and that when he were one, 
he would procure him a good Marriage, for by that time 
he fhould be a Widower at the leaft : and he would give 
J;iim one of the Emperor's Ladies to Wife, that were an 
Inheritrix of (bra.; great and rich State on the firm Land, 
for now he would have no more Iflands. And all this 
Vi'ds related fb lerioufly by Sanchoy and fo in his perfect 
Se'nfe, he (cratching his >^o{c ever and anon as he (poke, 
fo'as they two were ftruckinto a new Amazement, pon- 
dering tne Vehemency of Don Quixote's Frenzy, which 
carried quite away with it in that fort the Judgment 
of tliat poor Man, out would not labour to difpoflels hina 
of tliat Error, becaufe it Icem'd to them, thatlincc it did 
not hurt his Conicience, 'twas better to leave him in it, 
that the recital of his Follies might turn to their greater 
Recreation; andtlierefore exhorted him to pray for the 
HeaJth of his Lord, for 'twas a very poffible and con- 
tingent thing to arrive in the procefs of Time to the 
Dignity of an Emperor, as he faid, or at leaft to that 
of an Archbifhop, or otiier Calling equivalent to it. 

Then Snmho demanded of 'em, Sirs, if Fortune fhould 
turn our Afiairs to another Courfe, in fiich fort as my 
Lord, abandoning the Purpofe to purchafe an Empire, 
w^ould take in his Head that of becoming a Cardinal, I 
would fain learn of you here whatCardmal-Errants are 
wont to give to their Squires. They are wont to give 'em 
(quorhthe Curate) fome fimplc Benefice, or fome Parlb- 
nage, or to make 'cm Clerks, or Sextons, or Verga-s of 
fbme Church whofe Living; amounts to a good renny- 
rent, bcfide tlie Profit of the Altar, whxh is oft-times as 
much more. For that, 'tis requ^fite (quoth Sancho) that 
the Squire be not married, and that he know how to help 
JMaJs at icafl ; wid if that be (b, unfortunate I, that am 

both 
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bofth married, and knows not bcfides the firft Letter of the 
-^, JB, C, what will then become of me if my Mafter take 
the Humour to be an Archbiftiop, and not an Emperor, as 
is the Cuftom and ufc of Knights-Errant ? Do not afflidt 
thy Mind for that. Friend Sancho (quoth tlie Barrbcr) for 
we will deal with thy Lord here, and we will counfel 
him, yea, we will urge it to him as a Matter of Coifci- 
cnce,that he become an Emperor, and not an Archbilho^J ;. 
for 'twill be more ea(y for him to be fuch a one, oy 
realbn that he is more valorous than learned. 

So methinks (quoth Sancho) altho* I know he hath* 
Ability enough tor all. That which I mean to do for 
my part, is, i will pray unto our Lord to conduct hinv 
to that Place wherein he may fcrve' him beft, and give 

' me greatcfl: Rewards. 7'hou ibeak'ft like a diicreet Maa 
(quoth the Curate) and thou malt do therein the Duty of 
a good Chriftian : But that which we mud endeavour now 
is,, to deviic how we may win thy Lord from profecutinj;; 
tiiat unprofitable Penance he hain in hand, as thou fay *it. 
And, to the end we may think on the Manner how, and. 
cat our Dinner withal, feeing 'tis time, let \\% all enter 
into the Inn. Sancho bade them go in, and he would 
ftay for 'em at tlic Door ; and, that he would after teii 

' them the Rcafbn why he had no mind to enter, neither 
was it in any Ibrt convenient that he fliould ; bti: he en- 

. treated them to bring him fomewhaj fprth to eat that wa»^ 
warm, and Ibmc Provand fof Aozinante. With that they 
departed into the Lpdgbg, and wicliin a while after the 
Barber brought forth unto him fome Meat; and the Cu^ 
rate and Baroer, after having ponder'd well with them- 
felves whatCourfe they were to take to attain their De-* 
fign, the Curate fell on a Device very fit both for Doa 
^lixotc^s Humour, and alfo to bring their Purpofe t^ 
pais, and was, as he told the Barber, that he had bethought^ 
iiim to apparel himfelf like a Lady-Adventui'ous, and, 
that he therefore fhould do the beft that he could to fir 
himfelflike a Squire, and that they would go in that 
Habit to the Place where Don ^^ixote fojoumM, feignbg 
that fhc was an afflicted and diftrcffed Damfcl, andvould 
demand a Boon of him, which he, as a valorous Knight- 
. M 3 Errant,, 
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Errant, would in no wife deny her ; and, that the Gif^ 
whidi he meant to defire, was, to entreat him to foUow 
hcr where flxe would carry him, to right a Wrong which 
a naughty Knight had done unto her ; and, that fhe 
would befides pray him not to command her toWmask 
her ielf, or enquire any thing of her Eftate, until he had 
done her Right againft that bad Knight; and by this 
Means he certainly hoped that Don ^xote would grant 
all that he requefted in thi$ manner. And in this ibrt 
they would fetch him from thence, and bring him to 
his Village, where they would labour with all their 
Power, to fee whether his extravagant Phrenzy could 
be recovered by any Remedy. 

CHAP. XIII. 

Hgw the Curate and Barber put their Lcftgn in 
praSIice^ ivith many other Things worthy t$ 
be recorded in this famous Hiftory. 

TH E Curate's Invention diflikcd not the Barber, 
but rather pleased him fb well as they prefcntiy 
put it in execution. They: borrowed therefore of 
thclnn-keeper's Wife a Gown ^ a Kerchief, leaving 
her in pawn thereof a feir new Caflbck of the Cnratc's. 
TheBarbermadc him a great Beard of apy'dOx'sTail, 
wherein the Jnn-kecpcr was wont to hang his Horfc- 
comb. The Hofteis demanded ofthem theOccafion why 
they would ufe thefe Thmgs : The Curate recoimted in 
brief Rcalbns of Don g^'xctes Madnefi, and how tl»t 
Di%uifement was requifite, to bring him kway from the 
Mountain wherein at that prefent he made his Abode; 

Prefently the Inn-keeper and his Wife remember'd 
Acmfclves how he had been their Gueft. and of liis Bal^ 
famumy and was the tofs'd Squire's. Lord; and then they 
rehcars'd again to the Curate all that had pafs*d between 
him and them in that Inn, without omitting the Accident 

that 
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that hsid btfdllai Sancho himlclf; and in concluiion the 
Hoftcls trick'd up the Curate fo handlbmely, as there 
could be no more dcfired : for Ihe attir*d him in a Gowp 
oF broad Cloth laid over with Guards of black Velvety 
; every ope being of a Span breadth, full of Gafhes and 
Curs, the Body and Sleeves of green Velvet welted with 
white Sattin,' which Gown and . Doublet, as I fufpect, 
were both made ih the Time of Kin^^ Bamba: The 
Curate would not permit 'cm to veil and bekerchief him, 
. but fet on his Head a white, quilted, Linen Night-cap, 
^ which he carried fi)r the Night, and girded his Forehead 
with a black TaflFaty Garter, and with the other he maf^ 
qued his Face, wherewithal he covered his Beard and V i- 
wge very n^tly ; Then did he incask his Pate in his Har, 
' which was fb broad^ as it might lerve him exceltentljr 
' ibr ^^ttafoly and lapping himfelf up handfbmely in his 
I long Cloak, he went to Horfc, and rode as Women n(e. 
Then mounted the Barber likewifc on his Mule, with 
. his Beard hanging down to the Girdle, half red and half 
white, as that which, as we have faid, was made of the 
Tail of a pye-colour'd Ox ; then taking leave of 'em all, 
and of the good Man'tirnesy whopromis'd (altho' a Sin- 
ner) to lay a Rofary to. their Intention, to the end that 
God might give them good Succeis m fb chriflian and 
difficult an Adventure as that which they undertook. 
But icarcc were they gone out of the Inn, when the Cu- 
rate began to dread a little that he had done ill in ap-* 
parellii^ himlclf in that wife, accounting it a very in- 
decent Thing, that a Prieft feould dight himfelf lb, al- 
tho' the Matter concem'd him never lo much ? *And ac- 
quainting the Barber with his Surmife, he entreated him 
pat they might change Attires, ieeine 'twas much more 
juft that he, becaufe a Xayroan, Ihould feign the oppref^ 
led Lady, and him&lf would become his Squire, for fb 
his Dignity would be leis prophaned ; to which if he 
would not ccHideicend, he rcfiuv'd to pals on no farther, ^ 
altho* the Devil ihould carry therefore Don ^xcte 
away. Sancho came over fio them about this iealbn, and 
fieing of 'em in that Habit, he owM not contain his 
Laughter. The Barber ^to be brief) did aU that which . 
M4 the 
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the Curate pleas'd, and makine thus an exdian&;c of In- 
ventions, the Curate inftruftcd him how he Ihould behave 
himlclf, and what Words he ihould uic to Don ^xitte^ . 
.to prelsand move him to come away with him, and for- ' 
fike the Propenfion and Love to that Place, in which 
he had clioiento perform his vain Penance. 

The Barber anfwer'd, That he would let every Thing 
in his due Point and Perfedtion, tho* he had never leflbn'd 
.him, but would not fet on the Arrays until they came 
near to the Place where Don ^mfe abode, and there- 
fore folded up his Cloches, andMafter Parlbh his Bea^d^ 
and fortliwith went on their Way, SmchQ P»ncha playing 
the Guide, who recounted at large to them all that had 
happen'd with the Madmar, whom they found in the 
Mountain, concealing notwithilanding the BocMCy of the 
Waller, with the other Things found therein; fw altho* 
othcrwifc moft fimple, yet was our youpg Man very fly, an 
ordinary Vice of Fools, and had a foice of Covetoufiiels. 

They arriv'd the next Day followipg to the Place 
where Saneho had left the Tokens of Boughs to find that 
wliercin his Matter io^um'd; and havb^ taken notice 
thereof^ he laid unto them, That was the Entry, and 
therefore they might do well to apparel themfelvcs, if 
hy chance that might be a Mean to procure his Lord's 
Liberty ; for they had cold him already, that on their go- 
ing and apparelling in that manner conftfted wholly the 
Hop^ ^of nreeing his Lord out of that wretched Lite he 
Iiad cholen ; and therefore did charge him, on his L^e, 
not to rcyeal it to his- Lord in any cafe what they were, 
nor Icem m ^ny fort to know them ; and that if he de- 
manded (as they were fore he would) whether he had 
delivered his Letter to Ddcinea^ he ihould fay that he did, 
and that, by reafon Ihe could not read, fhe anfwer'd him 
by Word of Mouth, laying, that ihe commanded, under 
pain of her Indignation, that prefently abandoning ^o 
auftere a Life, he would come and lee her ; for this was 
xnott requifite, to the end that mov*d therewithal, and 
by wliat they meant likewilc to lay unto him, they made 
certain account to reduce him to a better Life, and would 
befides perfuade him to that Courle ii^antly^whish might 

&t 
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fet him in the Way how to become an Emperor or 
Monarch ; for as concerning; the bebg an Archbiihop 
he needed not to fear it at alL 

Sancho liften'd to aUthe Talk and Infirudtions, and 
bore them away well in Memory, and gave them great 
Thanks for the Intention they nad to counfel his £ord 
to become an Emperor, and not an Archbifhop ; .for, as 
he laid, he imagin'd in his fimple Judgment that an 
Emperor was of more Ability to reward his Squire than 
an Archbifhop-Errant. He likewile added, That he 
thought it were neceflaryhe went Ibmew hat before them 
toiearch him, and deliver his Lady's Anfwer, for per- 
haps it alone would be lufficient to fetch him out of 
that Place, without putting them to any. fiuthcr Pains. 
They lilted o^ Sancho Panchas Device, and therefore de- 
ter mm*d to expect him until his Return with the News 
of finding his Mafter. With that Sancho enter *d in by 
the Ciifts of the Rocks (leaving them both behind to- 
gether) by which ran a little fmooth Stream, to which 
other Rocks, and Ibme Trees that srew near unto it, 
made a frcfh and pleafing Shadow. 1 he Heats, and the 
Day wherein they ani/'d there, was one of thofeof the 
Month of y^ugufty when in tliofe Places the Heat is in- 
tolerable ; the Hour about. Tlti-ee in the Aftenioon. All 
which did render the Place more grateful, and invited 
them to remain therein until Sancho s Return. Both 
therefore arrefting there quietly under the Shadow, there 
arriv'd to their Hearing the Sound of a Voice, yvhich 
without being accompanied by any Inflrument, did re- 
Ibund ib fweetand melodioufly, as they remained great- 
ly admired, becaufe they efteem*d not that to be a Place 
wherein any ^o good a Mufician might make his abode. 
For altho' it is ufiially laid, that in the Woods and 
Fields are found Shepherds of excellent Voices, yet is 
this rather a Poeti^'al Endearment than an approved 
Truth; and moftofall, when they perceiv*d that the 
Verlcs they heard him fingmg wqre not of ruftidc Gam- 
pofition, but rather of dcucaic and courtly Invention : 
The Truth whereof is confirm'd by the Vcrfes, which 
Vrerctlicfc;

The Hour, the Time, the Solitarihcfs of the Place, 
Voice, and Art pf him that iung, ftruck Wonder and De- 
I'eht in the flcarers Minds, which remam'd ftili quiet, 
U^ing whethcrthey might hear any thmgelie; but jpcr- 
ceiving that the Silence continued a pretty while, they 
agreed to ifTue and ieek out the Mufician that fune^ har- 
monioufly. And being ready to put their Refolution in 
praftice, thcv were j^in arretted by the lame Voice, the 
whtck toocb^d their Sars a-new with this Sonnet 
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A SONNET. 

TJO ^ T Amity I vohich vith nimble IVings 
£ X Thy Semblanc$ leaving here m Earth behind^ 
Ammg the hlejfed Souls ofHeofven up-flings 
To thofe Imferial Rooms, to cheer thy Mind •

The Song was concluded with a profound vSigh, and 
both the others lent attentive Ear,, to hear if he would 
fingany more'; but perceiving that the Mufick was con- 
verted into Throbs and doleful Plaints, they refblv*d to 
go and learn who was the Wrerch, as excellent for his 
Voice as dolorous in his Sighs : And after they had gone 
a little, at the doubling of the Point of a Crag, they per-'

eternally lofe it, which of all Mifcries would prove the 
moft milerable. Cardenio at this feafon was in his right 
Senfe, free from the furious Accident that diftrac^d him . 
fo often ; and therefore viewing them both attired in fo 
ftrsKige md unufoal a Faihion from that which was ufed - 
hi 6 * among 
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among thoft Dc(arts,he rcfted ibraewhat admir'd,but chic^ 
ly hearing them (peak in his Afiair as in a Matter known 
(for ib much he gathered out of the Curate's Speeches) and 
thercfere anfWcr'd in this manner : I perceive well, good 
Sirs (whoibcver you be) that Heaven, which hath always 
Care to fiiccour Good Men, yea, even the Wicked many 
times, hath whhoiit any Defert addrefs'd unto me by tliete 
Delarts and Places, 16 remote from vulgar haunt, Perfbns, 
which laying before mine Eyes with quick and pregnant 
Keafbns the little Caufc I have to lead this kind of L-ifc, 
do labour to remove me from this Place to a better ; and, 
b]|r reafbn they know not !as much as I do, and that after 
clcaping this Harm I fliall fall into- a far greater, they 
account me perhaps fpr a Man of weak Diicxurfe, and 
-what is worlc, for one wholly devoid of Judgment ; And 
•were it fo^ yet is it no Marvel, for it teems to me that 
the Force ot the Imagination of my DiMers is ib bent 
and powerflil in my Deftrudion, that I, without being 
able to make it any refidance, do become like a Stone, 
void of all good Feeling and Knowledge ; and I come to 
know the Certainty of this Truth when foroe Men do re- 
count and (hew unto me Tokens of tlie Things J have 
<bne whilftthis terrible Accident over-rules me; and 
after I can do no morctlian be grie/d, tho' in- vain, 
and curie, without benefit, my too froward Fortune, and 
render as an Excuie of my Madnels die Relatkm of the 
Caufc thereof, to as many as pleafc to hear it : for wife 
Men perceiving the Caule, will not wo idcr at the £f- 
k^ ', and tho" mey give me no Remedy, yet at leaft will 
not condemn me, for 'twill convert the Anger they con- 
ceive at my Mifrules, into Compafiion of my Diigraces. 
And, Sirs, if by chance it be fb, that you come with 
the ^me Intention, that others did, I requeft you, ere 
you enlarge fertlier your difcrcet Pcrfuafions, tnat youll 
giye ear a while to the Relation of my Miihaps ; for per- 
haps when you have underftood it, you may fiive tlic 
Labour that yoi; would take comforting an £vil wlioUy 
incapable of Coniblation. 

Both of them, which defired nothing fo much than to 
underftand from his owii Mouth the Occafioa of his

Harms, did intreat him to relate it, promifing to do no- 
thing elfe in his Remedy and Comfort, but what himfclf 
-pkalcd: And with this the ibrrowful Gentleman began his 
doleful Hiftorjr, with the very fame Words almoil that he 
had rehearfed it to Don ^xntCy and the Goat-herd, a few- 
Days paft, when, by OcSfion of Mafter Elifabat and Don 
Suixote*s Curiofity m obfcrving the Decorum of Chivalry, 
the Tale remain'd imperfe6t,as our Hiftory left it above. 
But now good Fortune lb difpoicd Things, that his ibo- 
lifli Fit came not upon him, but gave him LeiHu'e to con- 
tbue his Story to the End : And & arriving to thePaC 
iage that fpoke of the Letter Don Ferdinands round in the 
Book qS Amadis deGtmUy CartUnitikid that he had it 
very well in Memory ; and the Senfe was this.

/Difcover daily in thef Worths^ that oblige and inforee 
me to hold thee dtar ; and therefore if thou dejireft to 
have me difcharge this Debty without ferving a IVrit 
m my Houottry thou mayft etiply do it. J have a Father tha$ 
'kiiows theey and loves me Ukevpife well, whoy without forcing 
my Willy will accom^lijl) that which jujify thou ougkteft to 
have ; if it befoy that thou efieemefi me as much as thoufay^ 
ifty and I do believe. 

This Letter moved me to demand Lufcinda of her Fa- 
ther for my Wife, as I have already recounted ; and by 
it alio Lufcinda remained in Don Ferdinando's Opinion 
crowned,fbr one of the moft difcreet Women of herTimc. 
And this Billet Letter was that which firft put him in 
mm'd to deftroy me, ere I could effed my Deures. I told' 
to Don Ferdinando wherein confifted all the Difficulty of 
her Father's protrafting the Marriage, to wit, in that 
my Father ihould firft demand her ; the which I dared 
not to mention unto him, fearing left he would not Wil- 
li igly conlent thereunto ; not for that the Quality, Boun- 
ty, Virtue, and Beauty of Lufcinday were to him un- 
known, or that fhe had not Parts in her able to enno- 
blilh and adorn any other Line^c of Spain whatlbever : 
But becauie I \ifiderftood by him^ that he deiired not to

Father, as well for that InoonvenienGey as for many o- 
then, that made me lb afraid, without knowing what th^ 
were, as mahoi^ltt myDefires would never takeEfiea. 

To all this Don FeraimnuU made me Aniwer, that he 
would take upon him to (peak to . my Father, and per*', 
iuade him to treat of tliat Affiiir aUb with LrfdmU's. O 
ambitious Mart us! O cruel Catiiine! O facinorous 
Sluilaf Otreachenyus G/Mml O traitorous yelUdo ! 
O^ revengefol * JuUm I O covetous Judas I Travtor, 
cruel, revengefol, aiKi coiening ; what Indeierts did this 
Wretch commit, who with fiidi Pains difcovered to thee 
the Secrets and Deliehts of his Heart ? What Ofibice 
oommittoi I a^mft mee ? What Words did I fpeak, or 
Ccuniel did I give, that were not at all addreG'd to the in* 
creafin^ of thmc Honour and Profit ? But on what do I, 
©fall Wretches the word, complain, ieeing that when the 
Current of the Stars doth brine with it^llfllaps, by rea- 
Ibn they come down precipitatcty from above, there is to 
earthly Force can with-hold, or humane Induftry pre- 
vent or evaaiate them ? Who would have imagined that 
Don Ftrdinmidoj a noble Gentleman, diicreet, obliged hj 
my Deferts, and powerful to obtain whatlbever the amo- 
rous Defire would exaft of him, where and whenfbever 
it ieized on his Heart, would (as they fay) become lb 
corrupt, as to deprive rrie of one only Sheep, which yet 
I did not poflHs 1 But let thele Confiderations be laid 
apart as improfitable, that we may knit up again the 
broken Thread of my unfortunate Hiftory. And thcre^ 
fere I lay, that Don FerMnatuU bclievbg, that my Pre- 
ience was a Hitidrance to put his treacherous and wicked 
Defifi;n in Execution, he refolved to lend me to his eldeft

the end I might abfent mylelf, bought the very &tne 
Day that he ofiered to fpeak himfelf to mjr Father, and 
would have me go for the Money, (becaufe he might 
bring his treacherous Intent the better to pals.) G>uM I 
prevent thisTreafbn ? or coidd I perhaps but once ima- 
gine it ? No truly ; but rather glad for the good Mer- 
chandize he has made, did make Proffer of my (elf to de- 
part for the Money very willingly. I Ipoke that Night 
to Lufcinday and acquainted her with the Agreement 
paft between me and Don FerMnandOy bidding her to 
hope firmly, that our good juft Defires woiud £on a 
wifhed and happy End. She aniwered me again (aS lit- 
tie fid^fting Don Ferdinando's Trealbn as»iAyfclf) bid- 
dbg me to return with all Speed, becaufe me believed 
that the Condufion of our A tie&ions ihould be no long- 
er deferred, than my Father deferred to fpeak unto her s 
And what was the Caufe I knownot;.but asfboa as fhe 
had Slid this imto me, her Eyes were filled with Tcan , 
and fomewhat thwarting her Throat, hindred Her from 
fiying many other Thbgs, which methought fhe flriv- 
<d to fpeak. 

I rcfted admired at this.new Accident, until that Time 
never feen in her ; for always is many times as my good 
Fortune and Diligence granted it, we convef fed with all 
Sport and Delight without ever intermeddling m our 
Difcouries, any Tears, Sighs, Complabts, Suipickins,Qr 
Fears. All my Speech was to advance my FcMrtone ; for 
having received ner from Heaven as my Lady and Mif • 
trefs,then would I amplify her Beauty, admire licr Worrii, 
and praife her Difcretion. She, on the odier fide, would 
return me the Exchange, extollinfi; in me what ihe, as one 
Clamoured, accountea worthy of liaud and Commendati- 
on. Afiier this, we would recount a hundred thoufind 
Toys and Chances befall'n our Neighbours and Acquaia- 
tanGe,and that to which my Frefiimmion dared farthcil to 
extend itfelf, was fbmetimes to take nor beautifiti and ivo« 
ry Hands perforce, and \a& them^ as well as I might, 
thorow the rigorous Stri&nefs of a nigeardly Iron-grate, 
which divided us. But the precedent Night to the Day 
of my lad Departure, ihe wept, fobb'd, and figh'd, and 

departed, 
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departed^ leaving me full of Confufion and inward Ail 
&iiltSy amazed to behold luch new and doleful Tokens 
of Sorrow and Feeling in Lufcinda.^ But becauie I would 
not murder my Hopes, I did attribute all thcfe Things 
•to the Force of her AfFedion towards me, and to the 
Grief which Abfencc is wont to (lir in thofe that love 
one anodier dearly. To be brief, I departed from thence 
Ibrrowful and pcnfive, my Soul being full of Inu^inati- 
ons and Sulpicions, and yet knew not what I liiipedrcd 
or imagined ; clear Tokens, foretelling the lad Succefs 
and Misfortune which attended me. I arrived to the 
Place where I was lent, and deliver'd my Letter to Don 
Ferdinmdo^s Brother, and was well entertained, but not 
well dilpatched ; for he commanded me to exped: (a 
Thing to me mpft difpleafing) eight Days, and that out 
. of the Duke his' Father's Prelcnce ; becaufe his Brother 
Jiad written unto him to fend him certain Monies un- 
known to his Father. And all this was but falie Don 
Ferdinando*s Invention ; for his Brother wanted not Mo* 
ncy wherewithal to have diipatched me prefentJy, had 
not he written the contrary. 

' This vras fb difpleafing a Commandment and Order, as 
admoft it brought me to Terms of diiobeyinc; it, becaufe 
it leemed to me a Tiling moft impoffible to fuftain my Life 
fb many Days in the Abfence of my Lufiivda ; and fpeci- 
^lly having left her fb ibrrowful as I have recounted ; yet 
honvithftanding I did obey like a good Servant, altho* I 
knew it would be with the Coft of my Health. But on 
the fourth Day after I had arrived, there came a Man in 
my Search with a Letter, which he deliver'd unto me, 
and by the Indorfcment I knew it to be Lufctndas ; for 
rfie Hand was like her's I opened^ it not without Fear 
and Aflailmcnt of my Senlb, knowing that it mwft have 
been fbmc ierious Occafton, which could move her to 
write unto me, being abfcnt, feeing fhe did fb rarely, 
even when I was prelent. I demanded of the Bearer, 
before I read, who had . delivered it to him 1 and 
what Time he had fpent in the Way? He an- 
fwered me, That pafling by chance at Mid-da^ tho- 
povr a Street of the City, a very bcautifijl I^dy did call 

him 
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him from a certain Window : Her Eyes were all bcblub- 
bered with Tears ; and laid unto him very haftily, Bro- 
ther, if tliou beeft a Chriftian, as thou appearcft to be 
one, I pray thee for God's lake, that thou do forthwith 
addreis this Letter to the Place and Perlbn that the Su- 
perlcription affigneth (for they be well known) and 

' tiierein thou Ihdt do our Lord great Service. 

And becaufe thou mayft not want Means to do it, 
take what thou Ihalt find wrapped in that Handkerchief. 
And laying ibj Ihe threw out of the Window a Handker- 
chief, wherein were lapped up a hundred Rials, this Rin^ 
of Gold which I carry here, and that Letter which I de- 
livered untO' you. And prelcntly, without expedtbg 
mine Aniwer, ihe departed, but firft law me take up the 
Handkerchief and Letter ; and then I made her Signs that 
I would accomplilh herein her Command : And after per- 
ceiving the Pains I might take in bringing you it, la 
well confidcred, and feeing by the Indorlement, that you 
were the Man to whom it was addrefs'd, for, Sir, I know 
you very well ; and alio obliged to do it by the Tears of 
that beautiful Lady ; I determin'd not to trull any other 
with it, but to come and bring it you my felf in Perlon: 
And in fixtecn Hours fince it was given unto me, I have 
travelled the Journey you know, which is at leaft eigh- 
teen Leagues long. W hilft the thankful new Meflcnger 

* fpake thus unto me, I remamed in a Manner hanging 
on his Words, and my Thighs did tremble in luch man- 
ner, as I could very hardly luftain my Iclf on Foot ; yet, 
taking Courage, at laft I opened the. Letter, whereof 
thclewere the Contents. 

T^e Ward that Don Ferdinando hath faft unto you to 
Jpeak to ywr Father^ that he might fpeak to mine^ hi 
hath accomplijhed more to his own Pleafare than to your 
Profit. Fory 5/V, you Jhail underftandy that he hath de^ 
manded me for his Wife ; aind my Father y horn away by the 
jidvantage ofWortPjs which he fuppofis to be in Don Fer- 
dinando more thaninyouy hath agreed to his Demand in 
fogood Eamefty as the Effoufals Jhall be celebrated within 
thefe two Daysy andthat Jg fecretly and alone y as only thi 
Heavens^ and fmm few Folk of the Houfe Jhall be Witnejfes. 

How 
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H9» Irtnuun^ imagine \ and lohethir it be convenieftf y^ 
flauld retunif yw may cmpder', and the Succefs of this Af- 
fair JhaU itt you to ferceive^ whether 1 love you veil or not. 
I Mitch Ahmghty God that this may arrive unto your Handsj 
before mine Jhall fee it felf in danger to join vith hisy whitb 
i^tPetb bis fromi fed Faith fo ill. 

Theie were, in iuro, die Contents of the Letter, and^ 
the Motives that periuaded me presently to depart, with- 
out attendin^^ any other Aniwer, or other Monies ; for 
Chen I conceived clearly, that it was nol theBiiyal of the 
Horics, biit that of his Deliehts, which had moved Don 
Berdinmido to lend me to his Brother. The Rage which * 
I conceived asainft him, joined with the Fear to loie the 
Jewel whidi I had gained by h many Years Service, and ^ 
X)efires, did let Wbgs on me ; for I arrived as if I had 
flown thenoxtDay at my own City, in the Hour and Mo^ 
, ment fit to fi;o (peak to Lufdnda. rentred fecretly, and 
left my Aiole whereon I rode iiLthe^ honeft Man's 
Houfe that had brought me the Letter; and my Fortune 
purjpofing then to be favourable to me, difpofed ip mine 
Afoirs, that I found Lufanda fittbe at tliuit Iron Gatp, 
which was die iole Witnefi of our Loves. Lufcindd knew 
ime ftraieht, and I her, but not as we oi^ht to know 
one anomer. But who is he in the World which may 
truly vaunt, that he hath penetrated, and thorowly ex- 
haufled the amfiiied Thoughts, and mutable Nature of 
Women ? Truly n<Mic. I lay then, to proceed with my 
Tale, that as loon as Ijifcinda perceived me, fKe laid, G«r- 
denio^ I am attired with my wedding Garments, and in 
the Hall do wait for me, the Traytor Don FerdinamUy and 
my covetous Father, with other WimeiTes, which (hall 
rather be &ch of my Death, than of mine Eipoulals : fie 
not troubled, dear Friend, but procura to be preient at 
this Sacrilico, the which if I cannot hmder by my Per- 
iuafions and Reaibos, I carry hidden about me a Ponyard 
lecredy, which may hmder more relolute Forces, by gi. 
ving End to my Life, and a B^innmg to thee, to knoir^ 
certain the A&dion which I mive ever bom, and da 
bear unto diee. I anfWered her troubled and haftily^ 
fearing I ihould not have the Lei&re to reply unto ber^^ 

fiyiiig^ 
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faying, Sweet Lady, let thy Works verify thy Words ; 
for if thou carrieft a Ponyard to defend thy Credit, I do 
here likewife bear a Sword, wherewithal I will defend 
thee, or kill myielf, if Fprtunc prove averfc and con- 
trary. I believe that Ihe could not hear all my Words, 
by reaion flie was cdled haftily away, as I perceived, for 
that the Bridegroom expeded her coming; By this the 
Kight of my Sorrows did tliorowly fall, and toe Sun of 
my Gladneis was let; and I remained without Light in 
mme Eyes, or Diicourfe in my Uhderifanding. I could 
not ftna the Way into her Hoiiie, nor could I move myfclf 
to any Part: Yet conffdering at kft how important my 
Prefencc was, for that which might bcfal in that kd^ 
venture, I animated myielf the beftl could, andentred 
into die Houfe ; aqd as one tlwt knew very well all the 
Entries and Paflages thereof, and Specially by reafon of 
the Trouble and Bu/inefs that was then in hand, I went 
in unperceived of any. And thus, without being leen,'I 
had the Opportunity to place my felf in the hollow Room 
ofa Window of the ftmeHall, which was covered by 
the Ends of two encountering Pieces of Tapeftry, from 
whence I could fee all that was done in tne nail, re* 
mainine my felf unviewed of any. Who could now de- 
feribe the Aflaults and Surprilals of my Heart, whilft I 
there abode? the Thoughts which encountredmyMind, 
the Confiderations which I had, which were fo many, 
and fuch, as they can neither be faid, nor is it Realbn they 
ihould ? Let it fuffice you to know, that the Bridegroon\ 
entred into the Hall without any Ornament, wearing 
the ordinary Array he was wont, and was accompanied 
by a G>ufin-German of lMfcinda\ and in all the Hall 
there was no Stranger prefent, nor any other than the 
Houihold Servants. Within a; while after, LuCcinda 
came out of the Parlour, accompanied by her Mother 
and two Waiting-maids of her own, as ricnly attired and' 
deckt,as her Calling and Beauty dcferved, and the Per- 
fe&ion of courtly Irimp and Bravery coidd afibrd : .

precious Stones, and Flame ofibur Links that lighted in 
the Hall, vet did the Splendour thereof feem wr more 
bright and glorious to mine Eyes. O Memory, the mor- 
tal Enemy of mine Eafe, to what End fcvves it now to 
rcprefcnt unto me the uncomparable Beauty of that ray 
adored Enemy ? Were it not tetter, cruel Memory, to re- 
member and repreient that which ihe did then; that be- 
ing moved by (6 matiifeft a Wrong, 1 may at leaft endea- 
vour to lofe my Life, fince I cannot procure a Revenge ? 
Tire not, good Sirs, to hear the Digreflions I make ; 
for my Grief is- not of that Kind that may be rehearfed 
luccindUy andfpeedily, leeing that in mine Opinion 
cvcnr Pafl&ge of it ii worthy of a large Diicourfe. 
To this the Curate an(wered,that not onlv they were 

' not tired or wearied hearing of him, but ratner they re- 
ceived marvellous Delights hear him recount each Mi- 

' nuity and Circumftancc, becaufe they were fiich as defcr- 

• vcd not to be pafled over in Silence, but rather merited 
as much Attention as the principl Parts of the Hiftory. 

' You ihall then wit (quoth Cardinio) that as thev thus

Churchy commands '^ I thrufted out all my Head and 
Neck out of the Tapeftry, and v/ith raoft attentive Ears 
and a troubled Mind, fettled my lelf to hear what L%- 
Jcinda ^nfwtred; expedting by it, the Sentence of my 
Death, or the Confirmation of my Life. O ! if one had 
dared to lally out at that Time, and cried with a loud 
Voice, O Lufcinday Lufcinda^ fee well what thou doft, 
con/ider withal what thou oweft me ! Behold how thou 
art mine, and that thou canft not be any other's ! Note, 
that thy faying of Yea, and the End of my Life, fliall 
bcbothinonelnftant. O Tray tor, Don Ferdinando!

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Robber of my Glory, Death of my Life, what is this thou 
pretendcft 1 what wilt thou do ? Confider, thou canft not 
Chriftian-like atchieve thine Intention, feeing JjifctTida 
is my Sppufe, and I am her Husband. O fboiifli Man ! 
now that I am abfent, and far from the Danger, I fey 
what I fhould have done, and not what I did. Now, af- 
ter that I have permitted my dear Jewel to be robbed, 
I exclaim on the Thief, on whom I might have reveng- 
ed my lelf, had I had as much Heart to do it, as I have 
to complain. In fine, fincc I was then a Coward and a 
Fool, it is no matter tho* I now die aihamed, fbrry and 
frantick. The Curate flood expeding Lnjcindas An- 
fwer a good while ere fhe gave it; and m the End, 
when I hoped that fhe would take out the Ponyard to 
flab herlelf, or would unlooic her Tongue to fay Ibmc 
Truth or ufc Ibme Realbn or Perfiiafion that might re- 
dound to my Benefit, I heard her, inftead thereof, an- 
fwer with a difmayed and languifhing Voice, the Words, 
/ w/7/ ; And then Don Ferdinando (aid the fame ;'and gi- 
ving her the Ring, they remained tied with an indi(u>- 
• luble Knot. Then the Bridegroom coming to kift his 
Spoufc, ilie fether Hand upon her Heart, and fell in a 
Trance between her Mother's Arms. , 

Now only remains untold the Cafe wherein I was, 
feeing in that, yea, which I had heard my Hopes deluded, 
Lufcindas Words and Promifes falfified,and myielf wholly 
difabled to recover, in any Time, the Good which I loft 
in that Inflant : I refled void of Counfel, abandoned (in 
mine Opinion) by Heaven, proclaimed an Enemy to the 
Earth which upheld me, the Air denying Breath enough 
for my Sighs, and the Water Humour iufficient to mme 
Eyes ; only the Fire increafed in fuch manner, as I burned 
thorowly with Rage and Jealoufy.

I ieeiiig all tlie 
Folk of theHoafe thus in an Uproar, did adventure my- 
iclf to iflue, not weighing much whether I were feen or 
no ; bcariiig withal aReu>lution (if I were perceived) to 
play (uch a rafli Part, as all the World fhould underjftand 
the luft Indignation of my Brcaft, bv the Revenge I 
would take on falie DanFetiMnaMioy and the mutable and 
4iilmaycdTra:tre(s: But xnyDeftiny, which hath reierved 
me for greater Evils, iFpombly there be any greater than 
mine own, ordained that Inftantroy Wit mould abound, 
whereof ever face I have (b great Want; and therefore 
without Will to take Revenge of my sreateft Enemies, 
(of whom I might have taken it with allFacility, by rea- 
son they fufpedtcd fo little my being there) 1 determi- 
ned to take it on my&lf, and execute in myjelf, the Pain 
which they dcferved ; and that perhaps with more Ri- 
gour than I would have uled towards them, if I had (lain 
them at that Time, feeing that the fiidden Death fa&h- 
cth prefendy the Pain, but that which doth lingeringly 
torment, kUls always, without ending the L^ 

To be fhort, I went out of the Hode, and came to the 
<ither where I had Itft my Mule, which I cauied to be 
faddled, and without bidding mine Hoft adieu, I mount- 
ed on her, and rode out ot die City, without daring, 
like another Loty to turn back and behold it : And dien , 
feeing myiclf alone in the Fields, and that the Darkneis 
of the Night did cover me, and the Silence thereof iur- 
vitc me to complain, without Refpe6b or Fear to be heard 
or known, I did let (lip my Voice, and untied my Tongue 
with fo many Curfes of Lufdnda and Don FerMmmaoy 
SLi if thereby I might fatisfy the Wrong they had done, 
me. I gave her the Tide of cruel, ungrateful, falfc, and 
icomfol, but fpecially of covetous, feeing the Riches oi 
mine Enemy had fliut up the Eyes of her AflFcaion, to 
depr've me thereof, and render it to him, with whom 
Fortune had dealt more frankly and liberally: And in 
the midf^ ofthis Time of Maledictions and Scorns, I 
did excufe her, faying. That it was no marvel that a 
Maidenlceptdofe in her Parent's Houie, made and ac-

lb fit a Match for their Daughter as my felf: And fhe 
might eafilv have faid, before Ihe put herfelf in that laft 
and fo]»;ible Pais of giving her Hand, that I had already , 
given her mine ; which I would come out to coiifefs, 
and confirm all that fhe could any way feign in this 
Cafe ; and concluded in the End, that little Love, lefs 
Judgment, much Ambition, and Defire of Greatoefi, 
caufed her to forget the Words, wherewithal fhe had 
deceived, entertained, and fuibiined me in my firm 
Hopes and honeft Defires. 

ufing thcfe Words, andfeeling thisUnquietne&ion^ 
Breaft, I travelled all the reft of the Night, and ftruck 
about Dawning into one of the Entries of thefe Moun- 
tains, thorow which I travelled three Days at Random, 
without following or finding any Path or Way, until I 
arrived at laft to certain Meadows and Fields, that lie, I

did not rememoer to have taken any. They told me in 
what a wild Condition they fiund me, talking and look- 
ing & ftrangely, that they judg'd I had quite loft 
my Senfes. And I have great Caufe to think, that my 
Reafbn fi>metinies leaves me, and diat I commit all the 
Pranks of Rage and Madnefs, as tearing my Qothes, 
howling thro* thefc Delarts, filling the Air with Curfes 
and Lamentations, and calling upon Dtfcjndus Name, 
till t become fe weak, that I can hardly (tir. My Place 
of Retirement at Kight isufiially Ibme hollow Cork-tree, 
where thelc neighbouring-Goat-herds, out of meer Pity, 
leave me Ibmctimes Part of their own Victuals to lupport 
my mifcrable Life ; tho' Ibmetimcs, in my Fits, I take it 
from them by Violence, as they often tell me in my In- 
telrvals of Reason,, and chide me for it; but I can make 
n6 other Excuie, than the Greatnefs of my Diftrad:ion, 
which, tijl Heaven put a Period to my Life, and by 
that Cleans to the Memory of Lufiindas Beauty and 
Perjury, will not allow me the Ufe of my Senfes. Thus, 
Sirs, , I have related 'an Account of my Misfortunes ; 
judge now whether I tan fliew lefs Concern; and pray 
do not prefcribe Remedies to me who will make Ufe of 
none, who can have no Health without Lufa'nda. Since 
flic has forfaken me, flmuft die ; arid as Ihe has ihewed 
by her Unfaithllilnefs that fhe defires my Ruin, I will, 
by niy unheard-of Sufferings, drive to convince her, 
that 1 deferved a better Fate. 

Here Gw^^i/tf ended his Story, and as the Curate was 
going to give him fbme proper Conlblation, he was pre- ' 
vefttcd by- the doleful Sounds x>{ anotlier Complaint, 
which engaged their Attention : But the Account of 
that Adventure is refcrved to the fourth Book of this 
Hiflory ; for the wife and judicious Hiftprian OV Hamct 
BenertgeU hztt put an end to the third.
